x . yiTerings had hitherto been the Charader of the Church, and the Prb- 

L " Mors ofChriftianity, the more Adive and Vigorous they appear’d; 

the more exquifite Torments they were fure to undergo ; the Kings and 
V W Potentates of the Earth inftead of being her Nurfiqg-Fathers, had all a- 
long made ufe of their utmoft Power and policy not only to Curb and 
Check her growingGreatnefs, but utterly toextirpate her from offthe face of the 
Earth; fo that what Advances fhe yet made were in defpigBtgf the Malice of her 
Perfecutors, and the Fruits fhe brought forth were theplefled productof the 
Blood of f her Martyrs. But now in companion to her Afflictions, and in pity 
t,o the Papas and Struglings fhe laboured under, God raifes up Conftantine , not 
only to be a Proteftor, but himfelf a Profejflor of Chriftianity, that fo his Church 
might have feme jrefpite, and enjoy , at leaft a breathing-while in themidft ofthefe 
herTerroursand Agonies. , , ... , .■ .

6. The Original andcaufeof all Mifchiefs, he makeththe Omiflion of this 
Solemnity by Conjlantine, whom like an Heathen and prejudiced Perfon, he 
loadeth with all forts of Calumnies out of Malice; whereas it’s clear by Tefti- 
monjrof all Writers, that the Ages wherein thefe Secular Games were Celebrated, 
neither wanted Plague, Famine nor War, but conflicted with all forts of Miferies ; 
and in the contrary, this prefent was vow’d of them being very Fortunate both 
to the City and the World ; fomany Tyrants and Barbarous Enemies being Sup- 
prefled'; but when through the importunity of the Gentiles thefe Games were 
reftored by permiflion of Honorius the Chriftian Emperour, the former Evils re¬ 
turned as we lhall fee in due place. But the Pagans grevioufly Troubled and 
Afflifted with this profperity of Chriftianity, which they faw could not be Ex¬ 
tirpated by fuch and fo many Perfecutions, to divert their Grief, invented certain 
Greek Verles, as given out to one that confulted an Oracle wherein they declared 
Chrifi innocent of this Error of Sacriledge as they called it, but accufed St. Pe¬ 
ter as Author of that wickednefs that he might be Worlhipped in Chrifts Name, 
for thefpaceof 36^. Years, after which time this Worihip was to have an end 
without delay.

thole by a Divine inftimft, who had imbraced tho Faith, that they might freely *»> >?• 
frequent the Church of God; and there without any Moleftation offer up their 
Prayers unto him. But others that had not yet tailed the fweetnels of Divine 
Knowledge,he commanded that on the Lords day they Ihould go into the Fields, 
belonging to the Suburbs oftheCity where they fhould meet, and joy n together 
in Prayer to God : For he faid that they ought not only toufe their Spears, or 
put their confidence in Weapons or ftrength of Body, but to acknowledge God 
to be the giver, and as of all other things, fo of Victory ; to whom with Hearts 
and Hands lifted up to Heaven, we ought to render due Praifeand Prayer, to 
beleech him who is the giver of Victories, to Keep, Proteft and Defend us. He 
preferibed alfo to his Souldiers a certain Form of Prayer in Latin, which he 
commanded them toufe after this manner, (b) We acknowledgethee the only 
God , ive confefs thee to be our King ; we invoke thee as our helper ; by thee we have 
obtained Vi thries, by thee we have overcome our Enemies , from thee we enjoy our 
Prefcribes a p re f e „ t Happynefs , And hope we Jball obtain one that is to come, we all become thy 
Ky hi. be SuppliantsJbefeeching thee topreferve long ourEmperourConfantimfife andFiaori- 
Souidiers. ousi with his hopeful Progeny. This Form of Prayer he commanded his Souldiers 

to ufe on Sundays, and in their daily Devotions ; 'f) caufing alfo the Sign otthe^^; 
Crofs to be Ingraven upon their Armour , and to be 4 carried before the Army, 
which it was to follow, and not any .Golden Standard as formerly. And he nut 
only fent this Edift for obfervation ofthe Lords Day .to all Governors or Pro¬ 
vinces, but alfo for (dj keeping fuch Holydays as were Confecrated to the.

more at wliatjfliould, then what could be, and being better Church-men and 
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Politicians (even in a Chriftian Sence)by their Panegyrical Flouriffies, cxtoll 
that for zeal, which had it been practiced might through the unfeafonable ap¬ 
plication , proved the overthrow of that they moft defired ihould be eftabliffi- 
ed. 

15-. By their precipitancy and imprudence (as in fuch Cafes Princes never 
want thofe about them of fuch Temper,and would be at their Journeys end e’re they 
can well fet out ) might the Emperour be brought to do what he might be tem¬ 
pted afterwards to recall,and thereby both Sin in Eftablilhing that by a Law,which 
it might have been no Sin to permit with forrow, when he could not hinder it .* 

As alfo difcourage Profeflors, and call a great blemiffi upon Religion ; or elle not 
only venture the overthrow of Religion, and reducing it to its former afflidted 
Condition, but endanger his Crown and Dignity by Seditions. For the occafion 
of this Refcript, appeareth to have been a great fufpicion the Pagans had, that 
The occafion By degrees he would Eradicate their Superftition; becaufe about a Year a go 
thereof. h e had the fecond time written againft Arufpices , which exercifed their Art in 
private Houfes. Leaving them to be accordingly Alarmed, hereby it is pro¬ 
bable that by an InfurreCtionor fome dangerous attempt, he recalled what he 
had formerly done, and eftabliffied the thing he prohibited. For as (x) one 
obferveth, feeing that in this Refcript he declareth that all have Liberty tofol- • 

low that way of Divination, fotheyabftain from private Superftition and Do- 3 
meftick Sacrifices; he plainly fignifieth that by fome other Edift he had pro¬ 
hibited the publick Exercife of Arufpicina, which it feems had wonderfully m- 
cenfedthe Pagans and excited them to Seditious Attempts, the Arufpicina being 
ofvaft Efteem and Authority at Rome, as it is evident fromthe Law of the 11 (jf)A !tl u 
Tables which x 'Cicero reciteth and explaineth.But fome pretend to obferve that af- >*', *• 

ter this ungodly Edi£t, whereas Conftantine formerly had all .things according

Cenfors alfo Ceafed, which fome endeavoured, though in vain, to re-eftabliffi. 

18. By the Sacrifices of Luftra, here are meant Publick and Solemn Luftrations, 
which were Celebrated about the. Pomarium of the City and the Fields, in a 
Proceffion called Amburbia and Amburvalis : The Beafts to be Sacrificed, being 
led about with certain Verfes uttered in a Set and So.emn Feaft-day; thefe weie 
Solemnized upon feveral Occafions, as for the Fruitfulnefs of the Earth, and Plenty 
of Grain: upon infpedion of the Sybiline Books, and a Lefhftermum made for 
theprocurementof the Peace of the Gods, as it was termed, or upon Threats 
. of great Dangers, for Defence of the Country againft Foreign Enemies; in 
which Solemnities there was a Luftration by intervention of a Torch, Sulphur, 
and Water, and Water was fprinkled according to TertuSian; ofthis fort Anci¬ 
ently were the Armiluftra, whereby the Army in the Campus Martm* as 
Luftrated by Sacrifice, as were Navies, Temples,. Altars, and Pipes called Tuba i

1 9. That this Conftitution not only refpe&eth fuch Luftra as were made agamft 
the Plague, or for benefit of the Villages; but alfo for ViCtory againft an 
Enemy, the CharaCterifm of the Date of it feemeth fufficiently to Witnefs. 

For this fame Year, and theConfullhip of Severus and Rufinas, the Goths made 
The Go- an Incurfion into the Empire, and wafted Thrace and Mafia , whom Conftantine 
thick fports Repulfed, and thence were Celebrated the Gothick Sports, whereot Porphyry in 
r.^r.ShisPanegyrick, AmiemCoins, and other'thingswrtoenconcerningihofeTimes 
bear mehiion, as the Calender called Calendartm Hmauanum, the Author of 
Conftantine'^ Life,and an Anonymous of Simttndus or rdefm. Now the Pagans 
thought they could mote eafily force Chriftifcs to thofe Solemnities, becaufe 
they were .Celebrated without the more Superftitious Rites-and Ceremonies; 
as perhaps without mutations of the ViHima , and Circumdu&ions already abo- 
lilhed, neither Sacrifices of the Hofie (for it is requifite to eaprefs thofe things 
in their proper Latin Terms) fo that it feemed not fo clear, but that Chriftian,, 
without wounding their Confciences, might be prefent at them And the

fpecious Pretence of the Publick Safety; whence the Calumny ofZozmus^- 
peareth manifeft, who writes that Innocent Bilhop of Rome , in the Time ot Ho- 
norius amongft fuch Fears and Dangers as were then great, becaufe otthe Go- 
thick War, concerned to. certain Pagan Rites for defence of the Empire, 
ferring the Publick Safety, faith he, before his own opinion.

Farther if we Con¬ 
sult other Writers, a deep filence there is, not one word of this Story of the Pon¬ 
tificate which Tozimus tells us* but in a matter of fuch Moment, who can ima¬ 
gine they Ihould fay nothing ? Would Pagan Writers, efpecially the Panegy rifts, 

. whereof thofe Times were Fruitful, have omitted this Title fo great, fo plaufible, 
when they Extol Chriftian Emperours to the Skies , and pafs not over things of 
flight conference ? On the other fide would the Fathers and Ecclefiaftical Wri¬ 
ters have omitted to reprehend them for fo fcandalous an Office and Title, who 
are not wont to diflembie lefler Faults of Princes? Or who can think that by 
Hereticks , or one or another, this would not have been laid to their Charge ? 

From the 26. Then if we look on the.Conftitutions of thofe Chriftian Princes, their 
Conftitutions Coyns and Medals, as alfo fuch Infcriptions as are not Falfified, there’s nothing 
Umfe chriftian * n them that gives the leaft pretence to this Affertion, although by them, efpeci- 
Princes. ally theTitles of Emperours be largely fetout. If we cOnfider their minds and 
Inclinations, we {hail find that by various Conftitutions, they endeavoured to 
Eradicate Paganifm out of the minds of their Subjects, as the Times and neceffity 
of Affairs would permit, forbiding to all Chriftians Communion with 
the Gentiles, in their Superfluous Rites; how then could they themfelves pra¬ 
ctice what they difapproVed in others i and by ill examples Enervate their own 
’ Laws ? Ecclefiaftical "Writers as afTheodoret ahd b'Sozomenus note it in Julian as (a) Lib. 3 . 
anew thing, that he called himfelf Pontifex Maximus , as he alfo ftiles himfelfin :1

Thefe things feem fufficiently to ConviCt Zozimus of Calumny and Fallhood, 
as to his Affertion that thofe Chriftian Princes affumed this Title, As lor what 
he adds that Grattan rejefted it, who can believe that lo memorable a thing would 
have been utterly forgot, or never mentioned by Chriftian 'Writers, who are 
ready enough to give Commendations where due, as mightily extoll the Piety and 
Chriftian Zeal ot Grattan , efpecially St. Ambrofe and Aufonius; then the dift- 
ance of place makes againft this Alfertion. For if the Pontifical Habit was ob- 
ferved to Grattan^ by theinferiour Pontifices, and prcfently rejected by him, 
then muft this have been done at Rome, where they refided and where we do not 
Read that Grattan ever came. 


zy. Notwithftanding fome there are who go about to gain Credit to Zozimus 
his Story, being willing to believe that Gratian firft rejected this Title, and for 
this reafon you muft know, becaufe the Biffiops of Rome then began to Challenge 
it as their du t,Baronius a mainSrickler for it in hisAnnals, though of another mind in 
his Notes upon the Martyrology , brings his firft Teftimony out of Aufonius , 
whence he will make in his return of thanks to call Gratia^ Pontifex Maximus. 

But this faith Gotbofred, is Mdgratis. For in two Places a" indeed Aufonius ( a ) r ^. I0 , 
equalleth Gratian with a Pontifex Maximus, but for his Religion and Chaftity w/.io. &ea. 
as he plainly expreffeth it. And in a (J) third he calleth him Pontifex Maximus , 
but by a certain allufion in refpeft ofthe Old Pontifical Comitia, to which Gra-fiu. 18. 
tian by Letters feemed to allude. The Second Teftimony he fetcheth from An¬ 
cient Infcriptions ; wherein befides other Titles of Emperours, this of Pontifex 
Maximus is found, and he inftanceth in feveral, to be met with in the Colle&ion 
of Infcriptions, by Graterus. Great heed is indeed to be given to ancient fn- 
feriptionsj but w'e muft alfo confider that in them thefe Emperours aflu me not 
that Title to themfelves, but it’s given them by others, viz. The Superfluous 
Romans and Italians , as Pagans in this Age; Sacrifices who made Inipeftions in¬ 
to the Entrails of Beafts ; for Chriftian Emperors i^who certainly approved no 
fuch things) as we have hinted formerly from (c) Ammianus. And we muft ( C ) ub. 
further know that fome of thofe Infcriptions, had been formerly made for Pagan 
Emperours, whofe Names being Erafed, afterward thofe ot Chriftian Emperours 
were Ingraven in their places.

But Superfti- 
tion he mult be guilty of, had he aflumed it,* neither can one be accounted tiee 
from Idolatry, that is not guilty of the higheft Crime of that nature, that doth 
not Sacrifice himfelf, or incourage that abominable Rite by his Authority. 

Although a Prince ufed only the Habit and Title in Baronius his Senfe, yet coni 
fider ferioufly what this Habit was; a Pontifical and Prieftly Stole, U^ltikh <xhv, 
as Zozimus calls it, a Sacred Feftment,' Sacerdotal and Pagan Ornament ; a 
painted Robe, not with any Hiftory out of the Gofpel doubtlefs as After ins 
writes, the Clothes of Rich Men in Cappadocia , in his time, were wont to be 
neither wrought with the Images of Emperours as that Trahea or Palmata 
was, which Gratian fent to Aufonias , when he had defigned him Conful 
but were wrought and painted after the Pagan Falhion, fuch as was Myftical* 
and fuch as the Pontijex Maximus received from the hand of inferiour /V^-J 
Pontiftces, as Zozimus witnefleth, which for a Chriftian to put on, was counted 
wickedneis by Gratian , as that Pagan Author relates. 

33 - What account is to be made of Zozimus his. Story, and the defence of 
Baronius, we may perceive by thofe things, both who make this Title to have 
ceafedin Gratian. But there are fome that proceed farther, and will have the 
Title of Pontijex Maximus ufed by Princes after his time, which they would 
prove from an EdicSt of Valentinian and Marcian, inferted into the third Action of 
the Council of Chalcedon, wherein thefe Emperours are called Pontiftces Inclyti- 
fo the Edition (a) of Colain, and fuch as have been printed from it: But that («' p s e 
this is falfe, appears from the (ft) Greek Copies, wherein no fuch matter appears p ‘I.’ 
but thofe Princes are only ftiled ulZmi v Auy»sti/, That it was added by fome ‘’ 
foolilh Writer or Printer it is clear, from other Demonftrations of his Folly * 
as there it is faid that Marcian had repeated the Tribunitial Power feven and 
twemy*times, whereas he Reigned but fix Years and fix Months ,* and the Tri¬ 
bunitial Power being a Confequent of the Imperial, now had been left off, and 
not mentioned.

54. From all that has been faid, it appears that Conftantine , though the 
Year foregjilng he had permitted the ufe of Arufpicina to the Pagans, yet neither 
allowed Communion with them in himfelf nor other Chriftians, but difc 
approved of whatfoever carried Superftition or Paganifm with it in fhew or 
Tlt C ’ u thin £ s as bac * been Inftituted by the Gentiles , yet in their

40. Seeing (a) that by God's Divine Providence , a great multitude of People . W 
in this City , which is called after me Conflantinople, have devoted themfeIves 

to the true Church ; it is fit, that as their number increafeth, fo more Churches 
Furniihing Jhould be eretted. Know therefore , that we thought it necejfary to fignifie to 
Boots With your Wifdom , that you Jhould provide fifty Church Books, containing thofe parts 
of Scripture which you think mofi ufeful and profitable to the Church , and mofi 
portable, being fairly and legibly writ in fmooth Parchment. And we, out of 
gracious Clemency , have Jent our Letters to the Governour of your Province , 
to furnifh you with all things necejfary for the charge thereof ; you ought only 
to take care the Books be written with all fpeed. And we give you Power and 
Authority, by thefe our prefent Letters, to take up two Waggons for carriage of 
the Books.. Moreover , when they are fairly written, 1 would have them brought 
to me by a Minifter delegated to that purpofe out of your Church, whom when 
he comes , we will reward. God keep and preferve you dear Brother. The 
Emperours command was fpeedily performed, fo that we fent him, faitli our 
Author, fifty Books curioufly written in Parchment, as may appear by his 
Letters of Anfwer, wherein he fignified his joy and gladnefs when he heard 
that Conjlantia (formerly called Gaza in Palejline, but upon this change, named 
by him after his Sifter) was Converted from Idolatrous Superftition, to the true 
Religion. 

41. But not only at Conftantinople, but in Italy , at Rome, and throughout the 
Empire, great was his Magnificence in the building and endowing ot Churches, 
concerning which, a Book was written, which Anajlafius the Vatican Library 
keeper publifhed out of it; feveral are mentioned by the Author of his Life, 
and other Writers. He commanded one to be built in the very place where 

therChurcha! our Saviour’s Sepulchre was, which the Heathens endeavouring to deface, had 
our saviour’s 1 there built a Chappelto Venus.

He provides and therefore Inftituted a company of Men, who were to take care of it grata, 
for the Inter, bdng called for carrying.the Dead out on Beds, and Decani, perhaps 

inent of the beca ° fe tbe y we re divided into Decads or Tens. For the maintenance of this 
Company, he gave to the greater Church of Constantinople Nine hundred and fifty 
Shops, to which Anaftajius afterward added One hundred arid fifty, with certain 
other Revenues. The Prefeft of the City had the infpeftion over them, whom 
iufiinian ordered toreftore fome of them to the Church which had beenufurped 
by private Men, and appoint to the Defenders of the Church (. Defenfores"; Eight 
hundred to the Oeconomi ot Stewards Three hundred, Who out of their Revenues 
lhould monthly allow Four hundred Aurei to Religious Perfons, viz. to the Decani 
One hundred eighty two,thofe called Afcetrii or Eight Montales,w ho fung after the 
Beire Ninety one, to Acclythi that carried Lights Ninety one, to Canonical Women 
that ferved the Hofpital and Sung, Thirty fix ; which Sum yearly amounted to 
Four thoufand right hundred Aurei. Such as would be at a greater Expence, 
both for Beds (or Biers) and more Afcetria too, were to pay what is fpecified in 
the Novel of JuJtinian , which will have an Afcetriumo confiftot Eight Montales 
and Three Acclythi. But the Lettuarii bore the .Body, made the Grave, and 
did other things belonging to this Office, whereupon they were called wmcenX 
or Labourers, being put in their places by the Praffeft of the City. At Con¬ 
stantinople, if is not certain where their Refidence or Habitation was, though it 
be probable that they lived together, that fo they might the more eafily be 
found out, as at Rome, where they lived in one place (in the Fourteenth Region 
of the City) called Cajlra Lefiuariorum. As for their number, it doth not 
appear. 

47. Thus much did Conjlantine really do for a Reformation, firft removing 
Penal Statutes againft Chriftians, then incouraging them by Reftitution of their 

chriftians and own, afterward by difcouritenancing Idolatry, as much as the neceffity of times 

i« Religion, would perrtiit, and by his Liberality towards Profeffors ot the true Religion 
The PUftors or Biffiops thereof, he unbraced with fmgular kindneis, and 
tender Fatherly care, not lowing amongft them Difcord, but compofing rl 
Differences, not by owning a Monarchy in a Monarchy, or making one i. 
of the reft, and of all Gods Inheritance; by giving him incouragement m 
earthly Dominion, or affording fewel to' that flame ot Ambition, which lhould 
at- length prey upon the whole Chriftian World. Yet fome Men have pro¬ 
ceeded to that Vanity, as having firft fancied to themfelves a Spiritual Mo¬ 
narchy by Divine Right, in the next place, to impofe a neceffity upon the 
fame Providence, for the maintenance of it in a Secular way, and Conjlantine, 
the firft Reformer, Incourager and Indower, muft have the Honour, not only to 
provide for the Body due maintenance, but a Crown alfo for the Pride and 
Haughtinefs of a Suppofititious and Prodigious Head. The good Man dreamed 
of nothing lefs. Ffe knew no Head of'the Church but him in Heaven, and 
though 1 priority of place he might account reafbnable to him who governed the 
Church in the Metropolis of the Empire, yet he perfe&ly underftood the quality 
and limits of his Power, not judging his own concernments in Religious Mat¬ 
ters* lefs than thofe of the Kings of Ifrael in old time, nor imagining thatqur 
Saviour, who faid his Kingdom was not of this World, had defigned tHe leuening 
of Temporal Power, or fubduing it wholly to a Spiritual Empire, 

48. Yet is he made a great and voluntary Agent in fuch a prodigious Defign, 
and as a Teftimony thereof, a Conftitution of his is produced, whereby a 
vaft Temporal Dominion is beftowed on Sylvejler Biffiop of Rome and his Suc- 
ceflbrs. Great difference there is amongft the Affertors of the Spiritual Empire, 
concerning the Authority of the Edi< 9 r, and even the verity of the Donation, 
the reputation of it being alinoft extinift, fill a little revived of late tunes by 
one Marta a Dodlor of Naples^ who is fo confident of the certainty and truth 
thereof, that he faith* Non ejfe ulterius duiitandum, None ought hereafter to 
doubt, but that it was really made by Conjlantine. But that which gives 
greateft countenance to the Edift , is- the Decretal Epiftle of Pope Leo 
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the Ninth, who verbatim almoft, repeats it whole fo far as concerns the

“ftantine himfelf, (as the Charter faith) held the Pope’s Bridle, and performed 
“ officio Stratoris, the Office of a Groom of the Stable, or Yeoman of the 
“ Stirrup unto the Pope. Here to the end that the Pontifical Height ffiouid 
“not feemvile, but be Adorned more, than the Dignity and Power of the 
« earthly Empire; he gave unto Sylvefter and his Succeflors for ever, both 
“ the City of Rome, and all the Provinces, Places and Cities of Italy, and the 
“ Weftern Countries, Decreeing all thefe his Grants to be kept inviolable 
“ and unchangeable, ufque in ftnem mundi, even to the end of the World. 

Here’s the Popes Revenues, and the Rich Patrimony of St. Peter. 

<0. Thus much and far more doth Pope Leo verbatim recite, out of the Edidt 
or Charter of Conftantine, all which he faith, he fets down, left any fcruple of 
doubt ffiouid remain, touching the Popes earthly Dominion, Neve ley iter 
fufeepifeemini ineptis & anilibus fabulis fanflam Romanam fedem velle fibi incon- 
ceffum bonorem vendicare defenjare aliqua tetnu; Left any ffiouid fo much 
as but lightly fufped, that the Roman See would challenge, or any way defend 
their Honour, by foolilh and uncertain Fables. Yea, he adds of this Edidt, and 
that which he cites out of it, that he therefore relates it that hereby, Veritas 
fundetur & confundatur Vamt as ; That Truth may be confirmed, and Vanity 
confounded, and that all Catholicks may know, nos, himfelf and other Popes, 
to be the Difciples of that Peter, who faith of himfelf, We have not followed 
Unlearned, or fopbifticated or falfely devifed Fables. And yet more to Com¬ 
mend this Edidt, he adjoyns ; “ Know ye that we do inculcate unto you thefe 
“ things which we have not fo much recovered, Relatu quolibet, by any Re- 
“ lation or Hearfay, quam quae ipjo vifu @ taflu comperta funt; as which we have 
« found out by our own fight and feeling. Thus writes Pope Leo for the Cer- 
tainty, Truth and Credit of this Charter of Donation, fo Pontifically and 
Afliiredly, as one faith, as if he had feen Conftantine fet his Seal unto the lame, Defence of 
or lay it with his own hand upon the Body of St. Peter , as the fame Leo faith 
he did. 

qi. This Charter carries in its own Face fuch manifeft Tokens of Forgery, 
that the recital may well enough feem a fufficient Confutation of it, and to 
fuch as are converfant in Hiftories, and not ignorant of the State of Rome, and 
all the Weftern Provinces long after Conftantine 's time, and how they were 
which is governed, it cannot but feem exceedingly Ridiculous. But farther obferve, that 
piainiy C provcd the' very Ground and Occafion why Conftantine is faid to have made this Charter, 
to be fuch upon i s falfe and forged, viz. the fuppofed Leprofie, Perfection and Baptifm of Con- 
riicfe accounts. y aHtlne by Sylvefter, as weffiall fee in due time and place. Secondly, who can 
abftain from finding, to find the See of- Conftantinople mentioned in this Edict, 
as one of the Patriarchal Sees, whereas neither had it Patriarchal Dignity, 
before the fecond General Council, (that is more than fifty Years after the Do¬ 
nation is fuppofed to be made) nor was there at that timefo much as the name 
of Covftantirviiei for the City was then called Byzantium, and feveral Years 
after, not changing its name till after the Nicene Council, a s Baronius acknow¬ 
ledged!. But tuis Donation of Conftantine being made a little after his fup¬ 
pofed Baptifm by Sylvefter (the fourth day, as the Ads of that Pope declare) 
fell into the Twenty ninth year of his Reign,and that preceding the Nicene Council. 
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One would therefore think that there was forae Fraud ufed in the inferting of 
this name, but that there is an uniform Confent in all the Forms and Copies of 
the Charter, both Greek and Latin , kept fafely in their Vatican, as they affirm, 
and ratified by the Decretal Epiftle of Pope Leo for true and Authentical; fo that 
there can be no fufpition of Corruption in thofe words of the Edid. The 
Errour and Corruption was in the Author alone, who forged fuch a grofs and un- 
creditable Untruth. 

qz. But Thirdly, had Conftantine given Principality to the Roman See above 
all Churches in the World, as the Charter faith he did, what Folly was it in 
John Bilhop of Conftantinople, Cyriacus and others, to ftrive for that Prehemi- 
nence? Why did not Boniface the Third Ihew this Charter made by Conftantine- 
Why did heufe -fo much intreaty and means to Phocas a Murtherer (as Platina 
faith he did) that the Church of Rome might be called Firft of all Churches ? 

When the fame was long before almoft three hundred years, granted by a fair 
Charter to the Roman See, by fo; worthy and renowned an Emperour. Fourthly, 

1 In this Edidt Conftantine is made folemnly to give to Pope Sylvefter the Lateran 
Palace which Sigonius, Baronius and Binnius ^all) will have bellowed long be¬ 
fore on Pope Miltiades his Predeceflor, in the Seventh year of Conftantine, viz. 
twelve years before he was either Baptized, or made this Charter of Donation. 

' Fifthly, In this Edidt Conftantine is made to fay, that he will have all People in 
* the World to know, that he had buildedunto Chrift within his Palace of Lateran, 
a Church from the very Foundation, together with a Font* 'yet was the Edict 
made, as they themfelves profefs, in the fourth day after Conftantine was Baptized, 
and how then was it poflible that fuch a Stately Fabrick ffiouid be raifed in four 
days’? Efpecially confidering that the Adis o{Sylvefter having declared what Con¬ 
ftantine M*\\ the feven days he was in Al'bis after his Baptifm, fay, that he 
laid the Foundation of this Church on the eighth day. Whether then could that 
Church be builded on the fourth day, whofe Foundation was but begun and the 
Earth firft digged on the eighth day alter his Baptifm > 

$3. Further, Sixthly, This Edid, as by the words of it are evident, followed 
the Leprofie of Conftantine fuppofed, and his Baptifm, and therefore could not be 
made before the ninth year of his Reign, wherein both thefe, Baronius and 
Binnius account to have happened. Yet is it dated in the fourth Confulfhip of 
Conftantine, which he exerctfed with Gallicanus, whereas his fourth Confulffiip 
was in the Tenth year of his Reign, by which account he ffiouid have made this 
Edid and Donation eight or nine years before the occafion and caufe thereof was 
prefented; befides (fee the Stupidity of the Forger) not Gallicanus , but Licinius 
the fourth time was Conful with Conftantine in his fourth Confulffiip, as appeared! 
both by the Fafti and many Imperial Conftitutions of this Year. And indeed 
forafmuch as Gallicanus was never Conful with Conftantine , as by the Fafti 
is evident, this Edid fuppofed to be made in their Royal Confulffiip was never 
made. 

From the f 4 - To thefe reafons may be added the Teftimony of their Cardinal Baronius, 
cardiU°"Lr f w ^ 0111 a g teet; h Gretzer, who hath written an Apology for Mm in this very 
x"r. ma Bar °' Point- He (a) proves it a meer Figment and Forgery, becaufe firft the antient Popes 

fince Conftantine ’s time, though having many occafions to difpute againft Princes }£'&'• 
touching the Rights and Prerogatives of the Church, yet none of them before the 
thoufandth year after Chrift, is read to have defended the fame by Authority of 
this Edid, and yet they knew and make mention of Sylvefter's Ads. z. It is 
certain that the Emperours make no mention of that Edid of Conftantine' s Do¬ 
nation, and yet in the Charter of Henry the Firft, there is mention made of all 
the former Emperours who had made fuch ample Donations to the Roman See. 

3. This Edid was not in the Ancient Ads of Sylvefter , but was by Forgery in¬ 
serted into them after the thoufandth year of Chrift, being feigned by fome 
Grtec tan under the Name of Eufebius, and publiffied by Theodorus Baljamon, 
whereas till then no Grecian had fet it forth: and from the Grecians it came to 
the Latins and Weftern Church: Leo the Ninth being the firft Pope that makes 
mention of it. Thus by the Cardinals acknowledgment, we may fee what Truth 
there is in Popes, efpecially in Leo, who in his Decretal Epiftle moft folemnly 
commends this Edid for ah Ancient and undoubted Evidence, fuch as he knew by 
light and fence to be the true Deed of Conftantine, which yet the Cardinal, after 
long fifting of Monuments and Records, teftifieth to be a Forgery, and that of 
the Gracians firft of all devifed, #s he faith, about Seven hundred", and publiffied 
Eight hundred years after the .Death of Conftantine.

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But the Inference thence made, is neither neceflary nor probable. They might 
be reftored, though the Popes had got them by Invafion, wrongful Intrufion, 

Fraud, Robbery, Rebellion or Treafon, as the Popes got them in very Deed, 
from the Eaftern Emperour, not poflefling them by Right or by any Donation, 
much lefs that of Conftantine, as is clear from Sigonius an Hiftorian of their own, 
and we ihall particularly difeover in due time and place. His other Conjedure 
is, Seeing it is mft certain that before Pipin’r time, yea before AripertV {that is 
before the '/o^.year of our Lord ) the Popes had divers Provinces fubjeft to their 
Dominion, and there appears no Evidence for any other Title , whereby they jhould 
have and hold thefe Lands, it foffoweth that the right to have them is not unprobably 
derived from the Donation of Conftantine. 

58. His Proof is only of the Patrimony of the Cottian Alps, and his Conclu- 
fion is of many Provinces, whereas that Patrimony was fo far from (a) con- , (a ' 
taining many or any one Province, that it was but certain Villages or Farm- m " 
houfes in the Northweft Part of the Alps j and what is this to the Donation pre¬ 
tended from Conftantine > A few Cottages or Farm-houfes, as he himfelf calls 
them, to Rome , to all Italy, to all the Weftern Provinces and Kingdoms. And 
were there not many other means how the Pope might get them befides Conftan¬ 
tine's Donation > Befides it is clear from Sigonius , that Aripert and Litprandus 
gave of their own to the Roman See, as well as reftored thole Farms, and how 
could they give what was its Right before ? And farther, what is this Patri¬ 
mony which their own Writers confefs to have owned fubjedion to the Em¬ 
perour by Tribute, to an Imperial Monarchical Supream and Independent Do- 
6ii m ind “a. m ‘ n ‘ on in a U Ita b and the Weftern Provinces t Thefe Arguments are too frivolous 
fuch provedby to be infilled on : we Ihall come to thofe of our own againft this Donation, which 
three convin- carry with them much more weight, and will, to any indifferent Perfon, put the 
m"nw. ArSU ’ q ue fti° n out of all Difpute. The firft is drawn from the Teftament of Con¬ 
ftantine, wherein he is faid to have divided the whole Empire amongft his Sons. 

To be fure whether it was divided before or after his Death, the Weftern Part 
fell to Conftantine and Conftans, the Eaftern to Conftantius, even by content of fl>) D ‘ ««- 
the Pope’s greateft Difciples Sigonius and (r) Baronius. Then is it at all to be ‘‘‘"m’Z'L l 
believed, that if Conftantine had formerly made, either by Word or Writing, an 337. 
abfolute Donation of Rome, Italy, and the Weftern Provinces to the Pope /and 
that fo Solemnly, that as Leo the Ninth faith, he Decreed that Donation to abide 
iirm and inviolable unto the end of the World) fo Pious and Prudent an Em¬ 
perour would within twelve Years after do contrary to his own Adi? Efpe- 
cially inhislaft Will and Teftament, wherein he would rather have teftified his 
Religious Affedtion and Love to the Church,, by an Addition of fome other Gift, 
than leave fo eternal a Blemilh upon his Name, of Inconftancy, Injuftice, In> 
piety, Sacrilege, and making his own Children Inheritors of what he knew was 
neither his to give, nor which they, without open Injuftice (if he had right to 
give it) Impiety and Sacrilege might accept, hold or Poflefs. 

J9- A fecond reafon is, the perpetual Pofleflion and Dominion which the 
Emperours had of Rome and Italy, with the Government thereof, which conti¬ 
nued ftill in them, not only after Conftantine ’s time, but even whilft he lived, 
till it was unjuftly firft taken from them by the Popes, and then confirmed by 
Pipin, Charles the Great and others. In the very next Year after this fuppofed 
Donation, _ was (<*) Severus Prrefedl of Rome appointed by Conftantine to go- (i)c.n.n, 
vern it, with the Cities belonging thereunto, by Imperial Authority as it for b 
merly had been: The next year after was (b) Maximus, the two following 
(c) Ancius Julianas and Optalianus, and throughout all Conftantine’s time, every d ’-T l '~ 0 - 
Year he had his Lieutenants to Govern the City of Rome for him and in his tn 
Right. It were eafieto exprefs almoft in each Year the feveral Prcefetti urbis 
under Conftans , Conftantius , Valentinian , Theodofius and other Emperours, for 
more than One hundred Years after Conftantine, and feveral have according to 
occafion been mentioned. After the time of Valentinian the Younger, when 
the Weftern Empire, through the Corruption of Barbarous Nations, began to 
decay, that the Supream Government of Rome and Italy ftill remained in the 
Emperour his appointing Kings of Italy, after them Dukes of Rome, and Enarchs 
of Ravenna is a fufficient proof, and this is evident, not only from other 
Authors, but Sigonius (d') the Popes own Servant. Now can it be imagined 
that all thefe Emperours would fo injurioufly intrude into St. Peter’s Patri- &- 
mony? Can any one imagine that the Popes, Men of high Courage to defend 
their Right, would have put up fo great Wrong, without fo much as once 
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ckr^m’ v!-,c Kmpaour for fo'open Injuflice, Sacrilege, and Ulurpationr May 
notVirc'V.knee oVio many Popes, and continued PolTenion by lo nranyEnr- 
1K ,-ouis be ihouaiit a juft realon to condemn that pretended Donation ?.

1. / "1" A Hat Government and Order are neceflary for the well being ofMan- 
X kind, however diftinguifhed into Parties and Societies, is -too evident 
to be difputed; the Effeds. of them, and of their Contraries, are fo convincing., 
that they equal the Caufes of the moft clear Demonftrations, Such is the De¬ 
pravity of Mens Minds and Inclinations, fo violent their Tendency to all Mil- 
chief, that they can no more fubfift without Government, that live without 
Diforders (if left to themfelves) and mutual Injuries. Therefore hath the 
wife Creator and Difpofer of all things, that he might regulate our Inconftancy, 
and bridle the Extravagance of our wild and violent Affettions, ordained his 
Deputies in the World, with a Rule for Diredion, and a Rod for the 
Corruption of Manners, with that' to lead, and this to drive us on in the right 
way, left the difturbance of Order fliould bring Confufion, and Confufion certain 
Ruine and Deftrudion. 


z. Such being Gods Ordinance and Conftitution in Civil Society and external 
Commerce, can it be fuppofed that equal Care Ihould be wanting for the Go¬ 
vernment of his Church, which is the Hon/e of God, the City of the livingGod, 

. the Kingdom of his moft dear Son. He that takes fuch Care for Kingdoms of 

the World, would he not make as good Provifion for fuch as he hath taken out 
of the World? IfDiforder, Confufion and Anarchy beaching to be dreaded in 
the State, is it not as much to be feared in the Church ? God is no where the 
Father of Confufion, but of Order and Peace, how much more than in that 
Spiritual Community ? Where he Commands that all things be done Decently 
and in Order ? But what Order can there be, where there is no Governour, 
where there is none that obeys, where every one may do what is lawful in his 
own Eyes? Therefore hath he appointed Stewards over his Family, Leaders 
over his Flock, Labourers over his Harveft, Husbandmen over his Field, in 
fum, Diverfities of Adminiftrations both for the Building and Preferving of his 
Church, which is the Body of Chrift. In it hath he placed, as in the Humane 
Body, feverai Principal Members in Subjection and Subordination to himf.jf 
the Head, which being as Eyes, Ears, Mouth and Hands, the Body might not 
feem Deformed and Maimed, nor be unable, for want of Help and Conduct, to 
look to it felf, or provide for its own Health and Security. But we mult not 
fuppofe that Difcipline is neceflary in the Church meerly for to contain the

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7 . In this manner of chufing Difciples and gathering the firft beginnings of 
his Chriftian Church, our Saviour ieemethto have refpeded the Jewiffi Polity, 
wherein Twelve Princes by Gods appointment were chofen out of theTribes, one 
out of each, and afterwards Seventy Elders were joyned with the reft in Coun¬ 
cil. By which diverfity both of number and degree, a difference appears clearly 
in the Dignity of Governours, both in the People of God and Chrift’s Church, n am qui 
and is evident in the promotion of Matthias, after the Treafon and end of Judas, d, 

who was one of the Seventy. The Apoftles had under them certain Difciples, 
whom they ftill took with them as well for eafe as Company, and when they 
had been Efficiently inftru£ted, they partly fent to.plant other Churches^ when 
they themfelves were called away into other places, fometimes imploded in 
perfe&ing what was begun, reftoring what was decayed, or otherwife as occa- 
lion required: And for that they knew by reafon of their conftant Converfe the 
whole fenfe and mind of the Apoftles, they were appointed (as Timothy by 
St. Paul) to Ordain and Govern other Pallors and Teachers, than whom wipevium. 
they were therefore more eminent and' of greater Dignity in the Church. 

+ Sam Aft. 8. The Apoftles were all of the fame f Dignity and Power, not one placed 
A'* ■»«' a b ove ano ther as to Authority. Their Lord forbad them all Ambitious Defires, 

%Zii,iTa* which before his RefurrecTion they were not free from harping ftill upon a 
& pottp'e. fpjendid Temporal Dominion, as their Country-men do at this hour, which 
the Meljiab fhould enjoy. As he checked fuch Imaginations, and denied them the 
‘ chves Rcgni u f e 0 f the Temporal Sword, (which as he found fo he left to the Magiftrate,) 
f’- b e was fo far from forbidding them the exercife of juft Authority over others, 
KSrT that he placed them in Dignity above all others in his Church, neither forbad 
fiiiditM t j ]era to receive any Names or Titles of refped, but ambitioufly to feek after 
Tand define them. Neither did he joyn in equal Authority any-Presbytery or So- 
adverius jmi- cicty of inferior Paftors for the Government of the Church, much Ids a.n y c.j.&c. 
niimum . Lay-perfbflS an Invention that bears not the Date of One hundred and fifty years, 

and never was heard of till of late time in the Church of God, whatever is pre¬ 
tended. The Apoftles were furnifhed with admirable Gifts of the Holy Ghoft, but 
fuch as were requifite for the laying of fuch confiderable Foundations as thofe of 
Ghriftianity; for converting the Incredulous that never had heard of Chrift , and 
when they did, would be too apt to ftumble at his Sufferings; for ftrengthen- 
ing the Faithful, who were but fadly entertained by the unbelieving World; and 
for fur milling fo many Churches newly planted with careful and able Paftors. 

The Church being fettled, there was no neceffity of the continuance of fuch 
Miraculous Power. The Scripture is fufficient in all Ages to declare the Truth ; 
the Miracles then wrought give it fufficient Teftimony ; the Authority of that 
firft Commiffion is ftill continued by Succeffion: The Abilities of Paftors do not 
1 now appear on a fudden, but ripen with time if they be induftrious. Yet thofe 

parts of Apoftolical Office which lye in Teaching, Baptizing, Adminiftring the 
Lords Supper, loofing and binding, laying on of Hands in the Ordination of 
Paftors and Minifters, thefe ftill continue in the Church, and fo mull as long as 
the Church it felf continues. Thefe we may in fewer words diftinguiffi into Do- 
£trine and Difcipline, Adminiftration of the Word and Sacraments, and the Power 

of the Keys and Ordination. r , 

o. The former did belong indifferently to all Paftors and Minifters of the 
Church Preaching the Word and Adminiftring the Sacraments, was their general 
Office and Duty whilft the Apoftles yet lived, who referved Power of the Keys and 
Ordination to themfelves. Such they chofe at firft for Paftors and Teachers, as 
were for their Age and Gravity mod capable of Reverence and Honour, in which 
reffieft they were called Presbyters (from which word is derived the French 
Preflres and our Priefts ) or Elders. Afterwards fuch Young Men as were of 
fpecial Abilities were admitted, and yet retained the old Name which ufe had 
made Familiar. The Apoftles themfelves are fometimes. called Presbyters or 
Elders as ‘(a) St. Peter taketh that Title upon him, and thofe Presbyters from W * 
their infpeftion or overfight are termed Epijcopi. or Bi/hops, thofe Names being 
Cb) promifcuoufly ufed at the firft Plantation of Chriftian Churches which 
were governed by all thofe Presbyters in common under the Apoftles. But 
afterwards, as (c) St. Hierome writes, Fadionsand Parties being made by fuch 
as training and Baptizing fought to draw Difciples after them, it was Decreed TlU 
Scliifmi arifc throughout the whole World, that for the removing of Schifm and Diffentions, 
by reafon of h one thofe Presbyters fhould be chofen and fet over the reft, and him to whom

the whole Care of the Church fhould belong, they named (in a peculiar and 
eminent way) Epifcopus or Bifhop. Indeed the Apoftles at their firft Preaching 
of the Gofpel, might not think it neceffary to commit the Government of 
Churches unto Bi/hops, becaufe the chief Authority of Impofition of Hands, . 
and binding and loofing they would keep in their own Hands; and being by 
Chrift himfelf made Univerfal Biffiops and Overfeers; as alfo becaufe they would 
not commit fo great a Charge to any, before they had had fufficient Experience 
of their Fidelity, Gravity, Prudence and Learning; and alfo left they lhould 
feem rather to ftudy the Honour and Preferment of their Difciples than the 
Converfion of Souls; therefore they fuffered the Churches firft to make trial 
of many Governours, from the equality of whom great Difturbance and Con- 
fufion arifing, and they being called ftill away into other places by frefh Occa- 
fions, were neceffarily conftrained to fet over each Church a Paftor of approved 
Fidelity, which willingly received him, having by fad Experience learnt what 
Difturbances Herefies and Schifms the Wickedneffes and Difcord of Teachers 
had produced, and how unfit the confufed Rule and equal Power of Presbyters 
was to prevent or remove thofe Diftempers. 

10. That thofe Fadtions and Diffentions fpokenof by St. Jerome happened in 
the time of the Apoftles, is evident from the Epiftles written by St. Paul to 
the (a) Corinthians , (l) Romans, (c) Galatians, (d) Pbilippians, (<r) Colofians fjOiCoMi; 
and (/) Thejfalonians , and the Writings of (g) others of the Apoftles. And jjj 
St. Hierome himfelf (though thought none of the greateft Friends of Epifcopacy) & 3. 
beareth witnefsin that he compareth the Polity of the Chriftian Church to that 
of the Jewilh, and faith, the Apoflolical Traditions were taken from the OldTefta - 
For preven- went, (h) and what Aaron his Sons and the Levites were in the Temple, that may tntf.t. 
tion thereof Bijhops, Presbyters and Deacons challenge to themfelves ; clearly hinting, that as , fJftjXX’ 
2 ° ps are ^ the Temple amongft Priefts, fo in the Church of Chrift the Apoftles made % John. ‘ 
a difference betwixt Biffiops and Presbyters; as he doth in another place plainly 
affirm, that (i) the Safety of the Church hangs on the Dignity of a Chief Prieft sr ‘“i)ddvafm 
for Bifhop) to whom, if a free and eminent Power, after all the reft, be not granted, ivclf. 
as many Schifms as Priefts will be made in the Church. Elfewhere, (kj That 
afterwards one was chofen who Jhould be fet over the refl ; a remedy was made in 
Schifms, leaft every one drawing to himfelf, Jhould break the Church of Chrift. 

Now at Alexandria from Mark the Evangelift unto Heracles and Dionyfius the 
Bijhops, the Presbyters ever named fame one Bifhop that was chojen from amongf 
themfelves and placed in an higher degree. Hence it appears plainly, that Epif¬ 
copacy is of Apoftolical Inftitution, which the feveral Succeffions of Biffiops 
Epifcopacy in feveral Sees before the death of St. John make evident; fo that the Supe- 
of Apoftolical riority in Biffiops, which he faith was brought in rather by the Cuftom of the 
inftitution. Church than Divine Difpofition; rather relped fuch Cuftoms as were after¬ 
wards brought in by Cannons (fuch were, that Presbyters could not Baptize 
without the Biffiops Licence, nor Preach in his prefence) at leaft if the Apo¬ 
ftles had noexprefs Command for it, as St .Paul (/) diftinguiffieth betwixt that (i) 1 cw.j, 
and his own Opinion and Judgment in the matter of Virgins; yet muft we 
not think (as the Apoftle in raodefty expreffeth himfelf) that they had the 
Spirit of Chrift, who wpuld not doubtlefs leave them to a Fallible and Humane 
one, in a bufinefs of fuch Confequence, as the Government and well ordering of 
his Church. 

11. Such an Officer by the name of Epifcopus or Bijhop, was chofen after 
this manner: When a Biffiop was dead, wnofe Church was furniffied with 
The manner man y Presbyters fit to fucceed him, the Biffiops neareft to him of the fame Pro- c y pr. 1 .1 ;*/.*; 
ot ebufmg or vince meeting together, agreed upon a day For an Election, which day they 
eieaing a Bi- divulged both to the People and Clergy. At the day appointed both People and 
0? ' Clergy meeting in the Church, as many Biffiops as poflibly could be prefent 
(but without Three nothing could be done) gave their attendance on the 
Election, and took notice of fuch as the People and Clergy chofe. If all or the 
greater part of any Sort or Order unanimoufly pitched upon one Perfon, he 
was declared Eleft, and a day was named for his Confecration, his Name and 
the time of his Confecration being affixed to the Doors of the Church, with 
warning, that if any one would objeft any thing againft the Party to be chofen, 
they lhould appear Efficiently furniffied for fuch an Affair at fuch a time and 
place. At the fecond time of their meeting, fuch Biffiops as aflembled for 
Confecration and Impofition of Hands, if after diligent inquiry into the Manners 
of the Party, they found him fuch. a one as the Apoftle had deferibed, they

Ordained him Paftor, and gave him a ftrid* Charge in the prefence of all the 
Multitude. If any Crime was obje&ed, and proved againft him, they judged 
him unworthy, and proceeded to the Ele&ion of fome other whom both the 
Clergy and People did unanimoufly defign to this Office. The Care of the 
Ancient Chriftians in choofing their Paftors was fo remarkable to the Heathens 
themfelves, that Alexander Severn the Roman Emperour is faid by Lampridius Atn.sru, 
to imitate it as that of the Jews in this manner •• For when he would make any 
Governours of Provinces or Chief Commanders, he publilhed their Names, de¬ 
firing the People, that if any of them were guilty of any Crime, it might be 
evidently proved; And he faid it was a fad thing that this fhould not be done 
in the Provinces which Chriftians and Jews priced toward fuch of their Priefts 
as were to be Ordained. #

ii. But it happening that in certain places there were very few Clerks, or 
fuch as were not fit for fuch a Calling, in fuch a cafe they betook themfelves 
to the Bifhop of the Metropolis or Mother City of that Province, and of him 
of population they defired either fuch a Perfon as they themfelves made choice of, or one 
or calling for a wh ' om he him f e jf co mmend to them. This way of looking after a 

P- Bifhop was called Poftulation as the other Election. At their Petition the Me¬ 
tropolitan having advifed with that Bifhop whofe Clerk they chofe, and called 
to him other Bilhops (two at leaft) Examined and Confecrated him in like manner 
as the former, or fome other, if juft caufe required, of more approved Integrity 
and Worth. For the reftraining of the Fa&ioufnefs of the People, and the Am¬ 
bition of the Clergy, the Bifhops of the fame Province were commanded to be 
prelent that they might take care left Corruption, Ambition and Tumult pre¬ 
vailed.’ And for a curbtothofe Bifhops, left Hatred and private Favour fhould 
difturb or pervert the Work, the Metropolitan was to be made acquainted with 
the whole Proceeding before they could lay Hands on him: as if any one 
accufed them as far more prone, and not indifferent as to the Parties concerned, 
it was proper to the Metropolitan to hinder their Attempts, and with the aflent 
of the greater number of Bilhops to hinder the Election, if, upon Examination, 
they faw it requifite. The Nicene Council, as to this Matter, Decreed, That 
a Bifhop fhould be Confecrated by all the Bifhops of the fame Province-, at leaft, c^. 4 .&t. 
that Three fhould meet together and have the confent of the reft exprefted by 
Letters before they fhould lay Hands on him. And that if any were Confecrated 
without the knowledge and Confent of the Metropolitan , he ought not to be owned 
as Bifhop , and that upon diffent the Matter was to be decided by the major 

i ]. From this moft Antient of all General Councils, we muft obferve, that 
at that time there was a difference in Degree and Power amongft Bifhops them- 
felves that an Infpedtion was given to fome one over feveral others, that he 
m DclS e a n nd was called Metropolitan , and the place of his Authority and Jurifdiftion his Pro- 
Poweramongd v/nce: The Metropolitan was fo named from the Metropolis or Mother City, fo 
Bifhops. ca ,j ed ‘ either in re fpe6t of Colonies fe'nt abroad, which owned her as their Mo¬ 
ther or by reafon of Power and Preheminence over and above the adjoyning 
Cities. This difference and relation being betwixt fuch places long before the 
“ beginnings of the Chriftian Church, when it came to be Eftabliffaed, it found a 
neceffity of modelling its Government according to the Secular Form. For 
long before Princes gave their Names to the Chriftian Profeflion, when the 
Church had no other means of diftinguifhing right from wrong, and Truth 
from Falfhood, but only by Synods, or the Meetings of Religious and Prudent 
Paftors, there being no Chriftian Magiftrate, but the Swords being imployed 
The Chief not for but againft the Faithful in many exquifite Perfections; fuch Meetings 
SIX were thought moil convenient to be called by the Biihops of fuch Principal 
m.— *. Cities or Metropolis, and for that fome moft necef&nly prrflde in them as 

reit in Church and Governours, they were thought moft fit fo to do, and by 

r5 ’ ancient Councils are called Metropolitans , as alfo Archlifhops. Alter the Con- 
verfion of Conftantine , when Princes never had owned and imbraced the former¬ 
ly difputed and perfected Name of Chriftians, they began to mcreafe the 
number of Synods, and confirmed not only the Decrees of General Councils, 
but what was alfo refolved on in Provincial Meetings, as wholdome Remedies 
againft Diforders both of Church and State. And as by their Edids which 
had the Power of Laws, they referred Ecclefiaftical Caufes to Ecclefiaftical 
Judges; fo did they take Care, that according to the Cannons, thofe Metropo. 

Iitans fhould twice in a year afletnble the Bifhops of their refpedive Provinces, 

and 
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and in thofe Synods determine fuch Differences and Contefts as had happened 
in Matters of Religion. Jn procefs of time bufinefs growing every day more 
large and intricate, and Bilhops neither being able to defray the Charges of fo 
frequent and great Journeys, nor being well fpared from their Sees, there was 
neceffity of reducing Provincial Synods to one yearly Meeting, and in the 
mean time of committing the Cognizance of fuch Matters as would bear no 
delay, would prove too tedious for the fmall time allowed to their meeting, to 
the Metropolitan of that Province where they arofe. 

The Original' * 4 - Some think the Original of Metropolitans of as high a Date as the time 
of Metropoli- of Timothy and Titus. That it was moft Ancient, appears from the Cannons 
Mns - as well of the firft Nicene, as other General Councils w'hich fpeak of thole kind 
of Governours, not as lately fet up, but as ordinary Officers of the Church, and 
rake care (a) every Metropolitan City retain its ancient Dignity. And fuch was (») t^t^- 
the Government of the Church when perfecuted: After that Conftantine had ? 

vailed the Fafces and Eagle of the Empire to the Crofs, and had quite changed clnT*" 
the ancient Form of Subordinate Majeftracy, the Form of Ecclefiaftical Jurifdi&ion ,f’ 
was alfo much altered: as well in the changing of Cities for Metropolitan Power, 
as erecting of new forts of Governours. The Eaft felt the greatell: force of»f«K : .C“w 
this alteration, (though the extravagance of the Empero.urs efpecially fay their 
Roman Emulators,) but the Weft alfo found a neceffity, though, not in lo large 
a meafure, of conforming the Ecclefiaftical way of Adminiftrarion to that of the 
Civil. For another Form of Provinces being made, and other Cities Ere&ed 
into Metropolis, to the Bifhop of thofe newly upflart Cities was given the Title 
of Metropolitans, yet had they but the meerTitle and place; no Metropolitical 
Authority or Jurifdi&ion, preceding their Colleagues of their feveral Provinces, 
and placed next to the Metropolitans, but fubjedt to them as the reft of their 
Fellow Bifhops. The Emperours might at their pleafure divide and multiply 
Provinces, which if the Bifhops indeavoured to do, they incurred the pain of 
Depofition. 

15-. It was confidered that the Apoftles and their SuccefTors had delineated 
and afligned the Limits and Borders of Church Government, according to the 
Dignity and Order of the feveral Cities, and that the reafon was now the fame, 
if poflibly an Alteration without great Inconvenience could be obtained; that 
hUR h efid?nce° fthe leffer cities are dependent upon the greater, to which is dayiy great Con¬ 
fluence upon the account of Traffickand publick Bufinefs; and much intercctirfe 
neceffarily being betwixt the feveral Bifhopricks and Parifhes and Metropolitan 
Cities, it neceffarily muft follow, that there it is moft convenient the Metro¬ 
politan fhould have his See, where was the Metropolis for Civil Matters, that 
the feveral inferiour Officers of his Province might have the more eafie accefs 
to his Perfon: the force of which Confequence appears manifeftly in this, that 
where Cuftom or a certain Veneration of particular Places or Perfons has con¬ 
fined the Metropolitan See to fome private City in the Province, yet is the 
Prelate neceflitated to refide for the moft part in the Civil Metropolis. To 
thofe Reafons as are moft weighty, may be added that Honour and Efteem that 
all Chriftians have to the Perfon and Memory of Conftantine. If the Apoftles 
and Apoftolical Perfons imitated in their Church Polity the Method and Order 
of Heathen Perfecutors, much more did it feem fitting and convenient to the 
Bifhops, to follow the pattern of fo Pious and deferving a Prince. 

16.Before this time therefore Bifhops being fet over feveral Cities,and Metropo- 
Iitans,or Archbifhops over Provinces: When as the Civil Dioceffes were appointed, 
whereof each contained feveral Provinces, it was thought fit that over every 
Diocefs fhould alfo one Bifhop be appointed to govern the Archbifhops,as the Arch- 
bilhops did the Bifhops. Where the Preftdents , Confolares , and Correllores were, 
there fate the Metropolitans. And when the Vicarii were brought up and fet 
over the Governours of Provinces, Primates were conftituted in the Church to 
overfee Metropolitans and other inferiour Officers. Th eVicarius was over feve¬ 
ral Provinces, fo was the Primate ; the Vicars Charge was called Dicecefis, fo 
was that of a Primate. From the Confulares and Preftdents of Provinces, there 
lay Appeal to the Vicars , fo did there to the Primates from the Metropolitans

The Third Diocefs, the African, wherein lometime were numbered 
more than Two hundred Bilhops and feveral Metropolitans, all which with their 
Provinces, were fubjedt to the Bilhop of Carthage as their Primate. The Fourth 
Illyrium, which formerly had its Primate and Provinces, but was afterwards 
fubjedted to the Patriarch of Conflantinople. The Fifth Gall, which once owned 
Augufia Treucrorum or Triers for its Metropolis, and the Bilhop of Triers for its 
Primate , but thence transferred the Dignity to Arles. The Sixth Spains, the 
Metropolis whereof Hifpalis feems firft to have been, but afterwards, together 
with the Royal Seat, the Dignity was transferred to Toledo. The Seventh Brit- 
tains, in the Plural number alfo, the Metropolis of which was anciently Tork as 
jt is conje&ured, where the Emperours, when in this Country, refided. But 
many agreed, this Honour was conferred on Canterbury, the Bifhop whereof is 
Primate, or (to ufe the words of (4) Malmsbury, and the Glofs (b) of the (tynPnhg.

Such was the Infallibility efteemed, when Lilerm was taxed for Arianifm, Vi - 
gilius for Neftorianifm, and Honorius for the Herefic of the Monothelites, by the 
whole Church; when Hildebrand for his Doftrine of depofing Kings, and abfolv- 
ing Subje&s from their Allegiance, was by all good Men and feveral Councils 
efteemed a Violator of all Divine and Humane Laws, as Mafter of Perfidioufnefs 
and Perjury, a Tyrant and even Antichrift himfelf; when Leo the Tenth his opi¬ 
nion of his own Holy nefs, his Superiority above a Council, was cenfured as He¬ 
retical by all Orthodox-Men, and for 1400. Years none had ever doubted of the 
contrary : W-hat Authority he had in ancient Times, either in promoting or de¬ 
grading his fellow Patriarchs, we may fee clearly in the Cafe of the Patriarchate 
of Conftantinople, which notwithftanding the utmoft endeavours of Leo, was 
confirmed by a general Council; in that of Meletius Bifliop of Antioch (an admi¬ 
rable Perfon if Baftl may be believed ) whom Damaftu of Rome had by his Sen¬ 
tence deprived, which Sentence was rejected by the fecond general Council ; 
and in that of Athanafm, who was not reftored after his feveral Banifhments and 
Perfections by the Bifliop of Rome, (as Sozomen falfly Writes of Julius) but by 
Imperial orders, and the judgment of the Council of Sardis ; how great an efteem 
the ancient Fathers had for his Infallibility or Authority we find when Cy- 
inihnces of prian and Formilian being rebuked by Stephen,they reply upon him, as an arrogant 
Power Coequal and a Counterfeit Chriftian; when the Eaftem Bilhops rebuked by Julius 

° W{r ' Excommunicate, deprive him, and by their Letters, fignifie to all other Bilhops 
that they neither admit him into Communion, Write to him, or receive any Let¬ 
ters from him: When Diofcorus the Alexandrian Patriarch, cenfured ( and juftly) 
by Leo, durft give fentence againft, and Excommunicate him ; when Vigilius, 
whilft Orthodox was Synodically Excommunicated by the African Bifliops, and 
when he turned to be a Defender and Patron of the three Chapters, was condemn¬ 
ed and Anathematized as an Heretick, by the fifth general Council: Infinite 
were examples in this kind. Well might the Roman Patriarch have precedence in 
order, as agreeable to the Dignity of the City, which though fhe was Queen of 
the Empire, yet could not create him any Title to one fingle ^ not to fay a Triple)

ever, if they owned no fubjeftion to Primates, their Power though not then- 
Dignity, was fuitable to theirs. If under their infpeftion their jurifdidion was 
fubordinate to theirs, as that of the Primates to the Patriarchs in matters of Sy™ 
nods, Appeals, and other matters, lyable to the cognizance of Superiours ; they 
prefiding in the manner and Governing thofe Arch-Bifhops and Bilhops, that were 
within the limits of their Metropolitical jurifdidtion. 

29. For in the Greek or Eaflern Church , it’s manifefl that for fome time 
theVe was a diftinftton betwixt Metropolitans and Arch-bifhops, who Conftitu¬ 
ted a peculiar Rank or Order betwixt them and Bilhops. And for that time the c/We.-.y,^ 
Arch-Bifliop was within the jurifdiftion of the Metropolitan: At length thofe «». 

Arch Bifliops were exempted from their power, and ordained by the Patriarch, as 
appears from Balfamon and the Notitia of Metropolitans and Arch-Bilhops fub- 
jedt to the Cor. Panthiopolitan Patriarch, to whom Innocent the Third Bilhop of diatrihz.i. j. 
Rome , after Conjlantinople was fubjedted to the Latins willing!y aferibes that 
Office. But excepting this cafe of the Greeks , Arch-bilhops were the fame with 
Metropolitans, having the fame power of Ordination, alfembling Synods, andre- 
tr 0 T oikans Me " ceiving Appeals within their refpe&ive Provinces, if in Priviledge and Authority 
ropo 1 ans. t j ie y were rea j jy i uc h. f or we find that in the Eaft towards the decay of the Em¬ 
pire, there were iome called Arch-bilhops, who had no jurifdidlioon over other 
Bilhops, meerly titular, and fo named only becaufe they had honour and prece¬ 
dence before their fellow Bilhops of the la me Province. 

50. The Power, Office, and Authority of a Bilhop ( wherein all thole forts a- 
gree) being in power and jurifdidlion, not in order diftinch from one another) 
offic 1 " 5 P dMi’ 1S mod: wei ghty and confiderable, moft controverted, and of late impugned. At 
uwrTtyof b!' ^ the Presbyters as we faid under the Apoftles in common care and Council 
fhops in the Governed the Church; but by degrees necelfity of Peace and Order brought the 
eimrch. Goverment upon one mans Ihoulders, though fupported by the affiftanceofo- 
thers; for what St. {a) Cyprian faith of after times,may well be applyed to the moft 
Primitive, that thence Herefies andSchifms arofe, lecaufe Gods Priejls was not o- Lli ' 1 
beyedy andfome one was not thought of who for a time fhould le Judge of the 
Churchy in the room of Chrifi ; by which words he means not the Bilhop of Rome, 
as fome vainly imagine but himfelf. 

31. The moft certain note of difference betwixt Bilhops and Presbyters, this 
became, that in every City were feveral or many Presbyters, but only one 
Bilhop, except any by force intruded and made a Schifm, or the Bilhop by reafori 
of Sicknefs or Age, was neceffitated to have an affiftanr; who yet in his prefence 
was of no Authority. Another note and a part of his power was impofition of 
hands upon Bilhops and Presbyters, called Confecration and Ordination, which 
and°ord!aati!

though he had not a Presbyter at all to Celebrate the Office of Ordination with ^ 
him, might alone by himfelf either ordain his own Clerks, or thofe procured c ™ ka& ' 3 ‘ 
from other places : All Laws Ecclefiaftical and Civil, which have been made a- ' * 
gainft the Corruptions in ordaining Priefts and Deacons, fpeak in thefmgular 
number of one, not in the plural of many; as pointing at the Biiliop as the Agent, 
who if any offence againft the Cannons was committed, was ever punllhed ; not the

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Presbyters who were not parties, but only Acceflories or Witneffes to the Prin- 
cipal. 

I z. From the end of their Inftitution ( which was to prevent Schifms, and 
eftabliffi Power and Peace in the Church) we may well gather, that befides the 
power of Ordination, they had the other Priviledges (and Tasks) by St. Paul con¬ 
ferred on Timothy and Titus, viz. Of examining,reproving and removing fuch Pres- 
i C( 2 CrpnV " byters as were guilty of unfound Doftrine, and corrupt Manners; which were to 
continue till the coming of Chrift, not ending with thofe two, and therefore if 
belonging to any as their Succeflors, certainly to Bilhops, who providing in their 
feveral Churches, had Paftoral and Fatherly Power over both People and Presby¬ 
ters under them,according to theirOffice: They had and have the Authority of the 
(«) Apoftles in the Church, to bind and loofe, elfe how could they punilh and (»)Gr t g. hm. 
Conftrain, and without punifliment no awe, and without awe, none can pre- **■ 
ferve Peace and Order. Where they could not be themfelves prefent, to Preach 
and Adminifter the Holy Sacraments, they provided for fuch places, fit and con¬ 
venient Pallors, that they might be Rightly and Chriftianiy inftru&ed ; took 
care left any Herefies, Errors or Diflentions crept up amongft them ; afforded 
them their Council in doubtful matters, their afliftance in difficult, and without 
troubling the whole Province, put an end to their private Controverfies and Con¬ 
tentions, excellent effefts of Paftoral Care and Vigilancy. Befides thofe things 
that were connative with their Office, fucceeding Ages for the fame reafons 
thought fit to enlarge the Bounds of their Power and Priviledges; that all things 
might be done in Peace, Decency and in Order. Hencecame it that by provifion 
of Cannons and Cuftom of the Church, they had many other Prerogatives,- as 
Reconciliation of Penitents, Confirmation and Impofition of hands on the Bap¬ 
tized, Dedication of Churches and the like : And fo great was the power intrufted 
with them, that ( h ) no Presbyter coflld baptize without the Bilhops Licenfe, nor mmm 
Preach if he were prefent, in fome places. contra Lucif. 

■ 22. Nay, as foon as Ecclefiaftical Matters came to fomeForm, Regulation and 

Order, and the Government by Bilhops Priefts and Deacons eftablifhed: Bi- * 

Ihops within their own Diocefs had the foie power of Holy Fundions, and (al¬ 
though at the firft beginning of Chriftianity, mod things might be common to 
Presbyters and Bilhops) Priefts and Deacons might be added to them, toaffift 
them, and be employed according to occafion, and their Abilities by their over- 
fightanddiferetion; fo that a Prieft might not Baptize nor Adminfter the Holy 
Communion, nor Teach nor interpret the Scriptures ; de loco Superiore Ecclefia, as 
St. Auguftin calls it, or de Cathedra , as St. Ambrofe , as a StSdmeiKcs or a Doftor 
f for fo they were then called, that did it either of their own Authority as Bilhops, 
or was allowed it as Priefts,according to the Preaching now in ufe ) without pe¬ 
culiar allowance of the Bilhop of that Diocefs. In many places Priefts were not 
Having the alio wed to do it ; it was not then thought to belong to them, but the task of the 
foie poive" of' Biftop alone, becaufe he in his Office reprefenting more immediately Chrift him- 
theh ' felt; was looked upon as him from whom Holy Offices were derived : Which 
and giving mS made him foabfolure in his Diocefs, thatit was accounted great Ufurpation for 
Liccnfc fo to an y (yj an t0 challenge any power in Spirituals (as fuch) but under him, and by 
d0 ‘ his deputation. By reafon alfo of the infufficiency of every Prieft, for fuch an im- 

ployment, as Preaching or Teaching by way of Authority (fuch as our Pulpit- 
preaching^! which gave th§m the Title of Siftin'echo i or Dodtors as witnelleth («) (a) m i c*- 
St. Chryfoftome , who tells us, that to preach the Gofpel of Chrift (in this manner) ^.c.u 
it’s well if one or two my be found that are fit : But to baptize, any man that is a 
Prieft, and therefore, faith he to this day we commit Baptizing (which he only men¬ 
tions, though much more did belong to a Prieft, becaufe St. Paul only mentions 
it in the place he explains) to the weaker, but the buftnefsofPreachingor Teaching 
to them that are more Learned or Wife. And Balfamon upon the Cannons affirms 
that to teach the People (in this manner) was granted unto Bijhops alone, that to 
teach the People of God, and interpret divine Decrees, was granted by the grace of 
the holy Spirit unto the Bijhops only, and to them that are permitted and Authors 
zed by them. 

j4. Both by Sozomen and Socrates, we are allured that in Alexandria, the Bi- 
ffiops only did Preach or Teach the People in this manner; and in the numerous 
African Churches, as witnels both St. Jerome and St. Auguftin, till Valerius his 
time ( by whom Auguftin was conlecrated) Priefts were not allowed to preach; 
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this Office being accounted one of the Bilhop his peculiar priviledges)at leaft not in 
the prefence of their Diocefan .■ Nay, fo ftridl was the Ancient times in preferving 
the abfolutenefs of a Bilhop in his Diocefs, that by fome Cannons fuch Bilhop 
was punilhed with Depofition, as prefumed to preach in anothers Diocefs, with¬ 
out Licence firft obtained, much Ids could any Prieft belonging to any other Bi- 
Ihop do it, who by the Canonical Laws, could not exercife his Function or Prieft- 
hood without approbation, to which were required Letters Commendatory 
from his Prelate ; in thofe times Bilhops whether at home or a broad, if no law- 
And unifh- i m P e ffi ment ( as Age, indifpofition of body, urgent occafions, publick bufinefs 
foie if whh'ouc (ftrong enough to procure Difpenfation ) did hinder, thought themfelves bound 
Licence of the to preach every Sunday, and by fome Cannons of Councils in fome places were 
Dwceun. bound f 0 t o do; which Cuftom was much followed in the days of our Famous 

Queen Elizabeth , and efpecially by that (d) Jewel of Salisbury (one of the great- ® 
eft Divines, and moft pious Bilhop that ever lived) who to the intrearies ofhis^^.VJ*. 
Friends, advifing him to preach lhort and more feldom, that he might preach 
long, was wont to oppofe that faying of (J>) Fefpafian altered and fitted to his °? ,rUt 
own office, Oportet Epifcopum Concionantem mori. 

35. But as Bilhops, their proper work feemeth to be Government rather than 
preaching, and fo much the Etymology of their name hinteth to us. indeed be- 

Bifhops go- ing the Minifters of Chrift in an elpecial manner, their office includes all univerfal 
vcmas well as Duties ; which as the ftate of the Church requireth according to its neceffities, 
preach. are t0 be difeharged by them, fo that in times of Ignorance they ought to preach, 
and other whiles as others Comport, behave themfelves in their general praftice, 
not only adting themfelves, but overfeeing alfo others $ diredhng and ruling 
Priefts in their Ecclefiaftical Fun&ions : By which Adis they are chiefly 
diftinguilhed from inferiour Minifters. Now befides thefe EpiJ'copi or Bilhops, 
there were Choreipifcopi, fo called from the Country or Villages which they 
Governed. Their original is by fome fetcht from Apoftolical Inftitution, as if 
they were made as Succeflors to the Seventy Difciples, as Bilhops are to the 
Apoftles; but it’s uncertain both what time they began,and when precifely they 
came to their period. Gratiancites ( a ) Pope Damafus telling the Bilhops oiAfrick, . . 0um 
that they were then forbidden throughout the World; but his Succeffor, Nicolas '$!* 
c borepifiofi writes an Epiftle to Hosbaldus as Charepifcopus , fo that Sormandis (J) tjje Jefuit f 
ordained. 1 with reafon affirms both the Epiftlesof Damafus and Leo the firft, "concerning " 4 ) Anti- 
thefe Chorepifcopi to be lpurious,and from Pope Nicolas in his Epiftle to Radulpbus ah. z. comrx 
quotes thole words in imitation of the feventy,Chorepifcopi were ordained, concerning p {fff m 
whom,who candoubt but they had the Offices of Bijhops ?

36. The next in the order of this Hierarchy, was the Presbyter or Prieft, ««/&»'„,’ «■> 

who by direction and under the infpedtion of the Bilhop,Celebrated Divine Service, 
Adminftred the Sacraments, and preached Gods Word ; of all thofe the Par re- h 

cus, Parfon or Parilh Prieft, is moft confiderable. The rank of Curates ( the de cer.cH. e- 
farae with our Parfons, in French called Cures , faith Gerfon, fa) is the next 

in order to that of Bijhops ; it’s manifeft,in that the fame Hierarchical duties are “ {ir * 
incumbent upon them as uoon the other , although not in jo excellent a degree : For 
ifs their duty to Purifte thofe committed to their charge by convittion and reproof, 
to illuminate them by Teaching and Preashing , and to adminifter the Satraments ; 
and tbey are bound, if occafion be, as well as Bijhops, to lay down their life for their 
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Sheep ; fo that when Chriftfent abroad the Seventy Difciples, towhomfucceed Cu¬ 
rates, loth according to the opinion of Divines and Lawyers, he committed 
in effect the fame Charge to them as he did to the Apofiles. Elfewhere (b) he MnstMatU 
writeth that this rank of Curates was figured in the old Law by the Levites, that 
it was Inftituted by Chrift and bis Apoftles in the very beginning of the Church, cunnorum «»- 
which Inftitution became more evident by the Declarations of Popes, and as welll ld ' *• 
General as Particular Councils. So doth Gerfon defcribe this fort of Eccle¬ 
fiaftical Minifters, and without any Partiality, although being Chancellor of 
the Univerfity of Paris , he was alfo Cure or Parilh Prieft of St. John in 
Grave in the fame City, as his Learned Country-man Filefacus (c) engageth (c)D t p ara .

A parifb 57. He defcribes our Par (ecus or Parifh-Prieft, to be one afftgncd to fome cer-

fo doing ought to be maintained by the Offerings of thofe that are committed to his 
charge. Concerning their Original, he fuppoles certain Priefts to have been 
Their Original Ordained at firft by St. Peter, as the number of the Faithful increafed in Rome , 

' and from the Pontifical Hiftory of Pope Damafus, indeavoureth to prove that 
they were reduced to a certain number by Cletus , and he Profecutes their 
Hiftory as well to other places as Rome, proving that in moft antient times, 

Pariflies in many Countries were Eftablilhed. Here let our Reader take notice 
of the feveral forts of Names by which this Prieft is called. Sometimes Pa- 
'reins and Parochus, fometimes he is faid to be a Presbyter , Ordained or Infti- 
tuted in a Parifh or Church , for by the Sixth Cannon of the Firft Council of 
Chalcedon, no Prieft is to be Ordained, but to fome certain Place or Church, 
which Law was indeed oL force in the moft Primitive times. At Rome it 
being fometimes requifite to have feveral Priefts in one Church, over them all 
one was fet, who was therefore called Presbyter Cardinalis or Principal Prieft, 
which Title was not confined to the City, tut given alfo to other Priefts, whofe 
Their feveral charge lay in the Country. Sometime he is called Presbyter or Prieft fimply 
forts of Names, without any addition j other whiles he is underftood by the word Sacerdos, fome¬ 
times ftiled Rettor Ecclefue, Proprius Presbyter , Presbyter Parochianus, Presbyter 
Plebis, and Plebanus, Presbyter Parochitanus and Parrochialis, Clericus Parcecialis, 

Clericus Localis. And, as in Councils he is diftinguilhed by the name of Presby¬ 
ter not feldom, as being more truly fo than others under him, fo . is he called 
fimply Clericus , as Principal or above other Clerks. In more late times we 
Crams meet with the names of Curio and Curatus , not derived from the antient Roman 

whence.' Curiones , as fome have imagined, feeing it was never heard of till thofe latter 

Ages, but from the care and follicitude they ought to have for their Flocks j 
and it was firft brought up by the Cannons of the Gaflican Church. We in like 
manner have the word Perfona or Parfon peculiar to us in England. And it 
muft not be omitted, that this fame Prieft is fometimes called Presbyter and 
Clericus Diocefanus. 

38. For in the antient Monuments of the Church, it is often found that the 
Diiteps and words Diocefts and Panada are promifeuoufiy ufed. D'tocefis fometimes fignifies 
ramal what, the fame thing which we in tne prefent Modern Sence call a Parilh, although 
moft commonly by it is meant a Territy of great Extent both in an Ecclefiafti¬ 
cal and Civil Senfe, as formerly we have obferved. By Parcecia (rather to be 
written f Paroecia ) at the beginning of Chriftian Religion, and not a few Ages t from th 
after, was not meant a Society or Communion of Neighbours meeting at the Pff - 
fame Church, but that which we call now a Diocefs or a Biflioprick. Filefacus 
traces it down beyond the Nephews of Charles the Great, as tar as Arnulphus 
the Emperour. This promifeuous ufe of Names which we find to be very fre¬ 
quent in the Hierarchy, is to be attributed partly to the extent of their fignifi. 
cation, many being applicable to the fame Perfon and thing in feveral refpedts, 
partly to the viciflitude of all Humane Affairs, wherein Language hath a very 
great lhare, nothing more depending upon the Fancy of the Vulgar: and partly 
to the Latitude of the Chriftian Church, which extending it lelf through all. 
places and Countries, no wonder that it receives diverfity of Terms, for we fee 
particular Regions, though of the fame Language in grofs, yet have feveral 
Dialers and Idioms. Notwithftanding the promifeuous ufe of words, the things 
themfelves are not fo hard to be diftinguilhed, but that their diverfity may be 

difeourfed 
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difeovered by unprejudiced minds, although with that difficulty which ever ac¬ 
companies matter remote, and of fo large a diftance. 

39. At length we arrive at the loweft-ftepof thofe Sacred Promotions, and 
that is the Office of a Deacon. To a Deacon it (a) belonged to aftift the Bilhop 

The office and Prie ft> and minifter in all things concerning the Sacraments of Chrift, to ' 
of a beacon in receive Offerings, and Preach (or read) the Gofpel, the New Teftament being 
the church, delivered to him for this purpofe. To him alfo belonged the Offices of Prayer^ 

writing of the Names of fuch as were to be Ordained, Baptized, the Dead and Dmimu 
Excommunicate. He was wont to exhort unto Prayer, and give notice in the ?a> ' 
Celebration of Divine Offices, give j jhe ufual Blefiing, and pubJifh the Feftivals ™ <J ‘ 
of the Church. Such was the Polity of the Antient Primitive Apoftolick 
Church for the main, Ordained and Eftablifhed by Chrift’s Apoftles. circum- 
ftantiated according to the Exigence of Affairs, and that Liberty which our 
Saviour hath left to his Officers in Matters of Prudence, Decency and Order. 

And no other forts of Orders dare we acknowledge of ^Divine Right ; the 
{bf Romanifts themfelves confeffing that the leffer forts have no ground in Af], Foi ' ,ut!i 
Scripture. Dionyftus who calls himfelf the Areopagite owneth only the Three (Tnl. cm ' 
Orders of Bifhops, Priefts and Deacons. The Cannons that go under the name 
of the Apoftles, reckon but Five, of Bifhops, Priefts, Deacons, Readers and 
Chanters. The Mafter of the Sentences himfelf confeffeth that the Church in (c J 
lucceeding times Ordained Sub-deacons and Acolythi, fo that farther the Cano- 
nifts for their number of Nine, nor the Divines for that of Seven, can bring any 
certain thing out of the beft and pureft Antiquity. But how thefe might come 
in, as alfo concerning the nature of their Offices, befides concerning the Origi¬ 
nal and Nature, of other Dignities, which the Prudence of latter Ages thought 
fit to Eftablifh, we fhall fpeak upon occafion in their due and moft proper 
place. 

40. But having given a profped of this ftately Primitive Building, it remains 
to lhew, how in an Humane way it was maintained, how thefe Officers fub- 

The Sailary fifted, what was the Sailary of thefe Spiritual Souldiers, and what ftrength the 
souidi««. mua * Secular Arm afforded to the Spiritual, in the erecting of its Authority and Power. 

At firft all things were common amongft Chriftians, afterward this Community 
ceafing, when the caufe was removed , this Cuftom was introduced, that all 
Contributions towards the Maintenance of the Miniftry fhould be at the 
difpofal of the Bifhop. This being divided into Four parts, he himfelf had one, 
his Clergy another, the Third was diftributed to the Poor, and the Fourth was 
referved for the Repairing of Churches $ thofe times of Perfection affording all 
forts of Difcouragements to needy Perfons, and being fo far from Contributing 
to the fupport of thofe Religious Edifices, that they rather were imployed in 
Burning the Temples and Worfliippers together. At this time Priefts were 
Arbitrarily fent into fome certain place or Parifh by the Bifhop, whofe Revenues 
and Work were not then fo great, but that he could eafily undergo the trouble 
of Infpedion over his whole Diocefs, infomuch that all Dues were paid to him, B‘d*M.i.c.ii 
and by him to his Clergy$ which Dues, if Credit may be given to an Arabick 
Cannon of the Firft Nicene Council, were Colle&ed by the care of the Chore- 
ffijeopus.. 

41. After that Chriftianity was morediffufed and fettled, and that particular 
Churches were affigned to Refidentiary Incumbents, a more certain way of 
Livelyhood was obtained, and the Maintenance of the Minifter became the 
Burden of the Soil. When Kings once became Nurfing Fathers and Queens 
Nurfing Mothers to the Church, Bifhops were prefently provided of,in ample 
and certain Revenue. Their Endowments confined not in Tithes, but in good 
Temporal and Forable Land bellowed on them by Princes and other Benefactors. 

This appeareth out of the Code ( a ) where we find feveral Laws of Conftantine . - a ) 
the Great, and other Emperours, down to the time of Juffmian himfelf, both 

for conferring.of Lands.upon.the .Church and fuch Lands as fhould neither be ehneam.tit. 

Barren, nor burdened with Statute or other Debts of the Exchequer, as alfo 

for the preferving of Lands in fuch manner conferred: and if thofe Emperours 

had any occafion to change the Lands of the Church, they would ever (J>) allow 

them fuch as fhould be of as good value or better. Parifh Priefts were maintained rand, herrtd. 

by Tithes which were paid eVen before the Reformation by Conftantine, as ap- Eccle f&‘- 

peareth from St. Cyprian (c) who advifeth the Clergy of his time, feeing they (c) Epifi.ee. 

had 
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had Tithes allotted for their Maintenance, that they Ihould not withdra w them- 
felves from the Service of God. The orderly alignment of Tithes to every 
Parifh is afcribed to Dionyfius Bilhop of Rome, who in imitation of St. Paul s 
appointing Bifliops in Cities, is faid alfo to have made and diftinguiffied Parifhes c* at .». 
about the Year 266, into fuch Form as now they retain. , 

42 Then forafmuch as it was neceffary that the Spiritual Power Ihould be 
{Lengthened andaffifted by the Temporal, purity ofDodtrine in the Church 
not always procuring goodnefs of Manners, that which to fome is Religion, 
being to others no more than Fadtiori, and Love being too cold to procure per- 
fe£t Obedience, except it was backed by ame and fear; to Bilhops was granted 
peculiar Jurifdiftion by Chriftian EmpeJlrs, Thofe extended to Perfons and 
the Church. Caufes Ecclefiaftical, fuch as touched the Soul and Confcience, and appertained 
to Charitable and Godly Ufes: To the Laity alfo fo far forth as it either con¬ 
cerned their Souls Health, or the external Government of the Church in things 
decent and comely: or as refpeaedpoorandmiferablePerfons.fuchasWiddows, 

Orphans, Captives, and fuchlike helplefs People, or where the Civil Magiftrate 
could not be come by, or willfully delayed Judgment, in which Cafes the Prelate 
was to difeharge the Office both of an upright Judge and an Holy Bilhop. Againft 
Hereticks and thofe that difturbed the Peace of the Church, they had Power a fo 
granted, not only to confute them by Learning and rational Difcourfe, but alfo 
to fupprefs them by Authority. All which the Fourth Book of Jnftman s Code 
doth fufficiently declare. 


CHAP. 
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Chap. HI. 

From the firjt Nicene Council called by Conftantine^ to the Apo(iacj> 
of Julian. 


The fpace of Thirty fix Tears. 

r. f~^Oit(lantine having delivered the Church from Perfection and other exter- 
\j nal Preffures, it began fpeedily to be more afflifted than ufual by internal 
Evils. The pinching Cold of Adverfity makes us keep clofe and unite toge¬ 
ther, nipping the Paflions of Strife and Emulation in their BlolToms, but in 
the Sunihine of Profperity we feparate our felves, and the evil Roots of Pride, 
Vain-glory, Hatred and Contention, then put forth and fprout amaine. One 
Jrius gave the occafion to thefe Diftempers, a Man born (for publick Mifchief) 
as molt Writers fay in Alexandria, Educated at School in Antioch, where he maph.u. 
jtrim a attained a Competency of Humane Learning, and having by his good Parts '■ * 

HemTck g rown into Fame for Philofophy, fell to the Study of Divinity. Thence fur-,. 

nilhed with competent Learning, he returned to Alexandria, where he fo well 1 w 
behaved himfelf, that he was admitted to be a Deacon by Peter the Bilhop, but '• f. 
joyned himfelf with the Difciples of Meletius , who had made a Separation from jmf. ’ad.69. 
that Church, accufing the Bilhop of Aufterity, for not having received Meletius Soc - 1 u c - 6, 
too readily to Communion after he had, for fear of Death, offered Incenfeto the 
Heathen Gods. After the Martyrdom of Peter, at his return to Alexandria, 
he was by Achillas his Succeflor, reftored to Communion with them, and fo 
continued till he was become one of the Presbyters there, and till Achillas died. 

He feemed then a Competitor with Alexander the following Bilhop, and failing 
of his Expedition, grew difeontented, and thence fell into the itch ofdifputing 
certain Principles of Religion, and hard Points (as Hereticks are obferved to do > 
in the concourfe of People. • 

Difpnting 2. Having the Advantage which fo abftrufe and high a Point as the Myftery 
of the Trinity affords, befides the Ignorance of the Times, and the eafinefs of 
fcverji Profc- Vulgar Spirits, he made fuch progrefs in his defign, that he had foon gained 
ly‘«. Seven hundred Women, fuch as placed Sandtity in the Proleffion of Virginity, 
befides Seven Presbyters and Twelve Deacons, before Alexander the Bilhop took 
any notice of it. At length Miletius having difeovered it by the Poyfonmg of 
certain of his own Seft, Alexander by Preaching and Argument endeavoured to 
obviate the growing Mifchief, wherein Arias found himfelf fo concerned, that 
he fell into a Cornell, and poflefled the People with an Opinion that their Bilhop 
maintained the Dodtrine of Sahellius , fo that Alexander was conltrained to 
Affemble a Provincial Synod, as well to juftifie himfelf from fuch unjuft Afper- 
fions, as to determine the Matter concerning Arius. But he managed the Affair 
with too much mildnels, infomuch that the Arians were rather emboldened. 
acl'Ar; For althou 8 h the s y n °d determined againft the Arian Tenets, and inhibited 
Provincial Arius from further publilhing any fuch Opinions, yet, when they came to Sub- 
synod.- fcribe, Ten Perfons refufed, as well as Arius , of which number Five were Pres¬ 
byters, and as many Deacons: The Multitude wa$ ftill for the neweft Opinion, 
and was prejudiced much againft the Truth by that Reverence which now it bore 
to the Perfon of Arius. For he had a fmooth and flattering Tongue, was of a 
winning Behaviour,though lerious Afpedt, and indeed every way a goodly Perfon; 
a very prevalent means to procure refpedt (even Cceteris imparihus ) from ordinary 
Capacities, efpecially thofe of the weaker Sex. 

$• Now therefore he held and publilhed thefe following Dodlrines with more, Fh f a P f ’ de 
Tenets. Refolution and Animolity. Firft, That the Son of God is like unto God in cajjhti.tri?. 
“ Name only, but not in Subftance. Secondly, That the Father, Son, and Holy W.ub.\.c.\2. 
“ Ghoft, are not of the fame Nature, Power andMajefty, inafmuch as the Father 
c alone is the Invifible God, and alone to be Worffiipped ; the Son may be called mmn.Aug. 

“ God, 
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“ God, but is a created God, being the Son of God by Adoption, and not by 
“ Nature, for there was a time when he had no being at all. Thirdly, That yet 
“ the Son of God was the firft Creature that ever God made, and was made 
“ of thofe things which have no exiftence, and is the moft excellent of all 
“ Creatures. Fourthly, That the Son of God is the Inftrument of God his 
“ Father; by whom he made all other Creatures, yet doth he not know his 
u Fathers Secrets, nor comprehend hts Nature and Eflence* Fifthly, That the 
“ Sen is not Infinite as his Father is, for when he lived in the World with 
“ Men, he was not then in Heaven with his Father, and that his Kingdom fhall 
“ end with the World. Sixthly, That the Holy Ghoft is a Creature, Created of 
“ the Son of God, knowing neither the Secrets and Nature of the Father nor the 
« Son, being much Inferior in Nature and Dignity to them both, their Subjeft 
“ and Servant. . 

4. Arius refufingto fubferibe the Decrees of the Alexandrian Synod, and pro¬ 
ceeding in the publication and owning of hisX)pinions, was with his Followers 
He is Ex- ejeded from their feveral Benefices, and from Communion with the Church, 
communicated. Ygf as it happened in fuch cafes, being efteemed Confeffors for this their 
Suffering, and riiore efteemed by the Ignorant and prejudiced fort, was he fo 
much flocked after, that Tumults arofe, and feveral Outrages were committed, 
to the great Scandal of the ChriftianFaith. The Proceedings of the Alexandrian 
Council were now the general difeourfe of the Chriftian World. Alexander the 
Bifhop, to prevent and avoid falfe Reprefentations, was conftrained by Letter 
to feveral Churches to make Relation of Particulars, which gained belief ac¬ 
cording to the Inclination of the Receivers ; and (till the Arians feemed to get 
ground. The Bifhop then confidering what influence Preaching hath upon 
the Multitude, and how the Pulpits were made to ferve the Defigns of Fa&ions 
and Heretical Spirits, Humour, Paflion, Ignorance, and all Diftempers palling 
under the Vizard of Gods Word, he ordained that no Prieft in Alexandria fhould 
Preach without efpecial Licenfe firft obtained. This proved fo efficacious a 
Counter-plot to their Devices, that Arius forfook his Poft, and departed into 
PalaJHne , where meeting with lefs oppofition, he got opportunity to Preach 
ftSBT and gather Companies together, as he and his Party had been accu- 

Yet were thofe of PalaJHne fo fenfible of the good Effefts of Order and 
Government, that they prefTed Arius to fubmit to his Bifhop, and return into 
Applies him- Communion with him. But he not able to ftoop fo low, repairs to Eujebius 
felt to Eui^ins Bifhop of Nicomedia, his old Acquaintance when he ftudied at Antioch, who 
Biihop °^ 7 '-h av : n g h ear d his Tale, fo far complies with him, as to repair to the Emperour, 
cme '' 7 * and mifreprefent to him the Dealings of the Council of Alexandria. Conftantine 
became fo taken with Eufebius, that ever after he had much his Ear, and in 
Church Matters had great Application made to him. Thinking himfelf no mean 
Man, he writes to Alexander, advifes him to pafs by the matter concerning 
Arius , and receive him and his Followers again into Communion, other 
Churches he ftirs up to refift the Proceedings of the Alexandrian, and ftrengthens 
the Hands of the Me let tans in their Fadion and Schifm. By this means the 
bufinefs came to more Heat and Contention, and Sylvefter Bifhop of Rome much 
concerned himfelf in it; by. his-endeavours a General Council is appointed at 
a Genera /" 0 ’ Alexandria , over which prazfided Hofws Bifhop of Corduba in Spain. He taking 
Council isfum- Nicomedia in his way, where the Emperour then refided, received his Letters to 
moned at /ilex- Alexane { er an d jrius, wherein one may perceive the Finger of Eufebius, fo flight 
mc ' r “ u a matter they make of the Difference betwixt them two. But Hofws, notwith- 
ftandin^ his great Abilities and Endeavours, could do little good, the Council 
ending without any confiderable Conclufion. Yet the feveral Cafes of Ifchyras Man.^Lz. 
and Coluthus are remarkable, of whom Coluthus a Prieft, bearing himfelf as a 
Bifliop, and Ifchyras a Lay-perfon, as a Prieft, was reduced into Order by the 
Fathers. The Herefie of SabeUius alfo, though formerly condemned, yet m 
thofe Parts having again got ground was now exploded, and for that he had 
confounded the Three Perfons in the Trinity , taking away all diftintfion by 
means of this Synod, one idee or Effence was faid to be m the Bleffed Trinity, and 
three -JmsUm or Perfons, from which Terms afterwards a great Controverfie 
arofe.

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f who do 6. Little good proceeding from the Council of Alexandria , or any other 
nothing in that m ejus’ 0 f Reconcilement, the Empire began to be generally infe&ed with the 
Matter. Diftemper of Atianifm, fo that againft a Difeafe fo Epidemical as this was like 
to prove, forrie Catholick Remedy was to be provided; fuch, an Univerfal or 
General Council out of the Whole Empire feemed td be, which Conftantine at 
Another length refolved fhould be Summoned to Nice, a City of Bithinia, as moft con- 
““ « veriient for afl- Parts,- by reafbii of its Situation.

Gfeat and Soletrih Meetings would have given 1 orcafion of Jealoufie and Cruelty 
to have bben exercifed upotVfo many Paftors fo opportunely met at one time and 
place. Before thofe times Differences went not out of one City, or at the moft r-*p.. 
out of a Province: now by reafon of the Liberty of meeting together they ex- 

tended themlelves over thd whole Empire; wherefore it was neceflary that tmwp. . 

Councils v the ufuai remedy) fhould alfo be affembled from places at a farther 
diftance. 

7. Hereupon a Council of the whole Empire being Affembled , now by the 
(foie' Authority of the Prince, it had the Name of the Holy and Great Synod, 

which is arid a little after was called the General and Oecumenical Council, though it 
ScimSul' 11 were not Aflembled from all parts of the Church, a confiderable part whereof, 

Council. even long before this time, having extended it felf beyond the Limits of the 
Roman Empire, but becaufe it was the Cuftom of thofe Ages to call the Em- 
perbur Lord'of the wholb habitable Earth, although the Tenth part of it was 
not fufrjeft to him. After this pattern were Councils called by the SuccefTors 
of Conftantine, upbn all fuch urgent Occafions, as well after that the Empire 
Was divided into Eaitern and Weltern, as before, the Affairs thereof being ftill 
managed under a common name as well Sbcular as Ecclefiaftical. But when the 
Eaft came fo to be divided from the Weft, that there remained no more Com¬ 
munion in the Soveraignty, as it happened after the promotion of Charles the 
Great , after that, the laft was for the moft part poffeffed by Saracens, and the 
Weft Cantonized into many Kingdoms and Signories, the name of an Oecume¬ 
nical arid Univerfal Council was no more derived from the Roman Empire , but 
amongft the Gracians from the Aflembly of the Five Patriarchs, and in the more 
Weftern parts from’ the Unity arid Communion of fuch Kingdoms and States as 
obeyed the Bifliop of Rome in Caufes Ecclefiallical. And the aflembling of rhofe 
for the moft part, hath been not principally tor the decifion of Religious que- 
ftions as formerly, but either to make War in the Holy Land, or to compofe 
Schifms and Divifions in the Church of Rome , or for the ending of Controverfies 
between the Bilhops and Chriftian Princes. All which we fhall fee in their 
proper places. 

8. Councils for about (a) Eight hundred years were called by Chriftian Em- 00 
perours and Kings. Unto them firft, and in the chief place were fummoned 
Bilhops, as the moft proper Paftors and Rulers of the Church. After them ahaptr imp. 
J PneJls or Presbyters had the next place fitting together with the Bijhops, fffffff 
and giving their voices. Deacohs were prefent alfo of old, but flood by with the (b) 

reft of the People. In (c ) the moft antierit times Chrift and the Holy Ghoft a 
pfefidirig, arid Charity prevailing agairift all Heat and Paflion, they advifed and f’Jf’ 

refolved without Ceremonies or Forrris prefcribed. Before the days oiConJlantine , (c) tad* p»u- 
fhere being a nfcteifity to govern them with fome order, that Bifhop chiefeft for 
Learning, Or the greatriefsof his See, or for forrie other refpfecft ofemmency, had ^ 
the chaige to hro'jiofe arid guide' the Aflion arid colled: the Voices, Afterward the 
Aiftibh wds guided by thofe Pririces or Magiftrates that had called them together, 
wio alfo \Vefe pferlbrially prefent, propofing, governing tbe Difpute, decreeing 
iriferlocutfifify the otturriftg Differences, but leaving the Decifion of the principal 
Pofint fo the' fiflajdr part of Voices. Conjlantine fo ordered Matters in this of Nice 
and others elfewh'ere, as will bfe feen upori^cfc'aifioti.

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Holy Synod faith ; when many faid the fame thing, it was written The Bijhops ac¬ 
claim, or affirm, and the things fo fpoken, were taken for Decifions; if they fpake 
in a contrary Senfe, the contrary Opinions were noted with the Names of the Au¬ 
thors and the Prefidents pronounced. After the Divifion of the Empire, fome marks 
of the’fe ancient Councils yet remained in the Weft, many were celebrated in France 
and Germany under the Pofterity of Charles the Great, and not a few m Spain un- 
ovcr ail one der the Got hick Kings. At laft the Biihop of Rome his Power prevailing,Princes were 
picfidcs. abfolutely debarred from meddling in Church Matters, whereby the former lortoi 
Councils grew out of ufe, and that alone remained which was called by Ecclefiafti- 
cal Perfons themfelves, the Convocation of which Provincial Councils was almoft 
wholly aflumed by the Pope, who fent his Legates to ptefide wherefoever he heard 
that a Council was to be held. „ , , 

io. At length he aflumed to himfelf that Power which the fow*»Emperours had 
formerly ufed to convocate a Council of the whole Empire, and prefide himfelf if 
he were prefent, or in his abfence to fend Legates to be Prefidents and govern the 
Acftion. The Prelates aflembled, being freed from all fear of a Secular Prince by 
reafonof many Indecencies which were multiplied as worldly refpeds increafed, 
began to digeft and order their Matters in private, that they might obferve more 
decency in the publick Meeting. In procefs of time this became a Form, and in 
Councils befide the Seflions, they began to make Congregations of fome Deputies 
to fet in order fuch Matters as were to be treated of, which in the beginning, if 
many, were divided, and a proper Congregation afligned to every one. But all 
• Indecencies being not hereby removed, becaufethofe that were abfent having dif¬ 
ferent Interefts.raifed Difficulties in publick; befides the particular Congregations, 
they made a general one before the Seffion, where all were prefent, which accbrding 
to the antient Rite, is theConciliary Aftion, becaufe the Seffion, everything be¬ 
ing done before, is but a pure Ceremony. But after an Age or two, National In- 
terefts being different, caufed Diflentions amongft the Biihops of diverfe Countries; 
whereupon thofe that came from far, being few, and judging it unreafonable to be 
outvoted by the neighbouring Prelates, who were more in number, to make the 
ballance equal, it was neceflary that every Nation Ihould aflemble by it felf, as 
formerly the Tribes in the Roman Comitia, and refolve according to the number 
of Voices, and that the general Decifion Ihould be Eftablifhed, not by the 
Suffrages of particular Men, but by the Plurality of the Voices of the Nations. 

This courfe was obferved in the Councils of Con/lance and Bajil : which ufe, as 
it was good where the Government was Free, as it was when the World 
owned no Pope, fo it ill befitted Trent, where they defired a Council fubjed to 

j x. But at Nice met Three hundred and eighteen Bifhops from all parts of the 
Empire, amongft whom many carried about them the Trophies of their Chnftian 
Warfare, Scars all over their Bodies, and mutilation of Members. The Em- 
perour with a ihort Speech opened the Council, and after general Admonitions 
commended Two things efpecially to their Care: the one was for Eftabhffiing 
Eafler fettled, one fettled Pradice in the Church in the Point of keeping Etffier, and the other 
was concerning the Arian Dodrine, the principal caufe of their meeting. The 
firft was effeded with little or no Conteft, the Cuftom of the Weftern Churches 
being Eftablifhed, and that of the Afian aboliffiedby Decree of the Council and 
the Emperours Edid; although from the Ads of the Council now Extant, little Author «it* 
appears concerning this Matter. The bufinefs about Arius heldIthem long in cmBmt.v , 
Debate, who according to Summons appeared, and maintained his Opinions, lhe 
Difpute againfthim was chiefly managed by Alexander and Athanafius his Deacon, 
who charged him with fuch Tenets as he had formerly maintained at Alexandria. 

The Council examined his Book called Thalia, wherein were found fo many of his 
The Herefie Opinions, and fuch Wantonnefs (he being muchfufpeded of Undeannefs, mhis 
of Arius con- ordinary Converfation with Women, which he called his Virgins) that it was 
,lcmned ' condemned by the Council and burnt by command of Conftantine. But when the 
Fathers Ihould come to eftablifh the Orthodox Faith,after they had refolved againft 
Arias his Herefie, it coft them fome labour to invent what Terms were nttoex- 
prefs the co-equal Divinity of God the Son with his Father, fo as no hole might be 
left for the Arians to creep out at. At length they refolved upon the Greek word 
o'&u&i®' or Confubfiantial, which they had obferved to be much feared and 
avoided by the Arians from an Epiftle of Eufebius Biihop of Ntcomedta read in the 
Synod. 
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ii; The Arians perceiving themfelves foiled by the addition of this, thought 
to reinforce the charge, by putting in the word Vnbegotten, with relation to 
the Father ; as thence deducing by confequence, that the Son was made and 
Created. But the Fathers aware of their defign, receiving this word added to 
it, that the Son was lb begotten, that he was not made , by which their defign 
was quite dallied; then was drawn up a Formulary of the Catholick Faith: 
whereof Hofms, who praffided in the Council, was Author, now called the Ni- 
cene Creed, and pafled June 19. on Saturday. But in this Council, nothing appears Soc.ui.i. 2 
The Nice, it to have been added to the Apofiles Creed, concerning the Holy Ghoft; which u> ' 6 ‘ 
Creed pars’d happened by realon that nothing was now urged againft his Divinity by Arm ; 

which courfe was formerly taken up by his Followers, and more privately be¬ 
fore this had been pra&iced by him, it being very ready and in a manner confe- 
quential to him, who denied the Divinity ut Chrift to rejed that of the Holy 
Spirit. Having happily finilhed the Affair concerning Arius, they fettled the 
matter concerning Ea(ler ; and for that leveral Countrys obferved feveral Cuftoms 
and Calculations of time,it pleafed the Synod to commit the charge of the Paichal 
Cycles to the Biihop of Alexandria, in giving notice of the time of Celebation, 
which was done every Year proceeding; feeing that the Letters concerning the 
time were wont to be publiflied by the Deacons, on the day ot the Epiphany, 
and by the Biihop of that City, to be fent up and down to the Churches of the 
Weft. •' 

i$. Having for the better Calculation of time, Eftablilhed the Golden Num¬ 
ber, containing the period of Nineteen Years, they came to difculs the caufe of 
Meletius, the Schifmatical Biihop of Tyco, in the Province of Alexandria This 
Man for Sacrificing to Idols, in the time of Diocletian, and other caufes had soc i. 1. < 
been deprived of his Bilhoprick by Peter the Metropolitan, who afterwards ? tr t'J: rl! 
fullered Martyrdom; at which ceniure conceiving great indignation, he cealed mdulsA’ 
not to rail againft Peter, and his Succeflors. and made a leparation from the 
Communion of the Church; continuing Schifmatical with a multitude 01 Fol¬ 
lowers to this very time. The Synod now tell the Church of Alexandria, and > 
their Brethren throughout Egypt, Lybia and Pentapolis, that they had dealt 
with him, with more clemency than he deferved; having decreed that he fhoul J 
remain in his own City without any Epifcopal power, retaining only the bare, 

Name and Title of his Office and Dignity, and they refolved that the Clergy 
ffiould fubmit wholly to Alexander, or elle be deprived of their Spiritual Offices ; 
being alfo to give place to thofe whom the Metropolitan had ordained : And be¬ 
caufe that by reafon of this Scbl\\m. Meletius had throughout Egypt at his pka- 
Mcktius fure made many Ordinations, the Synod by a Cannon forbid that in* 
puniihcd. Lybia or Pentapolis , any Ihould be ordained Biihop without the knowledge or) C f ,,:c,! - A7 ‘ 
the Metropolitan, i^this being the ancient priviledge ot the Alexandrian Church; 
as the Cuftom was obferved towards the Roman Biihop. 

14. By this Council were framed Twenty Cannons in all, and no more 
are to be found in any good and certain Author : Turrian the Jeliiit tells us of 
Eighty, which having tourid in the Arabick Tongue he Tranflated, and Ruffinus 
counts 22. But Theodoret affirms there were but 20. And whereas many tn.i.c.% 
things are cited by Writers of fucceeding times as Irom the Nicene Council, 
they rather are to be underftood of the Ads, than the Cannons thereof, ra¬ 
ther of paflages which happened, notdiredly but accidentally, and recorded in 
Story, than of the folemn decrees of the Fathers; befides this being the firft great 
and Oecumenical Council,all opinions were ambitious from it to derive defeent and 
pedigree; and theAds afterwards coming to be loft and imbezeled,whether through 
the negligence of the Keepers thereof, or which is moie likely, through the 4 
pradice of Hereticks, who were unwilling to be upbraided with fo urgent a Tefti- D y,J*i 
mony ; great latitude was given for pretenders to enlarge the number of rhe Qm-. cZ. 
nons, and out of them to forge Arguments for the raffing or upholding ot their Ljc '^ In c t! ’ e 
particular Sects and Opinions. n on*"t ».\uik

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cal caution againft a Novice, that a new Convert fliould both ftand as a Catechu- 
menus a convenient time, and a Probationer after Baptifra. If in procefsof time 
fuch an one committed Scandal, and was Convicted by the Teftinaony of two or 
three Witnefles, he was to be depofed, as alfoany fuch that lhonld Aft contrary 
to this Cannon; which yet, afterwards was difpenfed with, upon notable occa- 
fions for appeafmg of Tumults, or when the extrordinary worth of a^Perfon re¬ 
quired it, as in the Cafe of St. Ambrofe and Neftarius. The Third (e) forbids (e)o//?. 3*. 
any Bifhop, Prieft or Deacon, or any Clerk whatfo ever to receive any Woman 
as Inmate into his Howfe, except it be his Mother, Grandmother, Sifter or Aunt; duBam htitn 
in which, and fuch like Perfpns,fufpicion may eafily be declined. By which Cannon mOmm. 
nothing was decreed againft Marriage, that defign being utterly dallied by the 
interpofition apd endeavours of Paphnutius, who diffwaded the Fathers from laying 
the unfupportable burthen of Caelibate, upon the back of thofe whom God and 
his Church had left free. The Fourth (/) Cannon praefcribes the manner of or- 
daining or Confecrating a Bilhop, affirming the Aftion ought to be performed by a y 
all theBilhops of that Province, ifpoffible, but if that may not be, three at leaf !- mmhu. 
ought tq meet for that purpofe, bringing with them in Writing the confent of 
the reft,and the confirmation of every Province,was to belong to the Metropolitan. 

16. The Fifth Cannon (a) forbids thofe that are Excommunicated by lome,to be 
received into Communion with others; but to redrefe fuch inconvenience as ( a j 
might rife from any Contention or Heat of any Bilhop ufing this cenfure;»^ if 
“ it feemed gopd to the Fathers to ordain that twice every Year a Council of 
“ Bifhops fhould be held ip each province, who urgently fhould examine if any 
“ complained of fuch grievance, that fuch as appeared juftly cenfured, might be 
held and efteemed as ExcommunicatedPerfons by the reft,till fuch time aspubhck- 
ly or by their own Bifhop they were abfblved. fb) One of thofe Annual Councils 
they thought fit Ihou.ld be held before Lent; that all grudges,if any riiere were^e- 
ing laid afide, they might prefent themfelves a Pure and Solemn Offering to Al- 
mighty God. The Second Meeting they thought fit lhonld be about Autuma 
Now this command concerning the rejecting of thofe by 4// that had been Ex¬ 
communicated by one Bilhop, was not out of confideration of the foie Jurifdiftion 
of any particular Bifhop, but of the. Nature of the Cenfure, which the Church 
efteemed as a thing which ought to. be of that great ftrength and influence that 
by whomfoever it was applied it. might obtain univerfal Force. 

17. The Sixth Cannon is of very extraordinary remark, as a great Eye-fore 
to certain Novelifts, who feek all manner of ways to cover it by their Glofles and 
Expofitions, as their, adverfaries on theother fide, ever caft it in their Difh. It ^ 
commands that the Ancient Cuftom be.obferved throughout. JEgypt, Lybta and 
Pentapolis ; fo that the Bifhop of Alexandria, have Power or Authority 
over all thefe, forafmuch as fuch was the manner or ufe of the Roman Bifliop. In 
like manner at Antioch , and in the reft ofthe Provinces, fay the Fathers , let every 
Church enjoy its own Dignity or Honour : However it s mamfeft, that it any 
be ordained without the confent and knowledge of his Metropolitan, this great 
and Holy Council judgeth that he ought not. to be a Bifhop. Indeed it two or 
three out of Animofity and Contention, fhall contradift what is generally and. 
rationally and Canonically agreed on, the moft voices of Priefts_carry it; for 
Bifliops themfelves. are fo called. The Romamfts jealous of their Great Bifliops 
Honour and Authority, labour all. ways poflihle toperfwade their Readers that 
thefe words, forfuch is the, manner (Cu(t.om or ufe) ofphe^omm Bi/hops ao way 
do. imply any equally of Power or Jurifdiftion bitwixt him and the other ot A- ^ ^ 
lexandria, fome would make them-an Argument of his Authority oveic the %■ c » w .

19. The Eleventh Cannon, prefcribes Rules ofPenitence to fuch asfell through 
Frailty during the perfection of Litmus, allowing the Bifhop to mitigate the 
Penance where he fhould find juft occafion. The Twelfth Ordains that the An- c 

cient Courfe be obferved concerning an ExcommuniratePerfon, that if any one Deh^uiJ' ' 
dye, he be not defrauded of his Viaticum; but if any defperate Perfon fliould o- 
verlive the Communion, he was only to be admitted to Prayer; and the Bifliops 
were to approve and judge of thofe dying Perfons to whom the Communion was 
to be Adminftred. The Thirteenth Ordains concerning fuch Catechumeni as 
fell,that they fliould be for the fpade of three Years amongtt fuch only as heard the 
Word, and afterwards fhould Pray with the Catechumeni who being but Novices 
or Probationers in Religion, were admitted to hear the Word, but excluded the 
Congregation at time ot publick Prayers and Service. The Fourteenth Reforms a Di n 
Cuftom crept into certain Places, of Deacons giving the Sacrament to Priefts, and P»lihi 9 ,lj 
receivipg it before theBilhops themfelves,forbidding the like prafticefor the time to 
come,on pain fo Depofition 5 and that Deacons fit amongft Presbyters. In the Fif¬ 
teenth;^ Fathers taking notice of Commotions and Tumults, which happened by 0f mlt 
reafon of Bifhops, Presbyters, and Deacons, Fleeting and Changing from City to t um - * 
City,they inhibit this praftice for the time to Come,and require that anOffender be 
remanded fo that Church wherein he wasOrdained; and if this Decree be not fuffi- 
dent, in their Sixteenth Gannon they enjoyn that fuch an one be Expelled andCon- 
ltrained to return to his Church; which if he refufeobftinately to do,fie is to be Jn 
Excommunicated.

during thofe Fifty Holy-days betwixt Eafler and Whitfontide , no Man did fo 
much as degeniculis adorare, Worlhip God or Pray. on his knees. Thole days, 
though now negle&ed, were then, when the memory of the Refure&ion, and the 
benefits thereof was more frefli, carefully obferved, and Tertullian confidering 
their number, takes notice that they were more than the Superftitious Heathen 
obferved throughout the whole Year. 

21. All things being concluded which the Micene Council thought fit to Ordain, Ac7 Cmc 
the Fathers came to Subfcribe both the Cannons and the Creed. Hof us Bilhop &sc. 

Subfcribed of Corduha was the firft that Subfcribed, not the Legates of Silvefier Bilhop of 
firft by Hof,us R ome viz. Vitlor and Vincentius, two Presbyters of that City. Seventeen yet are 
M'alf COr ' fold to have refufed being infeded, it feems with the Principles of Arius, which 
when the Emperour underftood, as highly affeded with the conclufion of the 
Council, he declared he would Banilh all refufers, whereupon Eleven of the fiff 
Diflenters were frighted into a Subfcription, of which Difiemblers Eufebius Bi- 
Ihop of Micomedia was chief; fo the Decrees being confirmed by Imperial Autho¬ 
rity, the Council which had Aflembled on the Eighteenth of the Calends of July 
{June the Fourteenth) was diffolved, on or about the Eighth of the Callends of 
And confir- \ eptm i er f Auquft z<th.') having began and ended in the Twentieth Pear of Con- .

22. Befides Hofius who prafided at the Council,firft Subfcribed,and is not in the 
Ads at all taken notice of, as the Legate of the Roman Bilhop, the moll: 
eminent ofthofe Nicene Fathers was Alexander Patriarch or Metropolitan ( the 
other Name being fcarcely yet in ufe)of Alexandria,Euftathius of Antioch and Ma¬ 
carius of Jerusalem, all of them Famous for their Chriftian Faith, Courage and 
Sandity : Amongft thofe Bifliops which Alexander brought along with him, 

none were fo Eminent 5 as Potamon Bilhop of HeracUa in Mgypt, and Paphnu- S ° cr - Ll - '■* 

tins , one asgood as many, who as he equalled the former in the lofs of his 

(RighfiEye in the Perfecution of Maximinus , fo he went beyond him in the lofs 

of his left Leg, and his Condemnation to the Mines. He is reported by Ruffinus uk lc 4 

to have been alfo Famous for Miracles, and in fuch Veneration with all good Men, 

that Conftantine the Emperour, himfelf would often raoft kindly and familiarly 

imbrace him, and greedily kils that empty place which had formerly held his 

Martyr’d Eye; and this is not theleaftof his Commendations that he flood up 

for the Liberty of Clergy-men, when fome went about to have enfiaved them 

under the Yoke of forced Continence ; although CaJJiodorus, Epiphanius, Socra- 

tes , Sozomen and Nicephorus moft of them, if not all, Grave and approved !>0 - '• 

Authors for but reporting one piece of Hiftory in Favour of Priefts Marriages st&M.i.e. 

are fpit upon and difearded with difgrace by certain Grandees ot the contrary j eCon . 

opinion. But EJpencaus a Learned and Sober Writer defends their Authority 

about Paphnutius. 

23. As /Egypt affording fuch Bilhops, made fome amends to the Church, 
for that detriment is fuftamed through Arius a Clerk of the fame Province; fo 
in producing the moft powerful Adverfary that Arch-Heretiok ever had, and one 

piJeot Ma. whom Patience and Magnanimitty,as well as Faith commend as a great Pattern to 
nafm. all Ages; it feemed to overbalance the inconvenience, as no Country can be 
blamed for the Generation of a Poyfonous and Venomous thing which carries 
not its Appology viz. a proper Antidote, in its own Bofom. This was Athanafius 
a Perfon who though he aflifted at this Council, but in quality of Alexander his 
Deacon is yet to A<ft the moft confiderable part in this Troublefome and Tem- 
peftuous Scene, and for that purpofe muft needs change his Quality and drefs 
l'uc ceeding Alexander the moft Worthy Bifhop of Alexandria, who about five 
Months after the conclufion of the Synod, changed this Life, and went to enjoy 
that Blefled Trinity which he had fo Faithfully and Induftruoufly defended. A- 
thanafius was born at Alexandria about the Rifing and Spreading of Arius his 
Tenets, being a Boy by confent of all Writers when Alexander was Bilhop of that 
See; and when he was yet a Boy ( but Twelve Years old, as Baronius guefleth ) 
his Genius difeovered it felf, even then ftrongly bent to an Epifcopal Demeanure, 
as appears by a remarkable paflage. 

24. The Church of Alexandria had a Cuftom of keeping a Solemn Feftival, and SoCi Ui u 

Thankfgiving on that day whereon Peter their Bilhop had fuffered Martyrdom 5 c. , s . sozm.t. 
one day amongft the reft (the Anniverfary that happened about that Age of At ha- 2 - ; ^ 

vajius ) after they were come'from Church, as Alexander expecting certain of the c , } 

belt 
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belt Rank.to Dine with him, by chance looked out at a Window, he efpied cer¬ 
tain Boys on the Sea lhore, who as he thought were in their fport Baptizing one 
another, having called fome of thofe that were preferit with him to behold the 
fight, he fent for the Boys, and asked them what they had been doing by the Sea- 
fide, and when they being abalhed and filent he urged them to fpeak, they told him 
that one of them there, Athanafius, as chief in their fport,had Baptized fome of them 
who had not formerly been Initiated, and that he had made fome of them Priefts, 
others Deacons to afiift him in that Service; having examined them before, and 
given them inftru&ions how they ought to demean themfelves for the future, 
and fo they told him the whole Story : Alexander together with the Priefts con¬ 
fidering the fubftance of the Work, concluded the Baptized Boys were not to 
be Re-baptized, but adding what he thought further neceflary to be done, he fent 
for their Parents,and charging them to Educate them for the Miniftery,he efpecial- 
ly took care of Athanafius, requiring he fliould be now and then brought to his 
His profid- prefence, that he himfelf might take notice of his Proficiency in Learning. He 
ency in Leam- j s faid to have much profited at School, being well grounded in Grammar, Skill- 
ins '. ed in Philofophy, and Studied in the Law; but thofe he made but lubfervient 
to Divinity, in the Study, whereof having good ailiftance from many worthy 
ConfelTors, who could teach him the Pra&ick part by their own example, as well 
as the Speculative by Arguments and Precepts; he gave fuch pregnant Proof of 
hislnduftry, that befides other Teftimonies, he had the Books both of the Old 
and new Teftament in Memory without book. 

27. Alexander finding Athanafius his Proficiency to have furmounted his 
expedition, took him into his own Family, and made him his Amanuenfis, in 
which Imployment after he had continued fome time, and made further Progrels 
aJ ^* c “ Q made in his Studies, he took him into theNumber of his Deacons at Alexandria, and pdexthm. 
carried him along with him to the Council of Mice, where he alfifted him in his Ar f a u f CH *' 
Profecution of Arius , when the Blafphemous Do&rines he had uttered at the 
Council of Alexandria were produced.and ingaged againft the Hereticks in a So¬ 
lemn difputation publifhed amongft his other Works: He was now grown in |reat 
efteem for his Abilities and Integrity amongft all thofe of the beft and Orthodox 
Party, when Alexander dyed, who having more intimate knowledge of him 
than any other,is thought defigned him his SuccefTor; the good old Man lying at 
the point of Death, callqd for Athanafius , which one of that name hearing, and 
coming to him, he looked on him, and turned away his Face, and continuing ftil! 
to call, atlaftfaid, thou thinkefl Athanafius to efcape, hut it [hall not he ; which 
words whether he fpoke Prophetically as fome imagined, or as defigning him to 
his Chair as others think, he foon after Expired. Alexander being dead, 

Athanafius in a Provincial Council was chofen his Succeflor, not Thceonas and 
Achillas, as Epiphanius alone tells the Story. I was, faith Athanafius, chofen by xtbm.Apl :. 
*h e whok Cty wd Province of Alexandria; Bijhops, Priefts, and People ajfemhled 
^eathsokmnly together , with Prayers to God, puhlick Acclamations, Exhortations , Intreaties , 
chofen his Perfwafionsyea Ohteflations for feveral Days and Mights without refi either 

SuccefTor. fQ themfelves or me, not ceafing till they had prevailed with me to accept of their 

Choice. 

26. In the beginning of the Government of Athanafius , was the Gofpel 
The uwr Preached to the Lower Indians,by Prumentius a Tyrian , who when he was yet-but 
/»*W Con- a Boy, being carried thither by Meropius a Chriftian Philofopher,after his death 
,er ' (for he was^lain by the Indians') was entertained and preferred by that-King, 
togerher with ■ PEdefius his School-fellow,and for his great dexterity in managing 
publick bufihefs, had in a manner that whole Government put into his hands; 
having this opportunity he firft procured Liberty for Chriftian ■ Merchants to 
meet together and build Churches ; afterward he himfelf returning into his own 
Country, firft made a Journey to Alexandria, to move that Patriarch that fome 
fit Perfon might be fent Bilhop into India : Athanafius being lately Confecrated, 
thought none fo fit as Frumentius himfelf, who being Ordained and lent thither, 
is faid by his Preaching andMiracles to have Converted an infinite Number of that 
People,and there to have Founded a Church : Thus much in more words and with * , 
more Circumftances relateth Ruffinus * who faith he had the Relation from JEdefi- Sec . L i. <.» j* 
us the Companion of the faid Frumentius and Socrates as much more, hath it *■ 
from him, as alfo Sozomen and Theodoret ; all of them moreover unite that* J *, 3 w ‘ u 
about this fame time were the Iberians converted to the Faith, by the religious 
Preaching, example, and Miraculous A<fts of a certain Captive Chriftian Wo- 
ma0, fo^h h e A fr oin Bacarius their King who came to Confianti- 
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noble to defire of the Emperour that Priefts might be fent to inftrud his Nation , 
of whom he not only obtained what he came for,but was digmfy’d with the Office 
alfo of Conies Domefl'icorum,andDux or General ofthe PaleftineLimit.S^m thinks 
him the fame that ia^Ammianus calls Bacarius or Balarius the Iberian, created by JJ n ^ 
the Emperour Coves Domefliconm, and leader of the Scut am and Sagitaru : 

But whereas that part oi Iberia which lay toward the Pen tick Sen, was long be¬ 
fore Converted by the Preaching of Clement the Roman Bilhop,. driven thither 
by Perfecution in the days of Trajan, thofe now Converted muft be the Lower 
Iberians inhabiting thofe places near the Mountains of Caucajus and the Cafpian 
Sea Two things there were which ofold mightily contributed occafions to the 
Converlion of Barbarous Nationsthe one was the Wars agamft fuch People, 
who were often conquered by their Captives, that ceafed not out of their Chains ■ 
and Dungeons to Preach unto them : The other thofe tedious and exquifite Per¬ 
fections °of Heathen Emperours, who forcing the Faithful ones to fly for fhelter 
amonofi; fierce and Barbarous People, God flopped the Mouths of thofe Lions and 
Tizerf who entertaining thofe Strangers, entertained Angels or the Meffengersof 
d'd Tidings for a reward ; and though fome Mifcarried, and as a reward ot their 
Sufferings, received the Crown, of Martyrdom ffuch the Primitive Chriftians 
redly accounted it) yet through defignment of Almighty God, the Blood ofthe 

difturbed the minds of the 

Arians, who knowing him a Perfon moft, likely of all others to ruin their Caufe, 
left no Stone unftirred to remove him. Eufebius Bilhop of Ntcomedta efpecially, 
who by means oiConftantia the Widdow of Heims, and Sifter of Conflantine, 
had through his great Induftry and Diflimularion, not only recovered the Em- 
perours favour, bin infinuated himfelf much into lus good efteem; he often told 
him how unfit a Man Athanafms was for fuch a place, leflentng h;m all ways 
ooffible and when this would not take, refolved to tamper with the Bifhop him¬ 
felf, and trv whether he might not bring him about to Ins own Party, or at 
leaft perlvvaue or fright him into fuch Aftions as might weaken the Cathohck 
Intereft: He advifeth him by Letter to re-admit Arius andI lus Partifans into their 
Churches, or otherwife exped great inconvemencies to follow. When neither 
by intreaty nor threats he could move Athanafm, Me anftver was, he could 
‘ not receive into Communion fuch as had been held for Hereticksby the Council 
and to this purpofe enraged at the Repulfe, animated by his Heretical Zeal, and 
confident upon the account of his intereft in Conftantia, and power with Conflan- 
Sy^- S h 2 begins to patronize Difputes and Preaching againft the determinations 
W us! 0 f the late Council, which that he might do with lefs cenfure of mconftancy and s««». ut. 

Knavery, he and his party never left till by indired praiftices they got into their 
hands the Acftsofthe Council from him, to whofe Fidehty the Emperour had 
committed them, and having Obliterated their Subfcnptions fo ordered the 
mu they deprived Pofterity of any view of them, although concerning the 
. matter*of their'Fad there was fufficient Teftimony. And thus revived the 

Arian Schifm, which though it feemed fupprefled by the Council, yet revived, 
and ih increafed as almoft to take away Schifm or Divifion, the vvhole World, as 
one faith, admiring to fee its felf all turned Anan ; thofe that continued Orthodox 
w" recounted Singular, and as Elijah, formerly efteemed themfelves as only (b], 
l?!. such contentions and horrid diftraftions fo unexpectedly followed this and <$»*£ 
other Councils, that to fome (ober Perfons all (c) Chriftianity eeS.^to p ai circc Jl 
afide and although of fuch Meetings there be very much ufe^UA.fhe Church «/»./*». z.- 
of GoJ. yet ibmevery e) Eminent Perfons were fo much difguftedH to conclude J-JJj 
fat leaft' from the abufe, againft the ufe and defignment or tnem.

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the Number perfidioufly feparated from the reft, made choice of Athanafl- 
usy and Ordained him, upon which account many of the /Egyptians, both 
- 1 Clergy and Churches, altogether refufed Communion with him; and they 

could not but in Duty further inform their Prince that he was Pragmatical, and 
Turbulent, occafioning DifTentions and Fomenting Divifions amongft the 
People. 

2,9. Athanafms eafily fatisfied the Emperour, both that Arias who had 
been forbidden by the Council to return to Alexandria, and was the Arch-Hcere- 
tick, ought not to be received into Communion, and concerning thofe Accufati- 
ons, having as it fortunately happened, fent two pf his Presbyters to the Court 
to excufe his not waiting on the Emperour by reafon of his more than Ordinary 
Employments at his firft coming to the See, and to refel any objections that might 
be made againft him. They fo dexteroufly difeharged what they had in Com- 
miffion, as obtaining Audience they cleared all Doubts and Surmifes, both as 
And nuke to the Bifhops Legal Election, and his Perfonal Carriage and Deportment. This, *• 

device of Eufebias not taking, he grew inraged at the luccefs, and refolved if he ' 

vince of f- c °uld not ruin Athanafms at a diftance from Court, he would make yet his Seat 
too hot for him, by kindling a Flame within his own Province. Meletias the 
Schifmatick being favourably handled by the Nicene Council returned to his See 
at Lycopolis in /Egypt, and there not only Ordained Arfenius contrary to the A 
Canons thereof, Bilhop of the Arfenitans (which place he himfelf had formerly put. z. soi Lb. 
held) but being urged to Name his Succeflor, made choice of one John his 1,c ‘ 20 * 
familiar Friend, to Succeed him: This begetting a Contention, for fo much as u ‘‘ 3 ’ 
the Jurifdiftion of the Metropolitan was thereby much infringed, the Arians. 
obferving their opportunity, ftrike in withrhe Melettans, and under their Name 
andPretences,refolveto try the utmoll with Athanafms. 

50. The Melettans therefore feeking Patronage of their Schifm from the Em¬ 
perour, as Epiphanius Writes, fent to him John Calinicus and Ifcbyras formerly 
mentioned (the one a Meletian Bilhop, and the other made again as good as a 
Prieft) to obtain a Toleration, and being barred of Accefs, betook themfelves 
to Eufebius of Nicomedia ; He making advantage hereof, undertook their Pa¬ 
tronage under condition of their receiving Arias into their Communion ; and 
not only procured them Audience but a Licence for their Separation, which Ba¬ 
ronins denies, affirming that Epiphanius had this ftory from fome Writer that 
favoured the Meletians, alledging that Conftantine is cleared of this Calumny, 
by his Letters to Atbanaftus, and the Teftimony of Eufebius (a Writer in the 
Cardinals judgment prone enough to the Arian Hercfie) who witnefletn that he 
after the Council, did his endeavour to preferve the Authority of the Canons, 
and laboured to Compofe thofe Diflentions in the Churches of /Egypt. To be 
furethisis agreed on all hands, Athanafms went about to bring the Meletians to 
the obfervation of the Nicene Canons, which they again refitting, Eufebius and 
the reft ofthe Arians {truck in with the Schifmaticks and Levelled all their 
Engines againft Athanafms. 

31. Eufebius and Thaognis laying their heads together, afliime as AlTociates 
and Councellors in the attempt, their old Companions Maris Bilhop of Chalce- 
severai Ar- ^ ens and# rfatius Biffiops in Pannonia, formerly condemned by the 

tides V againft r " Council. Thofe five prefent the Articles of the Schifmaticks againft Athanafius, 

Atbmafius “ wherein is obje&ed that he is the great Caufe and Fomenter of the troubles 
the^Emperour “ j n ^ Egyptian Church. That like a falfe Traitor he endeavoured a Colledion 
bytheschifma-“in /Egypt, Levying Money, and therewith fupplying Philumenius, whoat- 
uck* «tempted the imbroyling of that Country in Sedition and Tumults ; and that he 
“ opprefled the People of AEgypt, exading of them Linnen Cloaths or 
“Veftments for the Church of Alexandria. His two Presbyters then lying 
whkh being at Con fi anti »ople eafily refelled the objection concerning this Tribute of Linnen,. 
dewed, 6 fuppofed to be exaftea by him, Ihewing that this was no new thing (as indeed 
there are many Examples) to require Linnen for the Ornament of Churches. But 
judging it moft fafe Perfonally to appear and make his Defence himfelf, he 
halted to Court, and prefenting himfelf to the Emperour, fo plainly and clearly 
evinced thofe Articles of Forgery, that he wasdifmilled with great Countenance 
( and Refped, and with Letters Teftimonial and Commendatory to the Alexan¬ 
drian Church; all the Members whereof, are feveerly injoynea to receive and 
own him as their True, Loyal, and Pious Metropolitan. Some fay the Empe- - 
rour was fo inraged at the double dealing of Eufebius and Theognis his Aflociare, 
that remembring how upon refufal to Subfcribe they had been Sentenced and

fpoken with the Metropolitan. Ifcbyras finding he could not continue there, 
betook himfelf to Eufebius to whom he complained, that being a Prieft he had 
been outragioully abufed and wronged by Atbanafm , his Church by him be- 
“ ing Villified and Prophaned, his Alter overthrown,!™ Chalice broken in pieces, 

“his Bible burnt, and himfelf threatned with Cenfures and Perfection. Eufebius 
“ having this advantage, as he thought againft the Bifliop, yet thought good l0 [ cr, Stx fJfl 
to add greater Calumnies both that lomthing might be fure to luck according to 2. e . a*, 
the * Proverb, and that they might not utterly lofe the Emperour upon whom 
they hadfeveral times impofed with their devifed Fables. aljqujd htcreMt , 

33. To the other therefore about Ifcbyras , theyjoyn the molt impudent Ca¬ 
lumny of all others, accufing him of having Murdered Arfenius a Biihop of the 
Meletian Faction : Whom that the device might take, they hid in a fecret place, 
and produced a Mans Hand, which as barbaroufly cut from the dead Body of Ar¬ 
fenius, they fhewed to the People. But their fport was partly fpoiled by the 
f' n Mulf cre ' Confellion of Ifcbyras , who being fharply reprehended by fome honeft Men, 
confefled the Forgery about Macarius , and the Emperour was quickly latisfied 
that it was a trick, yet as to the bufinefsof Arfenius , he wrote to Dalmatius 
to enquire about it, one that then was Cenfor at Antioch, forafmuch as he was 
bound to take noticeofany Complaints concerning the violent death or his Sub¬ 
jects. This was the fame Year that Macarius the Bifhop oijerufalem dyed, 
after he had fitten in that See Nineteen Years, whofe Memory is Celebrated by 
the Roman Church, on the Tenth of March. He Succeeded Maximus, whom 
he had not long before Ordained Bifhop of Diofpolis ; but the People of Jerufalem 
would not fuller there to fettle, but referved him as a Succeflor to Macarius , 
who knowing to be an earneft Defender of the Conclufions of the Nicene . Coun¬ 
cil, and fearing fome of the Arian Fadion might get into his Chair, willingly 
acquiefced in their Choice. That Diofpolis was a City ^ of Palcefline, m the 
Tribe of Ephraim, formerly called Lydda, which Name it changed when it grew 
Famous for the Idol of Jupiter there Worihipped; in after times was more taken 
notice of for a Council there held againft Pelagius , and by reafon that■ St. George 
the Martyr who fuffer’d under the Perfection of Diocletian, the Englilh Patron ?/ie#faf A 
who had large Poffeffions in this Country, was here Buried, it was by the Uinlti- •£»***m. 
ans dwelling thereabouts, called St. Georges by way of Confecration to bis^fit^sj. 

U TfA,hamfm being warned from Ddmfm to provide for his Tryal fo ln. 
duftrioufly ordered the Matter, that purfuingh.m from. t , , 
efpials at length he was deteded at Tyrus, and though he denied himfelf, yet AthmAph. 
_ . . bang brought before Paul the Bifhop of the place, was forced to confefs himfelf 
ViUanies are the fame Man, and how he had been wrought upon by 

deeded. being hereof certified by Macarius a Prieft whpm Atbanafus had ditched to 
the Court for this purpofe, commanded Dalmatius to defift from any further Pro- 
fecution, and rejecting his Accufers, by very, obliging Utters dmfied thefe Ca¬ 
lumnies raifed againft him which wrought this effed that bo h Memos ™d 
John the late Ordained Meletian Biihop confeffed their fault to Atbanafus aeg&d 
his pardon, and were reconciled to the Catholick Church. And fo as dtban f 
tells us, the Confpiracy of the Meletians here had its period. But the 
ftill confidering what an Adverfa.ry their Caufe had of Atbanafm , and^how 
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much Credit they had loft by receiving the foil fo many times, would not here 
give over, but left they fttould be deprived of fo fit an Inftrument as John was, 
brought him about again to their Party. Then do they afrelh follicit the Em¬ 
perour, telling him of frelh Complaints dayly coming in againft Atbanafms, both 
many, and of great Confequence: they allure, the Witnefies that would now ap- 
The Anam pear were not mean Perfons, and they pray his Majelty that a Synod may be 
foiiicit the ca ]i e( -) } a nd the Criminal heard in a legal way. 

XTW 3J. Though Conftantine (as at this diftance one may well imagine) might 
mfui. have had fufficient caufe both to fufpeft their Malice, and acquit the Biihop in 
his own Confcience; yet growing now old he became more eafie to be wrought 
upon, both by the Importunities of his own Relations, and the Flatteries and 
Courtlhip of thofe about him, Juftice withall feeming to call upon him, which 
the name of Five Bilhops, who were ready to give in the Information, feemed 
very much to induce him to believe. He granted therefore their Petition, and 
Whereupon appointed a Council to be held at Cafarea in Palafline , a place picked out on pur- 
a Council is p 0 fe by Eufebius for the temper of the Clergy by whom he was to be judged, 

Atbanafms feeing very well as Matters were devifed, and how they would end; 
s ‘ iria ' there being fcarce Four Orthodox Bilhops in that Conntry, gave his reafons to 
the Emperour why he might juftly decline his appearance at that place. Hereat 
the Emperour was nettled, as conceiving his Authority injured by fuch a refufal, 
yet he betrayed not his Indignation much further than changing the place of 
Another at meeting from Cafarea to Tyre (for which change alfo fome pretence was made, 
t ^ iat £ h e Bilhops might conlecrate that Famous Church lately builded at Hierufa - 
to^appearat lus lemj he commanded him to appear thereat his peril, and lefthelhould make a 
peril. default, orders the Commander in chief of thofe Parts to bring his Perfon before 
the Council. 

36. To this Council were aflembled fuch as had been of the Arian Fadion at 
Nice, and as Eufebius thought might bemoftforhis turn, Sixty only as Socrates 
informeth, • over whom he appointed Dionyfus the Count to prefide with a Band 
of Soldiers for a Guard. Atbanafus perceiving the Emperours mind to be alie¬ 
nated from him, and that he was to be convented before his Enemies under the 
Moderatorlhip of Soldiers, whereby neither could the Council, fuch as it was, 
be free, debated with himfelf, whether he Ihould prefent himfelf, and for Three 
Months not Thirty (as the Copy of Sozomen now hath it) deferred his appea¬ 
rance, by which he gained rime to underftand the Matters wherewith he was 
charged, and how to anfwer them. Yet left he Ihould give his Enemies occafioq 
•to infult, and frelh Advantages whereby further to calumniate him to the Em¬ 
perour, he appeared, and with him Forty feven of his Suffragan Bilhops amongft 
whom Potamon and Paphnutius formerly mentioned, and Macarius his faithful 
Presbyter was thither brought in Chains by the Souldiers. The Accufations 
were taken from the former Depofitions againft him in the Cafe of Ifcbyras and 
Arfenius, which though he demonftrated to be frivolous, and that Mans Ordina¬ 
tion null, yet did he profit nothing, his Enemies being refolved, the Count 
taking away all Freedom, and his Souldiers offering Violence to all of the Defen¬ 
dants Party. 

37. When the bufinefs concerning Arfenius came to be opened, the Dead Mans 
Hand pretended to be cut off from his Dead Body, was produced, whereat Ar- 

After feverai fenius whocafneto teftifie in the behalf of the Biihop, prefented himfelf Ihowing 
Me Accufati- Hands found and entire to the Judges, The Arians confounded at this 
fight, infteadof Confefiion, broke out into a rage, facing him out that this was 
meer Inchantment and Delufion, and falling upon him, they had torn him in 
pieces, had not the Count interpofed. As for the breaking of the Chalice, to all 
the fober Party the Story feemed fufficiently confuted by its own Vanity ; 
but the Arians would not be content to hear, except they fend fome of their 
own Fadtion to fee and report the Matter. This Refolution was protefted againft 
by the two /Egyptian Bilhops, who importuned both the Council and Count 
that fo ftrange a Refolution might not take effed, but that all things might be 
referved to the cognizance of the Emperour. But when neither the Arian Bi¬ 
lhops would alter their Refolutions, nor Dionyfus the Count recall thofe whom 
they had difpatched to Mceotis, Atbanafus departed from Tyre towards Con fan- Atbm. ut 
tinople , to lay open to the Emperour thofe Outragious Proceedings.

5 8. Several of the honeft Party fhewed their diflike of thofe Proceedings at 
that Council with Indignation. Paphnutius evidently perceiving the drift of 
Eufelius and his Party, and heard they had got a Guard fuitable to their Defign, 
ftepping to Maximus Bilhop of Hierufalem, who being his Brother Confeflor had 
loft alfo an Eye and a Leg in the Perfecution of Maxentius, and taking him by 
the Hand, bad him rife up, telling him it was not fit for them who had fuffered 
fuch things as they had lor Chrift, to abide in the company of fuch wicked 
men, forafmuch as he could not but clearly perceive how contrary to Juftice 
the bufinefs was managed; and fo departing, he told him the whole Story con¬ 
cerning Athanafius , to whom Maximus ever after continued a mod faithful Friend.

39. The Fathers having difpatched this bufinefs, removed to Hierufalem to 
the Confecration of the Church upon Calvary, where they performed the Ce¬ 
remony with much exattnefs according to the Emperours Orders. It happened 
in the mean while that Arius, by procurement of that Prieft whom Conftantia 
at the point of Death had commended to her Brother, was permitted to come be¬ 
fore the Emperour, who promifed him relped and countenance, provided he ad- 
Imed to the Determinations of the Nicene Council. He profefles to acquiefce Man. dt 
in thofe Determinations, and offers to Conftantine a Confeflion of his Faith in s )™ 4 - 
Writing, whereat many of the Orthodox Party quarrelled, for that it wanted 
the word Confubfiantial.

E * " re commanded his Judges to appear before him. There Eufelius the Ring- 
, with Five others of the moft bold appeared, the reft flipping away to 
their ow n Churches. Now made they no mention of the breaking of the Cha- su.Ia cm.Scc 
lice, or the matter concerning Arfenius , but preventing the danger of being AtUn.ApiA. 
called to account for what had parted at Tyre, charged him with new and ftrange 
Ancthci’ Matter.

the Emperour fends for Arius and John, the Meletian Bilhop his great Friend and 
abetter. Much of the blame lighting upon the Meletian s, he was banilhed, and ««»■• M- ■ 
Arius kept (till at Conftantinople , where prefently great ftirs happened again 
foT h toc C »£! about him, fome remaining ftedfaft to the Nicene Creed, and others affirming 
nnopit. the opinion of Arius moft agreeable to the Truth. At this time Alexander , 
who a little before had fucceeded Metrophanes, governed that Church, a Man 
very Pious and Orthodox. Him Eufelius threatened fore, in cafe he would not 
receive the- Arch-Heretick into Communion, which he as conftantly refufing, till 
the Matter was brought before the Emperour. Conftantine calls for Arius , and 
taking notice that where-ever he goes {till Tumults follow him; he asked him 
whether or no he did really imbrace and hold the Nicene Faith. He profefling 
that he did, the Emperour required his Subfcription, and when he had as willing, 
fet his Hand to the Articles, to take away all fcruple from Conftantine , made Oath 
alfo, as he was enjoyned. But it is faid that he equivocated in this latter, having 
his private Opinion in his own Senfe in Writing under his Arm when he made 
his Oath, and that he Sware in relation to that, and not to what he Subfcribed in 


the Emperours prefence. 

And the Bilhop 41. The Emperour nowfatisfied about Arius his Judgment, commands Alex- 
commanded by aH j er t h e Bilhop of Conftantinople to receive him into Communion. He feeing 
wreceSrX now his Difputes would not prevail, and that there was no ftrugling with the

The Lords day being 
come, he paffed early in the Morning (that# he might get into the Chinch be¬ 
fore Alexander ) being conducted in great State, till he came to Conftantine’s 
Forum , where whether naturally or out of fear (which fometimes produced] fuch 
an effett) he found himfelf feized with a Laske,whereupon being direded to the 
common Privy near at hand, there together with Excrements he voided llis En- 
which is trails, Guts, Spleen, Liver and all, and was found dead in a ftrange and horrible 

£d- manner. Sozomen Writes that this place for a long time continued very remarkable, L m 
den death, fo as to be pointed at by all Paffengers, and fo execrable that no Man would make 
ufeofit; till at length a rich Arian that he might abolilh the memory of the 
thing, purchafed the Houfe, pulled it down, and raifed other Buildings in the 
room of it. But the horror of this Mans Death had this effed, that many former¬ 
ly iu Error feeing God thus bear witnefs to the Truth, were Converted to it ; 
thofe of Eufelius his Party were ftricken with great Terror, and the Emperour 
himfelf was more confirmed in the Orthodox Faith. 


42. But he himfelf lived not long after, a Judgment as fomefuppofed for his 
too much eafinefs (to fpeak modeftly) 4 towards that Heretick, and his very un¬ 
equal carriage towards Athanafius..

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So little did the Confideration of his having been again ft Images, his telling 
the plain truth about the Baptifm of Conflantine , and his not telling that 
which never was (viz. about the Donation) work with uninterefted and unby* 
ailed Perfons. 

47. It is not the leaft part of the Apology for Conflantine , that he caufed 
his Three Sons Conflantine , Conflantius and Conftans to be trained up 
in the Orthodox Faith. Of thofe Three two retained the Principles they 
had been bred in, viz. Conflantine and Conftans, but Conflantius revolted 
and turned a bitter Perfecutor of the Church. It happened very ill that his 
Father made him the Executor of his Will and Teftament, which he com¬ 
mitted to the Hands of his Sifters Prieft, whom flie at her Death had com¬ 
mended to his care, commanding him to deliver it to no Mans Hand but to 
his Son Conflantius , hereby as it were commending the Man to his Son, if 
not as a Counfellor yet as an efpecial Friend, whereby he got opportunity 
to infinuate into the Son, and inftill thofe Principles which he durft never 
own to the Father. Hereupon enfued moft fad and difmal Confequences to 
the Orthodox Party, this Prieft having gained Intereft by Degrees ; for firft 
he,tampered with the Courtiers, then having made a Party amongft them, 
betook himfelf to the Emprefs and the Ladies, but efpecially he inveigled the 
Eunuchs about the Emperour, who wertf the great Inftruments which he and 
Eufebius ufed for carrying on their Defigns, being near to the Perfon, and 
having perpetually the Ear of the Prince. But in the mean time Athana- 
flus is reiealed from Banifhment by the Emperour Conflantine , in whofe Do¬ 
minions the City friers was, to which he had been confined. He fent hiin 
back to Alexandria with his Letters Commendatory to the Inhabitants, telling 

dcafT^om' t ^ em ^ey could not but know that his Father did not banilh their Bilhop 
BaSm^r out of dilpleafure, but fent him out of the way of danger, and that when 
he died, he left it to him in charge, that Athanaflus Ihould be reftored, in 
purfuance of which command, and to anfwer their defires, he now fent him 
to them. And fo returned Athanaflus to his See, after he had been abfent two 
Years and four Months, and was received by his People with great Joy, all forts 
and degrees flocking about to fee him. 

48. Conflantius did not at all hinder his Reftitution, nor the return of thofe 
other Bilhops which had been his Companions in Faith and Sufferings, both 
leaft he Ihould feem to withftand his dying Fathers orders, and Ihould there¬ 
by difoblige his Elder Brother. But long it was not before Eufebius the 
Prieft, and others of that Party began to infinuate into this Prince, that he 
was by all means to be driven from that Church. “ Befides their old Ca- 
“ lumnies they alledge great Seditions and Slaughters to have happened at 
“ Alexandria through the unwillingnefs of the People to receive him again j 
“ they affirm that being deprived by one Council, he cannot Canonically be 
“reftored without another, and they again accufe him of defrauding the 
“ Poor of Mgypt and Lybia of that Corn which through the Munificence of 
“ Conflantine was wont to be beftowed upon them. To make their Party 
more ftrong, they fend their Meffengers into the Weft to the other two Em- 
perours, whom they labour to poffefs with the fame prejudice againft Atha¬ 
naflus ^ as alio Julius the Bilhop of Rome; but all this to no purpofe, the 
Bilhop alfo fending fome of his Clerks, who eafily wiped off all thefe Slanders. 
But, Matters grew ftill worfe, the Arians infinuating themfelves more and 
more into all Offices of the Church, and by feigned Accufations thrufting out 

AUxmtkr fuch of the Orthodox Party as would moft oppofe their defign. Alexander 
Bilhop of cm- the good Bilhop of Conflantinople they much grudged his Seat, but let him 
alone, as expecting Death Ihould faye them the trouble of outing him. This 
Ihortly came to pals, and when the old Man faw his end approaching, as careful 
to have fome honeft Man to fucceed him, he named two: one Macedonius whom 
he thought moft acceptable at Court, and Paulus whom for his Principles of Re¬ 
ligion he commended to his Clergy.

MKd by'the" Was accordingly chofen, Admitted and Ordained by the Bilhops there Affembled, 
Brians ■ and according to the Canons of the Nicene Council. The Arians having ftickled for 
Brfnmetha* Macedonius were very much concerned for the Defeat, and Conflantius the Em- 
wanrated' thi- perour at that time coming to the City, moft willingly eafed them of their grief, 
then calling an Affembly of Arian Bilhops, wherein Paul was removed, and to his 
place preferred Eufebius Bilhop of Nicomedia, the great Patron of the Fadfion, 

than 
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than which they could not have a mose notable advantage : For now he hath 
not only an opportunity for refiding conftantly at Court, but more Power and 
Authority to back hispurpofes, which he quickly improves to the Deprivation of 
Euftathius Bilhop of Antioch , who had been very eminent in the Council of Nice, 
and therefore they concluded that as well he as Athanaflus and Paul were to be 
removed ; laying to his Charge Adultery, Sabellianifm and other leffer Crimes, ylt . i 
they got him Ban ilhed to Trajanople a City of Thrace, where he died and was & 

Buried. After him they fent many others into Banilhment, fome under pretence 
of various Crimes, others without any thing laid to their Charge, but all in truth 
for defending the Nicene Faith , thofe of the Arian party though never fo defpica- 
ble, being put in their Plaices. And from this time it is, as Baronins obferveth, 
that, what St. Hierome hath faid in his Continuation of Eufebius his Chronicon, 
concerning the Arian Perfecution, is to take Place, viz. That henceforth this 
Impiety being fupported by Conflantius the Emperour, Perfecuted with Banilh¬ 
ment Imprisonment and other various forts of Afflictions and Miferies firft 
Athanaflus , and then all other Bilhops that were not of that Heretical Party. 

This was the Fourth Year of Conflantius (though St. Hierome places the begin¬ 
ning of thofe things in his Second) A. D. 340. of Rome the 1093, thelartof 
the Z79. Olympiad, the 13 Indi&ion, FI. Septimius Acyndinus, and L. Aradius 
Ruflnus Valerius Proculus being Confuls. 

jo, This fame Year dyed Eufebius Bilhop of Cafarea, Author of the Eccie- 
£ B . jfiaftical Hiftory, of whom we lately fpoke, to whofe Character had Baronins 
£ho P of c*fe- added his Induftry in this particular, and confefled how much he was beholden 
na diei. tothatvery Perfon whom he hadendeavouiei to renderfo odious, it might have 
ferved for an Epitaph more expreffive both of the Bilhops defert and the Car¬ 
dinals gratitude. But whilft thefe Bilhops leave either their Sees or this World, 

Athanaflus (as great Bodies have flower motions^ a Perlon though more envied 
and Maligned, yet of more Intereft and Authority, was not fo eafily removed 
from his Bilhoprick. Julius Bilhop of Rome receiving complaints againft him 
from the Arians , asalfohisdefenfiveArguments,isby both Parties cholen Arbi¬ 
trator in the controverfy, and defiredto call a Synod, wherein Athanaflus his 
Caufe might again be debated •• He accordingly as he was Impowered calls a Sy- 
a Synod is nod at Rome , and appoints a time for all concerned to be prefent ; Athanaflus hm 
whi're* C ti k”a- mac ^ e his appearance, and was ready to anfwer, but none of his Accufors would 
riant come not come, though he ftaid for them a Year and a half, during which time he is faid 
to have Communicated to the Italians thofe Monaftical precepts which he 
had received from Antony in the Wildernefs, with a Copy of the Creed, ftill go¬ 
ing under his Name, which being written in Latin continued long in the Archives 
of the Roman Church as Baronins tells us. The Arians unbethought them- AiAn 
felves that they Ihould afluredly receive the Foil at Rome , the Bilhops of the 340 . 

Weftern Church being generally Orthodox, they confidered the Caufe ihould 
only be decided by Eccle%fticals, where there Ihould be no Count to prefide, nor 
any Soulders to affright and threaten their Antagonifts, by which means they 
had formerly had the better of him. They pretended they could not fafely 
Travel to Rome by reafon of the Perfian War, and detaining the Meffenger which 
Julius the Bilhop had fent for them, beyond the very day appointed, for their 
appearance, procured Conflantius to Summon them to Antioch , to the Dedication 
ot that magnificent Church called Aureum Dominicum , formerly began by Con¬ 
flantine and now finilhed by Conflantius his Son. 

Jt. The Arians glad of fuch excufe for going to the Roman Synod, affembled 
together, to the Number of Thirty Six Bilhops, with whom met fo many of 
the Orthodox Party as to make it up Ninety Seven, or Ninety Nine. But 
JSTwhere man ^ r ?^ u f e d to be prefent (as Maximus Bilhop of Jerufalem for one,) knowing 
the jirians re before hand how matters would be determined; others were feized on in their Jour- 
prevailed. ney and Imprifoned, and as for Julius the Roman Bilhop, he neither was prelent, 

nor fent any in his room; however there met enough and more to do the bufi- 
nefs defigned by the Arians, who overpowered the Orthocfox, though not in Num¬ 
ber, yet in Confidence, Refolution, and the favour of the Emperour, by whom Gr S Jf ‘ c ' 3 " 
their Decrees and Refolutions were made Authentick though Excanonical. Now 
“ befides the charge formerly laid againft Athanaflus at Tyre , they make the fame 
“ complaints againft him which they had fent to Julius , as that he had broken 
“the Canons, thrufting himfelf into his former Fun&ion without the Admiffion 
“ and Confent of the Council, rulhing into the Church of Alexandria, after his re- 
“ turn from Exile,- moreover that he had done many a<fts of Violence and In-

«iuftice, having raifed Tumults among the People, wherein feme were Slain, 

« others Imprifoned and beaten , and others he had forced to anfwer at the 
Bar. As forthe matters objected againft him at Tyre, they had been over and 
over Confuted, partly by their own Folly, and partly the confeffion of the Par- 
ties themfelves that were brought againft him. The report concerning the Tu- 
multswasConvidbedof Fallhood, bythe Letter of the Church, 

wherein Cmfiantm is told that true Catholicks ufe no filch Weapons tnthetr War- . 
fare as Death, Imprifonment, Bonds or corporal Puntlhments ; concerning 
which the Civil Magiftrate can give beft account: And as for the bufinefs con¬ 
cerning hisintrufion into his Church, without leave or order ; its clear enough 
that he was not banifhed by the Emperour, inorderto what was done at Tyre, the 
Matter whereof depended upon Appeal before him : but upon new Matter O- 
ri Anally rifing before him, which being of a Political confideration concerning 
tlfe publick Peace, the Emperour might as well reftore Athanafius , as bamih him, 

without a Council. ,. , , , 

Athanafius appeared not himfelf on purpofe as feme think, that the matter 
: might not be decided. Conftantius fent to Apprehend him but he kept himfelf 

nJjiuhAcoZ outpf the way, and thereupon was Condemned both asguilty and Contumaa- 
dcmned both ous To Succeed him was chofen one Eufehus, born at Edejfia in Mefopot amt a t 
as Guilty and , i {now i n «x well how he fliould be received at Alexandria, whilft Athanafius 
C °‘“ S - wS plainly refufed their offer: He then is made Bifhop of EM, and 
Athanafius his Chair is conferred on one who will not refufeit, as made of fit 
Mettle for fuch an Exploit, by Name Gregory, a Man altogether unknown, 
both to the Church and Province of AlexandriaA Having difpatcht Athanafius 
they "0 about to overthrow the Nicene Faith, but fuch Reputation it had got and 
they themfelves had hitherto made Profeffion of it, that it muft be covertly by 
decrees and by way of Infatuation j as all Parties and Seds hate to be called 
bv°the Name of their Founders, they difclaim that oiArius ; even the Dignity 
of their Eoifcopal Office forbidding they fliould become Profehtes to a Presbyter: 

They frame a Creed of their own, as fcorning to Truckle under the 'Nicene Coun¬ 
cil, which is fo plaufibly Penned, as yet to beware of the word Confiulflantial,or to 
Th . own the Son of the fame Subftance and Eflence with the Father. This Creed 
hcrVmaiefbur they fend in an Epiftie to the Churches throughout every City. But continuing SlU lif . 
fcverai Creeds, , Antioch a little longer, and unbethinking themfelves, they in a manner con- ic.cr. 
demn it,framing a new one t for being confcious that they had fpoken too Jejunely 
concerning the Divinity of the Second Perfon, and thereby could not poffib y 
fliun that Cenfure which they had indeavouredto prevent,they now profefs to hold 
that Faith which had been delivered by the Holy Scriptures Prophets and ApofUes, 
and fo own the God-Iicad of the Son, and yield to the word Subft ance i 
yet they acknowledge him not of very fame Subftance with the Father, but as 
it were the Image thereof without any diffimilitude. To thofe they fubfcribed 
and amonft them Gregory with the Title of Bifliop of Aledtndria, though as yet he 
had not fecn the place j but not content with thofe two (t hin k in g JJ f ® ems “ at b X 
the later they had given too much to the Son of God, as by the firft they had afen- 
bed too little') Theophrenius Bifhop of Tyara compofed another Form to which 
theyaflented j and mil not fatisfied, as not knowing whore to fix, A,ha«afms 
tells us they compofed a fourth Form of Confeffion, which they fent to Conftam 
the Emperour into Gall, and difperfed all over the Weftern Churches. 

Befides thoie four Creeds, they framed Twenty five Canons, againft 

which, though feveral of the Ancients except, as compofed by Hereticks, yet by 
And Twenty ,, CoUe<aors 0 f Canons have they been gathered together, as made by 
10nS ’ Orthodox Bifliops, and in the Council of Chalecdon two of them are cited word 
for word. For Hereticks may decree other things orthodoxly which are not 
material to the thing in Controverfie, and the Arians cunningly caufed the Names, 
of Bilhops eminent for their Zeal towards the Nicene^ Faith, to be let to the 
Epiftie prefixed to the Canons, omitting thofe ot Eufebius, Theogms , Marts 
and others the moft notorious of all Arians. And that they might not feem 
in the leaft to thwart the Council of Nice, but as concernedior its Authority, 
their firftCanon makes it unlawful to Celebrate Eafter otherwife than that Council 
had determined The Second ordains that Perfons Excommunicate lhall not be 
abfolved without fatisfaCtion made, the contrary being now practiced by a new 
Seft lately fprung up, called Anthropomorphites ; as alfo that none Communicate 
with Excommunicated Perfons. The Third commands that no Clerk remove 
to another Church, without his Diocefans leave, and there continue. The Fourth ? WfP / < *

5:4. Their Tenth Canon is for the Reftrainment of the Chorepificopi, who ftwpsare often 
though they were Confecrated as Bifliops, yetitpleafedtheholy Synod . as thefe raean: - 
Men call themfelves) that they fliould recognize the mean of their Power, go¬ 
verning the Churches in the Country Villages committed to them, and content 
themfelves with that Imployment, and the ordination of Readers, Subdeacons 
and Exorcifts, not prefuming to Ordain Priefts or Deacons without the Bifliop 
of the Diocefs, upon pain of deprivation. And the Chorepificopus they command 
be ordained by the Bilhop to whom he is fubjeCt. The Eleventh punifhes fuch 23. ? s. 
Bifliop or Clerk with depofition, as without the Letters of the Synod and Bifliops Si i uis 
ofthe Province, efpecially the Metropolitan, fliall go and folicit the Emperour*""' 
about bufinefs. This they did to take away benefit of Appeals from the Ortho- 
' dox. And this Canon was objected againft Chryfoftbom by his Adverfaries, to 

whom he replied that it was made by Arians f and therefore was defervedly re- i 0 . 7 . s .si- 
pealedby the Council of Sardica. But more to their purpofe by their Twelie?"" n ? rs ? ri0 - 
Canon they deprive fuch Priefts and Bifliops ofallhopeof reftitution, who being 
condemned by their Bifliops orby Synods lhall not abide by their determinations, 
but have recourfe unto the Emperour. The Thirteenth prohibits Bifliopsto 9 q . 
Ordain out of their own Province, except they be fent for by Letters from the lam EotJlopum. 
Metropolitan and his Suffragansj under Penalty of the Ordinations being Null, 
and Cenfures inflicted upon their own Perfons. The Fourteenth determines 
that in cafe ofTryalofa Bilhop by his Comprovincials, part be for him j and part 
againft him, the Metropolitan is to call other Bifliops to nis affiftance out of other qms '^^,1 
Provinces, who in conjunction with the former are to decide. the controverfy. 

The Fifteenth Confirms what is done againft any Bifliop by the Univerlal confent im, 
of the Bifliops of the fame Province. 

The Sixteenth Canon commands that if a Nominal Bifliop (having no 
Diocefs) intrude himfelt into a Vacant Church without the Confent and Decree siq J, Eyfic. 
of a compleat Synod, he lhall by force be thence ejefted, although the People {<"■ 
make choice of him for their Paftor. Now a perfect Synod, that is to be under- . 
flood where the Metropolitan praffides. By the Seventeenth it is decreed that 
if any Bifliop ordained to a particular Diocefs, negleftt the charge thereot, or re- per 
fufe to take the care upon him, he fliall be removed from Communion till fuch 
he either execute his Office or the pleafure of a Provincial Synod concerning him doi. 9 j- 
be known: But in cafe he be thence kept by force, or otherwife not by any fault fififififfififfi 
ofhis, the Eighteenth Canon takes care that he beelfwhere capable both of Ho¬ 
nour and Minifterial Function, provided that he be not pragmatical in the Church 
where he is, and fubmit himfelf to what fliall be determined in the Provincial 
Synod The Nineteenth EnaCts that no Bilhop be Ordained without a Synod, pin. e s . e, 
and the prefence of the Metropolitan. The Twentieth Ordains that for difpatch fifi h - !t 

of Church bufinefs, that Bilhops meets in Synods twice a Year throughout the jropter4 
Provinces. By the Twenty firft Bifliops are forbidden to change their Parilhes ^ 
Diocefs i. e. either by conftraint of the People or compulfion of their Fellow-Bilh- r 

ops according to the ancient appointment in this Cafe. By the Twenty Second 
they are Inhibited from intermedling inanothers Diocefs; from ordaining any 
Priefts or Deacons fubjeft to any other Bifliop , without his directions and con lent, 
upon pain of a Nullity, and Cenfures to be inflicted by the Synod. 

<6 The Twenty Third Canon makes it unlawful for any Bifhop toappoint 8. ? 
his SuccefTor although at point ofDeath : This being a breach of the Law Ec-^ 
clefiaftical, which makes this appertain to a Synod, and the refolution of Bifliops, 
who in a Vacancy have Authority to promote fuch as be worthy. The Twenty 
Fourth gives charge to Priefts and Deacons to take notice ol Goods belonging 0 . ,, 

to Churches, that in cafe of the Death of the Incumbent Bilhop there be no con- 
fufion, fjiat neither his Goods be feizedon in right of the Church, nor fuch as 
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really belong to the Church be imbezell’d by pretence of his Intereft. The 
Twenty Fifth and laft gives power to the Bifhop to difpence the Goods of the 
Church to thofe that have need, and to fupply himfelf with things neceffary, 14 v 

but in cafe either he himfelf or his Domefticks, Sons or Kindred, by his permifli- Epp f u l£ c- 
on make waft of thofe things, and convert them that belong to the Church into Jjgf" 
their own private ufe, either the Bilhop or his Presbyters fo doing to the great 
lofs of the Power and Scandal of the Minifterial Fun&ion, it fubje<fts them to the 
Cenfure of a Provincial Synod. To thefe Canons Thirty Bilhops are faid to have 
Subfcribed, amongft which fome were of the Orthodox Party; although forae, 
if not moll of them, as is clear from theHiftory of this affair were made to entrap 
them. The Sum of the Councils made by Carranza, tells us that this Council 
of Antioch was approved by the Sixth general Council fummoned to Conftantinoplt 
and Celebrated in Trullio ; as appeareth by the Second Canon of the Greek Edi¬ 
tion, concerning which we fhall enquire hereafter : And alfo by Pope Dionyfius, 
as appeareth by Eufebius in his Ecclefiaftical Hiftory-book 7. * Ch. 24 and 
Than which nothing can be more ridiculous : For how could Eufebius write of 
this Council who was dead the Year before ? That Council which Eufebius 
writethof in thofe Chapters was heldagainft the Hsrefie of Faulus Samfa- 
tanus , about the Twelfth Year of Gallienus the Emperour, when Dionyfius was 
Bilhop of Rome, A. D. 264. Juft Seventy fix Years before this other, for 
which this Sciolus ftrangely miftakes it. 

yy. But fome of thofe Canons were alfo defigned againft certain Hereticks 
. . . newly crept up in the Church, a fign that Thieves may fall out when they have 

ttsHserefiecon- feveral Ends and Jnterefts. There was one Andaus born, as Epiphanius writes, 
demned. j n Mefopotamia , who being of a very ftrid Life and Zealous, did fo declaim 
againft the loofnefs of Ecclefiaftical Perfons, that for his freedom of Speech being 
hated and perfecuted, he leparated from the Church, and in his old Age was 
banilhedby Confilantius into Scythia ; the Bilhops having accufed him of a defign¬ 
ed Rebellion : Having many Followers he is faid in Scythia to have Eredted 
many Monafteries, and Travelling farther into Gothia , by his Preaching to have 
Converted many to the Faith; in great admiration amongft all Men for his ex¬ 
traordinary Zeal and Sanflity. But his zeal was not according to knowledge, 
teaching that becaufe it is faid God made Man after his own Image-, God had the 
former Shape and Members of a Man. He alfo taught that Eafler was to be kept 
on the Fourteenth Moon, as the Jews obferved it, to oppofe which oppinion, the 
Firft of thofe Canons feemeth to be made, and that abfolution was to be granted to rdEpiflan. 
Offenders without any fat isfallion to the Church in token of Penitence ; to obviate 
which Dodtrine they framed their Second Canon. He is blamed tor condemning 4 c I0# 
the Riches of the Clergy, for holding that darknefs, Fire and Water were uncreat- Aug. ad 
ed. His Followers Iroiri his own Name were called Andiani , but efpecially from JJJ| vult - 
his opinion concerning the Form of God Anthropomorphites. They kept them- mcepk. 
felves feparate from the Church, becaufe Ufurers and wicked Men were fuffered 
therein, but very few of them remained in the time of Epiphanius. 

Eufehius the 58. But the Synod of Antioch being concluded after fome Months, the Bilhops 
Arian Bilhop returned to their Sees, and Eufebius the Ringleader of the Arians went to his 
iye3 ’ long Home, or to his own Place; dying immediately after the Council broke up, 
as * Socrates tells us. Being rid of him the Orthodox party now again made* 
choice of Paul, who had been formerly Eleded; and the ^rwwr pitchtaipon 
Tumults upon Macedonia, whereupon enfueth fuch Tumults that many of both iides thereby 
the account of periled, and Hemogenesa Commander, who taking a journey into Thrace, was 
aSucceflor. t0 take Co „fi a „ ti „ 0 pj e i n his way, and difplace Paul, had firft the houfe 

wherein he was Fired over his head, and then was pulled out and kil d by the 
incenfed Multitude. Cenftantius -upon report hereof, came from Antioch to Con- 
flantinople, where hethruft /Woutof the Church, andtopunilh the Citizens 
took from them 40000 meafuresof Corn, wzvhalf of the quantity that hisEa- 
therhad given them daily for ever, to be fent from Alexandria, and charged 
upon the Imperial Revenue rifing from Mgypt : .He deferred to nominate Macedo¬ 
nia their Bilhop, being very angry not only-for accepting the Place without ;his 
knowledge and confent,but in relped of thofe that wereflaininthfiConteftsbetwixt 
him and his Antigonifts ; yet he gave him leave to execute his Eunftion, in that 
Church only where he had been chofen Bilhop, and returned backto Antioch. 

And now muft we return with him, and thence where we left, .profecuterheStory 
of Athanafus. 
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J9- The Arians having held their Meeting at Antioch, and refufed to appear 
at Rome at a Synod, to the calling of which they themfelves had given occafion, 
by referring the Matter to the cognifance of Julius; he in a Synod of Fifty Atban.^u 
Bilhops examined the Matter concerning Athanafus, pronounced him innocent ^ ad l Ml ‘ 
and received him into Communion, together with Marcellus Bilhop of Ancyra™' 

T h eCouncil in the feffer, and many other Bilhops and Presbyters condemned and 

at Rimt clear outed by the Heretical Party. But the Arians hearing this news at Antioch 
Hcefvehiminto w ^ cre y et they continued were very wroth, and fending back the two Pntfts 
Communion . 10 t0 them > whom they had retained on purpofe all this while, fome- 

what fharply expoftulated with the Bilhop. They complained that the time 
fet them for appearance was too Ihort, and that he had taken upon him to ab- 
folve Athanafm and the reft, lignifying that if any were baniihed the Church, 
and Excommunicated by their Decree and Cenfure, it was not his part to in¬ 
termeddle, nor to take cognisance of their Sentence, no more than when his 
Predeceflor had removed Novum out of the Church of Rome, they had refilled 
and contraried his doings. In the mean time Gregory the appointed Succeflor of 
Athanafm goes down to take Pofleffion of the Church of Alexandria, where he 
is gladly received by the Arians, and as earneftly rejected by the Orthodox, who 
were the more concerned becaufe Athanafus their true and lawful Pallor was 
now amongft them, being returned from Rome upon notice of the Refolution 
taken at Antioch to aflert his juft Title and Intereft againft this Intruder. But 
Gregory had the advantage, bringing with him Letters from the Affembiy of 
Antioch, the Emperours Mandate,' and being guarded by Philagrius the Pra- 
trudesfnto th Augufialis, who according to orders received from the Prince, had with 
s« oiAtman, an Army of Five thoufand Men brought him to Alexandria. Horrid Outrages o Ithdmt** 
dna. were committed by both Parties to the difgrace of the Chriftian pro-eilion 
but efpecially by the Gregorians for the better Celebration diEafer, which this 
Year fell on April i x. Athanafus finding the City too hot for him, was forced 
to fly, and returned as faft as he could to Rome, whence, that he might not be 
prevented by fome falfe account from the Gregorians, he wrote his Epiftlq to 
all Orthodox Chriftians a little before the Death of: Eufebius Bilhop of Nico- 
media, for publick fatisfadion he wrote in this Epiftle fuch things in hafte as 
jin his other Writings he communicates more fully, efpecially in his Epiftle to 
thofe rhat lived Solitarily, or Monaftical Lives wherein he comprifeth fuch things 
as were done by the Arians againft the Orthodox Party, efpecially thofe of the 
Church of Alexandria. 

60. Gregory being got into Poffeffion of that Church, made a Prog refs in the 
Government thereof fuitable to his beginning, managing his Office like an Hx- 
iretick and a Tyrant. In the mean while thofe of bis Party perceiving that' 
whatever they had pretended, yet they fuffered in Reputation as Arians, a Cha¬ 
racter they lliunned, as ignomineous to their Epifcopal Degree, to receive a De¬ 
nomination from a meer Presbyter, and one who-was Infamous both in his Life 
At another and Death, they therefore agree once more to meet at Antioch. There they 
* rame mother Confeffion of Faith, fo exceeding long and tedious, that it got 
am frame four the‘Epithete of Mx^jg/Kov, and this they fent to the Weftern Bilhops for their 
^ Creeds Approbation. But they miffed of their defign herein alfo, being Hill unfortu- 
nate in all their Creeds. For the Cheat was eafily perceived, they having again 
in this omitted the word Confubftantial, although they heaped great Epithets 
and Titles upon the Son of God; and this feems the true reafonwhy the Weftern 
Bilhops rejected their Creed, though they might pretend they were not well 
skilled in their Terms and Propriety of the Language, and thereby put them offj 
■referring themfelves to the Nicene Council as fufficient without any new Gloffis 
and Interpretations ; but that their Ignorance in the Greek Tongue ffiouid be 
•the only caufe, as Socrates faith it was, is very improbable, the times were not 
fo Illiterate, nor Intercourfe betwixt theEaftern and Weftern Churches !t> ftopt %), 
up, as to give the leaft countenance to fuch an Affertion. This Synod (to 
which affembled Bilhops frpm almoft all tire Eall) was held Three years after symdii.sox.m. 
■the other, wherein were framed the Four Creeds, in the Eighth year of Conftan - 1} - e>,0 - 
tius, A. D. 344. Saluf'm Autor and Leontius being Confute. 

61-. Athanafus all this while continued at Rome, where Julius the Bilhop 
could do him littlegood for Three years together, nor Paulas the Ele£t of Con- 
fiantinople, nor any of the Orthodox Party, though he efpoufed their quarrel 
and wrote into the Baft on their behalf. But now their Cafe became more 
underftood by Con fans the Emperour, who could not but take notice of all this 
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b« c the demni,ng fuch as had abfolved Athanafm , and Julius Bifhop of Rome among ft 
'^rf/iff/makca ailc j niake a new Confe/fion of Faith 9 againft which the other had 

>ewonc ' firmly refolved. By reafon of this contrary proceeding of thofc feveral Parties, 
the RefoJutions and A< 2 s of this Council have been varioufly accepted and re¬ 
ported in latter times, many things being cited as Decreed by the Sar dican. 

Council, contrary to the Teitimony of Atbanafius himfelf, who had reafon to 
know what paffed, although St. Auguftin and others grant thofe Decrees to have 
been of this Council, but except againft it as Heretical and Arian. So that 
great Confufion and uncertainty even in thefe times appears to have been amongft 
the beft knowing in reference to this Council, which feizes Baronius with ad¬ 
miration. Many alfo fince the time that he wrote, confidering the Summons 
was univerfal, would gladly with him give it the name of a General or Oecu¬ 
menical Council. But when they confider how it was divided into feveral 
Parties or Fa&ions, how many guiltlefs were condemned, and how many guilty 
were acquitted by both Parties, and for thefe reafons of Ambiguity and Injuftice, 
how the Orthodox for many Ages were fhy of receiving any of its Ads as 
Authentical, they conclude that the Cardinal in giving fo high a Title to this 
Synod, hath not at all advantaged the Opinion concerning the Infallibility of 
General Councils. ' 

64. For they acquitted Marcellus of Hcerefie laid to his charge by the Arians, 
from which Orthodox Antiquity is far from abfolving him: And fo uncer¬ 
tain were this Synods Determinations, that all Parties made ufe of them, and 
renounced them when it flood moft with their own advantage, as Baronins 
himfelf inftanceth in feveral Particulars. So that granting the Summoning of 
the Council to have been Oecumenical, yet if we call Antiquity to give Tefli- 
mony, little of certainty can it produce upon which to found any Catholick 
Affertions, the Relations of Atbanafius being moft Authentick, which were as 
At thisCoun much known to others as us, and yet they follow other Authors. However as D -,p. g. u*u 
ell at Sardica to Ecclefiaftical Difciptine thefe Fathers are faid to have made One and twenty «»/«««*. 
ai Canons arc Canons . w i iereo f the Firft upon the Proposition of Hofius taking notice how 
- little pood former Synods had done by their Prohibitions in this Particular, 

ordains that fuch Bifhops as flitte and remove from one Church City or Diocefs 
to another be Excommunicated even from the Laity ; and the Second at the 
inftance of the faid Perfon decrees the fame Cenfure to be inflifted, although 
they be follicited to this remove by the Importunity of the People, which eafily . 

may be by Corruption wrought into fuch an humour. The Third Canon for- f,lk 

bids that any Bifhop remove out of one Province into another, except he be in¬ 
vited by his Brethren, and if any Bifhop think himfelf agreived in any Caufe 
determined by his Comprovincial, upon Hofius his motion, it was refolved he 
might appeal to the Bifhop of Rome. Indeed his Reputation was not a little 
inhanccd by his continuing Orthodox in thofe times of Trial. So that the Dig¬ 
nity of that City receiving fair advantage from thefe Controverfies, whilft the 
Arians juftly denied his right, yet the Orthodox might aflert his capacity (not 
Authority) to determine their Differences. And hence were afforded Opportuni¬ 
ties and Advantages for that Supremacy which viciffitude of times, and the 
comportment of Affairs fuggefted afterward to the Roman Prelates. But the 
Canons of this Council in behalf of the Bifhop of Rome for the advancement of 
his Authority, the Fathers of the African Council univerfally aflert to be Sup- 
pofititious, who affirm in their Letters to the Pope that no fuch thing can be 
found in any Synod of the Fathers. Now had there been any fuch Canons, 

doubtlefs they could not have been ignorant of them. remits. 

6<. Upon the motion of Gaudenttus a Fourth Canon was made, which rorbad kerum , 
the Ordination of a Bifhop into his room, who being depofed, appealed to the 
Bifliop of Rome, till the Matter was heard and adjudged by the faid Bifliop. 

The Fifth Canon at the inftance of Hofius, takes care that in cafe one Bifhop m a 
Province be remaining, wherein formerly were feveral, and this Bifhop at re- ! ' 

queft of the People, wanting Paftors, refufe to ordain any more, the neigh¬ 
bouring Bifhops contribute their afliftance to their juft defire, and ordain them 
a Bifhop. The Sixth exprefly forbids the Ordaining of a Bilhop for one Village 
or fmallCity, to the care of which one Prieft fufficeth, left thereby the Dignity 
and Authory Epifcopal incur contempt; which it feemed to have done by 
means of Ifehyras whom the Arians had ordained Bifliop, but to fuch a See 
as formerly did belong to a Ample Parifli, being not a Panfli of it: feIf, but a 
Village or Hamlet appertaining to another Town. The Seventh Canon gives 
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liberty, in cafe of an Appeal, totheBifliop of Rome, the Appellant defiring it} 
to that Bifliop to fend thofe who may joyn with the other Bifhops in judg¬ 
ing the Appellant. The Eighth inhibits the Cuftom of Biftops flying to the 
Court without the Commendation of their Brethren, or the Summons of the 
Emperour, whereby much Scandal had been lately given. The Ninth gives 
directions how a Bilhop may fend his Deacon to the Metropolitan, and he com¬ 
mend him to thofe Bilhops where the Court refides. Or he may by his Deacon 
follicite his Friends at Court if he have any. And if it be at Rome, the Synod 
orders that the Petitions be delivered to their molt Holy Brother and Fellow 
B.Ihop of the Roman Church, who upon Examination finding them juft 
and fitting, is to ufe care and diligence that they be conveyed to theEmperours 

prcfcncc^t ^ inftance of A i ipiuS} i t W as by the Tenth Canon made Lawful for 
Bilhops to betake themfeives to the Court in behalf of Infants and Widows. 

But left under fpecious Pretences fuch Liberty beabufed, and fuch Scandal hap- 
pen as formerly the Impudence of fome had brought upon the Church; the 
Eleventh Canon ordains thar fuch as iliould break the former bounds be de- 
prived And that this Canon might take effed, Gaudentius the Bifhop further 
propounded, that fuch Bilhops as lived m Canals, or the way of the publick Pofts, 

Should flop fuch of their Brethren as travelled towards the Court, and upon 
Examination according to the Merit and Purport of their bufinefs, either forbid 
upon pain of Excommunication, or allow their Journey, which was unammoufly 
Decreed. Yet left any Ihould through Ignorance of this Cation be furprized, 
at the requeftof Hofius, the Twelfth Canon provides that fuch fhould have no¬ 
tice of it. Then foralmuch as great Inconvenience happened by'the fudden 
Promotion of Perfons to the Epifcopal Fund ion, and to prevent fuch damage 
as may happen to the Church by Novices, the Fathers agreed to a Thirteenth 
Canon recommended by Hofm, forbidding any to be made a Bifhop per fait um, 
or except he had paffed through the Offices ol Reader, Deacon otPneft, wlwre- 
bv his Abilities and Virtues might be throughly known before Ins Preferment 
to fo hi°h a Calling. Becaufe much Mifchief and Scandal had happened by 
reafon of' the ftay of Bilhops out of their own Dioceffes and Provinces too long 
a time: Hofm alfo advifed the Fathers, that forafmuch as in a former Synod 
they deprived fuch Lay-Perfons of Communion as fhould abfent themfeives for 
three Lords days or three Weeks together from Church in the Cities where 
they dwelt: tlie fame might be Decreed concerning a Bifhop, who without great 
neceflity was abfent from his Church that fame ipace of time, and it pleafing 
them well a Fourteenth Canon was framed to this purpofe. For the further 
iniarpement of which, a Fifteenth was added at the motion of the faid Hofm, 
wherein is alfo contained, that a Bifhop, if he cannot be in his o\yn Territories, 
he ow-'ht to go to the next Church where there is a Prieft, leaft he-fhould 
pafs over a Lords-day without going to Church at allj but he is fo to order 
his bufinefs where his Revenues lye, that he be not abfent from his Cathedral above 

67. Fqr the preferving of Peace and Concord Hofius procured the Sixteenth 
Canon, forbidding any Bifliop to receive any Clerk into Communion, Excon> 
municated by another, upon pain of being Cenfured by a Synod. But left 
through the paffion and haftinefs of any Bifliop innocent Perfons fhould at any 
time UifferjPower is given- by the Seventeenth Canon to the Neighbouring Bilhops 
to hear and determine fuch Matters, and feverely to rebuke fuch as they fhould 
find to have carried themfeives irreverently towards their Bjfhops. The Eigh¬ 
teenth at the motion of 'fanuar'm, forbids the enticing of Clerks from other 
Bifhops, and Ordaining them in their own Diocefs: Which Hofius foundlo reafon- 
able that by a Nineteenth Canon he obtained a Nullity decreed on the Ordination 
of Mmifters, fubject to other Bifhops, performed without the c’onfent of their 
Diocefans, with Admonitions and Cenfures to be inflided upon the Ordainers. 

The Twentieth Canon renews former Decrees made againft the ftay and abode 
of Clerks, fuch as were Strangers, at Thefalonica. The Twenty Firft and laft 
Canon at the motion of Hofm, but fuggeftion of Olympus ; decreed that fuch as 
were Perlecuted for the Teftimony of a good Confidence, and for bearing Wit- 
nefs to the Orthodox and Catholick Faith, forced into other Cities, fhould be 
received with Humanity and Benevolence. And the whole Synod faid, all thole 
Conftitutions, let the Catholick Church difperfed'throughout the World 
receive; and all the Bifhops which had met together from divers Provinces^Sub- 
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feribed faith the Latin Edition of this Council to the Number of i n.But Balfamon 
in his Greek Copies hath no fuch Number, but writes that 341 Bifhops met 
at Sardica, and Decreed thofe things, but in his Copies the Eighteenth Canon 
is wanting. 

68. The Council of Sardica being broken up. and each one departed towards 
their proper Sees, great Outrages were committed by the Arians , againft all fuch 

of the Orthodox party as they could light offwhereof Atbanafm gives feveral ' JQ "' 
examples. And fuch was the iffue of this, as well as orher Councils, that the 
divided. breach was fo far from being made up, that it was much more enlarged- For 
the Eaft and Weftern Churches were, as Socrates telleth us, now divided, the 
place which fevered their Communion, being the Mount Tifucis, between I/lyri- qu f i,c ' 
urn and Thrace, where every of them among themfeives, though they differed 
about the Faith, yet the quarrel being laid afide, Communicated together; 
but beyond that, there was no Communion of the contrary Parties. They were 

In Eaft and called Eaftern and Weftern, efpecially out of the refpedt to the two Empires 
Weftern. fo Named ; not upon any exadt Geographical account : As if the North and 
South parts of the World might not juftly challenge their Share in the Provinces ; 
but the Church,as lhe took the Model of her Precintts from that of the State, fo 
herein alfo followed that Divifion of the Empires. 

69. The determination of the Synod for reftitution of the Bilhops to their 
own Sees. Notwithftanding Conftantius purfued the inclinations of the Arlan 
Party, rather perfecting thofe that were already in, than rertoring the ejedted, 
till fuch time as his Brother Conftant found himfelf more than ordinarily con¬ 
cerned. Having found that more difficulty than ordinary was made about Atha- 
nafms his return to his See, he fent for him from Naijfus, whether he had beta¬ 
ken himfelf, and commanded him to abide at Aquileia , under his own Protedli- 
on : Then wrote he to his Brother Conftantius , more earneft Letters than for- 

coHiiam me rly, minding how deeply the Honour of them both was concerned, in putting 
Brother con- the determinations of that Council which had been fummoned by their Joynr 
pmtius about Authority to Sardk'a , to Execution; however he told him, that for his part he Tht f l 1 i - w

See. ' refolved effediually to profecute that defign, he advifed him to regard his own 
Honour,and reftore Atbanafm and the reft to their places, if not, he told him he 
would in Perfon make an Expedition, and fee them reftored to their Sees, 
whether he would or no. Thofe Letters were fent with the determinations of 
the Council by two Bilhops Euphrates and Vincentius, whom the Synod had 
chofen to go to Conftantius , with whom Conftans joyned Sals anus a Counr. 

Coming to Conftantinople.pnd finding the Emperour was at Antioch, they Travel¬ 
led thither, blit before their arrival, their coming was known to Stephen Bilhop 
of chat City, who had been a Member of the Arian Conventicle at Philippopolis. 

70. He as well to fruftrate their Errand, as to blaft the reputation both of 
their Perfons and Party, fubborns a Rude young Fellow called Onager to 
bring a Common Strumpet into the Inn where the two Bilhops lay, and pri- 

Th bJfd re b" Vll y conve y ber int0 tbeir Cbamber : The Villany was fo far managed as to 
the 5 viuany of convey the Whore into the Room where Euphrates was then in Bed, Vincentius 
Stephen. being alfo at his reft in an inner Chamber, and according to agreement, the Com¬ 
pany ready at the Door entred the Chamber, and finding her there where they 
had put her, exclaimed abundantly,and a Tumult was raffed: Vincentius upon this 
getting up, the Gates of the Inn were ffiut, yet Operand other of the Clerks 
made their efcape, but the Strumpet together with feven of the Confpirators 
they feized on, and carried them before the Magiftrates, where upon Examinati¬ 
on the whole Plot was difeovered, which Stephen alfo the Bilhop had not fo much 
impudence to deny : Hereupon by command of the Emperour, fuch Bifhops 
as then were at Antioch deprived him of his Bifhoprick, into which was chofen 
one Leontius, a Man dot much better, who had caftrated himfelf, as it’s laid, that 
he might the more fafely without fcandal keep Company with a certain Woman 
■whom he pretended to be a Virgin; and this Fellow they promoted exprefly 
contrary to the firft Canon of the Iff scene Council. 

71. The Villany of Stephen had this effedl upon Conftantius, that confideriiig 
with himfelf,how 7 the Arians might have dealt in this fort with others of theOrtho* 
dox Party, it made him ferioufly to refledt upon the Contents of his Brothers Let¬ 
ters. Having viewed the determinations of the Council, and received the 
advice of his own Bifhops, rather to permit the return of Atbanafm , than In¬ 
gage upon his account in a War, now at fuch time as the Perfians were Upon the 
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Borders, he fent his Orders to his Lieutenants in Algypt, not to moleft thofe 
of his Party. His anfwer to his Brother was,that he was very ready to comply with 
him, in the executions of the Decrees of the late Synod ; that he was not. againft 
Constantin- ^ re ^i tut i° n °f Athanafius , for whom he kept the Church of Alexandria va- 
cant, to which he might return at his pleafure. Athanafius not knowing well 
how to truft to his Meflage, removed to Millain , where he received a Letter 
from Canfiantius himfelf, wherein he tells him, that he commiferated his long 
Sufferings, that he had long e’re this fent for him to Conjlantinople, but that he 
expefted he fliould have made application to himfelf; which becaufe he thought he 
had not done, rather out of fear than any negled: of his Perfon or Authority, 
he now out of his good inclinations to him, allured him the kindnefs unasked 
for, of reftoring him to his Native Country, and his Bifhoprick : When he ■ 
demurred yet a little, as thinking if the Emperourhada real kindnefs for him, 
or intended him any good, he would rather have fuffered him to take the near- 
eft way by Sea to Alexandria , than call him to Constantinople , and thereby force dsocdtT' 
him upon a dangerous Journey, wherein he might be way laid by his Enemies »?.' 
a fecond Letter came, and a third, enforced by thofe of fome Noble-men his 
Friends, and brought by a Prieft and a Deacon, whom ConStantius had fent to 
encourage him to the Journey. 

72. Athanafius hereupon betook himfelf to Rome, where advifmg further with 
the Bifhop and his other Friends, they were clear for his venturing to Conjlantino- 
ple , and Julius fent by him Letters of Recommendation and Congratulation for 

his return to the Churches of Alexandria , to be feen in the Hiftory of Socrates, mi 
He took his way then to Constantinople, where when he found not theEmperour, 
he followed him to Antioch, and getting eafily Audience, was received by 
nmns. him very Courtioufly. He found the Emperour conftant to what he had written, 
and when he laid open his Cafe, and the many injuries he had undergone, 
through the Calumnies ofhis Enemies, he feemed to acquiefce in what he faid, and 
fvvore to him for the time to come, he would not harken to any complaints 
againft him. His difpatch for Alexandria he obtained fooner through the jea- 
loufie of his Enemies, who knowing his parts, were unwilling he fhould con¬ 
tra^ any familiarity with Conjlantius , and his prefence feemed mightily to encou¬ 
rage the Orthodox Party at Antioch, with whom he Communicated privately, 
refufingto joyn in the publick Worfhip with the Arlans, who were by far the 
more prevalent Party in this City, and with whom the Orthodox Chriftians 
were lorced to joyn, having no Liberty ofConfcience as to Publick and Solemn 
Meetings. Yet through the connivance of Leontius y they had their liberty to 
honour the Son of God, according to their Profeffion ; for when the Gloria Pa- 
tri was Sung, and the Arians Phraled it Glory he to the Father in the Son, the 
Orthodox Chriftians would add, and to the Sony declaring that the fame Glory 
was due to the Son as to the Father. But Athanafius confidered his place and 
Sphear , and how to the fin of joyning with Hatreticks, he fhould add fcandal and 
bad Example. 

73. The Arians being conftrained to reftore Athanafius in this manner, not 
only perfwaded their Emperour to the policy of making a Virtue of neceffity, 
but to make fome advantage alfo out of lo bad a bargain. This was by de¬ 
firing of Athanafius at his departure, when they thought good Nature and Gra¬ 
titude would work, he having his Letters to the Churches, and all he could defire ; 
that thofe of the Arian perfwafion might have fome one Church wherein they 
might publickly meet at Alexandria. To which when he could not in a man¬ 
ner deny, he anfwered, as not prefuming to difobey the Emperour, but made 
bold unto his defires, to return his humble Petition, that feeing there were many 
Chriftians in that City of Antiochy which alfo in fome points differed from Leon¬ 
tius, that they by his Imperial favour might obtain tne like Indulgence. Con- 
Slantius, though he difliked the anfwer, was gravelled by the Equity of the propo- 
fal; and the Arians confidering that by granting the requeft of Athanafius , they 
fhould loofe more ground at Antioch than they got at Alexandria j the whole 
matter was waved and pafled over infilence. And much more reafon they had, 
if it be true what we have from Socrates, that his Petition extended to theCa- 
tholicks, difperfed all over, under the Government of Arian Bifhops. But thus 

And with did Conjlantius reftore Athanafius , abrogating what ever had been done again % Man. a- 
the LJerour and fent him away with three Letters Commendatory; two to the Church of 
Letters goes Alexandria, and a third to the Governours of Augujlomnica , Thelais and Lybia ; 
to Alexandria, therein he commands that all that Communicate with him fhall enjoy their 

full 
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full Franchize and Liberty; With him were feveral others reftored, as Paulus 
Marcellas, Afclopas Bifhop of Gaza, and Lucius Bifhop of Adrianople , whom 
their feveral Churches were commanded to entertain. 

74. Atbanafius.'m his way homeward pafled rhrough Syria-and Palafline, arid : 
came to Jerufalem, where upon his defire, Maximus the Bifhop called a Synod of 
Bifhops out of Syria and Palafline, by the decree of which he was received into 
Communion and reftored. Now, as it ever happens to Men in Profperiry, he is 
courted on all hands, even by’ Enemies, Vrfatius and Valsns two of the 
moft Fa&ious Arian Bifhops fending to beg his Pardon, and renouncing the 
Do&rine of Arius ; which that they might feem to do Cordially they take a 
Journey to Rome , and make their Recantation before that Billiop, whom they 
thought for the Dignity of his See, and his Orthodox judgment, to have been 
moft Eminent in the Weft, during thofe Controverfles. But at Alexandria he is 
received with joy above the expreflion of Tongue or Pen, fuchas was manifefted 
where he is by publick Thankfgivings, Feftivities, Feaftings and other figns too pregnant 
Xhejoy WKh t0 efcape either to the view, or then envy of the Arians, who begin afrefh to 
imaginable, load him with Calumnies to Conjlantius. This they thought they might now 
do with the better fuccefs, becaufe Conjlans the'Weftern Emperour, his great 
Patron was e’re this Murdered by the Treafon of Magnentius and his Followers ; 
who, to the great fcandal of Religion, were the firft Chriftian Rebels, daring to 
rife up againft their Soveraign; a thing not once thought of by the Ancient 
Chriftians, though they groaned under the Perfecution of Ethnifck Princes. The 
Multitude of Orthodox Chriftians being increafed at Alexandria at his return, and 
the Churches, where they ufually met, being not large enough now to receive 
them, he was forced to make ufe of a large and ftately one, built by Conjlantius, 

But if again but not yet Confecrated ; and this they interpreted as done out of pride or pre- 
Arim. hy thC fomption, and in defpight of the Emperours Authority, whom he would not deigne 
as much as to acquaint with his defigned Dedication. They accufed him alfo 
of holding intelligence with Magnentius, becaufe that Ufiirper had fent certain 
Italian Bifhops of Athanafius his Acquaintance on an Embafly to Conjlantius, 
whom in their Journey, taking Alexandria in their way, had been entertained by 
him ; and they had laid to his charge that he had many times conferred Orders 
out ofhis own Diocefs and Province, contrary to the Canons, 

75-. Such were the difficulties that Conjlantius wreftled with at this time, ha¬ 
ving his hands full of Magnentius, and about to grapple with the Perfian, time he 
thought it not feafonable to meddle with Athanafius , by difobliging whom he 
might procure tohimlelffrefluroubles in AZgypt, a Country he knew to be much 
at the Bifhops Devotion; inftead therefore of bad Deeds, lie gave him good 
Words, and thrice did he Write to him encouraging Letters, after the death of 
Conjlans, remembring it’s probable what Promifes and Oaths he had made to 
him. For two or three Years Athanafius remained in quiet at Alexandria, du¬ 
ring which time Maximus his old Friend the Bifhop of Jerufalem dyed, concer- 
Maximus ning whofe Succeflors who were Arians a long time, there is great confufion 
SiL°d«* aroongft Writers, which Baronius attributes to the Strife and mutual Hatred be- 
ufucceda- twixt the Arians themfelves : For as it ufually happens to all great Fa&ions, 
ed by that if they continue long, they part and divide afunder into lefler Divifions; 

fo happened it amongft thofe Haareticks, of whom fome thinking more honourably 
of the Son of God than others, although they denied alfo his Confubflantiallitv, 
yet coming nearer to the Orthodox Do&rine, were called Semiarians. But Can¬ 
il ant ius having extricated himfelf out of his former difficulties by the flippreflion 
of the Ufurpers, returned to his wonted humour, receiving impreffions as for- 
Paul of merly from the Arian Bifhops. E’re his return to Conjlantinople he ordered Phi- 
Conftantinoph Up his Liuetenant to remove Paulthe Bifhop thence, and reftore Macedonhu to 
afterward mur- t ^ lat See, w ^° teair i n o a Tumult of the Citizens, fent for him privately and letting 
dered by the him down into a Boat, conveyed him fecretly to the place of his banifhment, 

Ariam. This good Bifhop having long run the Fortune of a conftant ConfefTor, at 

arrived at the Crown of Martyrdom, being firft banifhed into Pout us, by pro¬ 
curement of Eufebius and his Party, then by Conflantius into Mejopotamia, where 
he was kept at Singra, thence he was removed to Emeja, and thence to Cucufus 
a Town of Armenia , about Taurus , where he was ftranglcd by the Arians. 

His Body Theodofius afterward caufed to be tranflated to Conjlantinople, and 
Buried in the Church which had beenf built by Macedonia his Adverfary, but 
was afterward known by the Name of Paul.

now waxed cold, and giving way to the great Deluge of Arianifm, which 
out of the Eaft bore down all before it even in the Weftern Countries. 
untius of 84. This fame year died Leontius Bifliop of Antioch , of whofe Death when 
jam; ies. £ ue i gx } us Bifhop of Gemanicia a City of Syria heard, being then at Rome, he 
defired leave of the Emperour (who now refided there, having triumphed over 
his Enemies') to return to his own Diocefs, which he pretended had great need 
is fucceedea of his Ghoftly Council and affiftahee. Coming to Antioch, by the affiflance of , 
by Eudoxiu!. thofe of the Emperours Chamber, he craftily infinuated himielf into that See, 
and calling a Synod of Bilhops, endeavoured to reftore Aetius, who being for¬ 
merly a Deacon in that Church, had, for his Hterefie and Impiety by the Arlans 
themfelves, been Excommunicated. This Man being of mean Parentage, was in 
his Youth taught the Trade of a Goldfmith, afterward getting a fmackof the 
liberal Arts, betook himfelf to Paulinas Bilhop of Antioch , with whom he con¬ 
tinued fo long as the Bifliop lived, but applying himfelf to fallacious ways of 
Difputing, and querks of Logick, he was by his Adverfaries driven from that 
City, when Eulalias was Bifliop, returning after the promotion of Leontius, he 
was made Deacon by him. Although he maintained the fame things, yet did Sw - / - 1 - 
he feparate himfelf from the Arians, becaufe that after Arius his Perjury, they 
had received him into Communion, when he fo lyed and difiembled with Con- 
fiantine the Emperour. By reading the Elencha of Arifiotle he got fuch a faculty 
of Difputing captioufly, as amazed meanly intelligent Perfons, and he would 
propound fuch Fallacies, as he himfelf through his half Learning of Ariflotle’s 
Principles could not refolve. He had read over fome of the Antient Com¬ 
mentators, but condemned Clemens, Africanus and Origen, as illiterate Perfons. 
andhis He would exclaim againft the Divinity of the Son of God , becaufe he could 
dcmn.i C ° n * n ? £ undfrftand how there was an unbegotten Birth, as he faid, or how to ima¬ 
gine that the Begotten could be co-eternal with the Begetter. Incurring hatred 
with the Orthodox for thofe Opinions, and with the Arians for his conceited 
knowledge, he was further branded with the Title of Atheift. For he held, as 
Epiphanius tells us, that the perfection of Man confifted in the knowledge of Divine 
things alone, without the -acceffion of Virtue , which he fo far difearded, as he 
commended (inftead of condemning) flelhly Lulls and Pleafures, affirming 
that Fornication and fuch unlawful ads, had no more hurt in them, than 
picking of the Ears, blowing the Nofe, or other forts of avoiding Excre¬ 
ments. 

He efteemed himfelf of far greater Merit than Arius, and accordingly 
had the Honour of giving name to an Hrerefie as well as he, his Followers be¬ 
ing after him called Aetiani , though he had the ill luck of breeding a Scholar, 
who fo far it feems outftript his Mailer, that from his name Eunomius were they 
afterwards called Eunomiani. ' His great Abetter and Friend Eudoxius was lb 
good a Proficient alfo in his Learning, that he had well nigh robbed him of 
his Glory. For priding himfelf much in being the Son of Ccefarius a Martyr 
o( the letter Armenia} he alfo improved his Intereft and Reputation for the Caufe 
Hazrefie and ’Impiety of Aetius , as well as his Perfon, and being both remarkable 
for Dignity and Luxury, his Companions and Followers, inftead of Aetiani, came 
to be called Eudoxiani. But all he could do was inefficient for the recalling 
of Aetius , whom the Arians were refolved . to Sacrifice to their Reputation, 
afledting much the Title of Catholicks, and thinking to efcape the odious Im¬ 
putation of Hsrefie, by fubjefting thofe unto the Punilhment who were fcarcely Epip j wllul 
their Superiors in the Guilt. But their Severity fell efpecially upon Photinus 
BiAiop ot-Simim, who being formerly Principled by Marcellas, * maintained 
the Opinions dfSaloUius tht African, and Paalus Samofatenus, affirming, “ That 
God is one, and alone, and not fubfifting in Perfons: That Chriftis a Man 
“ begotten by a Man, and not from Eternity, being neither of the Subftance of 
“ the Father, nor altogether like him. That the Holy Ghdft is God, and no 
“ diftinft Perfon. the Arians, though they held the Son of God to be but a 
Creature, and therefore their Opinion was a little more found than his, yet 
Ihewing much Zeal for the Similitude of the Son of God, as if that would 
heal and nia&e up all, procured Coriftatitius, then at Sirmium , to call a Synod to 
that City. 


86 . That 
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Several Ana- 86. The Hxrefie of Pbotinus being condemned, the Biffiops drew up a ffiort 
thcnutifms. p onn 0 f paith, to which they added thofe Anathematifms to comprehend as well 
that of his, and other opinions. “ Firft, Thofe that affirm that the Son of things 
“ which are not, or of any other fubftance, than of God the Father, let them be 
“ accurfed. Second, Or that there was Time or Age when he was not.Third, Or 
«that the Father and the Son are two Gods. Fourth, Or that Chrift was God be- 
« fore all Ages, and yet the Son of God, did not with the Father make all things. 

“Fifth, Or that the Son of God, or any part of him is begotten of Mary. Sixth,Or 
“that the Son is born of Mary, according to the foreknowledge, and not before 
“all Ages begotten of the Father, and was with God, and that by him all things 
“ were made. Seventh, Or that the fubftance of God may be dilated or con- 
“ traded. Eighth, Or that the Eflence of God dilated makes the Son , orffiall 
« call the Son as it were dilating of his Eflence. Ninth, Or lhall call the Son, the 
“ Word of God feated in the mind of the Father,or the Word brought forth. Tenth, 

“ Or that God Man is begotten of the Virgin ^*/y,underftanding thereby, thatGod 
“ is begotten. Eleventh, Or that ffiall expound thefe words [ befides me there is 
“ no God ] to exclude thereby the only begotten, who is God from everlafting. 

« Twelfth, Or thefe [ the Word made Fleih] to be tranfmutation into Fleih. 

“ Thirteenth, Or by Crucifying the only begotten Son of God, ffiall underftand, 
u that the Son of God did undergo Paffion , Diftru&ion, Change, Diminuti- 
tt on, Annihilation. Fourteenth, Or that fliall expound thefe words [let us 
“ make Man in our own Image] as fpoken by God the Father to himfelf, and not to / i Sur ' 
“ God the Son. Fifteenth, Or ffiall affirm that Jacob wreftled with God, as God, /. +- *.3©. 
“ or with God the Father, and not with the Son as Man. Sixteenth, Or whofo- 
“ ever underftandeth this, the Lord rained from the Lord, not tobe meant of the 
“Father and the Son, but that the Father rained from himfelf. 

87. Or Seventeenth, “ Whofoever fliall expound thefe Forms of Speech, the 
“ Father Lord, the Son Lord, as if the Father being Lord, be both Lord and 
“ Son. Eighteenth, Whofoever when he faith Lord of Lords fliall thereby un- 
“ derftand two Gods. For we do not place the Son, fay they, in the fame degree 
“ with the Father, but we make him fubjed to the Father. Nineteenth, Who¬ 
soever ffiall affirm the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft,tobeone Perfon. Twenti- 
« eth, Whofoever, when he calleth the Holy Ghoft, the Comforter, ffiall thereby 
“ mean God unbegotten. Twenty firft, Whofoever faith there is no other Corn- 
Sorter befide the Son. Twenty lecond,Or that ffiall affirm the Holy Ghoft to be 
“ part of the Father and the Son. Twenty third, Or that the Son, as one of the 
«Creatures, is made by the Will of the Father. Twenty fourth, Whofoever 
“ affirmeth the Father,Son,and Holy Ghoft, to be Three Gods, let him be accurfed. 

«■ Twenty fifth, Or that the Son is begotten contrary to the Will of theFather. 

“ Twenty fixth, Whofoever affirms that the Son had neither begetting, nor begin- 
* ning, and fo confequently affirm, that there are two without beginning, and two 
“ without begetting, and fo appoint two Gods. The Son is the head and the 
“ Original ot all Creatures, and the head of Chrift is God, for fo we refer all 
“ things reverently by the Son unto one principle of all things which is without 
“beginning. Laftly, Weighing deeply with our felves that claufealfo of Chriftian 
“ profeffion, we fay, that wholoever affirmeth Chrift Jefus the Son of God who 
“ Miniftred unto the Fathers at the Creation of all things, not to have been be- 
“ fore all Worlds, but only fince the time that the Son was born of Mary to 
“ have been Chrift, and then his Deity to have begun, as Paulas Samofatenus was 
“ periwaded, let him be accurfed.' This we have tranferibed, that once for all 
it may appear how abftrufe was the Haerefie of the Arians, how much it. gave 
to the Son of God above other Hxrefies, in allowing him a Deity, confeffing 
his being before all Worlds, which the Father made by him 5 fometime, though 
not in the fecond Confeffion, they talk of Subftance top and a perfect Similitude. 

But ftill they deny his ConJubftantiality , that critical term which ever limits and 
determines their Do&rine, though itffiow never fo high in the Epithets they 
give the Son of God. And not knowing what to fay, or where to fix, they 
are guilty of prodigious uncertainty, whence fo many Creeds and Forms of 
Faith, andfo many Synods to make and raarr, that Heathen Writers take notice 
of Conftantius his Reign as very ridiculous in this refpefr. 

88. Pbotinus was fufficiently cenfured, but this confeffion feeming too Ortho¬ 
dox, a fecond Model was drawn, wherewith the Semiarians were offended, for that 
the word Subftance was left out, and meeting afterward/ at Anzyra a City of Ga* 
lath , they condemned this Model, aflerting the word Subftance , wherein they 

affirmed 
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affirmed the Son was like the Father. This was quite contrary to the Second 
a difference £) ecree ofthem at Sirmium , who, as Socrates writes, after a long contention about * fjn. 
the fignification of the Greek word *<*'*, and the Latin Subftantia ; about the Eflp J,sl - 73 ' 
feivcs. equality or unity of Subftance, refolved that the Church of God fliould no 
longer be troubled with the interpretation thereof j and that for two Caufes, both 
for that the Scriptures of God make no mention thereof, and becaufe the mean¬ 
ing thereof exceeded the capacity of Man; the Scripture teftifiing, that no Man is l. a . Mr 
abTe to fet forth the Generation of the Son, in thefe words, bis Generation ivbo Jha/l 
declare. This a<ft therefore of the Semiarians, feeming fo contrary to the publick 
Caufe,another meeting was had at Sirmium,m the fecond year after,where the Par¬ 
ties to agree, came to a compofition, that the one fliould leave out the word Sub- 
fiance, and the other yield this to be inferted in the room ofit,/» all things like to the 
Father ; and accordingly a third Form was drawn up,to which Conftantius forced 
fome Diflenters tofublcribe.Now Baronins refers the firft meeting at Sirmium to the 
Twenty firft year of Conftantius , thejJ7. of our Lord, although Socrates ami 
Sozomen place it in the year after the Confulfhip of Sergius and Nigrianus, which 
happened A. D. jyi. " He takes his argument from the Subfcription of Hofius 
Biffiop of Corduba, to the Decrees of this Council, and the baniffiment of Atha- 
naftus x which could not be before the Exile both of that Biffiop and Liberius, as 
alfo from the prefence of Conftantius at Sirmium , which from Ammianus he ga¬ 
thers, fell out in this year. Others make there meetings held at Sirmium,viz. one 
A. D. jyi. another the prelent $57, and another A. D. 35-9. Which produc- 
eth fo many Forms of Faith, whereof the firft was more tollerable, allowing the 
word Subftance, but the Second utterly baniflied it, as never more to be ufed, and 
by the third they found a middle way, leaft Satan fliould be too much divided 
againft himfelf. jyi. \si-sso. 

89. But when the Second Confeffion came to be fubferibed, Hofius Biffiop of 
Corduba, an ancient and Valient Souldier of Jefus Chrift, became a remarkable 
example of humane Frailty, whorefufing to fet to his hand, was by Scourging 
and racking at length compelled to it, though a few years after, as is probably 
conje&ured,hediedat his See in the Orthodox Faith. Liberius alfo Biffiop 
of Rome, who formerly had flood out againft Deprivement and Exile, was conquer¬ 
ed with thofe Baciline Arguments of the Arians , and fubferibed both to the Con¬ 
feffion of Faith, and the banifliment of Atbanafius. The Cardinal Annalift labours 
hard to clear St. Peter* s Chair from the guilt and fcandal of Heretical pravity, 
telling us, that it was the firft Confeffion of Faith to which Liberius fubferibed, 
wherein was contained the word Subftance , and that having nothing but Orthodox 
in it, according to the natural fignification of the words, he was not obliged to 
confider what might be the meaning of the Arians. He endeavours to render inva¬ 
lid, what ever may make him guilty of Hxrefie, by aferibing to the fophifti- 
cation and Tricks of the Arians , whatfoever is found to his difadvantage in the 
writings of the Orthodox. But there are others, who from the credit of fuch 
Authors, as they conceive were never tempted to Lye, do much otherwife con. 
ceive of this adlion of Liberius. For Felix, who had fucceeded him after his ba¬ 
niffiment,perceiving himfelf to be mortally hated for his Arianifm, and that none 
upon that account would Communicate with him ; that he might ingratiate 
himfelf with the People, thundred out Anathema’s againft the Arians. Liberius 
perceiving this,when he was not only threatened with the extremity of Torments, 
but faw there was hopes of recovering his Biflioprick, by complying with the 
Times, wrote Letters full of flattery to the Arians , calling them the Sons of 
Peace, and both condemned Atbanafius, and fubferibed to the Second Confeffion m 
of Faith made at Sirmium , hereby he recovered his Biflioprick, thrufting out 
Felix as an intruder, whom he cauled to be ftarved to death : Upon which ac- 1*1.19. M** 
count Hilarius grievioufly reprehended and Anathematized him, and Felix, ** 
(though upon another account faith Baronins f) was accounted a Martyr. The 
firft that debaucht Liberius, was one Fortunatianus , as St. Hierome tells Df $crjf 

US. . Ecclejtfijl. 

90 But Conftantius the Emperour,underftanding what Edoxius the Bifliop of An - 
tioch had done, both in reference to the Biflioprick, and JEtius, wrote unto the In¬ 
habitants of that City againft him, as one who had crept into that See without 
his knowledge and confent ; and as to the Hxrefie ck JEtius, thinking he had not 
yet fufficiently provided by the late Tranfa(lions at Sirmium, he refolved to call J. *$.' 

L another 
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another Council : Being fo refolved, he was perfwaded by the Favourers of Eu¬ 
doxius, to fummon the Bifhops to Nice, thinking, it feems,that this City, being as 
yet famous for the late Council thither aflembled, would obliterate that Creed, 
and give reputation to his Hcerefie, by obtruding that for the Orthodox Faith; 
but afterwards the Emperours mind changed, and it was fummoned to Nicomedia 
a City of the fame Province. Here, when they Ihould aflemble, fo great an 
Earthquake happened, that it deftroyed well nigh the whole Town, and this 
conftrains them to think again of Nice. But hither alfo the Earthquake comes, 
and fo prevents them, that they know not whether to turn themfelves. Some 
from St. Hierom gather that thence, the Aflembly was removed to Attcyra, whi¬ 
ther when the Predates were travelling, Hilary wrote his Book of Synods in 
Council held Phrygia, wherein he bewailes the backfliding of thofe times, which he affirms to 
at xncjra. be fo great, that in Ten Provinces of Afia fcarcely was one Bilhopto be found 
who knew and feared God. And now it was, that the Sanitarians might make 
their protection againft the Second Form of Faith, agreed on at Sirmium. But 
the favourers of Eudoxius and AEtius perceiving things to go too favourably in be¬ 
half of the Catholick Caufe, the word Confubflantial being only wanting to joyn 
to it, the Serniarians obtained of the Emperour that two places Ihould be appointed 
for the Eaftern and Weftern Biihops to meet at. The pretence was, that both 
forts might have the more convenience of Travel ; but the defign, that they 
might not be united in one Body,for then they feared the Orthodox Party would be 
prevalent; but being divided into two Aflemblies, divers forms of Faith and De¬ 
crees might pafs them, whereof they doubted not, but fome they might either 
eafily draw or wreft to their purpofe. In thefe changes and removes was fpent this 
year, which was the Twenty Second of Conftantius, the Fourth of Rome, the 
firft Indicftion. A. D. 35-8. T. Fabius Decianus, and Naratius Ceraalis be¬ 
ing Confuls. 

biv A heidS m v 91. The places determined for the Eaftern Biffiops, was Seleutia , a City of s w . 1 a. f . 
lima. Ifauria, and for the Weftern Ariminum in Italy, where Four Hundred Prelates, w- 
fome fay Six hundred aflembled. But firft this fame year which was the Twen¬ 
ty third of Conftantius , was the third Creed made at Sirmium (is we formerly 
hinted) on the Twenty fecond of May, where after great Contefts, the Parties 
agreed to leave out the word Subfiance , upon condition, that Chrift might be 
fatd in all things like the Father, which held them in difpute till the very Night 
preceeding theFeaft of Whitfuntide. The Emperour Conftantius , who waspre- 
fent at the. making of this Confeflion, fix days after, fent it away to Ariminum, 
where the firft Selfion was held on the Twenty firft of July. There aflembled 
fomany of the Orthodox Party, that do what the Arians could, they carried it 
quite for the recognition of the Nicene Creed , and Condemnation of Arius, and 
his Doftrine, rejecting befides all others Forms and Confeflions of Faith, this 
new one come from Sirmium : And they depofed Vdens and Vrfacius the 
Ringleaders of the Hatetical Party, together with Auxentius Germanius, Cairn g 
and Demophilus , becaufe they refilled to joyn with them. Thefe Men who were 
wont to carry all before them, becaufe backed with the Emperours Authority, in 
a great fume poft to him, to whom they lay open the danger of further troubles, 
after that the Council at Sirmium had taken fo hopeful a courfe for the peace of 
the Church, which thofe Men leavened with the Principles of Athanaftus, went 
about again to difturbe. The Council lent alfo their Mefiengers to the Court, 
defiring, that having difpatched thofe matters for which they were called, they 
might have leave to depart to their own Sees. Conftantius was about this time 
moving Eaft ward againft the Barbarians , who broke violently into the Empire, 
and therefore telling them he could not at prefent attend thofe Controverfies, he 
appointed them to expert his return at Adrianople. 

The Jtrians 9*. The Arians in the mean time met at Nice in Thrace, where they drew up 
meet at Nice another Form of Faith, like unto the third made at Sirmium , leaving out both 
make a' , new and fubftance and Conjubftantial,i nd in fome of them ,hi afi things //^putting like only. 

Cited, Socrates tells us, that Vrfatius called this Aflembly together, and therein publiffi- 
ing that Confeflion read in Ariminum , and forged at Sirmium , afterward fet it 
forth as agreed to by a General Council, gave it the Name of the Nicene Faith, 
to the intent, that ufing the Name of Nice, he might enfnare the ignorant and 
Ample fort of People, who verily thought it the fame Creed which had formerly 
been Compofed at Nice in Bithynia ; till at length the treachery of thefe Deceivers 
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was difeovered, and the Impofture derided. This fame Author writes, that the 
Biffiops at Ariminum, having anfwered the Emperours Letter, wherein he figmfied 
his pleafure thatrhey Ihould abide there till his return from the War, departed w f;iim 
all to their own Sees. But Sulpicius Severus (who as he faith himfelf, had the lib. 
knowledge of what palled in this Synod, from Gaudentius a Biffiop) reports, that 
Confiantius having dilmilTed the MelTengers of the Council, who being young, 
unlearned,and imprudent, were drawn in to fubfenbe the Creed of Sirmium, gave 
order to his Prefedt not to fuffer the Fathers to depart from Ariminum till they 
had alfo fublcribed the fame Confeflion. At firft they refufed to Communicate 
with their Apoftate MelTengers; but old Age, the cold ot Winter, wantofNecefli- 
ries with threats of Tortures, fo changed,if not broke them, that all in a manner 
fublcribed,and twenty who remained,were entrapped by Valens. Being allowed 
to add what proteftation they pleafed, hejoynedto their Proteftation,^^/-/^ 

„ as not a Creature, as the reft of the Creatures , whereby he meant, though they 
perceived not his drift, that he only was a Creature, though more excellent and 
perfect as the reft. When they had received and admitted this Claule, Valens 
and his Companions triumphed, faying, they had not affirmed the Son of God, not 
to be a Creamre, but only the moll Excellent of Creatures, and herein hire J*-# 
the reft. Now earned they all before them, infomueh that the World groaned, rJf, 
and admired to fee it felf all turned Arian. And from thofe fo contrary proceed- nn mH , ,a. 
ings of this Council, it came to pafs, that fomtimes it is imbraced by ancient L *- 

Catholicks fomtimes it utterly rejefted as Erronious and Heretical. n . 

9?. No better was the conclufion itSeleucia, where a Synod ot about 160. Bi- 
fliopswas opened on the Twenty feventh of September. Here the Arians them- 
felves were divided into two Factions, whilftfome would have matters of Faith 
firft handled, and others would take into confideration the Cafes of Criminals, u 

(whereof feveral, out of fear, pretending frivolous reafons, ftaid at Seleucia) c . 5 P . + o. S r, 
both Parties alledging the Authority of the Emperours Letters, which were Am-« 
bfououfly written. Some cryed out againft the making ot new Forms of Faith, 
approving,as a Pattern,that which had been formerly drawn up at Antioch, at the 
Enctenia or Dedication, which being to be fubferibed, the other Party headed by 
Acacius who had importuned them to aboliffi the Nicene Creed , and make a new 
one, would not fubferibe themfelves but by their Deputies, the Deacons, and 
Readers. This was done the firft day of meeting, the Doors of the Church be¬ 
ing faft locked, againft which Acacius afterward protefted, and by the afliftance 
of Leonas a great Courtier, ( who prefided by the Emperours order) having got 
the Faftions again together, when they thought he was about to read fomthine 
elfe, produced a Creed with a Preface to it. Herein after he had inveighed 
againft his Adverfaries, he reje&s quite the claufes of Vnity and Equality in Sub- 
fiance both as having no ground in Scripture, and as the occafions of great Con¬ 
tentions, yet withallaccurfing the Claufe of Inequality, and holding all the 
Patrons and Favourers thereof as Excommunicated Perfons. When he had laid, 
Sophronius, Biffiopof Pompeiopolis in Paphlagonia, told him plainly, that it the new 
devices and daily invention of his brain were laid down for Creeds, it could not 
otherwife fall out, but that ffiortly they ffiould be found without one grain of 
Faith. In his Creed he had affirmed the Son of God to be like 'his Father, in 
the midft of deputation he was asked wherein ? To which he anfwered, that the 
Son was like the Father, not in fubftance , but only in Will and Mind, to which 
when it was replied, that in Books by him formerly written, he had held the 
Son to be in all things like the Father, he returned this anfwer, that no Man 
that ever was, of old time, or of late days, is wont to be tryed by the Books 
he wrote. To fuch prodigious incertainty and inconftancy doth Hozrefie lubjea 
Mens minds. One while the Arians admit fubftance , fomtimes not, one while 
like in all things, another only like, fomtimes any thing but Confabftantial , 
other whiles fcarcely any thing at all will be admitted. a . 

94. Leonas .provoked by thofe Diflentions above all patience, refufed flatly to 
prefide any more, and diffolved the Council, permitting them yet amonft them- 
fevles to meet in the Church where the Samiarians aflembling, deprived Aca¬ 
cias, with George of Alexandria, and others of his Party. Depofing amongft the 
reft, Eudoxius of Antioch , they placedone Arianus in his See,whom alter his Con it¬ 
eration, their Adverfaries procured Leonas to baniih, againft which proceedings, 
after they had in vain protefted, they fent ten MelTengers to plead their caufe 





before the Emperour. Thus much writes Socrates of this Council, who fpeaks 
of it as Compofed altogether, of Arians , whereas #//«ry in his Book agamltCo«- 
jlantiHs , makes mention of the Biffiops of /Egypt their (landing taft to the bufinefs 
of one Subftance, all except George their Metropolitan. He explains further the 
meaning of Acacius his Creed, which rejecting both Confubftantiahty and like- 
nefs of Subftance, yetwithall condemned Dtflimihtude in the Son of God. 

For although they allowed him not to be like God as God, yet feeing he was the 
Son of his Will, rather than the Divinity, they allowed him like to his Father as 
ftich. But in that they held him neither to be God, nor begotten of the Sub¬ 
ftance of the Father, therefore they would not admit of the hkenefs of Subftance. 

And here they difputed, that in God there could be no Generation, becaufe there 
was no Female, and they proceeded to fuch irreverent Terms as juftly offended all 

GO q!^ But though the Sectarians had difpatcht their MefTengers to the Em- 
perour Acacias was got before them, and fo told his Tale, that Confiantius who s ° c ' u - c 
ever inclined to the worft and moft rigorous Party, efpoufed his Quarrel. Yet 
mull another Synod be called at Confiantinople , whither were fummoned out^,;'; 
JSKtof the neighbouring Bitbynia about Fifty Bi.lhops, and a new Creed muft be 
timfk, and a formed, wherein were abolilhed as formerly the word a<n«. or Subfiance, and 
new Creed. the Subfiftence of Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, forbidden once to be named. 

Having fubferibed this Creed, they took the feveral Caufesof Bifhops into Con- 
fideration, but firft, alter much Deputation condemned Aetius the Arch-Hsretick. 

Then proceeding a&ainft fuch as they hated upon the account of private Grudges, 
in the firft place, they depofed Macedonia Bilhop of Confiantinople , partly be¬ 
caufe upon his account fome Slaughter had been committed, but indeed to re¬ 
venge the Emperour of him who fought anoccafion to do him a mifehief; it 
was alfo obietted againft him that he had admitted into Communion a certain 
Deacon taken in Adultery. They depofed alfo Baft lias or Baft Has, who had fuc- 
ceeded Marcellas in the See of Ancyra, for tormenting a Man, for forging Slan¬ 
ders, and difparaging divers Perfons, but indeed, for that he withftood them fo 
earneftly, being one of the Meflengers fent from Seleucia. After this, as well 
they that came from Seleucia, as thofe that from elfewhere were aflembled at 
Confiantinople, were commanded by the Emperour to fubferibe that Creed which 
was lately fent from Ariminam , though different from the other of Confianti¬ 
nople and to be obferved in the Weft, as this in the Eaft. So dreadful was the 
condition of the Church at this time, whilft every year produced almoft a new 
Creed, and by virtue of thofe,all Churches were fo difturbed,as neither could they 
know what to believejnor any Paftor left to teach them,fuch changing and rechan¬ 
ging of Bifhops happened in every Province. Socrates in admiration of this number utfaprd 
ot Creeds, reckons up how many had been made fince the Council of Nice, 

How many After that made by the Nicene Council, faith he, the Bifhops framed two others 
Creeds were at when they aflembled to the Dedication of the Church. The Third 

nr.de fineethat ^ the Biffiopsin GaU w hich were with Narcifus, who exhibited it to 

the Emperour Confiantius. The Fourth was fent by Eudoxius to the Italian Bi¬ 
fhops. Three were in Writing publifhed at Sirmium, whereof one being glori- 
oufly fet out with the Names of the Confuls was read at Ariminam. The Eighth 
was publifhed at Seleucia by the Complices of Acacius. The Ninth was this, fet 
forth at Confiantinople , with this addition that thenceforth there fhould be no men¬ 
tion made of the Subftance or Subfiftency of God. Whereunto Vlphtlas Bilhop of 
the Goths then firft fubferibed, having till this time imbraced the Faith cftabhfhed 
by the Council of Nice , and been an earneft Follower of Theophtlus his Predecefior, 

who was at that Council and fubferibed the Creed. 

96. Hilary Bilhop of Poiftiers incenfed againft Confiantius tor thofe things, 
when he was now in Exile, wrote bitterly againft him, which notwithftanding 
for reafops of State, the Emperour fent him hence to his own Bilhoprick. Ma- 
cedonius being banifhed Confiantinople and fucceeded by Eudoxius, (who had for- sn.U 
merlv intruded into the See of Antioch ,) now at length began to magnifie the 
claule of one Subftance, but denied to the Holy Ghoft the Honour of partaking 
thereof, together with the Father, and the Son, affirming he was a Creature, 
and one of the Miniftring Spirits, being only in Degree and Dignity above 
other Angels. The Arians gladly imbraced this opinion, being io conionant to 
their own, that the noife of Contention about the Son of God, and the bufying 
' their 
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their brains about that Hazrefie, feemeth indeed the only caufe why we hear no 
more of this. Into the See of Antioch after the removal of Eudoxius , was 
elected both by the Orthodox and Arians, Meletius formerly Bilhop of Sebaftia 
in Armenia, each Party having a confidence in him, though he had formerly 
fubferibed the Form of Faith which Acacius his Party framed at Seleucia. For 
fome fpace after his Tranflation he meddled not with any Myfteries of Faith, but 
preached to his People fuch Dottrine as conduced to Virtue, and a good Lil'e,- 
but afterwards he prefled them to the belief of the claufe of one S affiance, and to 
adhere to.the Nicene Creed. Herewith the Arians much inraged, complained to 
the Emperour, who being then at Antioch , as well for this, as other reafons, 
another Council was called. Socrates writes, that the Fattion of Acacius pro¬ 
cured it, that they might have an opportunity of renouncing the Opinion they 
had formerly held, that the Son is in all things like the Father. Alter the de- 
pofition of Meletius , whom the Emperour banifhed, Euzoius (who formerly 
had been depofed, together with Arias’) was by his order promoted to the Church 
of Antioch. 

97. The Arians met together cannot but fall upon Matters of Faith, and it 
pained them to think of breaking up without the Produ&ion of a new Creed. 

They call in queftion what they had Decreed in time paft, they affirm that the 
Claufe of Likenefs , pafled the Synods of Ariminam and Confiantinople, is quite 
to be abandoned, and not once to be named any more; they now think it time 
to fpeak plain, and no more conceal their opinion that the Son is altogether un¬ 
equal and unlike the Father, not only in Subftance,but alfo in Will, as alio that, 
as Arius dreamed, he had his Original from nothing. They were therefore from 
holding this Haerefie, that the Son is unlike the Father called Anomii , and from 
maintaining him to have proceeded from nothing, named Exucontii. And fo 
fruitful is Hazrefie ot other monftrous Births, that from the Hive of Arius pro¬ 
ceeded many other Swarms, diftinguilhed either by the names of their Leaders, 

Anaecouatofor the particular ways and methods which they took, as the Eufebi.ms, Photi- 
lieks* 1 H * rC " nlattS * Eudoxians, Acacians, Emomians , Macedonians , Aetians , Pfatyrians Cyr- 
1 * tians and Dulians. But when it was demanded of thoft Acacians why formeily 

they had given Chrift the ftileof God of God, that profefled they meant it in 
that fence the Apoftle wrote, when he faith all things are of God. And there¬ 
fore the Son is of God, inafmuch, as he is included in the word All, for which 
caufe they added in their Creed, According to the Scriptures. The Author of 
this Foolilh Glofs was George ■ Bilhop of Laodicea , with whom the Acacian Fatti- 
on joyning, though they were foundly charged with Sophiftical dealing, yet 
weighed neither the Scandal nor the Cenfure. They repeated again the Form 
ot Faith compofed at Confiantinople , which being done every one depaited 
home. 

98. Such was the liberty which this prophanely confcious Age took to it 
felt, of prying into the Myftery of the Holy Trinity, that innumerable were 
the Hcerefies it produced, whilft fuch as were out of the way never could agree 
to walk together, aud almoft every particular Man made choice of a peculiar 
Path: Some that agreed to the claufe ol one Subftance,yet fancied ftrange things as 
to the Incarnation, concerning which another Hatrefie was about this time 
broached by one Apollonarius a Prieft, and a Son he had of the fame Name. 

Thefe two ufing too much the Familiarity ot Epiphanius the Sophift, when upon s ,c.u.c.^ n zu. 
admonition they would not forbear his company, George Bilhop of Laodicea Grcfs.L.vli 
fearing leaft they might by his means be drawn to Paganilm. Excommunicated 
them both. Difcontented hereat, or as fome wrote, being fcandalized with th e&trm.'m'c*- 
Arian Dottrine of the Bilhop, they fell off from the Church, and being not tji.Ru&i. 
heeded, endeavoured to eftablilli a new Dottrine. Firft they taught that God 
the word was Incarnate, without a Soul in a meer Body, again recanting the 
fame, they affirmed, that he took a Soul, yet not the Mind nor Rea Ion, but that 
the Godhead fupplied the place thereof. Secondly, That he brought that Body 
with him from Heaven, and made it of the fame Subftance with his Divine Na¬ 
ture, and that this Body, when it came on Earth, was palfible, vifible, and mor¬ 
tal. Thirdly, That Sin is part of a Mans Eflence, and therefore if Chrift had 
been a perfett Man, he muft needs have been a Sinner. But bolides thofe a worfe Ur. io. 
Settarole in Mefapotamia about this time, from their Praying and Devotion 
called Majfaliani, Spirituales, and Each ait a, or Pracatores, the Founders of the c. 

Sett 
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&Tbeln7 certain Monks who lived in the Deferts of that Country. They »-***r.f 
nia'-ed ail Rdfeion in Praying, milled by a mifunderftanding of that of the 
Se efteeming all other Offices of Devotion, Piety, 

Virtue, i ufelefs and unneceffary. They held that every.Mantad. Devil 
in him even the Apoftles themfelves, which can no othenvife be ejected, than 
SS“ Engine; that every Man had two Souls, whereof one more 
than CMeft iai and that by this, even with their bodily Eyes they were capable 
of bcMJmg the Dlefied 5 Trinity. They pretended to ftrange RcveUt.ons, 
whereby thev attained high Perleftion, even as high as Chr.fl himfdf, as 
allow mumph over Devils, upon which account they were called Emhu- 

Bat a Covetous Devil fo far pofTeffed them, that they denied any Aimes 
oiHu to be niven to any other, but themfelves, becaufe they wete the truly poor 
°n Sphit. They held it lawful to fwear, and forfwear, and taught Children, that 
“was lawful to difobey their Parents, fo that the Gift orCorban were but 
brouaht in O their Box. They pretended to Perfection in tins Life, to fo high 
adenree that they could be impeccable in thought; had a flrange fancy con- 
m mn« s“ itual Purgation, as*if a Sow and Pigs were feen to go out at a Mans 
Mouth • and vif.ble Fire, yet without the Propriety of burning, to enter in. 

S’ich a * virtue they made in Prayer, that it thruft out Devib in Excrements, 
tl roi«h the Mouth, and other parts, being quite contrary in this opinion to the 
W* 1 ®r'nrher Monks in kgypt about the fame time, who refrained from 

avoidance of all ^Excrements” as a^in, becaufe Chrift fiid that M % 
avoiaan.eorau c- , never con fidering the Explication of the 

Texf Tn W Xh refped they condemned Marriage So ftrangely did the Spirit 
of Er’r “poffefs Monks at this time, who by their Devotions and Solitary Life, 
contr S as much of Spiritual Pride, as Melanchol y, that fome won d, as too 
Hoh may with no others, and therefore both celebrated, though Lay-men, 

Holy Offices? and Ordained themfelves Bilhops, others cafirated themfelves, 
fbme Rebaptized fuch as turned from Arif.fr and others behaved themfelves 
fuitably to tbofe Extravagancies as Epipbaitius hath related. 

ICO So fruitful was Conftantius his Reign of Herefies and Schifins, that the 
Church could fcarcely perceive her felf tree from thofe Calamities which the 
Seeding times had mfliaed. For though her Sufferings (torn without 
wme removed, yet Ihe laboured under fuch inwardI Preffures, as almoft equaled 
her former Troubles. Her belt and moft genuine Sons being fo roughly handled 
bv tho “vho challenged the fame Original, that Ihe feemed even to flight the 
Friendship of the Scepter, which had defended her indeed from her Rvorn and 
motefted Enemies, bit had Rill kept het Eyes as moift as ever, by aflifting her 

aStS "furtheret of het fortow. For 

Euzoitis the o 0 fGod of his Glory, was now well nigh deprived ot ms own isartmy u la 

fejaSSft £ MB#?® £ 

vvSfly refigning his Seat to that Perfon, for whom, he had in his thoughts 
defi-ned y no o?her § Manfions,than thofe of the dead He according to the de- 

3 a nf rhnfe times deferred alfb his Baptifm to his death, and then 

that Dodrine at his end, which he had fo much defended m his Life. Yet did 
he much advance the common name and Intereft of Chriftianity, improving his 
Power -m.l Authority for the Suppreffion of Pagan Superftition and carrying on 
that Reformation which his Father fo happily had begun. This becaufe the con- 
tinued Series of thofe Arim Controverfies permitted us not hitherto to defette, 
we lliail now fee what Laws he made m reference to Religion. For by them the 
State and Condition of times is more fully known, than otherwtfe. Particular 
Rehtions of private Petfons may fail, their difeovety being more uncertain, 
their * Fear AfTeftion, and other Impediments more prevalent. But from 
the nature and courfe of the Remedy, we may bell dlftingutlh Ad judge of the

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101. And the firft we fhali take notice of is that Crime of Adultery, a Sin, 

His Laws which becaufe fuch, it concerned Magiftrates to prevent as Chriftians, and be- 

Ecceu ca. cau p e 0 | a nature as to confound genitures, and procure fo great Thefts and 
Robberies,as of whole Inheritances, it behoved them to prevent,as Fathers of their 
Country. The Emperours therefore, in the Third Year of their Reign, and the 
Confulihip of Conftantius and Valens, by a (V) Conftitution, inflid death upon (*)CtdT&ioj,j: 
Adulterers as Sacrilegious againft Marriage, not fearing the cenfure of lixrefie l ' luei6, $+‘ 
for fo doing, which had they lived in the time of (i) Binnius, they had certainly (b) Mubew 
incurred. This fame year they (c) forbid Chriftian Women to marry with Jews , mort - mum - ni 
as thereby calling themfelves into great Temptations. And by another (y Can- mnmdonX. 
ftitution,taking care left inceftuous Marriages, a thing too frequent in thofe days , rinm imjiiti- 
fhould defile the Chriftian Faith, they forbid that any Man Marry his Brothers* 
or Sifters Daughter. Perceiving how Religious Zeal is apt to run into the other Ta'rZ"!nTf t . 
extream, that whilft it mends, it is always thereby apt to raarr, -and to change BinniU!in «*■ 
Superftition for Sacrilege, Defolation, and Rapine, in their Fourth Year, and tiie ‘“inJuum.' 1 
Confulihip of Acyndinus and Proculus, they were conftrained to obviate that f c ) c.Thhs. 
humour which ever rages in Reformations. Chriftianity now having fpread far ‘"’kusTbt 
and wide throughout the Empire, and Chriftians incouraged by the Profeffion nfL $. j',' 3 * 
of Princes, very zealoufly oppofed whatever they thought tended to Idolatry, 
and therefore having in their Grounds many Sepulchres Confecrated, as was 
the Cuftom of old to the DU Manes, thofe without any regard to the Memory 
of their Anceftors, or Piety to the Dead, they did not only demolilh, but convert 
all Ornaments of Sepulchre to vile and bafe ufes. To flop therefore this cur¬ 
rent, and to prevent the objeftion of Pagans, that Chriftianity diverted its 
Profeflors of Humanity, (i) a Law was made at Milan, againft fuch who fhould W c TnCii - 
violate thofe Monuments of the Dead, and convert the Marble and Pillars thereto w ?■ 
belonging to other ufes. ’ J “ n ’ 

102. Neither could the Heathens take any incouragemept hereat, whilft a 
diftintftion was made betwixt Superftition and Irreverence' Indeed notwith- 
ftanding what had been done by Conftantine, and the difeouragement given by 
the prefent Princes, yet very many, and thofe of the greateft Ranks, as Senators, 
and others, were both at this time Pagans, and continued fuch a long time after. 

But that by degrees the work might be brought to perfeftion, Conftantius in 
the Fifth Year of his Reign, and the Confulihip of Marcellinus 3nd Prolinus , 

Ena&s a (a) Law againft Idolaters, which forbids all forts of Perfons to (a )c.r„lz. 
offer Sacrifice. This notwithftanding, the old Inhabitant was fo unwilling to 
be difpoflefled and fpoiled of his Goods, that Five Years after, there was'need of 
another Edidt, (J>) whereby the Emperours Conftantius and Conftans command ("b) c.n.iis. 
the Temples of Pagans , which flood within the Walls of Cities, tobelhut up, ttt ‘ 8 $ 
not thinking it fit to proceed further, but permitting thofe that flood without, 
to remain in the fame condition as formerly. Yet this Conftitution feemeth to 
have had this effedt, that the Year following the ancient Centenary Secular 
Games, of which we have already fpoken largely, were not celebrated, the Pagans 
it feems being difeouraged, or fearing to be hindred, if they went about it. 
Notwithftanding what Conftantine had done, for the incouragement of the Clergy, 
in freeing them from publick Offices of charge and trouble (which he even 
granted to the Jewilh Priefts) yet this was fo far forgotten, that Conftantius in 
his Thirteenth Year makes another Law, (c) whereby he fets free Clerks and (c)c.n 1.^, 
their Sons from all Curial Imployments, and from all difturbance of Civil tit ‘- • 9 ' 
Offices. 

10$. The Traytor Magnentius before the Commiflion of his execrable parri¬ 
cide againft Conftans, in compliance with the times, made Profelfion of the 
Chriftian Faith. But when he had fet up for himfelf, either out of his own 
Inclination, , or which is as probable, toftrengthen his Party againft Conftantius , 
he feems to have revolted from it ; for he then reftored thofe Sacrifices whicli 
formerly had been forbidden, as appears from the {a) Code of Theodofws. Thefe (&)D e p^su 
Crimes procuring vengeance from Heaven upon him, his Reign was not of fuch ut 
length, as thereby much to endamage Chriftianity, to which fome amends was 
made by Gallus Ccefar i who feemed for the fmall time he continued in Power, 
to be very zealous for Religion, and contributed to the Reformation. This ap¬ 
peared as foon as he was promoted to be Cafar, when lying at Antioch he took 
occafion to rid that place of a very notable piece of Idolatry. There was in the

ThU fame Year a°lfo On^ntm wrote a Refaipt to the People againft Inchanters c «. /. 
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long time after Sixtus Quintus tranllated into the Lateran Pallace, and made 
Chriftian by a Crofs erected on the top thereof. 

106. The Year following being the Two and twentieth of his F.eign, and in 
the Confullhip ofT. Fabius D act anus , and Neratius Ceroalis , he publifned,amongft 
other Conftitutions, another Law againft the feveral forrs of Diviners, and 
Fortune-tellers, whom if they were found in the Court, he luhiscted to Tor¬ 
tures. It is probable that fomething he had fmelt out, concerning Julian, and 
what tricks lie plaid at this time in Gall, where and elfewhere, when ne could 
privately, he gave up himfelf to Magick, a$ we have formerly fhewed our of 
Ammianus , who cannot, though a Pagan, forbear to accufe him of excel, in this 
Particular. From him alfo We may learn, that Cohftantius was about this rime 
much moved againft Idolaters, who ftill continued their Sacrifices, and coni u! red 
Oracles, notwithftanding all his Laws formerly publiflied againft thofe Super- 
ftitions, which carried him out to that Severity, that fuch as fhould but be 
found to wear Amulets about them againft Difeafes, as the Quartan Ague, or 
were feen to wander about the Tombs, he fubjedted to Condemnation. And as 
he bent his endeavours thus to eradicate Pagan Superftitions, fo did he curfe the 
Jews, with whom he would not have Chriftians to Marry, or have Communion. cTZ 
. The Infurrerftion they made in his Seventeen Year was fo provoking, that Galius 
Ccefar , to fupprefs their Rebellion, deftroyed many thoufands of Men, Women, 
and Children, and burnt many of their Towns. In the fame Year died Rabha, 
their great Doftor both in the School called Surana, and the other named Pam- 
lit ana, to whom fucceeded Nachman the Son of IJaac. In the Two and twentieth 
Year of Cmflantius, Hillel the Second, the Son of Judas, began the Computa- % e ,i „ sc „,. 
tion, which the Jews ufe at this day. He built upon the Foundations laid for- t>u 
merly by A/i//e/theFirft, his Progenitor, who died A. D. io. He took this for cmTT’"" 
a Principle, that th^ Vernal vEquinodtial fell out on the Twenty third of March, " 
which was true in the days of Hillel the Firft ; but the cafe was altered in the 
time of the Younger, and the faid Two and twentieth Year of the Emperour 
Conjlantius. 
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Chap. IV. 


From the Reign mid Apoftacy of Julian to the Second Oecumenical 
Council held at Conftantinople. 

The [pace of Twenty Tears wanting five Months. 

i. 'np'He Tares of Arranilm were now grown fo forward and flourilhing 
that there wanted a Winter to check their growth, left they lhould 
choak the Corn, and quite overrun the Lords Husbandry. As Friends, when 
they fall out, give advantage to fuch as leek the ruin of both Nations,and formerly 
allied, being once grown wanton through Profperity, firft quarrel and weaken 
each other, then lye open to Forraign attempts, and in contention for the Fenns, 
and the right of Soveraignty, are made a prey by one that hovers above them 
both, for a fit advantage fo happened it to Chriftians after the death of Confian- 
tius. Flavius Claudius Julianas his Coufin German and Succeffor (though 
Julian the againft his will) having been Educated in the Chriftian Religion, yet from a 
Emperour. Q^ld, we believe Ammianus, was much inclined to Paganifm, and if we cre¬ 
dit himfelf, had for the fpace of Ten years, though privately for fear of Ccnftanti- 
us, yet Really and Cordially additted himfelf to that Superftition, refolving that 
if ever his Stars fo wrought as to make him Matter of the Roman Empire, to recall 
from Exile his banifhed Gods, reftore them their Temples, rebuild their 
Altars, and kindle again thofe Fires which the late zeal of his Prxdeceffors had 
aimoft extinguifhed, without any hopes of refufcitation. But this he thought 
he muft effect by degrees, and ufed fuch arts as in contemplation of thofe means 
which he perceived had formerly been applied unfuccefsfully,were moft proper and 
likely to bring about his defign. 

2. His feverity againft the Eunuchs and other Courtiers of Conflantius, though 
proceeding from private indignation and revenge, yet being joyned with Juftice, 
and meeting with the fame paflions' and interefts in others (who had fmarted un¬ 
der the late grievances,as well as himfelf) procured him applaufe and good efteem. 
He feemed to be fenfible of the injuftice of the Arians, and the hard ufage of 
the Orthodox, whom he reftored to their Countries, Sees, Livings, and Eftates. 
But though at firft he compelled none to his own way, and never lived to ripen 
thofe projects which he had laid as previous to that defign, yet did he take the 
eourfe of all thofe who prudently refolve to turn the ftrong Current of the 
Multitude, firft to difcountenance diffentions, and give an indifferent liberty to 
all, yet fo as to fliew by his pradice, what he himfelf approved, till by fecuring 
himfelf of the main chance, and getting firm poffeffion of the Soveraignty, 
a n aViSnT 5 having once gained the Polls of greateft concernment, and made himfelf Matter 
of all the avenues, he could turn the Engines of Peace, which are the Laws, 
againft thofe who had lately been poffeffed of them,and then at length enjoy,nwhen 
had Obedience within his beck. His indulgence therefore extended as well 
toHrereticks as Orthodox. Some of that fort, as JEtius, and others being in 
Exile To all alike he gave liberty of Confcience, Inhibiting Conftramt and 
Force, which he knew,if it came once to blows, would be firft put upon his 
own Party, when the Chriftians, who filled all places within the Empire, 
fhould betake themfelves to other Weapons befides their ancient Prayers and 
Tears. He commanded the Temples of Idols to be opened, offered himfelf at 
the Sacrifices, and not content with the Devotion and Attendance of an or¬ 
dinary Paean, both took upon him the Office and Title of Pontifex Maximus, 
according to the cuftom of his Heathen Anceftors, ( in which he was Initiated 
with the ordinary Ceremonies,) and was alfo made Pontifie over'the Eleufinia, 
and ordained other inferiour Pontifies which he diftnbuted into the Pro¬ 
vinces. 


5. In 
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5. In complyance with this opportunity, offered the Exiled Bifliops return 
to their own Sees, and amongft the reft Athanajius the great Champion of 
Chrifts Divinity. Some fay he appeared in his Church foon after the Death of 
Manafiui* Conflantius , but Gregory Nazianzen , in the work which he confecrated to his 
*“w«^°upon praife, faith, he returned thither after the Death of George, who being both 
the death of hateful to God and Man, came to fuch an end, as his Carriage and Demeanour 
had deferved. For befides what we have formerly faid of his Cruelties, his 
Avarice and Extorfions were great, wherewith he harafed the Alexandrians. 

Epiphanius writes, that hefpoyled many of them of their Patrimonies, that he 
ingroffed to himfelf the trade of Nitre, and of the Salt-pits, procured the Mo¬ 
nopile of Paper, and making a gain out of the vileft forts of Materials, brought 
up a new Order of LeSlicarii or Biere-Carriers in the Church, which he reftrain- 
ed to a certain Number to be at his Devotion, fuffering none, but thofe by him¬ 
felf appointed, to be employed in the Burial of the Dead. This was far from any 
care or feeing Chriftians decently Interred, his defign was only his own profit, 
not to fpeak, faith he, of his laft Cruelties. Being depofed in the Council of 
Seleucia , by the Semiarian Fa&ion, he regarded not at all the Cenfure, but re¬ 
turned to Alexandria , where not at all daunted, he fell upon his former Courfes, 
plagueing as well the Gentiles as the Orthodox Chriftians. By thefe means he be¬ 
came fo odious to all Parties and Conditions, that a fit occafion only was want¬ 
ing to difpatch him out of the way, and that at length prefented it felf; about 
which, though there be fome Variation in Writers as to the manner, yet all agree 
in the Subftance. 

4. That the Emperour had given him Licence to Convert the ancient Tem¬ 
ple of Mithras or the Sun , which had layn a long time defolate, into a Chriftian 
Church, is affirmed by Ecclefiaftical Writers* and that great heaps of Slaughter¬ 
ed Bodies which had been offered to that Idol, being found therein, were by 
the Chriftians expofedto publick view, to render the more odious the Irreligion 
and Impiety of tne Gentiles. Hereby grievoufly incenfed, and formerly pro¬ 
voked, by his infolencies having got advantage, and encouraged by the profeffion 
oijulianyhty fell upon him, and flew him in the place. Ammianus tells the Story 
thus, that pafling once by the Goodly Temple, dedicated to the Genius of the 
place,with many People according to theCuftom waiting on him; calling his Eyes 
The man- upon it after a fcornful falhion, how long,faid he,(hall thofe ruines continue unde- 
ner of bis moliflied ? Upon report hereof', the Pagans furioufly inraged, and hearing in ’ 

dwth * the very nick of time, that their Governour was newly dead, they gladly laid 

hold on the opportunity, not quieting themfelves till they had torn a Man fo 
generally hated, into aimoft a thoufand pieces. Ammianus relates, as caufes of 
the Peoples fury, that he had incenfed the Emperour againft them, accufing 
them as lpurning againft his Government, that he was an Informer, and to 
curry favour with the Prince, had buzzed into his credulous Ears, that all Hou- 
fes in the City built by Alexander the Founder at the publick charges, he 
might juftly appropriate to his Exchequer. Some imputed his death to the 
favourers of Athanajius, but it is generally agreed on, that he was killed by 
the Univerfal confent both of Chriftians and Heathens, for the reafons we 
have recited. The Emperour feemed at firft exceedingly incenfed, threatning 
bitter things againft the Murderers, but at length qualifying his paffion, it 
fuffizedhira to chide them by a Letter, * wherein he lays the fault upon all in * A t ui Scer ' 
general, for thofe Caufes before mentioned, thefe take from him the repu- 1 M ' 5 ’ 
tationof a Martyr, feeing it is the Caufe, not the Puniffiment, that maketh 
fuch, and deny him the Title of Saint. Upon which account we cannot 
have fuch hard thoughts of Tradition, as to think him the fame with 
St. George the Englilh Patron. 

5". Athanajius coming to his See, after the removal of George, was received 
with all joy imaginable. The Arians y banilhed from the Congregation, held 
their Conventicles in private Houfes, and Ele&ed Lucius to fucceed in the 
Bifhoprick, which notwithftanding, he went on in his way without impediment 
in the difcharge of his Epifcopal Function. In the mean time Lucifer Bifliop 
of Caralitanum in Sardinia , and Eufebius Bifhop of Verce/lce, a City, as Socrates 
tells us,of Ligurian Italians, being amongft others recalled by theEmperoUrs Edidt, 
confidering how they might recover their Bilhopricks with moft quiet, and 
agreeably with the Canons,refolved that the one fhould go to Antioch, and the other 
to Alexandria, to procure a Council wherein thofe matters might be debated. 

Lucifer fending his Deacon to Alexandria , to fignifie his affent to the Decrees 

Mi of 
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of the Synod departed for Antioch , where he found the State of that Church 
much out of order, a great variance and divifion being in the People, as 
well, as by reafonofthe Heretical opinions of Euzoius zs alfo becaufe the 
Favourers of Meletius and the Orthodox were at odds, thofe looking upon him ^^ 
as Ordained by Arians, though he held not their opinions. Lucifer Ordained 
Paulinas Bilhop of that See. Eufebius arriving at Alexandria, dealt earneftly 
with Athanafms about the fummomng of a Council, to which many Confeffors, 
who had lately dared to Ihew their heads, being fummoned, they Condemned 
A Council the feveral DoErines of Arians, Apollinsirians, and Macedonians. They affirmed 
held at Akx- the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft, as being of one fubftance in the Blelled Trinity, 

* niria - an d that the Son of God at his Incarnation, took not only Humane Fleffi, but 

a reafonable Soul alfo, as the ancient Fathers had delivered. 

6. The Fathers perceiving that there was fome difference of terms betwixt 

the Greek and Latin Churches, in the word Effence, and Subftance, and Hypofla- NazimKt 
fn though they agreed in fubftance by reafon of the feveral proprieties of Speech ; com. M. 
bytheperfwafionof Athanafms,i ubfcribingtothefame thing in fubftance, were 
contented to lay afide thofe words which occafioned the difference, andtoufe 
no other than thofe found in the Scriptures, except in cafe of Errors, for a 
clearer difcerning and judging ofthem. Taking into confideration the Multi- 
plicity of Creeds, they concluded to lay all afide, except that of the iW 
Council rejecting the Confeffion made at Sardica, as well as the reft ; Athana- 
(m being alfo very fenfible what imputations the Arians had laid upon his re¬ 
tirement in thofe times of Perfecution, which they called deferting of his place 
and truft, he took this occafion of clearing himfelf, and recited his Apology for 
his flight into the Wildernefs. But there was an other thing which gave 
greater occafion to this Meeting, and took up the greateft debate occafioned 
by the late Arian Perfecutions. Several through infirmity had fubfcribed, and 
a died againft their Confciences, the Terrors of Exile, and Tortures having 
wrefted fromthema Complyance, which notwithftanding thofe that had made 
refiftance and flood out, fo cenfured them,that they held them unworthy of Com¬ 
munion, as alfo fuch as had any charitable opinion ofthem. This proved 
fucha growing Evil, as flood in need of a fpeedy Remedy, for which Caufe 
many out of all parts, both Afta and Italy,as well as Africa hadrecourfe unto 
this Council. After much debate, wherein fome would have debarred thofe 
• that had fallen from the Sacred Orders ; it was refolved, that fuch as had relapfed 
through infirmity, or mifcarried through ignorance, fliould upon repentance be 
received into Communion, and to their former Places. By this Decree, which 
w r as but conformable to what the Church had practiced in the like Cafes of 
Samofatenus , the Novations , and Donat iff s , the World was refcued out of the 
Taws of the Devil, faith St. Hierome. 

7. The Refolutions and Decrees of the Council, being difperfed amonglt the 
Churches, did much good. But as God works good out of Evil, fo the De¬ 
vil will be fureto work Evil out of Good, and turn that to poyfon, which was 
intended as a Remedy. Eufebius, after the Council was broken up, went to An¬ 
tioch. where finding much difference about the Eleftion of Paulinas^ endeavou¬ 
red to Compofe them to no purpofe,and fo got him home to his own Biihoprick. 

From the State of affairs, he found reafon to diflike of the Ordination of Pauli¬ 
nas, which Lucifer undemanding, took it as a difparagement to his Judgment, 
and growing impatient, refufed to Communicate with Eufebtus. From this In¬ 
dignation lie arofe to that height, as to quarrel with the determinations of the Sy¬ 
nod, and made a Schifmfrom the Church, wherein he died, giving Name to 

of aSea, which continuing to the time of Socrates, were from him called Lucifen- 
1 ' ans. Eufebius, from Antioch paffed through the Eaftern Countrys, ftrengthen- 

ingfuchas were weak in the Faith, and inftrudting them in the Doftrine of the 
Church, whence he travelled into Illy riant, and coming into Italy, in like fort 
he dilligently preached the word of God. Athanaftus in like manner fo managed 
his bufinefs at Alexandria, that the Church proceeded in a very flounfhing 
Condition, till the Arians envying him this Felicity, joyned with the common 
Enemy, and moved Julian againft him, who by this time had fo far fettled his 
bufinefs, and carried on his Defign, as to be almoft ripe for Blood and Slaughters. 

We muft a little obferve his Methods, and trace his Steps ,• for his Polhcies in his 
own judgment were very refined, and fuch as noted his Predeceffors of lndn- 
cretion. 


Ruffin. 9. 
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8. His firft Principle was, that Chriftians were not to be compelled to his Re¬ 
ligion,- concluding with himfelf, that fliould he proceed to Death and Tortures, 
they would, as he had obferved of former Perfecutions, and as he himfelf was 

. >^ T -w°nttaPhrafeit, flye as faft, and as thick to Martyrdom, as Bees to a Hive; 
an d thereby gain both greater Reputation and Acceffion toChriftianity.He thought 

the Chriftians. that thofe whom death could not fright, yet Difgrace and lingring Penury 
might drive to Idolatry. Therefore he barred to them all accels of Honours 
and Imploymenrs, and when he was about to march towards Perfa, took from 
all fuch Souldiersthe Military Girdle, as refufed to Sacrifice to the Pagan 
Deities. He thought Scoffing and Derifion Engines able to batter that Faith, 
which the Swordcoukl not reach, and accordingly made it his bufinefs to flout 
at, and jear both the Chriftian Name and Profeffion, giving Chrift himfelf no 
other Title than that of Galilean , calling the Worffiippers of him Galileans , 
and this he did not only in his ordinary talk, but in his Epiftles and Refcripts, 
and at length commanded by a Law, that no otherwife they fliould be called. 

He thought that if once he could deprive them of their Teachers, their Zeal, 
which thofe continually kept warm, would at length infenfibly cool, and come 
to nothing. This made him take away fuch Stipends,Lands,and publick Sallaries, 
as formerly had been granted by Conftantine and his Sons, to the publick 
Miniftry. And that as well Priefts as People, might, through ignorance, have 
their Spirits abafed, and their Wits without edge ; whereby they might be 
expofed as well to the Contempt, as infinuations of their Enemies, he forbad they 
fliould be inftru&ed in any of the liberal Arts and Sciences. 

9. The Glorious advantages of Chriftian Religion , being ( as an Apoflate ) 
known unto him, he endeavoured to transfer upon his Pagan impiety. Being 
Confciousto himfelf of the Virtues of Chriftians, and how much they adorned 
their holy Profeffion, hepreffed, upon all feds of Philofophers, whom as the 
Champions of his Caufe, he much cheriffied, the advantages of a good Life, 
which was to be anfwerable to their Pretences. To this purpofe he appointed, 
that fome fliould be fet apart to inftrud the People throughout the Towns and 
Villages, and in a familiar way, to reduce the fpeculative part of Philofophy 
into Precepts. The Poor he alfo took care for, that fuch as could not work 
might be relieved, and the Sick not perilh for want of things neceflary to their 
recovery. Reputing thofe means raoft efledual, and as deep and prevalent 
Myfteries for accompliffiing that, in a Calm and Serene manner, which all the 
fury of fo many Ages could not compafs, he added fome little Arts and Tricks 
to cheat the Chriftians, and trappan them into Idolatry. Having removed 
the Crofs, which Conftantine had added to the Labarum or Standard of the Em¬ 
pire, and reduced it to the ancient Pagan Model, he alio added to the Images 
of himfelf, fome Pi&ures of his Gods, as Mars , Mercury , and Serapis , that in 
the Ceremonies paid to his own Majefty the reverence of thofe Idols might be 
included. Such Vidluals as were fold in the Market, he would caufe to be 
polluted by things offered to his Idols, and Springs to be lprinkled with their 
Holy Water. 

10. By thefe Courfes prefuming he could undermine Cbriftianity, he Vi- 
goroufly profecuted the reinforcement of decayed Paganifm. This was both 
by his own example, by opening the Doors of Preferment to Pagans , and 
them alone, and alfo by taking from Chriftian Difcipline fuch Patterns of 
prudential Orders, Rites, and Cuftoms, as he thought might be productive of 
Peace, Security and Eftabliffiment. To this purpofe, he intended to eredt pub¬ 
lick Schools in each City ; in the Temples he would have obferved fuch 
manners of Worlhip, fuch Seats and Benches as the Chriftians ufed, placed one 
above another; reading and explanation of prophane Authors, both in the 
Theoretick and Prattick part, with Alternate Prayers, and Hymns , Aniinad- 
verfions upon Offenders, with penitence and fatisfaftion injoyned. He pur- 
pofedto build Hofpitals, as alfo Monaftaries both for Men and Women, ex¬ 
porting the Pontifices to fet about it at the publick and private charge, as Nice- 
phorus writes, and approving much the way of Letters Commendatory for 
diftreffed Perfons, he took this courfe of tranfmitting them from one Place 
and Country into another. Then did he fpur thofe on, who were ready enough 
torun of.themfelves, to the reftitution of Temples, Sacrifices, and other rites 
of the Gentiles , and herein when many Chriftians, who had been inftru- 
ments in demoliffiing thofe Buildings, which the Laws had ordered to be pulled 
down, were miferably abufed, and Murdered; he not only connived at thofe 

things 
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things, but incouraged them in fuch Outrages. Many alfo, whom their Ze al 
So far tranfported, as to revile him for his Apoftacy, and oppofe his A&ions, he 
commanded to be put to death, and applauded moft horrid Murders and Maffa- 
cres upon this account committed throughout the Empire. Such as refufed to 
Sacrifice, and threw away the Military Girdles, though upon other Pretences, 
he would find fome opportunity or other to difgrace, and even put to death, 
if he perceived they were of Intereft to oppofe his Defigns, and if he could fpare 
them in his Wars. At length when he had fo far brought about his defign, as 
tobefomethingfecure of hisCaufe, the Chriftians continuing ftedfaft to their 
old Principle, of fuffering rather than Rebelling, though they oppofed his Pro¬ 
ceedings now and then, as to particular places and things, and cealed not to tell 
him his own plainly; he purpofed to make away the moft eminent Biffiops, fuch 
as were Fathers of the Church, and Props of the Chriftian Religion. For this 
purpofe, though at the firft he pretended to be a Lover of Union and Peace, now 
he began to cherifii their Differences, and ufe them againft one another. And 
had he returned from the Per fan War with good fuccefs, it was his Refolution for 
that Viftory, to have offered an Holocauft of Galileans to his Gods, and have tied 
Chriftianity to his Triumphal Chariot. 

i x. The effefts of all thefe Arts andMyfteries, was a change of the Scene for 
fo Ihort a time as he play’d his Tragedy, whereby one might behold nothing 
but Sacrifices and Incenfe upon the Stage, which was changed into a Temple, 
the Diadem transformed into a Miter, and the Scepter into aSooth-fayersRodj 
Dumb Devils in feveral lhapes running too and fro, but in great Anxiety, as 
afraid ofthofe, who were now conftrained to ad the Parts of Fools, and forced 
to put on the Vizards of Idiots, that they might afford matter ofTriumph, and 
Infultation. The Prieft wearing a great Beard, and a Stole, whereon were 
wrought Images of Bulls-heads, taking great pains to reftore decay’d Altars, then 
crinmng, and conjuring his obliged Deities to grace him with a verbal Incou- 
ragement, that he might know they were ftill in being, and aflert their right 
aoainft the late Intrufion of thofe miferable Sacrilegious Wretches, whom (the 
Gods approving, and profpering their own Caufe, and Reftitution to their antient 
right, againft which no Proscription could be pleaded,) he doubted not by moft 
likely means, and due methods, to remove quite out of the way, being, as he 
well underftood, a great eye-fore to Apollo , for whom he had furmihedand pre¬ 
pared his Antient and Royal Pallace. Apollo knowing his Rdgn was at an end, 
and a period fet to his Ufurpation, would fain have put him off, as unwilling to 
Ihow his weaknels; and having been Dumb for fo many years, it was grown 
even a trouble to him to fpeak; but unwilling he lhould know the true caufe, and 
thereby difeover his weaknefs, as well as Treafon, he gave him fuch an anfwer, 
as {hewed his Antipathy to the Servants, and Loyal Subjects of his Lord and 
Mafter, whereby he might ftir him up to Perfecute them, and carry on his own 
work, which he was glad to fee done, though more forry to think it would be 
but for a moment. For the Prieft hereat inraged, and many Scuffles enfuing be¬ 
twixt him. his Servants, and thofe whom he termed Varlets, and Sacrilegious, 
when his Choler was up, and he had refolved to renew the ancient Devices of 
his Predeceffors againft them, by adding Violence to his former Stratagems. The 
Lord and Mafter both of Apollo, of him, and all his, did but becken to an Enemy 
ofthe Prieft, whom he had referved behind the Curtain, and he breaks into the 
Houfe of the Prieft, upon which news he retires, lays afide his Miter, and re¬ 
fumes his Diadem. After a little expectation, word was brought that the fport 
was at an end, for the Prieft was {lain; whereupon Apollo gave up all tor lolt, 
yet refolved to play at fmall Games rather than fit out, and promote the diffe¬ 
rences he knew full well to be amongft his Enemies, which profpenty he thought 
would not at all leffen. And fo the Adi abruptly ended. ■ 

i 2 Such if the Gravity of Hiftory permit us to ufe thole Terms andKe- 
fembiances, ’was the Tragedy to which Julian fitted all his Preparations. The 
Religion countenanced, and therefore Rampant was the Pagan Impiety Autho- 
riry D and Laws, trampling upon Chriftianity, and expofing it to the denfion of 
its profefled Enemy. The Emperour, though taking care for Reftitution of all 
iu 15 much Idol-Temples, yet was efpecially concerned for the Temple of Apollo at Daphne, 
7 C T r L d i/of which he knew his Brother, his Uncle, and Coufins had moft defpighted, be- 
caufe of the Oracle, which, although fince the coming of Chrift, the Devil had 
been dumb for the moft part, as appears from many Teftimonies, and elpeciaily 
from that Book of Plutarch, which would fain refolve the queftion why Oracles 
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wereceafed, yet it feeras did fometimes, for the Incouragement of Pagans , give 
them anfwers. For thofe Chriftian Writers which make mention of thofe 
Paflages, tell us, how the Body of Babylas, being removed into the Grave, 
though it drove him not quite away, yet put the Devil to filence, and that feve¬ 
ral reafons were given thereof, amongft which this obtained moft credit, that it 
wasbecaufe no Sacrifices were offered. Julian being now at Antioch , made an 
experiment, offering Sacrifices'^ abundance, but Apollo ftill continued dumb, 0 r f t 
at which the Emperour much difquieted, when he provoked him to anfwer, ate «»<*. 
length had this return, that the Grove was defiled with dead Bodies. There 
needed noExpofition upon this Oracle, Julian knowing that the Body of Babylas 
was hereby meant, which he commanded to be removed. Yet he did not offer 
any Indignity to the Reliques of that Holy Martyr, which the Citizens o f Antioch, 
with great Solemnity, carried back into the City, finging Pfalms in the way, and 
this Verfe amongft others, Confounded be all they that worjhip carved Images,and that P ', L ?77> 
delight in vain Gods ; whereupon many were laid in hold,and fome were tortured. 

i Sozomen here relates a remarkable Paflage of one Theodor us a young Man, 
whom being fet upon the Rack,, amidft his Torments an Angel comforted, y.& 
allaying his pains, wiping off the Sweat, and refrelhing his Limbs with cool Water. fp) 

He thus ftrengthened and aflifted, fung the faid Verl’e with greater Alacrity, s«r./.j.V 
which invincible Refolution being made known to the Emperour, he confidered, *#■»• 
that if he proceeded in his courfe, he lhould loofe, and the Chriftians gain Re¬ 
putation, and gave order they lhould all be difeharged. The reafon why he was 
the more ready to difmils them, as alio to fuller the Body of Babylas to be re- 
JeS of moved with fuch Honour, might very well be the experience he had had of the 
ftverai Apo- Divine Vengeance upon fome of his own Relations, as Julianus his Uncle, Prefect 
flate9 ' ofthe Eaft, and Falix, Prefed: of his Exchequer, whom being formerly Chrifti¬ 
ans, he had by his example drawn into the Fellowffiip of Apoftacy. Thefe two 
being fent by him to the Dominicum Aureum , as it was called, that fumptuous 
Church built at Antioch by Conftantine , to fetch thence the Treafure; Julianus 
firft caufed Theodoritus a Prieft that kept it, when he refufed to difeover it, to be 
tortured, and when that would not do, to be Beheaded, pilled againft the Holy 
Table, gave Euzoius a box on the Ear, who would havehindred him, and fate 
him down upon the Holy Veilels, whereof Falix viewing their Magnificence, 
faid, Look with what fumptuous Veffels is the Son of Mary ferved! But Ven¬ 
geance prefently feized on them both, Julianus his Members and Bowels putri- 
fying in fuch a fort, that he could thence void any Excrements, which he vomited 
through his Blafphemous Mouth, till he miferably perilhed. Falix fuddenly 
died by Bleeding at the Mouth. And other Apoftates by fudden death began to 
receive the reward of their Impieties. 

14. But when Julian had purged the Grave and Temple of Daphne from all 
Impurities, as he and his God accounted them, by removal of Babylas his Body, 
whether at the Interceffion of the Martyr’s Soul, as fome conceive, or otherwiie, 

The Temple the Temple was better purified by Fire, which the Chriftians ot thofe times 
oijjpih burnt affirmed was fent from Heaven, and confumed the Roof and the Idol to Afhes, 

Julian , though by Tortures he could not get any more out of the Prieft, than 
that it was confumed by that means, yet took this occafion to ftander the Chri¬ 
ftians, Ammianus alio, amongft other opinions ([which we have formerly men¬ 
tioned) delivering this as one, that it was fired by their procurement, yet did 
certain Country-men affirm, that they faw a Thunder-bolt fall from the Air upon 
the Temple. However the Burning of it was much bewailed by all the Pagans , 
and Libanius aSophift of Antioch compofed fome mourning and ridiculous Dit¬ 
ties. Julian more concerned than any, to divert the Joy of thofe he thought 
would triumph over the Ruines, bent his Wits how to plague„the Antiochians, 
by defiling their Fountains, and mixing things facrificed with their Victuals, 
which he practiced at Confiantinople with more fuccefs, for there the Citizens 
abftained from them, but the Inhabitants of Antioch followed the Apofties Rule, 
asking no Queftions for Conlcience fake, which the more nettled the Emperour. 

The Antiochi- Certain it is from all Hands, that Julian both ill treated, and was ill treated by 
-» Libel Juli- t he Antiocbians. He wrote a twitting Libel againft them, called Mijopogon and 
~ Antiochica, becaufe the Chriftians of Antioch jeared him for his Beard, to which 

they made as fawey returns, being a little (which we cannot but take notice of) 
removed from that dutiful demeanour of the ancient Profeffors even to their 
Pagan and Perfecting Princes. Such force hath Prosperity over the Tempers and . 
Conftitutions of the very beft,

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i He laid to their charge in that Libel, that they were wont to curfe him, 
and wifh for another Conjlantine to chaftize his Impiety, that they frequented 
the Tombs of Martyrs to pray to God to deliver them from his Tyranny, and 
followed him with noife and clamours when he went to the Temples. They v , , 
upbraided him with his Religion, faying that X. and K. never hurt the City in 
the leaft, by which two Letters they meant Chrifi and Conjlantine , thofe being ah-JA'tb'k. 
the firft Letters of their Names. This oppofiton'he met with in Chriftians did 
but whet his Courage, and inflame his Paflion to a greater degree of Malice, ‘ ‘ u ' 17 ’ 
Underftandingthat there were fome Churches built at Miletus near the Temple 
of Apollo Didymms, he wrote to the Praefident of Caria, to fee them burnt, and 
levelled with the Ground. Artemius an old Soldier of Conjlantine , being fentfor 
from his Government of /Egypt, and finding the Emperour in Examination of 
fome Priefts of Antioch , for upbraiding him with his Apoftacy and Impiety, was 
h;s Cruelties a * ter var i° us Tortures put to death. He incouraged the Pagans in their revenge, 
yvho to the Chriftians making oppofltion, returned Wounds, Tortures, and Death 
. it felf, in all places. At Afcaton and Gaza the Priefts and Virgins they horribly 
abufed, ripping up their Bellies, which fluffing with Barley, they then caft them 
quick and breathing to the Hogs. At Heliopolis a Town of Phavicia, they pulled 
in pieces Cyril a Deacon, and refrained not from eating his Liver. They were fo 
highly incenfed againft him, becaufe in the Reign of Conjlantine he had deftroyed 
their Images, but Vengeance overtook them, the Teeth and Tongues of thofe 
who did the Fadt rotting away, and the Eyes of fuch as beheld the Spectacle; 

Mark the Bifhop of Arothufa, being for the fame caule fought after to be put to 
Death, firfl removed out of the way, but underftanding that fome of his Friends 
were apprehended for him, returned. He had formerly in the Reign of Conjlan- 
tius , deftroyed a ftately Temple in that place, and now condemned to re-edifie 
it by Julian, refufed. Unfpeakable were the Torments he underwent, being at 
laft befmeared all over with Honey, and hung up to the Wafps, for which Julian 
was noted of Ingratitude, whowasfaved from Deftru&ion by the care of this 
Bifhop, when he and all his were fought for to be deftroyed, fome fay he at 
laft efcaped, and both by his Example and Inftru&ion, converted his Tor¬ 
mentors. Amachius Governour of a City in Phrygia , as a Punifhmenr for break¬ 
ing their Idols, after long and various Tortures, was roafted with a imali Fire. 

Such was the carriage of the Vulgar, backed by the encouragement of the 
Prince. 

> 16. When the Chriftians complained of thofe Outragious Dealings, his Im¬ 
pious anfwer was, that Afflictions rendred them more fit for the Kingdom of 
Heaven, as alfo to fuch as Petitioned him for their Goods which his Officers had 
feized on, under pretence of their having converted the Materials of the demo- 
liflied Temples to their own ufes $ for he executed upon them the old Laws made 
He lays heavy againft Sacrilege. Rendring them uncapable of Offices when he was undertaking 
Sriiu™ “ ^ 1S Ex P ec ' lt ^ on againft the Perfians, the better to furniffi himfelf with Money, 
in uns. j ie f el; p- ncs U p on a jj ag fhould refufe to Sacrifice, which Tax was very 
grievous, as Socrates writes, and duly demanded of Chriftians, not only where 
the Emperour travelled, but alfo in fuch Countries as he came not near. Then 
did the Gentiles , faith he, infult over the Chriftians ; the Philolbphers celebrated 
their frequented Conferences, they folemnized certain deteftable Rites and Cere¬ 
monies: they made flaughter of Infants, fparing no Sex, they ufed their Entrails 
for Sooth-faying, and tailed of their tender Flelh, which horrible Practices were 
both at Athens , Alexandria , and other places. Julian, in the mean time fcoffed 
at Chriftians for their belief, faying, ail their Wifdom lay in the Verb Crede , 
and as the Heathens of old, fo he now derided them for worlhipping CrofTes- 
But he thought he had Hill a notable device, which he kept fecret till times were 
ripe for its accomplilhment. Knowing what bitter Enemies the Jews were to 
Chriftians, which they had lately Ihewn alfo in his time, by burning many of 
their Churches, that by owning and preferring their Worlhip, he might deprefs 
Chriftianity, render invalid our Saviour’s Pracdi&ions, and advance the Trade of 
Sacrificing, to which he himfelf was fo much addifted, he refolved to re-edifie 
the Temple at Jerufalem, which had lain wafte and demolilhed everfince the days 
of Vefpajian. By his commandment the Colt and Charges were awarded out of the 
publick Treafury, and all Neceflaries provided to the Work, which the Jews to 
think of, were raviihed with Joy, and got them, for the Honour thereof Silver 
Jnftruments. 


17. At 
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1.7. At the fame time Cyril Biiliop of the Church, who was lately returned 
from Banifhment, exercifed his Faith in reference to the prediction of Daniel 
the Prophet, confirmed by our Saviour, concerning the defolation of the 
HisFrmtiefs pi ace> which the ev’ent failed not. For, as they were about their work, art 
nXTem' Earthquake happened, and great Balls of Fire iflued out of the Earth, which 
pleat jertljh- drove away, confounded, or deftroyed the Workmen and Overfeers, tore up 
/»• the old Foundations of the Temple, from the very bottom, and is further laid 
to have broken and melted the Tools of the Artificers. Hereby though the Jews 
were conftrained todefift, and confefs the Power of Jefus Chrijl, yet would they 
not forfake their Judaifm ; and notwithllanding the thing was fo notorious, 
that it was acknowledged by theP<ig<j»j,and confeffed by theirHiftorians,of whom 
Ammianus hath related the matters with fome Particulars,yet had it not that effeftj 
as to work any great alteration in behalf of the Chriftians. Many Perfons 
indeed coming from far to behold the Spedacle, went away both convinced, 
and converted; but as it happeneth to fuch as fin with an high hand againft 
know led pe , Julian became the more inragedand refolute. Perceiving that the 
Temple could net be re-edified, hecaufed the Materials to be gathered together, 
and therewith commanded a Theatre to be builr, wherein after his return from 
Terfia, he purpofed to expofe the Chriftians of that Country to Wild Bealls, zs* Li ; . f . 30 ,;' 
* Orojius tells us. 

18. But his own fate prefled him hard on to the Perjian Expedition, which 
before he Profecuted, hepublilhedas was congruous, a Refcript to the People, 
bearing date on the Twlefth of February, from Antioch , againft rhe Violation of . c - 1 -9- 

He forbids Sepulchres, and alfo carrying out dead Bodies tobeEnterred by day-lighc. Here- 1S ' 
the burying-of by he feemeth to ftrike at Chriftians, who, by their too forward Zeal againft all 
the deadby‘ raanner of Paganilh Superftition, defacing what Infcnptions were made to the 
day-Lghtr. Mane ^ w ° re injurous to the memory of the Dead, and drew out a Re- Qvsemm 
feript of this nature, formerly from Conjlantius. The Burial of the dead in the ^ A 
day-time he condemns as ftrikeing the Eyes with an unlucky Prolped, and JZrTL 
making the lookers on unfit for the Service of the Gods, whereas privacy was mo.il ad dels & 
fitter for Mourning, and it being a thing indifferent to the Dead, to be buried^ 
by Night or by Day, and to lhun Oftentation, he thought it fit the Eyes of qM . 
the People ffiould be delivered from fuch Objedts. Hereby he alfo feemeth to »>»*• & dolor 
reprehend no others but the Chriftians, who were wont to accompany their dead 
Friends to the Grave in great Companies, with finging of Pfalms, and that in &dse»:fu»nis

20. Julian e’re he fet forward for Perfia, fent to Delphos, Delus, znd Dodona, rW./ ; 

He confuits to enquire of the Oracles concerning his fuccefs, as of o d hid don 

the Oracles and had fuitable anfwers, if not fo ambiguous, yet as deceitful. Maximus ch 

about the fuc - t he Philofopher, whom he prized above all Men, and as an Oracle little lels# .ad w f« s 
/!»»expedhion. Infallible than the other, pLnifed him the fame, if not greater Matters of**"- 
J which he was fo confident, as ftudymg only to be grateful, he vowed at Ins re¬ 

turn to offer up the Chriftians as Sacrifices to his Gods, to deftroy and toot 
out the whole Party, and place the Images of Venus in their Churches. Think- 
in^ verily, that according to the Pythagonal Metamfychofis, Alexanders Soul 
w“ paffed into his Body, he rejected all Auxiliary fupphes offered from other 
Princes, only to Arfaces King of Armenia, becaufe a Chriftian, he wrote Letters 
(deferibedby Sozomen full of contempt of Confiantius his Praedeceflor, reproach 
of Ar faces, and Blafphemy againft Chrifl , threatnmg, that m cafe he failed to 
attend him with his Forces, the Godwhorn he worfliipped, fliould not be able 
to defend him. In his expedition he fate up late writing Commentaries in imi¬ 
tation of Julius Cxefar , and as St. Hierome tells us, now he Compofcd 
ieven Books againft Chriftian Religion, which were abundantly anfwered by Cy¬ 
ril of Alexandria. Being affrighted with fome Prodigies, he is laid to have 
cut up a Woman to confult her Entrails about his fuccefs, and to have had a cdrmu,. 
familfar Devil, which upon occafion, fent by him into the Weft to bring him 
intelligence, coming to the place where a certain Monk called Pato inhabi¬ 
ted was flopped there, not able to proceed any farther. His Gods indeed, if fo far 
they were permitted, did not ceafe, by ill Omens, to lay his danger before him, 
but nothing could deterr him from profecuting the means of his wretched end, 
wlvch fome Heathens aferibed to the Chriftians, fome Chriftians to an Angel, 
and others to the Enemy, but generally they agree in the incertainty of the 
death. Executioner, of that Divine Vengeance which took him away. So let thine Ene -

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2,2. Into the Throne of Julian was Ele&ed Jovian, by univerfal confent, fay 
froi/raftc* Chriftian writers, though Ammianus, who is very partial in behalf of Julian, 

Jeds. makes his Ele&ion difficult , and attributes thofe difficulties and hard 
conditions, with which he was con ftrained to purchafe Peace, to his weaknds, 
whereas all indifferent Perfons muft neceflarily aferibe them to the temerity <>f 
his Prtedeceflor. Being a Tribune, when Julian cafliiered all Chriftians, he 
willingly quitted the Military Girdle; but for his Abilities he took him into 
Service again, and when he was now Elefted, he refufed the Purple, crying 
out he was a Chriftian, and would not command a Pagan Army, at which tiie 
Souldiers cryed out that they alfo were Chriftians. According to this begin¬ 
ning he proceeded fo far as his fmall time would permit, revoking w hat ev er 
had been done by Julian, againft Chriftian Religion, reftoring all the Profeffors 
thereof to their ancient Priviledges, and opening all ways for the bamlhed 
Bilhops to return! to their own Sees. Amongft thofe raoft eminent, w as great A- 
thanafius, againft whom, as we formerly faid, the Arians and Pagans Complied, 
and moved Julian againft him. Julian therefore lets him know, that be.ng 
baniflied, he had not only returned to Alexandria which u'as lawful, but had 
poffefled himfelf of his Church and Government without his Warrant, which f S<>ei.je i 
' he ought not to have done ; but this was not the matter, there was another T ' :nd 1 4 c- 
thing which galled the Emperour, and that was the ConverfionoffeveralFami- wmls*. 
lies, and amongft the reft fome PaganPriefts to Chrifhamty. Julian therefore 1; ‘ 
is refolved to rid the World of him, which though at firll it did not appear, 
yet Atbanaftus expecting the worft, and no good from Apologies, revived to 
quit Alexandria, and that in an open way, that his Friends might not fareworle 
for being thought to conceal him. The Conjurers and Magicians rejoyced 
exceedingly at his departure, confefling their Arts failed them when he was 
refident j but the good Chriftians lamented the departure of their Paftor, 
to whom he anfwered, be of good Courage my Brethren , it ^ is but a jmall 
Cloud that will quickly pafs over , and fo lie took Boat for the Wdder- 
nefs. 

2j. He had not been long upon the Water, when the Governour undemand¬ 
ing he was gone, took Boat with an Executioner to follow, and diipatch him, 
being afraid to put him to death in Alexandria , the place where he was fo ex¬ 
ceedingly beloved. Of this he had timely notice from his Friends, upon which 
Meffage, thofe in the Boat defired him to Land, and make his efcape into the 
Wildernefs ; but he took a contrary courfe, refolving to turn back again, and there¬ 
by deceive him, from whom he could hardly fly; which being done, they pre- 
fently met the Purfuers, who little fufpe&ing who was there, demanded only if 
they faw Athanajius , they anfwered they faw him a little above upon the 
River, whereupon the Governour purlued with jail the Sails and Oars he could 
make, and Athanafius efcaped thither, where he hid himfelf, and lay fecure 
all the while the ffiort ftorm continued. The Alexandrians afterward laboured 
to mediate in his behalf to Julian, who being refolved upon other courles 
how, beficfes thofe of meer Policy, returned nothing but Rebukes and Blafphe- 
ijiies to all Complaints, anfwering, that their Religion teacheth them to iuffer 
patiently. But he being gone to his own place, the Cloud paffed over, and 
r«^V he Skies clear, Athanafius returned the third time out of Banilhment, be- 
ba^ftmenh ing met with acclamations and other expreflions of infinite joy by the Multi¬ 
tude. 

24. Now all flock to adore the newly rifen Sun, and, as the Cuftom is, all 
Sedls and Factions labour to ingratiate themfelves, and if they cannot make him 
wholly their 6wn, yet render him favourable to their Party. The Arians ftickled 
hard, but the Semiarians or Macedonians got before them, meeting the Emperour 
in'his ^ return (torn Perfia, to whom, when they complained of the Acacians, or 
rigid fort of Arians, the Emperbur'rejefted them, faying, he was for Peace, and 
an Enemy, to Contention. Acacius himfelf perceiving how Matters flood, and 
that the Empire was devolved upon a Perfon who encouraged Athanafius, and 
had fent to him to draw up a'Creed or Form of Faith, which he aflembling his 
Suffragan Biflibps,did as he was enjoyned, according to the Nicene Rule, wasre- 
folved not to make tryal of that condition to which he had been the Author of 
bringing many Orthodox Bifliops. Fearing Banilhment or the dilpleafure of fhe 
Prince, who yet declared he would force none, he brought feveral of his Fol¬ 
lowers to Antioch, where joyning with Meletius , they held a Council, arid there¬ 
in, as faith Socrates, acknowledged the Faith of one Subftance, arid ratified the 
N 2 Nicehe 
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Kicene Creed : vet, as appeareth from St. Hierome, rejected the word \ Homoafios 
or of the fame Subftance with the Father, as alfo Ammceos or °^ a d ^ r ^ S ^' 
flan -e and chofe the word Hcmoioufios , as a mean betwixt both, as afierting the 
Son neitherofdie fame, nor ofdiverfe, but of like Subftance with the Father, 
and {o hereinclofing with the Sem^s. Their Fa th they fent in a Supphca- 
tory Letter to the Emperour, whole anfwer was, that he was for Peace, and 
fliould countenance and efteem fuch as were of that Principle and Opinion, for 
which Tbemiftius the Philofopher, in the Oration intituled Conful, and made in 
his Commendation, extolled him to the Skies, becaufe that in granting every 
Man his Liberty, he flopped the Mouths, ashefaid, ofParafites and Sycophants, 
which kind ofVlen (fuch as was Acacias') worlhip not the King of Heaven, 
but the Earthly Crown and Scepter, much like to Ear,pas, fometimes carried 

this way, an^fometi®. of Antioc j } (ofhis own Fadion,) and other Arians, 
little obferved thofe Rules, who remembring their old Trade, endeavoured to 
brine Atbanafias into an evil opinion of the Emperour, laying to his charge 
heavy Crimes, which the Emperour little regarded, yet either fent for by him, 
or ol his own accord, (both which are written) he came to Court and fully fo- 
tisfied him. Though the Emperour was for Peace and Liberty amongft Chri- 
flians yet made he a diftinftion betwixt them and Pagans , commandingthe Idol 
Groves and Temples to be (hut up, whereat the Ethnicks wandered abroad and 
hidTemfelves, a P ndfuch as wore the Pallium or Philofophtcal Habit laid it afide, 
andputontheufualand common Attire; the Bloody and deteftabie Sacrifices, 
wheFeTn they had taken their fill, during the Reign of Julian, were alfo taken 
away 4 nd yet though he was very cordial for Chriftiamty, and abhorred the 
RehSon'of Pagans, ylt did he favour Maximus and Prifcus the Philofophers, who 
had been of Council with Julian, and were the great Enemies of his Faith, for 
which as alfo for his intention to adorn Julian s Sepulchre at fome who 

jtviiin dies. 1 in ’ t0 the Secrets of God Almighty, think him taken away fo fhortly after 
bvVuJden death.

tunitv of Pretext at us a Pro-Conful, and a vehement defender of Pagan ijm they 
tun ‘ r > rVlfS utirl, than abrogated it, as Zozimus writes. For the Pagans 
might 'take it the worie, becaufe Valentinian in the beginning of his Reign, diad c.n.1.9. 

publiflied an Edidt, whereby he granted liberty of Coniciencel^chriftians aspro- c - TkLUt 
fned he is much commended by Ammianus. But fuch learned Chriftians as pro 
feffinpthe Sciences had been inhibited by Julian, they reftored to their antient 
Liberty and Priviledge, by a Law enaefted for that very purpofe. Notwithftand- 
incr they were both Chriftians, there was great difference as to the * *fith. J™*

by Procopius the Tyrant. It feems that however thefe Semum ftjjj

Socrates thought was a reafon why fo many of the Macedonian Seft injudag 
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continued at LampJ'acus. But their Decrees they fend abroad to Bifiiops of their 
own Confeffion, and certain Legats to the Weftern Bifiiops, who in their Names 
fubferibe to the Nicene Faith, and the Claufe of one Subftance. The Letter di- 
reifted to Liberius Bifliop of Rome, Socrates hath exemplified, as alfo his,in return 
to the Eaftern Bifiiops, congratulating with them, that thofe who had formerly 
been drawn afide at Ariminum, and elfewhere, had now acknowledged the Truth, 
and made Reparation to the Honour of the Son of God. Thus was he impofed ‘ '■ «• 
on, by the cunning efpecially of Euftathius Bifliop of Sebaftia , one who had been 
often depofed, and very skillful in fuch Arts as were conducing to make advan¬ 
tage of times and Perfons, which he alfo did of this Letter. It feems that Ltbe- 
rius alfo had not let flip the opportunity afforded him under the time of Julian, of 
openly declaring againftthe Arians, which had reconciled him to his Flock, and 

obliterated the Memory of what he had done Eight Years before, 

28. In this fame year which was the Second of their Reign, of Chrift the $6y. 
they themfelves being Confuls, the Emperours made many Conftitutions of R.eh- f

Aitutions of theLords-day be convened before the Officers of the Exchequer, m Profecution * ««»■ 
now of what Conftantine had formerly Decreed concerning the obfervation of this day. 

Lie. A third (0 againft Magical Arts. Another whereby was forbidden the Con-Jg. 
demnation of Chriftians to the Gladiators, which Cuftom formerly abolifhed, 
had been revived bv Julian. By a Fifth they increafed the Authority and Jurif- 
di&ion of Bifiiops' formerly conferred on them by Conftantine, and added to their 
Antient and Primitive Power. For when Perfecutions ceafcd, and Chnftian Re¬ 
ligion came once to be incouraged by the Prince, Bifiiops were conftraincd to 
» ered Tribunals, which were much frequented, becaufe as Temporal Commodi¬ 
ties fo Suits did increafe. The Judgment, though it was not juft the former in 
regard of the Form, many things being determined by the opinion of the Church, 
yet was it as * one obferves, of the fame fincerity. Whereupon Conftantine fee- *AmUr.Hip. 
mg how profitable it was to determine Caufes, and that by the Authority of Re- conc.T.u.i . 4 . 
ligion, which was moft dear to the ProfefTors thereof, captious Adions were dif- 
covered, which the Judges could not penetrate, made a Law that there fliould 
lye no Appeal from the Sentences of Bifiiops, which Ihould be executed by the 
Similar Judges: And if in a Caufe depending before a Similar Tribunal in any 
State thereof, either of the Parties, though the other contradid, ffiall demand the 
Epifcopal Judgment, the Caufe lhall be immediately remitted unto him. Here 
the Tribunal of the Bifliop began to be a common Pleading place, having Execu¬ 
tion, by the Miniftery of the Magiftrate, and to gain the name of Epifcopal Junf- 
didion, Epifcopal Audience, and fuch like. Now the Emperours Valentinian LacMEtf. 
and Valent, did much increafe their Power, giving Bifiiops the care over all the 
Prizes of vendible things, and Authority to over-rule the Sellers in their Sale. 

How this their Power was either increafed or diminilhed we fliall fee hereafter. 

29. But perceiving what influence the Reputation ol a Monaftical Life had at 
this time into the Affairs of the State, they command fuch Perfons to be fought 
for, and pulled out their lurking places, as had deferred Civil Offices , and be¬ 
taken themfelves into the Wildernefs. And (what feems of greateft importance 
as to the State of Religion of this prefent time) though the neceffities of Affairs 
had conftrained them to tolerate a Liberty, yet left Chriftians might be con- 
ftrained to defile themfelves with the Pagan Superftitions, they took care, that 
they fliould not be fet to the Cuftody of Idol Temples by a Conftitution direded c.7». /A 
to Symmaclm Prcefeft of the City, and dated on the Seventeenth of November, 
in thefe words, Whatever Judge or Apparitor (ball appoint men of the Chriftian f eu Apparitor 
Religion to the Cuftody of Temples, let him know that neither his Life nor Fortunes £ 

(ball be fpared. By which Law the JEditui or ordinary Keepers of Temples Tninem Chr if: i- 
cannot be underftood, who anciently of courfe were appointed to watch the ay 
Treafures, Images, Furniture, and other things Sacred to fuch Employments, Iff jiff) ‘ 
from Thieves and Robbers; for fuch were not appointed by Magiftrates, but nm 
either by lot and defignment out of the number of Priefts, or by the Teftaments, 
or appointment of the Founders. But extraordinary Keepers feem here to be D f M j d „ >t . 
meant, extraordinarily appointed by Judges and Magiftrates, to prekrve thofe /«*/». & 
Temples from Force and Violence. For it may well be fuppoied, that Chriftians, 
who were fo ill treated during the Reign of Julian, and fuflered infinite Indigni- Qotbifrti di 
ties, offered both to their Religion and themfelves, perceiving many lately 
ereded in his time, perhaps out of the Spoils of Churches, and vexed moreover J Go .,. [:bu . cm .

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by Toleration granted to their Perfecutors, and fomething altered in their Tem¬ 
pers from the patience of their Prazdeceflors, would hardly hold oft their Hands 
from executing their Indignation and Spleen againft the Pagan Rites and Tem¬ 
ples, and that within the Prazfeftffiip of Rome, holden at this time by Symma- 

dH %. Hereupon grievous Complaints being made by Pagans to the Magiftrates, 
they Tt is very probable) appointed their Officials Apparitors or Serjeants, to 
prefs Men to watch and guard the Temples, being very many, if not moft of 
them both now, and long time after of that Religion, fuch as this Symmachus 
himfelf was. Now they, though' they had Officers enough of their own (tor 
Cities efpecially) or had the Power of preffing fufficient numbers, yet out of % 

Envy and Revenge, they would puniffi Chriftians by the Prefervation of what 
they fo defired to deftroy, and forced them to this Employment, wherein their 
Eyes, Ears, Nofes, and all their Sences could not but be contaminated, vexed, 
and provoked by their Sacrifices, Incenfe, Prayers, and other Rites, their Com¬ 
plaints making Melody to the Pagans , who thereby had opportunity to infult. 

How grievous to a Chriltian thofe abominable Rites were, Valent in tan himfelf ^ 
was very fenfiblc, who having, when an Officer about the Perfon of Julian, ^ 
waited on him to a Temple, was fprinkled by the Prieft with their Holy Lu- 
firal Water, which he received with fuch Indignation, as he returned the af¬ 
front with blows. Being fenfible therefore of the Indignity hereby both in¬ 
tended and offered to Chriftian Religion, he forbad the thing by this fevere 
Edifft, at the Suit and Petition of Uberius Bifliop of Rome , or tome of that 
City where this intollerable Servitude was impofed. Therefore was this Con- 
ftitution direfted to Symmachus now Prazfeft there, as alto that we nave even 
now hinted againft the Condemnation of Chriftians to the (port of Gladia¬ 
tors, which fport as yet could not be removed; but feeing the Pagans 
were fo tenacious of it, he would not have them double their pkafure by : 
fuch objefts. But as all Chriftians were not free from Crimes, to did he 
not exempt them from all Punilliments, but only fuch as were opprobious 
to their Profeffion. They were therefore lyable to that of the Bakers, a 
Body of Malefadors ferving the City in that Imployment mforced alto by 
another Refcript of this fame Emperour, to the laid Symmachus , which 
feems with thofe other two to have made one entire Conftitution, in 
which we have longer infifted, to make out the State and Condition of the 

U Z S : Valens being to undertake the Expedition againft Procopius , thought fit to 
be Baptized, and received that Sacrament from the hands of Euzoius the Arian 
Bifliop of Conftantinople, commended to him by his Wife, to whom he fwore to 
defend that Hazrefie to the utmoft. Not long after he called a Synod at Singe- 
tlimm a City of Pannonia , wherein it was accounted Sufficient to allert the 
Sons Ltkenefs to the Father.

St. Augufline teftifies in his Writings alto againft Parmenianus. During thofe 

ftirs in Afrrick , Italy was ftilldifqu letted by the Schifms in the Roman Church, 

though Pratextatus the Prcefeft of Rome, and an Heathen, ufed all means poffi- AmimiUj. 

bleto compound the differences, amongft which was banilhment of tome of

id. This was much about the fame time that Valentihian the Emperour, having 
difpatchcd the War againft the Allmans , came to Milan, where granting out 
a Refcript in behalf of Auxentius Biffiop of that City, a notable Arian ; the 
zeal of Hilarius Bifliop of Ewfiter/, was much flirred up to undeceive the Prince 
as to bis apprehenfions of him, and therefore came and accufed him ofBlafphe- 
my, whereupon a time was appointed tor them to be heard, by two certain 
Commiffioners, aflifted by tome Biffiops. Auxentius fo worded it in this 
Ailembly, by condemning the Perfon of Anus, and colouring his profeffion, 
that he went away with the credit, and Hilary was efteemed as an envious 
Perfon, a flanderer, and tower of difeord, who dyed not long after, haying 
given an account of the conference, in an Epiftle. direfted to all Catholicks, 
that they rtiight fliun the Communion of the faid Auxentius. Hilary dyed 
at his own See at Poittiers, and became fo famous for his writings, and 
adherings to the Orthodox Faith, that he hath obtained the Reputation of a 
Saint, having a Church in the upper part of the City confecrated to his me¬ 
mory, wherein they IhewaRoom appointed to the keeping of a certain Trunk mam 
of a Tree made hollow, they fay by his Bile or Choler, called the Cradle of St. Hi, 
lary , into which they put Mad-men, and think that by virtue thereof they re- 
cover their Senfes. Hereupon fuch as upbraid one another with madnefs, bid so . ; 
them to be gone to St. Hilary’s Cradle, though they tell fuch like ftories alto at 
St. Tubery another Towno'f France, in the Province of Narboune. In the great 
Church alto of Poittiers, dedicated to St. Peter, and founded by our Henry the 
Second, they ffiow part of that Apoftles Beard, which they fay was brought 
thither from Rome by St. Hilary, it his return from a Council held there againft 
the Arians. 

2<t. The warning which Hilary had given concerning Auxentius, leems_ to 
have had this effeft, that tome Councils were called, wherein he, and others of hts 
Complices, were condemned, yet he kept his Biffioprick till he refigned his life 
and it together. Much about the fame time that Hilary dyed, Eufebtus Biffiop of 
Ccefarea in Cappadocia left this life, into whofe place was brought Baftl with much 
adoe, who forefeeing what would follow, had withdrawn himfeii out orthe way, m,-, ,« C m 
but was elefted notwithftanding, by the procurement efpecially o\ Gregory Nazi- Brfi&Epr.i 
anzen. His Brother Gregory was about the fame time Ordained Biffiop of Nyfla, 2i - 
a City of the fame Country , who is gently blamed by Nazianzen tor giving 
his mind to the ftudy of Rhetorick, rather more than became a Clmman Man. 

But they were fcarcely warm in their Sees, when they forced to difllodge by

76. Into his place the Orthodox party Ele&ed Evagnus, a Man of their own 
opinion, who having been called out of Exile by Jovian, at that time re¬ 
mained in fecret at Constantinople, to. affift and confirm fuch as were of the 
Faith of one (ubSlance. But the Arians made choice of Demophtlus, whereupon 
arofe fuch Cornells and Diforders, that Valent then lying at Nicomedia , feu- 
•ing worfe, fent great numbers of armed Men into the City, and drove Eva- 
grlus into banilhment. The Arians grown mfolent at this fuccefs, and as 
knowing whom they had to back them, heap all pjbkck affronts and injuries 
upon their Adverfaries, who thereupon betake themfelves to the Emperour for 
redrefs, fending Eighty of the Prieftly rank to Uicomedia, amongft whom 
Vrhanus, Theodorus and Menedemus were moft eminent. When they had open¬ 
ed their grids, though he concealed much of his difpleafure, yet he was lo in- 
raged as fo give order to Modeflus an Officer to apprehend, and put them to 
death, which order he executed in fo ftrange a manner, as Socraites th ought 

His cruelty | ie was obliged to leave a defcription of it to Pofterity’ : Modeftus fed nog to 
Execute them publickly, made them believe they ffiould be bunted, andfor 
that purpofe got them into a Ship, and thereby to be conveyeu mto Fora-gn 
Countries; but gave in charge to the Seamen that as foon as caey came upon mdtSKr:i 
the Main, they lhould fire the Veffel and there leave them ; they obe> ed tueir *, 3 . 
orders to the full, for after they were come into the Aflacen u ea, thej con¬ 
veyed themfelves into a Boat, and fet fire to the Ship, which was driven by a 
ftrom* Eallern Gale into the Haven called Dacidazus, where, togemcr with 
her Fraight, llie burnt down to the Water.

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^ The Orthodox Chriftians in thofe times of Perfection not knowing 

well where with fafety to meet together to ferve God, repaired to the 
Church of St. Thomas the Apoftle, at Edeffa in Mefopotamia, in great numbers, 
which being underftood by Valent, who in his Journey to Antioch, went to fee 
that (lately Fabrick, he gave the Governour a blow with his Fid, becaufe he had 
not fcattered thofe Conventicles, according to his former injunctions : He 
notwithftanding fo publick an affront, gave notice to thofe Chriftians of the Em- 
perours pleafure, as unwilling to put them all to death, but they neverthelefs 
would not give over their meetings, which continued as full and frequent as 
formerly. Hereupon with a fufficient power of armed Men he marches down 
to execute his Orders upon fuch as he found in the Temple, and m his way 
meets a poor Woman, which having her young Son in her hand, halted thither, 

Deiignsa Maf- and unwilling to be put out of her way,thruft her felf into the midft of the tanks . 
ficrc * to march along with them ; he beginneth to ask her questions, to tax her folly, 
and expoftulate with her, for her ralh thrufting her felt into moll certain 
deftrudion.ffie plainly tells him,(he was going where the People ot God were met, 
and was fo tar from being deterred with his threats, that Ihe faid Ihe made 
what halle flie could, left Ihe ffiould come to late, and fail of ferving God by 
Martyrdom; he then demanded of her, wherefore Ihe earned with her the 
little Child, to which (he reply ed, that he might alfo meet with the fame 
meafure. and receive the like reward. Hereatas way laid, this Officer repairs 
to the Emperour, and telling the (lory, lays before him the refolution of the 
whole company, and the infamy to which he woula expofe his Reign by 
fuch a Mafiacre. Hereupon he defifts, having fo far already proceeded in 
rhofe Cruelties, that fome Rivers blulhedat the Bloody Maflkre ot Innocents, 
receiving a crimfon tindure from their (lain Bodies. 

70. The Ed id concerning the Banilhment of Biffiops, who had been 
Exiled formerly by Conjiantius, it may well be fuppofed fell as foul upon 
Athanafiut as any. This Ed id being backt with threats of fevere proceedings 
againft fuch Officers as lhould fail to execute what was enjoyned, the Pnefed 
of JEiypt lets Athanafius know what he was to exped, and prepare for it 
accordingly. The Alexandrians aware of the ftorm, had refolved to fecure 
himfromit, if poffible, and fend word back to the Governour, that Athanafiut 
was not comprized in the Edid; for though he was bamffied by Confiantine, 
yet had Conftantius reftored him, and he had been driven into Exile by 
Julian, flittering rather more than any other Biffiop by his dired com¬ 
mand, from which he had alfo been reftored by Jovian. When this would 
not fatisfie, they plainly ftgnified their refolutions toproted him by force, 
which fo moved the Governour, that fearing a revolt, he demurred, and pro- 
mifed all fecurity to Athanafius, ii\\ he could further underftand the Emperours 
pleafure; but the Biffiop was too much verfed in fuch bufinefs,to be fo lulled a fleep, 

Mmfm for cither difeovering by his own forefight, what would follow, or receiving 
forced to fliifc intelligence from fome private Friend, he was aware of the Governors com- 
torUmCM a B nd amoved himfelf thither, where he was not eafily to be found, the 

Governour coming in a dark and Tempeftuous night, and finding the 
Bird flown, was much difturbed with the difappomtment, and when all Men 
admired where he could lye fo clofe, they varioufly difeourfed of the matter; 
his Enemies faid, as formerly upon fuch occafions, that he was a Conjurer 
and dealt with the Devil, fome of his Friends attributed it to Divine Re¬ 
velation,and indifferent Perfons could not but very much apprehend his Sagacity. 

But he lay hid,it’s faid,in his Fathers Monument for fome Months till Eudoxm 
being dead, Valens became more peacably inclined towards the Orthodox Biffiops. 

4 S. The Eaftern Church groaning thus under Perfecunon, could not but 
juftly exped fome affiftanceand comfort from that of the Weft. The Ortho¬ 
dox Biffiops having confulted together, Commiffionate Bafil to write to tueir Ep 

Brethren, requiring their affiftance , efpecially that of te * 

who were nearer the Emperour Valentinian, and of greateft Inter-eft with 
him, who,they defired. might be moved to write to his Brother, and take 
him off from this fevere courfe ; but little good came of it, more than fome 
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comfortable Letters written to thofe under Perfection. The Bilhop of R<7»a?, 
who by reafon of his See, was firft in order, and raoft concerned to ftickle 
in their behalf, meddling little, or rather Aiding thofe complaints, left by 
offending Vdens, he fhould make him his Enemy, and caufe him to Patro¬ 
nize the Plea, and pretence of Vrficinus, who having been banilhed into Gall, 
was now permitted to return into Italy , on condition that he came not. within 
the Suburbkarian Countries ; therefore might Bafilius , as he did, write 
again and again, infomuch that when fome prefled for a fourth Meffage to 
be fent into the Weft, he diffwaded it, bidding them reft contented, and leave 
off their intreaties, for he was proud, and no good was to be expe&ed. 

Bafil had a large fhare of trouble, not only in refped of the Arian Perfe¬ 
ction, but through mifunderftandings of the Orthodox Party, being accufed Ep . IO , 
of feveral Errors, by reafon of the obfcurity or ftrangenefs of fome ex- 
‘ preffions about the three fiibfiftencies of the blefled Trinity , which miftakes he 
cleared fufficiently by feveral Writings, and after his death, his great Friend 
and admirer Gregory Nazianzen wiped off fuch afperfions as lay upon his 
memory, who was alfo of the Party in fome other troubles which he under¬ 
went. 

41. This Gregory was the Son of Gregory Bilhop of Nazianzum in Cappado¬ 
cia, whence he had the Syrname of Nazianzen, being born* after his Father 

was in Orders, and as it feems, after he was made Bifhop of that place, * * ~ 

which was about the Year 325. From which, to the time we now write 
of, intervened Forty five. He had a younger Brother called Cafarius , and ®° v 
a Sifter, alfo younger than himfelf, by Name Gorgonia, of whom, he feems 
a very accomplifhed Perfon, and was very well efteemedat Court : Gregory, lta Pa ~ 
as alfo his Brother, being well feen in Learning already, went in his Youth 
to Athens, at this time the moft flourifhing Univerfity of the Eaft, where tZ V.lTd, 
he contra&ed a familiarity with Bafil, and had occafion of making fuch vita J k * tiiu 
obfervations upon Julian, who ftudied there alfo at the fame time, as enabled TmH 
him to give him that Character we have formerly mentioned ; at Athens aliii tS". 
he was detained fome time, to read Oratory, but withdrawing himfelf 
thence, he was afterwards invited to Court by Julian , who had taken efpe- 
cial notice of him; but detefting his Apoftacy and Principles, he refuted 
the Attendance, and drew off' his Brother from the fame Imployment: Re¬ 
tiring to a folitary life with Bafil, he compofed two Orations againft 
Julian, and being e’re this ordained Prieft,was afterward called home by his Father, 
to aflift him in his Epifcopal Fundion, in which Imployment he continued, 
till Bafil drew him very unwilling into the Epilcopal Rank. For Cappadocia 
being divided into Firjl and Second, as Bafil was Bilhop of the former, his 
See being at Cafarea, fo Authimicuus was of the later, whofe Seat was at Tyana, 
betwixt them happened great Controverfies, about the extent of their Ju¬ 
risdiction, which caufed Bafil to ereCt fome other Bilhopricks within his 
Diocefs, and amongft the reft one at Safima, over which with much adoe 
vvas fet Gregory. But this compofed not the differences, fo that he percei¬ 
ving he Ihould offend, both by the one and the other, Authimicuus being 
refolute and chollerick, he withdrew himfelf again to a folitary life , bnt this 
difpleafing his Father, he obeyed his commands, returning to his afiftance 
as long as the old Man lived. 

42. But we muft return to Athanafius, and take our laft farewel of him, 

who having now finiihed his long and troublefome courfe, was to receive Sur. l.+.t.i 6 . 
his Crown. Vilens wearied with his own Perfections, or rather under- 

ftanding how the Alexandrians were affeded towards their Bilhop, for fear 
Halm fuffers of Commotions fuffered him to return in quiet to his See, and there fpend 
J‘hm*fius to his laft days, which he knew could not be very many. This was two or 
Z 7 rw ' three years which he fpent not only in Affairs of his own Province, but of 
the Catholick Church alfo, affifting by his advice and Council his Fellow 
Bilhops, and contending for the Nicene Faith, where there was occafion. 

His Mafter found him fo doing after he had governed the Church oi Alex¬ 
andria Six and forty Years, and weathered out fo many Sporms of Perfe¬ 
ction under Confiantine , Conffantius, Julian , and Valens , that for Labours and 

Suffering 
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Suffering next after the Apoftles, lie feemeth to difcern the firft place, and 
living in the Memory of Chriftians to all Pofterity hath juftly obtained 
the Syrname of the Great. He was a Pillar, faith Nazianzen, holding forth 
the Myftery of Godlinefs againft Spiritual Wickednefles in high places” meek 
and gentle, feldom angry, for which caufe he was not unacceptable to his 
very Enemies, of a couragious Spirit, efpecially in danger; not ambitious, 
yet of excellent Parts both for Learning and Prudence. • His Perfonage was 
comely, his Countenance Angelical, Affable and Courteous, yet Grave. His 75 ds@-, dy- 
Speech was proper, concife and acute, his delivery pleafing. His Doftrine * tA “" 
came to be accepted of by the Churches, and hisConfeflion of Faith a Rule™** 
to theirs, even to this prefent day. Such was his Sagacity, that by Gods 
Blefling he miraculoufly efcaped all fuch Plots, Devices, and Ginns, as were 
laid for him, which made the Arians fay he was a Conjurer, and foraf- 
much as in the Legend of St. George, we read that he was oppoied by a Con¬ 
jurer of this Name, we may conclude that they corrupted the true Story, 
changing George -the Saint for George the Arian Ufurper, as they dealt with 
who dies, all other forts of Hiftories. The death of Athanafius fell into the Ninth Year of 
Valentinian ; of Rome the 1125. A. D. 372. FI. Modeftus arid PL Arintheus being 
Confuls. 

43. Into the See of Alexandria the Catholick Party elerfted Peter , an an-r 7 

cient Presbyter of that Church. But the Arians produce £i/i;i#f, Whom, for- yiit SoeTi 
b U Lurius C tn merl y the y had chofen to fucceed George t andrefoiving now that they Would £4. *•>*• ' 
j^Lucm an noJ . be d e fea te d, they fend, and give an account to Valens, both of Atbanajiks t?*. 

his death, and what had enfuea, who fully complying with them, appoints 1 ‘ 3 

Euzoius the Bifhop of Antioch, being affifted by a great Officer ( fome name 
Magnus the Quoeftor, others Padadius Praffed of the Province, and a Pagan ,) 
to fee Lucius poffeffed of the Chair. Accordingly they either Imprifon or 
drive away Peter , who perceiving no good Was to be'done,' r |Tome fay he 
efcaped out of Prifon) got himfelf to Rome, and by his Epiltles gave account 
to the World, of the moft horrid Outrages committed by the- ; Arians, by 
Killing, Imprifoning, and Banifhirig the Orthodox, noSex, Age, nor Condi¬ 
tion being fpared. Therefore the Arians being few in number, yet backed 
by the Emperours Authority (who by an Edict commanded all fuch as hold 
the Claufe of one Sub/lance to be expelled ) got Pofleflion of ail the Churches 

of Alexandria. Then were Religious Houles in the Defert fpoiled and bea- 5tcr f< 

ten down to the Ground, thofe who inhabited them making no refiftance, 
and being flaughtered by the Soldiers in fo Savage a manner, as cannot well be 
exprefled. 

44. So fad a change was made in the Eaft, from St. Athanafius to Lucius. 

But in the fecond year after happened fo happy a one in the Weft, as made ditrmymsn 
a great Compenfation to the Church, for her lofs of fo excellent a Paftor. c n ”' 
st. Hillary Auxentius the Arian Bilhop of Milan, whom St. Hillary had in vain laboured r,t« Ambnfti 

Afttof dies. t0 remove, Was now taken away by death, and great endeavours were ufed Thttdmt.ster. 

by both Parties for the choice of fuch a Man to liicceed him, as might ferve a “‘ 
their Defigns and Interefts. Valentinian obferving his rule not to rheddle with 
Church Matters, had called to him the Bilhops, and given them free Power 

to chufe whom they fhould think fit; but fuch a Tumult happened in the 

Church, in the heat of Contention, the People having a fhare in the Election, 
that Ambrofe Governour of that Province, then in Town, fearing. Ibme great 
Inconvenience would follow,, came to appeafe it. Having admomlhed them 
calmly to go to work about fo ferious a bufinefs, it came to pafs that he 
himfelf was named to be Bilhop, which he heard with mUch trouble, excufed 
himfelf from the urtfitnefs as well of his Perfon, as Abilities; being but a Ca- 
techumenifi , whereas it was flat contrary to the Cannon of the Nicene 
Council, for fuch to be ordained. When no excufes would ferve his turn-, 
the Multitude beiiag violently inclined towards him, 'he withdrew himfelf; 
but the Matter being referred to the Emperour, he acknowledged a particular Pro¬ 
vidence in the cafe, and forafmuch as it was contrary to the Laws, tor any in Pu- c Th de £ ^ 
blick Imployments of the State, to be received into Orders, he riioft willingly & citric,siifi. 
granted a Difpenfatiotii . 

O 2 4f. Ambrofe 
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45'. Ambrofe in the mean time having made his efcape from thofe whom 
the People had fet to watch him; but upon notice of the Emperours plea- 
fure, was brought forth, and then apprehending it his duty to iubmit to fo 
it fucceded f t a n ^[ a providence, was Baptized on the laft day of November , and confe- 
by Ambn.i. c ° ted on ^ s event h of December following, both which days fell upon the 
firft Feria. Though this Election was againft exprefs Cannons, yet was there 
much joy amongft all of the Orthodox Party, and Congratulatory Letters 
written too and fro. And fo highly were the Citizens of MiUaine pleafed 
with it, that as * Socrates tells us, being formerly at difcord amongft them- * C . 1S . 
felves , they thenceforth imbraced Peace and Unity. Valentinian it is faid 
acknowledged the goodnefs of God towards him, that he had fuch an Officer 
as was fit to be made a Biffiop 5 but he lived not long to fee the happy 
Fruit of this Ele&ion, dying the year following at Bergutium, as we have 
already defcribed the manner of his death. His humour was not to inter- 
pofe much in Matters of the Church, as to the Government thereof, faying, 

It was not proper for him , being a Lay-Perfon , and it is certain he did not 
meddle enough, fuffering his Brother to ad his pleafure againft the Ortho- 
dox Party, of which yet he feemed to be a Member. But as he was unequally 
Yoaked with his Brother in the Empire, fo with an Arian Wife in his Bed, 
which unlucky Conjunction fo overpowered him, as to intercept and hinder 
that influence which elfe he might have had into the Peace and Tranquilli¬ 
ty of the Church. Though he meddled little himfelf with the Difcipline, 
yet as Emperour he<joyned with his Brother in the enabling of feveral Confti- 
tutions, which being of an Ecclefiaftical Nature, and fo conducing to the know¬ 
ledge of the State of fuch Affairs, we muft add to thofe we have formerly men¬ 
tioned. , 

46. the firft of thefe fufficiently difcovers how unwilling he was to med¬ 
dle with Church Matters in the cafe of Chromatius a certain Bifhop, who being 
condemned in a Synod of Seventy Bilhops from them appealed to the Magi- c . n. /. i0 . 
ftrate. For-fo doing by a Refcript in the Sixth Year of his Reign, he and wl 

his Colleagues impale upon him a pecuniary Muld, _ and take care for pre¬ 
venting the like in time to come. But as he was earneft for maintaining Ec¬ 
clefiaftical Jurifdiftion, finding what eafe it procured to his Government, fo 
was he fenfibie of the forward Zeal of Chriftians, who according to the Na¬ 
ture of Mankind, which is ever prone to one of the Extreams, though they 
could never give enough to the Church, and that Women efpecially a died cn.izo.di 
by that fervent Devotion which, is commonly feen in firft Reformations to Efi/e.&citr. 
His Laws, overrun difcretions, lay open to the covetous defigns of certain Church-men. 

For prevention hereof, in the Seventh year of his Reign, Valentinian and his 
Colleagues make the firft Law of Mortmain , dire&ed to Damafus Biffiop of 
Rome , whereby Ecclefiaftical Perfons, Clerks, or Monks, are inhibited to re¬ 
ceive any Inheritances, Legacies, or other Gifts from Women. ‘Both H'te- 
rome and Ambrofe take efpecial notice of the Caufe, rather than the Edidt 
it felf, falling very foul upon the great and fordid Avarice of many Priefts 
and Monks «of that time, who accounting Gain to be Godlinefs, devoured Win¬ 
dows Houles, and made a prey of filly Women laden with diverfe Lulls. But this 
Law was afterward repealed, and others elfewhere of the fame and larger nature, 
ena&ed according to comportment of times, and the inclination of fuch as were 
poffeffed of Supream Power. _ _ 

47. This fame year by another Refcript, they take care for the Reforma- 
tion and Improvement of the Schools at Rome, wherein they forbid any 
Youths to ftay longer than the Twentieth year of their Age, out of a 
Senfe of the vitioufneis of that City it feems, although the placing of Uni- 
verfities in Capital Towns, contributes much to the breeding of Youth, by 
acquainting it more with the World and Men, and prevents that Rufticity, 
to which Solitary and Monaftical places are more fubjeft. But the Year 
following feveral Conftitutions were made, which ffiows the Temper of Va¬ 
lentinian very indulgent to Pagans , and indeed would make us jealous, that CALui, 
his fuffering the Orthodox to be Perfected, and his not meddling with'"" 1 
Matters of the Church, proceeded from a great indifferency as to all Reli- 

gion, 
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gion, and unwilling to trouble himfelf with things of that nature. For 
whereas Chriftians could not be Stage-players, but upon their Baptifm changed 
that courfe of Life, he fignified his Pleafure to be, that thofe Scenici being 

J niblick Slaves, deftinated to the common Theatre, ffiould not be Baptized be- 
ore the point of Death. By another he conferred upon Priefts of the Gentiles, K “ T ' 
the Honour that was wont to be given to Excomites. But what was of nioft 
Confequence, by another Conftitution they permit to Pagans the ufe of the Am- 
fpicina , provided it were executed without Magick, and give therewith liberty to 
every Man to profefs what Religion he pleafed. Thefe things vehemently Ts- 1 
inculcate a fufpitibn of his lukewarmnels, or ( which is fully as probable) 
declare to us the Conftitution of the times, to have been fuch as infor- 
ced him to flacken the Reins of his Government, Paganijm being yet 
fo common and prevalent as to make fuch a Party for ftrength 
and Intereft, as the Scepter was not in any fair Capacity to cruffi 
it. 

48. For this reafon in Charity we may believe, he fuffered the Altar of j m y r of. z t . ad 
Vitlory ftill to remain in the Capitol , and thereto the Pagan Senators to pay ralmtin. jun. 
their Devotions, for we cannot well imagine he could be ignorant of fuch a 
practice: And permitted the Ethnicks fo far to abufe his Indulgence, as not 
only to ufe the old, but erecft new Altars for freffi Sacrifices, as it appears j r ■ 
they did by feveral Infcriptions. The Year following being the Ninth of ‘ ‘ 
his Reign, he makes a ffiarp Law againft the Manic bees , prohibiting their c.n.i.j.de 
Meetings, firing their Teachers, and confilcating the Houles where they held h * rtt - 
their Conventicles,* whilft his Brother Valens imploys himfelf in furniffiing 
Libraries at Conjlantinople. In that following, by another Law he reftrains p,duslibtr 'aVi- 

the Practice of Rebaptizing, ufed fo much by the Donatifts in Africk. And //>.?.§. 2. 

although leave was given to Pagans to fin againft the Law of Faith, yet 
not againft that of Nature; if as Chriftians the Emperours would not re- 
ftrain them, yet as Princes and as Men. Therefore whereas they affumed cr , 

* the Ancient Barbarous Power of Life and Death over their Children, thinking §; j,' 9 
it a fmall matter to kill their Infants by a Conftitution in the Eleventh of 
Valentinian , that unnatural Cuftom is taken away. As for that Law men¬ 
tioned by Socrates, whereby out of love to Juftina , he fliould give liberty to 
all Perfons to Marry two lawful Wives, it may juftly be fufpe&ed of falfe- 
hood. For by Heathen Writers he is faid to have been very Chaft, that 

JuJiina which Socrates would have a Virgin, had been Wife, as appears 

from 'Lozimus , to Magnentius the Tyrant, and Married to Valentinian after 
the Death of Severa. It was a thing fo contrary to Chriftianity, that Hea¬ 
thens themfclvcs difapproved it. Neither do the Hiftorians of thofe times 
make mention of fuch a Pafiage. Only Socrates who lived long after, and . 
fuch as received it on truft from him. For Valentinian it may be faid that 
he was a Chriftian Emperour, and had been a Confeffor before he reached 
that Dignity. On the other fide it may be believed, that through his 
connivance at his Brothers Adions, the Pagans had far better quarter during 
his Reign, than had the Orthodox Chriftians.themfelves, 

49. At the fame time as Valentinian died, his Brother Valens then at Antioch , 
with greater violence Perfecuted the Orthodox Party, till Themiflius the Phi- soz.i$.c.is. 
iofopher took off the edge of his hatred, by ffiewing him that there were Sttr ' l + e - 17 ’ 
greater and many more Diffentions amongft Pagans , in reference to Religion, 
than amongft Chriftians about Matters of Faith. Yet did he but divert the 
Storm upon the Monks of this time, upon whom he. looked as Fugitives from 
the Commonwealth, and fuch as call off thofe Obligations which nature and 
their Country had laid upon them, to betake themfelves to a courfe of idle- 
nefs. Having formerly laid fuch Burthens upon them again, as Confiantine cM.dcDtcur. 
vaim fevere and Conflantius had taken from oft their ffioulders; by another Refcript he now 
towards Monks commands them to be pulled by the Ears out of their Monafteries, and lifted h . c n 31 ' 
in the Army, or upon refufal to be knocked in the Head, whereupon great cw’ ’ 
Outrages were committed upon this fort of People about this time, and they 
received Letters full of comfort from feveral eminent Ecclefiafticks of this Age, 

Who were generally affe&ed to the Monaftical Life. At the fame time Gra- 
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tian in the Weft ran a contrary courfe, who fucceeding to his Fathers Prin¬ 
ciples, as to Religion, yet, out of a fence it feemeth of his remifnefs in point 
of Difcipline, and too great Indulgence towards the Arians , the Year after his j ^ 
death, forbids their Aflemblies under the notion of Heretical Conventicles, 
and confifcates the places of their Meetings. The fame Year alfo the Three 
Emperours, Gratian , Valentinian , and Vtlens, joyn in a Conftitution for the 
regulating of Ecclefmftical Caufes, ordaining that the letter forts of Faults 
fliould be heard and determined in Diocefan Synods, but greater Crimes by s> 
higher Powers. In the mean while Paganifm rather recovered ftrength than 
otherwife, the Gentiles ereding many Monuments of their Superftition, as to 
the Mother of the Gods , the Great Gods , (Di/ Magni ) and at this f the infinpt. 
Daughter of Gnaeus, which gave name to the Country of Attica) the Em- Orunri t .z%. 
perours conniving at this Pra&ice, as not able to refift that Impiety, 
which had been foftered to fuch a degree of vivacity by Julian, as was 
to be dulled and abated by time, before the Scepter could give it its fatal 

ftr< T 0 k ‘ But Valent, being at length taught fome Moderation by Afflictions, 
having received a great overthrow from his Enemies, which was feconded with Hitron.in 
dreadful Peftilence and Famine, began to be more favourable to the Orthodox cwo^/. 7 
Biihops, recalling them out of Bamlhment, ■ though he did not reftore them ' 
to their Sees. Yet they at Alexandria took heart, and being encouraged by 
the Letters which Peter their Bilhop brought from Damafus Bifhop of Rome , 
they expelled Lucius from the Bifooprick, who got him in all haft to Conflan - 
tinople, and confirmed Peter in his Seat, wherein he fate but a Ihort time, for 
he died not long after, and left his Brother Timothy to fucceed him. This fame 
Year the Emperours, by a Conftitution, exempt all Clerks from Perfonal Im- # 
ployments. And Graft an by another Refcript, reftrains the Donatifts in Africk ' c fl ne %a. 
from their common praftice of Rebaptizing, as alfo the Aflemblies of the Ma- b^t.iur. 
ttichees , amongft whom was Auguftine a young Man of the Age of Three . 
and twenty, of which number the odd Three he had fpent as an Auditor and 
Novice in their Difcipline. He was born, as he himfelf writes, at Tagafie a 
Town of Numidia, in the Nineteenth year of Conjlantius , and the Confulfoip 
of Arbetio and Loflianus, on the Thirteenth of November. His Mother Monica 
being left a Widdow about the Seventeenth year of his Age, a moft Religious Ma¬ 
tron was much afflitfted for him, feeing him run fuch a courfe of Hzrefie and 
loofenefs. And not only by her importunate Prayers and Tears laboured for 
his Converfion; but dealt with fuch as foe thought moft able to convince 
him of his Folly, to reafon him out of the Manichtean^ Errors, and urged 
thereunto a certain Orthodox Bilhop, efpecially, who thinking it not feafon- 
able as yet to incounter him whilft young, hot, and newly entred into 
that courfe, he abounded fo much in his own fence, foe ftill followed 
him weeping and bewailing her Sons condition. With which when the good 
Man was wearied, and could not put her off, he bad her, Go her ways, for it 
could not be , that a Son of thofe Tears could perijh; as we foall fee it came to 

P t. But fuch is the condition of this prefent life, that as one comes upon 
the Stage of the World to a& his part , another palleth oft, having^®-. 
b,/u BHhop done his duty, which was the lot of Baftl, the great Bilhop of Cafarea 
of Ctfirea Cappadocia, who dyed on the firft day of January, and ot the following 
Year -A Man of fuch efteemin his life time, that what ever he did was 
accounted a fufficient and warrantable Pattern, and even fuch paffages as 
in another would have been accounted defe&s, as proceeding from him, 
were taken for no other than perfections; when dead, fo precious was the 
memory of him, that through the great crowd at his Funeral, whilft 
Multitudes flocked to pay him their laft refpeds, many were prefled to 
death His Abftinence and Aufterity of life, were fuch, that he only^ 
fed upon Bread and Salt, and drank nothing but pure Water j contented 
himfelf with one Coat and Gown, and made the ground his Bed he was 
of tall and uppright Stature, dry and lean in his Body, blackift wannilh 
Complexion, had a large Note, a round Forehead, wrinckles in his Face, 

long ceinvutUtm. 
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long Vizaged, had hollow Temples, wore a great Beard, waTforathincr Rr *v 
apd looked thoughtfully ; he is laid to have proscribed Rules of livfoa "to 
Monks, Clerks, and Lay-Perfons : Yet this Afetica afcribed to hiin are 
not to be found amongft the reft of his Works, in the Catalogue of AVj 
anzen And Eujlathius who Inftituted the Monaftical life in Armenia hath 
been by fome efteemed the Author of them ; the Rule alfo goin* under 
his Name, is juftly fufpeded, forafmuch as there is no mention of it in , s,zm ’ 1 
Naztanzen ; and there is another faid alfo to be his, which contains only ‘ 5 ' 
Thirty- five Chapters. ^ln the midft of his Book concerning the Holy 
Ghoft, Erafmus thinks fome things inferred which are no wife like his His 
Epiftle to Cafarea Patricia is alfo fufpeded.

Goths. Y whole Vertues are much fet forth by Gregory Nyffen , in an Anniverfary 
Oration. And this year was the laft alfo of Valens the EmperoUr, whom 
as we may fay, the Goths burning alive after a defeat in Battel, thereby re¬ 
venged upon his Body the injury he had done to their Souls, by feducing 
them from the Orthodox Faith to the Arian Hsrefie. His death broueht 
a newlife and refufcitation of the ancient Heat aid Vigor into the Eaftern 
GW,v,» re-Churches ; which Grattan by a feafonable Law for Reftitutionof all banifoed 
"rdStht Perl ° ns J t ° ^ir proper Places, fo cherifoed, that the Catholick Dodrine be- 
MintheEaft.§ an {P ee d[ly f° flounfo again. Yet fo powerful was the Arian Fadion, that 
he thought it unfeafonable to apply any fudden remedy to that Sore and 
therefore he gave liberty of confluence to all excepting the Euxomians, Pho- 
tmans and Mantchees , the groffer fort ofHsereticks. But that the Catholicks 
might not be overpowered by Fadion or Intereft, and receive the full benefit he SeerJ ’ h :r ~ 
intended them, Theodoret tells us, he fent into the Eaft one Sapores, a , 
Man of great note, who publifoed an Edid at Antioch , and turned the ' 

Arians out of thofe Churches into whichthey had intruded. The Orthodox 
Bifoops incouraged by his prefence, and the favour of Grattan t met together 
at Antioch, where confulting how they might beft improve the opportunity L -*• c - a - 
God had given them for the refufcitation of the true Faith, and profperity of 
the Churches, they firft com pofed differences betwixt Me left us and Patt/inus 
both Bifoops of that Church, ordaining,that the Survivour foould be immediately 
fcized of the Bifooprick upon the others deceafe, without any farther E- 
ledion, to which award they bound by oath Six of the Principal Presbyters 
of the Church, who foeemed moft fit to ftand as Competitors at the next 
Vacancy of the See.

Gesrevived. JJ- Hereby was removed much matter of Scandal, for thecafeof thofe fs-c. x- 
two Perfons had occafioned great Tumults and Seditions. The Friends of 
Meletius, as Socrates writes, would have joyned them together in the Epif- 
copal Fundion j but Paulinus objeded it was againft the Canons, for any 
Ordained Arian Bifoops to execute that Office, and when he would not 
confent, the People endeavoured to effed it by force, making preparations 
for his Inftallment in a certain Church within the Suburbs. This bein- 
done, all the City was in an uproar, and great diffentions continued amonglt 
the People, till this means of reconciliation was found out, wherewith the 
Multitude was fully quieted, only the Favourers of Lucifer , who had Or¬ 
dained Paulinas, wete offended with this Manner of dealing, and took 
hence occafion (to make (faith Socrates ) or rather) to continue Schifm , 
pretending that Meletius being Ordained by Arians, could not pcfflbly be 
admitted to the Government of that See. But the Bifoops having thus 
removed this notorious Eye-fore, appointed certain eminent Bifoops rovifit 
other Churches of the Eaft, and to ConJlantinople was Gregory Nazi anzen 
fcnt, \yhich of all others flood moft need of an able Phyfician. Yet, as it 

happeneth 
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happeneth to thofe, who have to do with fuch difte mpered Perfons, as 
account their Difeafes health ; his kindnefs was returned with - opprobrious 
Language : And as Licurgus of old, when he adted the Phyficianof the State, 
they call Stones at him, all which Indignities he bore with great pity 
and patience, continuing three years in this imployment, wherein he made carm.de viu 
thofe five famous Orations, concerning Theology, which defervedly procured /«*■ 
him the Syrnameof the Divine. 

a difcourfe 54. At this time there was much ado made about the word Hypofiafis, 
fafc which fome underftanding in the fame fence as Subfiance , condemned fuch 
‘ as afferted three Hypoftafes in the Blefied Trinity , as thofe that hold three' 

Gods; and on the contrary thofe, who took the word as it is ufed for Sub- 
fifiance or Perfonality, it condemned fuch as re je died if, as guilty of the Hatrefie 
of Sabellius. Of this fort it, feems was Me let ins, who importuned Hierome 
to confefs the Hypoftafes, but he refufed to comply with him therein, and 
confulted Damafus Bilhop of Rome by Letters. This Perfon whom the 
Church in all Ages fince his time hath, and that defervedly fo much efteem- 
ed, was born at Stridon , a Town of Dalmatia, where his Parents lived in 
good rank. In his Youth he travelled to Rome with Bonofus his Fofter Bro¬ 
ther, a young Man of a very great Fortune, where they became Auditors 
to Donatus , and performed their exercifes in declaming, and otherwife, ac¬ 
cording to the Cuftom. Here when he arrived at ripenefs of Age, he was 
Baptized, and then leaving that courfe of life, which formerly had been In E 
none of the ftri&eft, he betook himfelf to great feverities and laborioufnefs 
in Study : Afterwards he travelled Gall , Pontus , Bithynia , Galatia, Cappa- chn ”‘ aliU ' 
docia, Cilicia, Syria , and Thrace , to improve himfelf by the Converfation 
of learned and Pious Men, and being much taken with the Lives and Rules 
of fuch as profeffed the monaftical life in Syria , he was fo allured by their 
example, that he chofe the Defert of Chalcis , a Province lying betwixt 
the Syrians and Saracens for his abode. Here befides the conftant pra¬ 
ctice of Scleragogy, he followed his book with great diligence, having 
got togather in this place a good Library, through the affiftance of Evagri - 
us, one of his Affociates, a very rich and noble Prieft, afterwards Bilhop 
of Antioch. But that which much Crucified the contentment he re¬ 
ceived from this courfe of life, was the jealoufie and fufpicion, which he 
being a Weft-Country Man, incurred with the Eaftern Monks, and the 
contention which followed about the word Hypofiafis. 

yy Having been formerly, whilft at Rome , acquainted with Damafus the 
Bilhop (with whom he continued as Amanuenfis for fbme time, till he 
was wearied with the vitioufnefs of the place) he confulted him by Let- Vidl fil¬ 
ters, and at length tired with the importunities of Meletius and his Party, 
againft whom, he feemed to patronize Paulinus , he returned unto him to 
Rome , after he had fpent fix or feven Years in that folitary courfe of life. 

Some fay he firft went to hear Gregory Nazianzen at Conftantinople , 
where he fpent three Years, and faw JeruJalem before his return to Rome. 

Nazianzen at the fame time was vifited by another Perfon of great Fame, 
one Maximus of Alexandria , a Chriftian made of a Cynick Philofopher, 
who boafted himfelf born of Martyrs, and had got repute for being ba- 
nilhed for his Faith, into the Defert of Oafis j coming loaded with Fame 
to Confiantinople, he was kindly received by Gregory , who honoured him 
with an Oration, made in his Commendation, of which afterward he chang¬ 
ed the Title as written in praife of Hero his Companion j but in Ihort r«u 
time his defign was difcovered, which was to creep into the See of Con- Contr * Maxi ‘ 
flantinople , for which he had the incouragement of Peter the Alexandrian de ’lit* 
Patriarch ; although he had formerly pretended to favour the caufe of Gre-f«* ut fir* 
gory, who was very much defired by the People. Seven Bilhops by him EMt ' 
fet on, when Gregory lay fick in the Suburbs, ufing the help of fome Alex¬ 
andrian 
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, o»drian Marriners, whom they had hired for their purpofe, privily in the 

Night endeavoured to thruft him into the Epifcopal See j but the Alarm be¬ 
ing given, they were beaten out of the Church by the Multitude; yet no¬ 
thing hereat difmayed, afterward they cut of his Hair, which he wore now 
after the Cynick falhion, ( for neither he, nor Hero, though they were Chrifti- 
ans abandoned their former Habit, and Deportment, as Nazianzen reports 
of them) and Ordained him Bilhop, in the houfe of a Player; which pra¬ 
ctice being abhorred by all, as well Arians, as, others, he was driven out 
of the City : Betaking himfelf to Theodofius, from whom he received no 
incouragement, and being rejected alfo by Peter of Alexandria, he there¬ 
upon fell into difcontent, and the Hterefie of Apollinaris. 

^ 5'6. This fame Year which was the Fifteenth of Grattan , and the Fourth 
MecMu, °* ^alen tint an the Second, was very aufpicious to the Church, in the pro- 
made Empe* mot i°n of Theodofius to the Empire, who mended much what had been 
row. marred by Valens. Socrates writes, that falling into a very dangerous Dif- ( ^ 
eafe at Theffalonka ( in the Second year") he was very defirous of Bap- * 
tifm, for of old he was trained up in Chriftian Religion, and addicted him¬ 
felf wholly to the Faith of one Jubftance. Having fent for Acholius the 
Bilhop of the place, he demanded of him, of what Faith he was, to which 
Acholius anfwered, that the opinion of Arius prevailed ’not throughout 
Illyrium, neither was the new-found invention of his peftilent Brain 
planted in the Churches of that Country, but that all Chriftians through- 
out thofe Coafts retained that ancient Faith, which had been delivered by 
the Apoftles, and continued by the Council of Nice ; which the Emperour 
hearing, willingly received that Sacrament at his hands .• A few days after 
being fomewhat recovered, he went towards Conftantinople , the T wmty 
u baptized, fourth 0 f November, in his firft Confuilhip, and the Fifth of Gratian , where 
in the following Month he reftored to the Catholicks thofe Churches 
which for forty years had been unjuftly detained by the Arians , who in 
vain! fretted at fo great both difgrace and lofs, efpecially of the great 
Church, which by force they were ready to maintain, till overpowered by M ln,Uin'*’ 
a Band of Souldiers, fent by the Emperour. Thus by deeds did he con- c bml 
firm what he had formerly prolefled to the World, having at Theffalonica 
publilhed a Law, wherein Prohibiting and condemning all Hsrefies, he com¬ 
mands all his Subje&s to imbrace that Faith which had by St. Peter the 
' Andi. kind ApolUe been commended to the Romans, and which at prefent Damafus fide cat 
t e mreb. gjf] 10 p 0 f that See, and Peter of Alexandria (both whom he knew as,

opinions) owned and imbraced. At the fame time and place, by another elsE ? i fi-& cl ‘ r ‘ 
Refcript, he difcountenanced all Violators, and breakers of Divine Law. c Thl 
9 And forbids by another, any Criminal Inquifitions to be made in Lent. 4 * 
This fame year alfo thofe Emperours reinforcing the former Chriftian 
€uftom, forbid fuch as were baptized, to be drawn back to the Service of c - m l l * 
the Stage. 

57. The following year was fully as propitious to the Orthodox, wjiere- 
in the Emperours profecuting their Patronage already undertaken 
by another Law, commanded, that in all places their Churches be reftored 
to them, prohibiting the Arians , Phetinians , Eunomians, with other 
Hasreticks, to hold any Aflemblies within the Towns. But Theodofius , who 
was the prime Author and procurer of thofe Laws, that he might not feem 
to carry on all things by force, and the terror of Imperial Authority, 
knowing how the Arians were addi&ed to Councils, and fufficiently un¬ 
derftanding the intereft and uiliverfality the Catholick Faith at this tirflfe 
obtained throughout the World, and not doubting of the good efte&s’of a 
Council, which Ihould be indifferent and free, and not dogged with the 
late force, and partiality of the Arians, he refolved to fubdue them by their 
own Weapons. The Haerefie of the Macedonians who denied the Divinity 
P of 
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of the Holy Ghoft, he efpecially intended to eradicate by this Council, having 
never had any fuch effectual proper Remedy as yet appiyed,perfwading himfelf 
that they were not of fuch obftinate and refractory principles as the Arians. 

And whereas the promotion of Gregory Nazianzen was much ftomached by 
fome forts of Perfons, upon the account of Maximus , Demopbilus, and for 
summons a ot ^ er private refpe&s, he refolved by this Council, which he fummoned to *Rtp„p S «ar.- 
generai Coun- Constantinople , to provide for the filling of that See. Accordingly he fum- u Dama fi

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From the Second Oecumenical Council fummoned by Theodofius 
the Firfi to Conftantinople, to the Third culled by Theodofius 
the Second to the City of Ephefus.

i. npHE Second Oecumenical Council, fummoned by Theodofius the Em- 
J perour to the City of Confiantinople , met together in the Month of 
May, the Fifteenth year of Gratian , the Sixth of Valentinian the Second, the 
Third of theodofius, Emperours, of old Rome the i x 34. of New Rome the 
One and Fiftieth, the Seven and fiftieth after the Aflembling of the Nicene Synod, 
the Firft of the Two hundred and ninetieth Olympiad , the Ninth Indittioit, the 
Four hundred and nineteenth of the /Era Hifpanica , A. D, 381. FI. Siagrius and 
FI. Anuria Eucbarius being Confuls. * 

2. Of thofe which imbraced the Nicene Creed, here met Timothy Bilhop of 
Alexandria , who had fucceeded Peter his Brother, after he had poflefled that sttr.Lsx.i.iat. 
Chair Eight years, (however Socrates faith, he continued but a ihort time,) 

Cyril Bilhop of Jerufa/em , who now after his Recantation addidted himfelf to 
the Faith of One Subftance ; Meletius who had been called hither a while be¬ 
fore to the Enftallment of Gregory Nazianzen , Acholius Bilhop of Thejfa - 
lonica, Gregory NyJJ’en, with others, to the number of One hundred and fifty 
Bilhops. Of the Macedonian Sedt alfo aflembled to the number of Six and 
thirty, whereof the greater part from the Hellefpont , and thofe of molt note 
were Eleufius Bilhop of Cyzicum , and Maxianus of Lampfacus. It being a very

was inconfiderable, (if they adventured to be prefent, who were only va¬

‘ Semiarians , though they had been fummoned by the Emperour, refufed to joyn 
who together with the Bifhops of his opinion, ufed all means poflible to per- 
fwade Eleu/ius and the reft of the Macedonians to reconcile themfelves to the 
Catholick Church. They put them in mind of the MeiTage which Evftatkius 
and others, in their names carried to Lilerius Bilhop of Rome, and the reft of 
the Weftern Prelates, that not long before they had communicated without ex¬ 
ception in all Churches with fuch as profelled the Faith of One Subftance, and ocr ' ls ’ tX 
they prelfed them with what they had formerly owned and decreed, protefting 
that this, their averfion was neither Godly, nor Chriftian, feeing they had for¬ 
merly ratified the felf fame opinion and Faith with them. But neither ad¬ 
monition nor reprehenfion would prevail, they faying flatly, That rather than 
they would fubfcribe to the Faith of One Subftance, they would joyn with the Arians, 
an <3 having made this anfwer, they left Conftantinople, and fent Letters abroad’ 
into all Churches, that they Ihoukt not in any wife confent to the Faith of the 
Nicene Council.

i'o. How great averfion the Church of Rome had to the meaning and de- 
fign of this Canon, and how far it was from approving it, appears from fe- 
veral Epiftles of Pope Leo, efpecially that to Anatolius, wherein he rejeefts it, 
as contrary to the Necene Decrees, which he there defineth (erronioufly fur s)ndtmfitr* 
to be immutable, as if one General Council could not undo, what another had 
done in things circumftantial and indifferent. The Legates of this Leo in 
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the Council of Chalcedon, according to their Inftruftions, protefted that 
Canons of this Council were not accounted for Synodal, and by command of ^ 137 ' 

' the Apoftolick See, as they faid, earneftly oppugned this efpecially, againft 

which alfo Damafus, as Turrian the Jefuite obferves, had in a Roman Synod LiUe -W" 
formerly made a Decree. And others of them fay it was not allowed o 
till the Council of Later an under Innocent the Third, which was fix hundred & snniJ«Pd t 
years after the death of Gregory. Yet all this while was this Canon ( which, .

\ hereof Anatolius in the Council of Chalcedon and Eutychius in the Fifth Synod, 

in the right of their See of Conftantinople, took place of the Patriarchs of Alex¬ 
andria and Antioch , none in thofe Councils repining thereat, nay God himfelf, Cl ^ nth ^ r * 
as there is faid, approving that precedence. And whereas this order had • not qmftprl. ° rp * 
been obferved in the Ephejine Latrocine, Flavianus Biihop of Conftantinople 
cZibmimph b e * n g placed after thofe of Antioch and Jerusalem , the Fathers in the Coun- 
nm to Rome, cii of Chalcedon ftormed hereat, demanding why Flavianus did not fit 
in his proper Seat? which was next to the Roman Biihop or his Le¬ 
gates. 

n. By Authority of the fame Canon, Chryfoftome, when Biihop of Conftan- 
tinople, depofed Fifteen Biihops in Ajia, ordained others in their rooms, cele¬ 
brated a Council at Epbefus, and to it called the Aftan Prelates, about Twenty c . a 
Years after the making of this Canon, which had they not counted authentick, 
they would not, by obeying him, have broken the other laudable orders of the 
Church. The Judgment of the whole Council of Chalcedon, and confequentl y 
of the whole Catholick Church of that Age was, that this Canon was :o be 
received and approved. They both knew there was fuch a Canon aa: rhat 
CuftomandPradice did concur with it; whereupon the glorious judges, i .r 
full difcujfing of this caufe (when the truth of th;s Canon had been diligent,'y 
examined) teftifted and fen fenced, that the Bi/hop of Conftantinople had right¬ 
ful Authority to ordain Metropolitan Bijhops in the Dioceffes of Thrace, Aiia, 
and Pontus, and the ivhole Synod confented to them, firft proclaiming, This is a 
juft Sentence, This we all fay , and then in the very Synodical Epiftle to Leo 
Jellifying the fame, viz. that they had confirmed that Cuftom to the Bijlop 0 f Re! ' adUtn - 
Conftantinople, that he fbould ordain Metropolitans in Thrace, Afia, and Pontus, 
and thereby had confirmed the Third Canon of the Second Council. And this they 
did, though the Legates following their Inftrucfiions received from Leo, were ibilp. 137, 
fo averfe, that they faid not without feme choller, Let our contradiction cleave 
to thefe Alls. Juftinian the Emperour, One hundred and fixty Years after, con- 
firms this Canon amongft the reft commanding it to be written in the Difticks 
or Ecclefiaftical Books, and publickly to be read in the Churches, in token of 
publick and univerfal approbation of the fame. The Emperour doubted not of 
obedience to be performed, as well by thofe of Rome as others, and they u'ere 
filent, none contradicting or fpeaking againft this Canon, till after his time, be¬ 
ing loath to exafperate him. Yet did they not approve it, as appears from what 
hath been faid, although the General Council of Chalcedon , and the Catholick 
A General Church both approved, and eftabliihed it. So little neceflitv was there for a 
Canons particular Bifhop to approve or confirm what had been Decreed by the Major 
without Con- part in a Council; although fuch as confented were find to confirm the Deeres;

Jptiliia. Ambrofe of Milan, and Philaftrius of Brixia, two Legates from the African 

Church, and Three from the Galilean. Herein the faid Palladius and Secun- Tom. 1. Cm. 
dianus, though they appealed to a General Council, and to the Secular Powers, 
were with their Hajrefie condemned, and all the work finilhed in one Adtion, 
frOiStf)ne a Clock till Seven. And in this fame year (if Barcnius guefs it 

rightly) 
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rightly'', fruitful in Synods, was another Synod held at Ccefar-Augufla or 
Saragoffa in Spain , on the Fourth of Oftober, againft Prifcillianus the Arch- 
Hwretick and his Difciples. This Man, as Severus writes, being a Spaniard 
clfjluf born, wealthy, and of very good parts, but given much to vain Glory, and 
J whorin'’ above meafure to Magical Arts, had been infe&ed with the Herefie of the 
Prifcillianus Gnojlicks, which one Mark an /Egyptian oi Memphis brought firft into France, 
retitfifu con- an d afterward into Spain ; being orice poyfoned himfelf, he ufed fuch Arts and 
demncd. Induftries as Inftill the Venom into the minds of many others, of all forts of 
Sexes, fome Biihops being alfo drawn in, a s Salvianus and Inftantm. Here- 
at the Churches being ftartled, after fome private oppofition made by certain 
Biihops, a Council was got together, wherein the Parties not daring to appear, 
were condemned abfent, yet had they io much refolution and courage as to 
Ordain Prifcillianus Biihop of Avila in Spain (the See long after of Toflatus 
that voluminous Writer) and though the Orthodox procured a Refcript fom Gr'a- 
tian the Emperour to baniihthem Spain, as condemned Perfons, yet ufed they 
fuch Induftry, that having in vain fought affiftance and incouragement from 
the Biihops of Rome and Milan , at length, they corrupted Macedonia the Ma¬ 
gi Jler Ofidorum , and by his means obtained the former order to be reverfed, 
their Sees reftored, and their Perfecutors baniihed in their rooms. 

i Thefe Prifcillianijls held an hodge podge of all Hazrefies together, 
raked out of the filth of the Gnojlicks , Manichees , and others. They taught slretum^rt 
Lying to be no fin, and lawful to Swear and Forfwear, rather than reveal any 
Althing to their difadvantage; they hold with Origen, that Souls finned before ^Aktm 
e ‘ they came into Bodies. With the Gnojlicks and Manichees , they made fa™' 
two Gods, one Good and the other Evil. They taught with Eardefanes , that 
every Man had his fatal Star, and that our Bodies are compounded accor¬ 
ding to the operation of the Twelve Signs of the Zodiack. They confounded 
the Perfons of the blefled Trinity , with Salellius ; they declaimed againft 
Wedlock, feperating married Perfons, and with Tatianas and the Eucratitte 
cryedout againft the eating of Flelh, as an unclean thing, and made by the 
Evil God, or malignant Angels. It was their Dodtrine and Practice to faft„>£/ 2 /. 
on the Lords day, and on Chrijlmas day, becaufe they held that Chrijl did mhMtfuptr- 
not take true humane Flelh, againft their falling on the Lords Day , the^ , " ,v “£*‘ 
Synod Decreed and Anathematized all fuch as failed on that day, whether in <•’/ ’ 

reference to anytime, mifperfwafion or Superftition. 

14. To fall on the Lords day, it was ever accounted an abominable thing, 
in Ignatius his Epiftle to the Philippians , he is called a killer of Chrijl, w ho Djedtmini- 
fafts on the Lords day, and on the Sabbath or Saturday. Tertullian faith Zjiftpdud- 
exprefiy,that they counted it wickednefs to fall on the Lords day, nay even mm.de com* 
tile Montanijls themfelves, though otherwife frequent in their Falls, and ex- ”* L c ' 3- 
cellive in their Scleragogy, yet excepted this day out of their Aufterities. idem »dufin 
But the Manichees toward the end ofthe Third Age, out of their Singularity, rjjttettMS. 
changed • the Cuftom, and failed on this day. Of whom St. Ambrofe faith, 
that they could not do it, becaufe they juftly condemned them for fuch a 
Practice ; which Augujline alfo at this fame time wififelleth to have been f>. t6. 
a great fcandal. Eujlathius, as Socrates calleth him, or Eutattus, as Baronius L 
will have him, renewed the practice ofthe Manichees, which was prelently ut.'w't. It 
condemned by a Provincial Synod, held at Gangra in Paphlagonia , which De- tr- 
the cre ed, that if any upon pretence of abftinence faded on the Lofds day, he 
&Lcd. ryam ' Ihould be Anathema. Now whereas the Synod of Saragoffa condemns 
fading on the Lords day, in reference unto times ; this feems to have re¬ 
ference to the time of Lent it felf, wherein it was accounted unlawful ndtAmbr» 
to fall on this day, as is clear from many Teftimonies of Fathers and Synods. *;>>»»«.*. 10 
Therefore whereas from the firft Sunday in Lent, unto Eajler day, intervene EpiphaJjexpi- 
juft Forty two days, the Church of this Number fafteth only Thirty fix, Hid, num . «. 
and to make it up Forty, according to the example of our Saviour; the four 
days between Shrove Tuefday, and the firft Sunday in Lent, are added, as long Syn. Agath. c. 
ago* Rupertus (who lived at the beginning of rile Twelfth Century) obferved.

1 y. This fame year the Emperours, taking notice how much Paganifin C7W $ 
through the encouragement of Julian, and connivance of Valent inian had mcrca- i>u '" 

Thforbid their Sacrifices and Meetings. But this Law Hood but as Probatio- c .r,i 8 & 
forbidden to ner till the year following, being then abrogated in part by another, which ’ 

sacrifiee. gives them leave to meet, yet fo as they wholly Ihould abllain from Sacrifice. 

The truth is, they found their Zeal too ftrohg lor the Intereft, Peace and Secu¬ 
rity of the Empire, wherein Paganifm had yet fuch a Party, that moll of the 
Senators were of that perfwafion, and about this time the Conful and his Wife z!~ 
both Ethnicks. Another Law they made againft the Clandeftine Conven¬ 
ticles of the Manichees. And they publilhed alfo an Edid for the reft raining % ,,V 

and punifiiing Lully Sturdy Beggars, which as fome have obferved, had been 
much increafed fince the times of Chriftianity.: For the ancient Chriftians 
endeavoured nothing more than the manumilfiori of Slaves, upon which 
account, out of defire of Liberty, many of that condition became Profelytes. nit n ° ’■' 
Out ofthe Hiftoricsof Africk, we are told that Paulinus Bifliop of Nola fold* 7 ‘ 7 ?< 
all that he had, and at length himfelf to the Vandals, therewith to get Money to ’ 
a * redeem Chriftian Captives. Hence came Manumifiions to be made in 
Behais. y Churches by the Bifliops, and that on the Lords day, and after the time o\ Con- 
flan tine, especially the number of poor and Indigent Perfons, having nothing 
they could call their own but liberty, increafed to fuch vaft Multitudes, that 
no greater grievance lay upon Cities, than fuch Confluence of beggerly Ter- 
foils, having no Trade nor courfe to live. 


16. Hereupon at the earneft defire ofthe Biihops, Hofpitals and Alms-houfes 
for the fuftenance of Strangers, Infants, Aged, Sick and Lame, unknown to A* f" :: 
former times, began to be ere&ed by Princes or others, St. A;///complaining 
in his Sermons, that the fighs and lamentations of fuch as languilhed in the 
Churches, were confounded and mingled with the Prayers of Priefts and People. 

Julian the Apoftate, as we have already faid, perceiving this was a very taking 
and plaufible means to procure refped to Religion, refolved to Ere# alio 
fuch Hofpitals, and to this piece of Policy excited his Pagan Prielts. And 
for as much as thole indigent Liberty or Freemen, did commonly expofe their 
Children, as knowing that upon the Chriftian Principles and proleflion of ktna- 
nefs and mercy,, they would be provided for, Gratian made a Law that they 
ihould remain in Servitude with thofe that educated them. Not long after 
Valens his Uncle permitted by an Edid, that Vagrants and Beggars Ihould cu.&fa 
be reduced to Servitude, forbidding alfo upon pain of death, his Subjects to be- Ai 
take themfelves into defert places, there to lead an idle life, which he com- m 
manded Ihould he inflided upon many, who contrary to the Laws, had with¬ 
drawn, and lived in thofe times folitarily in the Wildernefs; yet had not thofe 
Laws fuch effect, but that Beggars Hill increafing, and lufty Fellows able to 
work, chufing rather to live in idlenefs and penury, the Emperours re-inforced 
the former Edids, by theirs of this Year, which was that following the Synod 
of Conjlanoinople. 


17. But although Damafus Biihop of Rome was againft the fummoning of 
that Council, yet this year immediately fucceeding, he had a defire to have a 
General and.. Oecumenical Synod held at his own City, and for that purpofe 
follicited the Emperours; they having confulted the Eaftern Biihops, anfwcred 
it was neither neceflary nor convenient to have fo many General Councils cal¬ 
led in fo fhort a time; for this would make them cheap and contemptable, as 
Synods had been in the Arian days, and by the Journeys, and long abfence of 
a synod held Biihops, the feveral Flocks Ihould be expofed both to want and danger. 

KAwir. However Damafus and other Weftfern Biihops, are faid to have held a Synod at m a. 6. 

Rome, the a£ts whereof are loft, but amongft others, one Canon was made, as 3 ii.excci!cff;. 
Baronius tells us, quite contrary to what had been determined in the Council 
Conjlantinople , in Favour of that See; giving the firft place to the Patriarch of 
Q Rome t 
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Rome ; the Second to him of Alexandria, his Sec having in the name of St. Peter 
been Confecrated by Mark his Difciple and Evangelift ; and the Third to the 
Patriarch of Antioch , becaufe St. Peter there refided before he came to Rome, 
and there the Faithful were firft called Chriftians ; a reafon indeed fufficient 
to have given him Precedence above the other two, had not the Polity of the 
Church imitated that of the Empire, and the Bilhop of Rome obtained prece¬ 
dence for theDignity of that City, to which Conftantimple now being Second 
or New Rome , the Fathers had as much reafon to alter the Cafe, and advance 
the See to the fame place and Dignity. 

18. The Year following was very fatal to Paganifm, wherein Grattan the 
withdrew the E m P erour withdrew the former allowance for Sacrifices and Stipends allotted 
allowance' for unto Priefts, and fo by taking away all incouragement, and removing the Fuel 
Pag™ state- w hich hit herto maintained the flame, (truck at the Root of that Superftition. 
resand Priefts. p Qr t hi scau f e (and not for having rejected the Title oiPontifex Maximus, which 

neither he nor any of his Chriftian Predecefiors ever ufed ) his Heathen 
Subjects might take part with Maximus the Tyrant,by whofe Trealen he was this 
Which cau- year murdered at Lyons ; his Piety and worth is very much extolled by St.Ambrofe, 
fed them with an d Aufonius his Schoolmafter, whom he dignified with the Honour and 
TpJmZmur- Imployment of Conful, and otherwife very gratefully rewarded, having as 
der him. j Baronins obferves,fo much worth in him,as to underhand and confider that Matters 

equally with Parents, can never be fufficiently requited.This Aufonius Gal/us was 
a great Rhetorician, and an excellent Poet, as appears by what he hath writ¬ 
ten, and a Chriftian he lhows himfelf by his Religious Poems, however his 
Amorous Verfes have procured him, with fome Readers, the repute of a Pagan j 
his ‘pains were fo well bellowed upon Gratian, that Theodoftus wanting a 
Tutor for his young Son Arcadius , whom he had named Auguftus, and aflu- 
med as his Partner in the Empire, defiredof Gratian that he would fend to 
him out of the Weft, a fit Perfon for fo great a Truft. Gratian herewith 
acquainting Damafus Bilhop of Rome, he commended to him Arfenius a Dea¬ 
con of that Church, a Perfon very remarkable for Piety and Learning, 
who was fent accordingly to Conftantimple, when he undertook his charge, 

Theodofius giving the Youth into his hands, laid, Hence forth thou art more his 
Father than I. Coming upon them at a time into the School, he found Ar¬ 
cadius fitting, and Arfenius Handing by, as he was teaching him, for which 
liechodethe Matter, as not maintaining the Authority and Decorum of his place, 
to whom, when Arfenius anfwered, that it was not fitting he Ihould fit, and ^ r/(M 
teach an Emperour, Theodofus out of difdain, took from his Son the Badge of 
his Imperial Dignity, caufed Arfenius to fit down upon the Throne, and Arcadi¬ 
us to Hand bareheaded before him, faying, Then his Son would be worthy of Em¬ 
pire, if with knowledge, he were alfo indued with Piety. 

19. This year was another Synod fummoned by Theodofus, to Conftantimple, 
the Decrees of which, againft the Hsereticks were followed and re-inforced 
by his Edid, wherein amongft others, mention is made of the Saccophori, 1S , 

in & synod at who were the fame with Maffalians, and fo called from wearing Sackcloath, 
againft which Haereticks, one or two Synods were alfo holden about this 
the salcophori time. But whilft Theodofus thus advanced the Orthodox Faith in the Eaft, 
is condemned. Chriftian Religion it felf was in a little danger in the Weft, where at this times 
great Famine raged, efpecially in the City of Rome. Symmachus the year fol¬ 
lowing being Prefeft of the City, a Man exceedingly afiefted to Gentilijm, 
but otherwife of good repute , and exceedingly eloquent , taking the 
advantage afforded him by the death of Gratian, and Power of Maximus, 
when he thought Valentinian the young Emperour, would be very unwilling to 
difoblige his People, prefented him a Petition in the Name of the Senate, for 
reftitution oftheWorfiiip of the Pagan Gods,put down by the late Laws of Gratian. 
According to the old Cuftomof Pagans, who if any difafter happened to the 
Commonwealth, laid the blame upon Chriltianity, and the negleft of th Gad nonet. 
Gods; he imputed the late Famine to no other caufe, than the taking away the 
maintenance of Priefts, and* Veftal Virgins ; but the device was quickly 
fmelt out by Ambrofe of Milan, who writing to the Emperour and re-fellmg ** **' 
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H all the Arguments and Objections of Symmachus, prevailed fo far as that an abfo- 

lute denyal was returned. 

zo. This Year, as Baronius gathereth from the Date of certain Refcripts, 
d.um.i/ki Ei- died D am afus Bilhop of Rome , though Marcellinus Comes placeth his death ^l-D- 384. 
J° p 0 ome Two years before, at the Month of 0Holer. Damafus Portuenfls in his Book 119 ' 
of Popes Lives, of Popes falfely aferibed to this Bilhop, will have his Death 
to have happened on the Eleventh day of December, after he had fitten in that 
siriciiis fuc- ^ ee Seventeen years and three Months wanting Four days. The See was va- 
cccds,' C “ IS UC "cant One and thirty days,'and then fucceeded him Siricius a Roman by Birth. 

About this time Theodofius taking into his confideratioh, that Jews made Slaves 
of Chriftians, and many of them thereby became Profelytes to their Impiety, c.m/.j.r/.M. 
forbids by an Edift that any Chriftians be in Servitude to them. And by ano- §• ’• 
ther prelcribes Arians, Macedonians, Eunomians , and Apollinarians, formerly 
expelled, who ftill had the boldnefs to return and boaft of their Dodirine. In' 6 ' 13 ' 
the Weft Prifcillianus ftill created trouble to the Orthodox Bilhops, to obviate 
whofe Hcerefies, at the importunate Suit of Ithacius a Bilhop and great oppofer 
a synod held of that Ha:retick, a Synod was held at Bourdeaux in Aquitaine, by command 
at finnb>, 0 f jyj ax ‘ m us the Tyrant. So foon as Maximus had entred Triers, Ithacius puts 
up to him great Complaints againft Prifcillian, wherewith the Emperour (as 
Severn calls him) throughly moved, writes his Letters to the Prxfedl of Gall, 
and the Vicar of Spain, commanding that all Perfons tainted with that Hcerefie, 

Ihould be conveyed to the Synod at Bourdeaux. Oi thefe Inftantius being s«t ? . sevens 
brought to his defence, when he could fay nothing confidcrable for himfelf 74- 

was pronounced unworthy of the Epifcopal Function, Prifcillian from the Edit. cmm. 
Bilhops appealed to Maximus, and that by their permifiion (for which the Hi* 
ftorian blames their Fatherhoods') and therefore to him go both the Criminals 
and their Accufers, of whom Idacius and Ithacius Bilhops are much blamed 
for their too violent Profecution, and the later as Audacious, Impudent, Talka¬ 
tive, Profufe, and given much to his Belly, whofe cuftom it was to accufe 
them that were either Studious, or ufed Failing and Scleragogy, as the Alfo- 
ciates and Difciples of Prifcillian, and was fo bold as to objett the Crime of 
Harrefie to Martin a Bilhop of that time, and a Man to be compared with the 
Apoftles themfelves. 

4 1. For Martin (Bilhop of Tours') being now at Triers, continually urged 
Ithacius to defift from this Profecution, and befought Maximus to abftain from 
the Blood of thofe Wretches, whom it fufficed to have Excommunicated by 
Sentence of the Bilhops, being declared Hxreticks, alledging it was a new and 
unheard of Crime, lor a Secular Judge to decide Caufes of the Church. 

As long as Martin continued at Triers, the Tryal was deferred, and when he 
departed, he got from Maximus a Promife, that he would not take their Lives, 
but afterward the Tyrant was drawn to the contrary Perfwafion by Magnus 
and Rufus, two Bilhops, and committed the procedure to Evodius a Man bit¬ 
terly fevere, who after two Hearings of Prifcillian, wherein he was Convidt, 
and confefled he had made Uncleannefs his bufinefs, kept Meetings of lewd Wo¬ 
men by Night, and accuftomed to Pray naked, he pronounced him Guilty, 
and committed him to cuftody till the pleafure of the Prince was known. 

Maximus was clearly for condemning him to death, which after Ithacius faw 
refolved,. and the matter brought beyond poffibiiity of prevention, to decline 
the Odium he faw would fall upon him, withdrew out of the way. But for 
wherein Prif. F° rm fake, to conclude the Procefs, Maximus appointed another Accufer to 
an d demand Sentence, which was accordingly pronounced, and executed upon Prif- 
ct ll ian * Feliciftmus, Armentus, Latronianus, and Euchrecia the Wife of Dolphidi- 
necutcd. us the Rhetorician, whofe Daughter Procula, had been got with Child by Prif- 
eillian. Inftantius the Bilhop, and Tiberianus, were banilhed into the Ifland Sy- 
lina beyond Brittaine, and others were either put to death, or for a time confined 
to certain places in Gall. 
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22. Thus faith Sevents, were thofe Men, who were indeed unworthy of 
Life, by the word of Examples, either put to death or banifhed, this Tyrant sevens ap. 
Maximus, being the firft that made Hazrefie Capital, contrary to the judgment DiJ.j.'ltn,/. 
not only of Martin, but Ambrofe , Augufline and other Pious Men of this Age. zp-v. au*. in 
And, as it ufually happeneth in this cafe, the Hserefie of Prifcillian was 
Which Severi- only not fuppreffed by his death, but more Rrengthened, and farther propagated, 
ty cncreafcs for his Followers, who formerly honoured him as a Saint, now reverenced him 
the Herefie. as a Martyr. The dead Bodies were conveyed back into Spain, and their Fu¬ 
nerals celebrated with great Devotion. It became the greateft Point of Religion 
to fwear by Prifcillian, and amongft the Orthodox fuch Differences continued, 
and fuch abominable Diffentions, as could not be Rilled for Fifteen years. And 
then, when by reafon of the difagreement of Bilhops efpecially, all things feemed 
to be diflurbed and confounded, every thing being carried either by hatred or 
Favour, Fear, InconRancy, Envy, Fa&ion, Luft, Avarice, Arrogance, Drow- 
zinefs, and Sloath; at laft many contended madly, and pertinacioufly againR a 
few difereet and fober Perfons. And in the mean while the People of God, and 
every good Man, became a by-word, and a mocking Rock. With thefe words 
Sulpicius Severus concludes his EcclefiaRical HiRory, concerning the Excellency 
whereof, Jcfepb Scaliger and Gijfaltnus efpecially, a Learned Phyfician, who pu- 
blilhed it with Annotations, are to be confulted. Though all good Men out of 
an averfion they have to Vice, and by reafon we are only fenfible of prefent 
things, are apt to eRecm their own times the moR vitious, yet his complaints 
confirm much to us the Charafter which Erafmus gives of this Age, that It was 
a matter of Wit to be a Cbrijlian , that Faith was rather in their Papers , than m ^ 
their Souls, and there were almoft as many Creeds , as Profejfors. ingulf*

23. Ithacius, who had been the great Profecuter againR Prifcillian , continu¬ 
ing at Triers, where feveral Bilhops, who approved what he had done, and 
efpoufed his caufe as common, were aflembled, Martin the Bifhop of Tours was 
in behalf of feveral who had, according to their Allegiance, taken the part of 
Grattan , conflrained to go to Court. Maximus who protected the Bilhops, by 
their advice had refolved to fend fome Officers into Spain, furnifhed with fuffi- ire c °ff!puiiut. 
cient Power, to make Inquifition after Hxreticks, and fpoil them of their Severn. Dial. 
Lives and ERates, by which courfe there is no doubt but a very great number 5 - 5 - »*• 
of Holy Men would have been deRroyed, little diflinfiion being made amongfl 
the feveral forts, judgment being given from the eye alone, and one efleemed 
an Hseretick rather for his pale Face or Garment, than his Faith. The Bilhops 
knowing how little pleafed Martin would be with thefe things, yet were very 
much concerned leR he fhould refufe their Communion, as forefeeing that his 
Example and Authority would eafily procure him many Followers. Confuting 
therefore with Maximus, they think fit that certain Officers fhould be fent to 
meet him, with orders not to come to the City, except his purpofe was in a 
peaceable manner to demean himfelf toward the Bilhops there refident. He 
craftily overreacheth them, profefling that he came in the Peace of ChriR, and 
entring the City by night, went to the Church to his Devotions, and the next 
day to the Court, to follicite the Tyrant in behalf of many Perfons, of whom 
the chief were Narfes a Count, and Leucadius a Prefident, who both had been of 
Gratian s Party.

24. But being as welldefirous to preferve the Hatreticks, as fuch Orthodoxy 
ChriRians as would fuller with them, he made it his greateR bufiriefs to pr ^mrtiwut.....

Maximus held him in fufpence a day or two, either for that he would pu 
weight upon the bufinels, or by reafon of his implacable difpofition, or which te a a „di, fid 
was then generally guefled , out of Covetoufnefs, to which Vice, although;?/.* etiam 
otherwife he was indued with many good qualities, as Severus reports, he ff r ‘*f as *’ 
was much addidted, except in his excufe it be alledged, that the Treafury 
had been exhaufled by former Princes, and the great expence he was put to

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by the Civil Wars, and perpetual Marches neceffitated him to fuch courfes 
as were burthenfome to the People. But in the mean time thofe Bilhops 
with whom Martin refufed to communicate, being fenfible of the danger 
to which they fhould be expofed, in cafe the earneRnefs of Theognijfus 
who alone had publickly condemned them, fhould be backed by the Audio* 
come trembling to the Emperour, complaining that Matters 
cured by the thus itanding, they were precondemned and lofl Men, that this Man ousht 
Heretical Bi- not to have been received within the Walls, who was become not only a 
° ps ' Protestor of Hereticks, but their Avenger, and in truth that they had pro 
med nothing by the death of Prifcillian, if Martin might be filtered to 
revenge his Caufe. In fumm, they cafl themfelves at his Feet, and with 
many Tears, and great Lamentations, implore his Royal Authority and Power 
to be imployed againR this one Man, who in Conjunction with Theognifiu.r as 
they had good caufe to apprehend, might procure the overthrow of their Caufe 
and Fortunes. 

25'. Little wanted of Martin bis being condemned to the fame Lot with the 
I-feredcks. But though Maximus too much favoured thefe Bilhops, yet he 
had him in fo great eReem and reverence for his Piety, that he refolved to try 
another courfe, and therefore talks with him in private very lovingly and 
labours to perfwade him that the Prifcillianifis had been condemned rather 
by publick Juflice, than the Profecution of the Clergy, and that there*was no 
caufe why he fhould fhun the Communion of Ithacius, and the reR of his 
Party: That Theogniftus had done it more out of Malice, than for any good 
reafon, and was Angular in this Separation$ in condufion, that Ithacius had 
been acquitted by a Synod, which had met a few days before. Martin being 
nothing moved with thefe fair words, Maximus was Very angry, and Rartinf 
away from him, gave orders that Executioners fhould be fent to difpatch 
thofe for whom he had interceded,- which as foon as he underftood, though 
in the night, he got back into the Court, andpromifed, that in cafe they 
might be fpared, and the Journey of the Officers into Spain countermanded 
wmmScaw 0 (* e would communicate with Ithacius . All this was inlhntly granted by Max- 
vith them. and the day following Martin, who judged it fit for him to comply 

that he might divert the Sword which hung over the Necks of thofe former¬ 
ly condemned, communicated with thefe Prelates at the Confecration of 
Falix a mofi Holy Biihop, and one that deferved to have been ordained in 
better times in the opinion of Severus. But the Bilhops having got Martin 
amongR them, with all earneRnefs imaginable prefied him to fubferibe to 
what they had done, but could not wreR it from him; He departed the next 
day, and in his Journey as he much bewailed his communicating with thofe 
Men, though for fo little a fpace, Severus tells us, that an Angel appeared to 
him, comforting and exciting him to re-affume his former Virtue and Con- 
. Raney. From this time he never communicated with any of Ithacius his Fa¬ 
ction, confeffed afterwards with Tears, that by fo doing, though but for a mo- sednmposi- 
ment, yet he had loR fome of his former Power over the Evergumeni. And al- M rjixitanmi . 
though he lived Sixteen years longer, yet he never came at any Synod, batZlZ^ab 
ever fhunned the Meetings of Bilhops. being of the fame judgment herein with omnibus Epifco-

ties thereof. Now by the Infcription or Direction of this Law, to the PrM 
ofAEzypt ( who as we formerly (hewed, was called Angttjiahs) this vicious 
Cuftom, as we may learn, was mod prevalent in that Country which having of 
old, been more than any other addifted to Idolatry, wasi dul more tenacious 
of it, as appears by a Law made the preceding Year, which notwithdanding 
yet the year following, viz. A. D. ? 8 7 . So little Reformation was wrought c .n.dc 
and former Conditutionsfo little obeyed, that to inforce them was fent Cynegtm *«m, /* 
the Prafeftus Prcetorio into Mgypt, who prohibited Sacrifices, as 
great gief witnefletli, as alfo fdacius. And notwithdanding all thofe indeavours,

30 For although they themfelves defiled not their Perfons and profeffion, by 
the*Superditious Worlhip ufed in and about the Temples , and neither thofe 
Solemnities full of grofs Idolatry and Pagan Impieties yet as the Law expreffieth 
it, it was unfeemly, or to fpeakmore truly, unlawtul for Chadians to have 
charge of Temples and their Solemnities, who ougffi: to (hun fuch an employment, 
though not thereto obliged by any prohibition. This becoming m thofe times 
a cafe of Confcience; the pradhee was condemned as unlawful by Gratian, as 
Zozimus the Hidorian witnefleth, and Tertullian had long before fo decided 
it in feveral places of his Book concerning Idolatry, for this charge, though it 
coffid not be called Sacrificing, yet as he terms it, might yftly have the name 
of Adlacriticium which word being rightly adjudged, and redored to him by a dc ofc. pr*f.

under Chridian Emperours, they would pleafe to forbid fuch Cudoms,and caufc 
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them to be prohibited in Cities and Countries, under a certain Penalty ai. 
leagmg, that Chriftians ought not to be compelled to thofe things which* are 
contrary to Gods command, and in doing which they fhould incurr great and 
apparent danger of their Souls. By fuch like means as this, it came to pafs that 
whereas by permiffion of fome Conftitutions of Chriftian Princes, thofe vo- 
tive Feafts and Solemnities had been obferved through the parts of Airick 
with this caution, that they fhould be Celebrated without any Sacrifice, or other 
damnable Superftition, as Honorius limits them ( which Law is ftrangel^ re¬ 
tained in Juftinian sCode) yet Nine years after they were utterly removed 
taken away, and prohibited by the fame Emperour in another Conftitution 
together with the other Reliques ot Pagan Superftition, who makes it utterly 
unlawful to hold thofe Feafts, or any other Solemnities; giving unto Billions 
Power and Authority to prohibit them, by the fame Law which Tribonianus

j2. So jealous were the Fathers of the Church, leaft Chriftians fhould de- 
“ e themfelves with Pagan Impurities, and thereby give matter of fcandal both 
to Infidels and Profeflbrs, that by their own Writings, Canons, and Imneri- 
al Conftitutions by them procured, they laboured by all means to caufe them 
to Ihun all appearance of evil in this refpefl. And for thole reafons they were 
alfo fometimes fo moved, as to condemn, forbid, and put down fuch Cuftoms 
and Adions, as were taken from Pagan Precedents, though well intended and 
directed to a good end. So Ambrofe Bilhop of Milan at this time, perceiving how 
b 7 th e ( heedlefnefs of Church Officers, many Pagan Cuftoms had crept inamonuft 
the Chrilhan Rites, both fet himfelf withall his might to eradicate them and 
with all expedition ; therefore he not only declaims earneftly againft Inch as 
fuperftitioufly oblerved the Calends, or firft day of January, procured, that on 
that day wherein the Pagans Feafted, Chriftians fhould faft andafflid themfelves 
and caufed Acclamations and Shoutings which had wont to be made at the ecJ'ipfe 
of the Moon, to be wholly left off, but abolifhed the Agapa or Chriftian Feafts 
wont to he kept in Churches, becaufe they had fome refemblance to the Pazan 
Parent alia ; bywhofe example Auguftine, when Bilhop of Hippo, was fo moved, 
that he alfo procured them to be put down in the Church of Airick. Yet not- 2 - 
withftandmg was it impoffible to ffiake off fuddenly all that might feem to Cmh ‘ yc ' 5 ‘ 
have refemblance to Pagan Cuftoms. For thofe habits flick clofe to Nature 
wherewith (he is firft of all endowed; as an empty and hungry ftomack, moft 
imbraces and fucks fuch Juices as are firft powred into it, andtheVeffel retains 
that favour which being yet frelhand new, it had firft imbibed with the Li. 
quor, fo doth the mind of Man moft delight it felf with the memory of thofe 
things, places, and times, wherewith in its Infancy it was acquainted, and how¬ 
ever education and more ripe judgment may inform the undemanding yet 
thetancy is ftill tickled, and the affedions infenfibly overpowered, by fuch 
apprehenfions as were moft familiar and coetaneousto their fimple and naked 
Originals. 


Hence it came to pafs, that notwithftaning all thofe Laws, Canons, and 
Precepts, yet old Cuftoms were ftill continued lor a long time fter, of fuch a 
Nature and Defign, as could not but favour of Pagan Superftition.as worlhipping 
of the Sun, with others which we may have occafion hereafter to mention. 
And the Fathers of the Church, elpecially the Roman Bilhops were content to 
take off the Profefforsof Chriftian Religion from fuch practices, by not only 
permitting them to apply certain Cuftoms to Chriftian ends and purpofes, but 
several Pagan to Inftitute alfo and Ordain feveral Rites and Ceremonies which had fome re- 
Smonii fc ™ bIa ncesto Ancient thou g h Ethnick patterns, as appears abundantly from 
nevertheiefs Avhat Polydorc, Virgil, and others have written of their Originals. And if in 
ufed. their Natures they were indifferent, if honeft in their Defigns, effectual in 

their Methods, for removal of impious Cuftoms, if every way innocent, and 
in the main conducing tp make impreffionsin the minds of Men, and intro¬ 
duce fuch Ideas as would Obliterate old prejudices, and eftablilh Pious affe&ions, 
they were fo many arguments of Chriftian Prudence, which ought to mode¬ 
rate 
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rate, and fvvay the Councils of thofe in Authority, according to time and 
place, the exigencie of affairs, and the good or ill ufage of fuch Cuftoms and 
Inftitutions. Julian made ufe of fuch Chriftian Rites as he faw were prudent, 
and conducing in their very Nature and drift to order, fettlement, and exergeti- 
cal impreffions, and why might not Chriftian Governourfc, as well as he, affuine 
the quality of the Serpent, which is not inconfiftent with the nature of the Dove? 
and having to do with fuch Perfons as had been inured to fuch Cuftoms,by a change 
of the defign,and propofal of a new end,render them not only Innocent, but fignifi- 
cative, and edifying, all Creatures being the poffeffion ot God, and the ufe of 
them as applicable to his Glory, as to vain and impious purpofes. 

? 4 - But as there are no certain and particular Rules for individual aftions, 
thefe things being left to the care and charge of Governours, Who are only 
limited by decency and order,and confined within the borders of Edification; io 
accordingly were they affeded, and fleered the Helm as varioufly directed by z>< invm. a 
C omportment of things, times, and Perfons, in thofe primitive and more pu re s,t - 6 - 
Ages ofthe Church ; yet may we obferve that the vulgar, as in alj other cafes 
io in this, would be Mafter of Words, Phrafes, and Terms. Therefore though 
Pope Stive fter , as Polydore Vergil is of opinion, out of hatred both to the Names 
and Memory of the Gentile Gods, gave order that the days of the week fhould 
The days. be CJ ffied by the name of Fence, and the diftindionto be made by Prima Feria 
Secunda Feria t Tertia Feria, &c. Yet fo that the Sabbath and the Lords-day 
fhould hold their Jevvilh and Chriftian Names, and Places, as they did before • 

• this became no.certain Rule to Chriftians, Writers, or others. For though that 
day we .ftill call Saturday, hadamongft them the name of Sabbath, which was 
peculiar to it, and applicable to no other day whatfoever, for many Ages ,* and 
although that day on which our Saviour arofe from the Dead, be by D St. John 

I iV * called by the name of the Lords-day , by St. Paul the firft day of the Week / vet 

Juftin Martyr gives it the appellation of Sunday, which it' ftill referves, as alfo 
T?rtullian by whom it is ftiled fomtimes Dies Solis, and fometimes Dominicus, and < „ ., . 
in many Edids of Chriftian Emperours,in the Synod held at Dixfolufinum, in the 
lower Bavaria, A.D.jyz.lt hath alfo the name of Sunday, not to fpeak ofWriters,and 
the ordinary Ipeech of the Vulgar, with which this fame name hath prevailed in 
all Ages downward. In like manner the Months have retained their ancient Pazan 
names,though at firft given tothem, as well as to the days of theWeek in memory of 
their Fictitious Deities, the ufe of which,neither as to the one,nor other fort,did' the 
Fathers forbid and condemn,although perhaps they could better have liked others ; 

And Months for if we keep the name of March,and yet think not onMars,why may we not,faith a* * 

Sem. ” by preferve the name of Saturday, without thinking of Saturn.So long hath this 

Cuftom of Speech continued, that the innocency of the prelent defign, together 
with the ignorance of the Vulgar, as to its ancient fignification, may juftly re¬ 
move all fufpition of the prophanenefs, and confequently the unlawful ufe thereof. 

The HolyGhoft it fdf hath not difdained to apply unto facred purpofes, words of 
Art ufed by /’agm Writers, as Paradifus, Hades, Apojlolus and Clerus. 

r 3 S’; But to return to theferies of Churc-h matters, in this fame year, which 

«r tbe Eighth of Theodofius, dyed Cyril Bilhop of Jerufalem, who had much ex- 
<tyw. perienced the vicillitude of humane affairs, and the condition which attends 

thofe that will live Godly in this prefent World,having been often driven from his^ r,f: ' w ' 
See,and reftored again,from the times of Conftantius. There are ertant certain Ca- 
techiftnes,which,as it’s faid,he made in his Youth, but are fufpeCFed. He was fuc- 
occdlhira, ceedcd by John, who as Hierome writes, (inveighing againft him, under the /a W- *»• 
name of Prcetextatus)\\ad formerly joyned with the Arians and Macedonians, 
and now of late, had been drawn offto the Orthodox Party, by the hopes of a ‘ 
Bilhoprick. This year was alfo the laft of Pbilaftrius Bilhop of Brixia, who 
wrote againft Hazrefies a good Book, wherein yet go undertime name certain

if dox Faith, and reality of Chriftian Religion. For there wanting a Profeffor of 0 " 5, 
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Rhetorick in that City, and Symmachus Prefect of Rome , being defired to fend a 
Man fit for fuch an imployment, by the afliftance of his Friends the Manic bees, 
reformed from he procured to be lent, being now Thirty years of Age, where falling into the 
in,i™fc com fc Company and Familiarity of Ambroje the Bilhop, by degrees he began to appre- 
ofiI*. hend and diflike the errors of the Manichees ; yet for the time, this change con¬ 

duced fo little to his proficiency in Chriftian Religion, that he did but make an al¬ 
teration hereby to Antichriftianifm, being much inveighled by the Academick 
Philofophers, who at this time were in great efteem, and thereby hindred the 
progrefs of the Chriftian Do&rine. For they openly ftuck not to affirm, that 
Chriftians had taken many Sentences out of Plato, and particularly St. John the 
Evangelifl. the Exordium of his Gofpel, forafmuchas Plato talks much about the 
word, or Koy o?, but info vafta different manner from that word, as it is facred in 
Chriftianity, that fuch as are but meanly converfant in both, may eafily difeover 
the cheat, that it is in vain to inftance in particulars ; however this prejudice 
was in this Age whereof we write, none of the leaft remora’s to the progrefs of 
Chriftianity, though fome of later times have fo canted in Platonick expreftions, 
anddoated upon his mifapp'rehended Myfteries, as to conjoyn them with the 
Magnalia of our Faith; and more mifehief had been the effeft hereof, had mt^Kchrid 
ArdroJ'e obviated the defign, by his Books written concerning Philofophy, 
againft Plato and thole his Followers, wherewith Augujline when older and 
wifer, confefled himfelf much edified. 

3 6. Monica his Mother, following him to Milan , omitted no means fhe thought 
proper for his effectual Converfion, which was better and more eafily accomplifh- 
ed, after the return of his Concubine into Africk, by whom he had a Son called 
Adeodatus. At the entrance of Banto upon his Confulfhip, he made a Panygyri- 
cal Oration, before Valentinianthe Emperour, uponoccafion whereof, afterward, 
he bewailed the ftate of his Soul, at that time, which with fome impetuofity was 
carried out in the Proftcution of Carnal and Ambitious purpofes, and wholly ta¬ 
ken up in a difquifition of Academick queftions, and Platonick Speculations. But 
at length, by the reading of St. Paul, and the fruitful convention of Simplicianus, 
a Pious and Learned Prieft, it pleafed God, by degrees, to inftil into his heart the {n 

is Baptized knowledge and love of the truth, fo that being as we faid converted in the Thirty v naJ,g.' 
at Milan by fhft year of his Age, after he had continued a Catechumenus for two years or 
thS more, he was baptized in his Thirty fourth year at Milan, by Ambrofe the Bifhop 
•of that City K in the Feaft of Eajler, together with Adeodatus his natural Son, a 
Youth of about Fifteen years of age, of extraordinary parts, who dyed not long 
after in Africk, and Alipius of Hippo his dear Friend; after which they depart¬ 
ed for Rowe, and there, expc&ed till the year following, a convenient time for re¬ 
turning into their own Countries. 

37. We have often made mention of the Catechumeni, concerning whom, 
though the Reader, by the Circumftances of the Story, may apprehend fufficient 
for the knowledge of their condition in reference to Chriftianity,yet for his clearer 
in fight into thefe Ecdefiaftical affairs, itfeems requifite to fpeak fomthing more, 
both concerning thofe Perfons, and other farts , and ranks of Men, as they flood 
in relation to the Church. For there' were feveral ranks and degrees, through 
which the ancient Chriftians thought fit thatConvertslhould pafs,for the informati- 
on of their minds, and the fubjeding of their Spirits to the holy Difcipline, before 
Ranks and Cra they would admit them to the Sacrament of Baptifm, theEucharift, or HolyOrders. 

Degrees of the The firft rank $as of thofe,who were to learn the firft Rudiments of Chriftianity, 
primitive Con- w j JQ were admitted to their Schools to hear the Chatechifts (fuch as Origen was in 
the Church of Alexandria, though not in Holy Orders, and but Ten years of 
Age) concerning whom Eufehius writes, that many Gentries came to hear him 
Preach, and were converted, as Plutarch and Heracles his Brother, the 
firft of whom fuffered Martyrdom, and the other became afterward Bilhop 
of Alexandria. Such as were bred up thus in Schools, were called Educati , and 
they and others being admitted to Homilies, Expofitions.and Inftru&ions in the 
As Audien- church, were called Audientes , this being the firft ftep in the Chriftian School, 
fw ' and it pleafed God, by his Preaching and Inftrudion to convince fuch as came 
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rather for Novelty many times, than love to the truth, or perhaps to Scoff and 
Deride ; if they began to like of the way, and judge it worth their while to 
lift at (though not juft take up) the Crofs of Chrift, they were admitted to the 
cauchmmi. ran { { 0 f Catechumeni i for a more clear and full underftanding of the Myfteries of 
Faith, being permitted to ttand in a more convenient and honourable place, than 
the Audientes, and as appertaining to the Church, though not yet fully received ^ nh A .. 
into her bofome, they were figned with the fign of the Crofs at their Admiffion. TJt. (T 
Thefe were the Chriftian Embrio’s, who increafing in the knowledge and the Af f 1 ltb - d ‘ 
Holy Difcipline, received from the Church fuch wholfome nourifliment, as cZeJm. 
thereby to grow to the perfedion of Children, vivacious and ready for the birth 
at what time they were regenerated by Baptifm. 

• 38. For which, when they were thought fit, and fufficiently inftruded, they 
gave up their names to the Bilhop, and humbly defiring to be partakers of that et ?Jm'°hZ 
a mounter. Holy Sacrament, they had the name of Competentes, to whom the Ninth Canon ‘TZUZ'L. 
of the Council of Agatha ordains, that the Creed be publickly Preached in the lU f ,ilm,l,die > 
Church Eight days before Eajler, or on Palm-Sunday, which was performed in dufdZhZT 
that part called Baptifierium, the place where the Font flood. This Creed (which Refwreamis 
was notread at the Service to which the Catechumeni were admitted) they were tfp ee in Ec ' 
thoroughly to learn and underftand, and for thofe days intervening before Eajler, VibZplliZn 
to faft and abftain wholly from Corporal Pleafures, as a means for Humiliation and 
Preparation to fo folemn an Ordinance. On Eajler Eve in fome eminent place 
they recited the. Creed, the Articles whereof (of the Apoftles Creed) were not 
at this time whereof we write digefted into that order and method which they 
now retain, it being obferved by Learned Men, that St. Augujline in his Book Ptr j‘“ ,s - Dt ~ 
concerning the Creed to the Catechumeni, therein neither maketh mention of the S.? * 11 ' 
defeent into Hell, neither of Life Everlajling. The Party being brought to the AmbyQ - dt 
Font, it was demanded of him,if he believed in God the Father, and upon anlwer, Sacruml '- c 't- 
that he believed he was dipped oncejthen was he asked,whether he believed in JeJus 
Chrifi our Lord, and upon the reply, being dipped the fecond time, the Jail de¬ 
mand was, if he believed in the HolyGbotf, and upon the like return, the dip¬ 
ping was the third time repeated: This Cuftom of dipping thrice in the more TertM adver - 
Primitive times, was introduced in remembrance of the Refurre&ion of Chrift ^bai' de'sp 
on the Third day, afterward, to fignifie the Blefled Trinity in oppofition of the sauZu.c./s. 
Arian Tenents. In procefs of time, when Hsereticks abufed this Threefold dipping, * 1 ?- / 
to fignifie Three Natures of the Three Perfons, Gregory the Firjl , being confulted c.T.‘ ° ** * 
by Leander a Spanijh Bilhop, declared, that whether the Party were dipped Thrice ptemfttr. 
or but once, he received that Sacrament, the Threefold Adion fignifying the ?g£„£,»*** 
Three days Sepulture of Chrift, and the Three Perfons in the Blefled Trinity; GngU.E^ 
fo alfo one Angle A£t denoting the Unity of Subftance in the Trinity of Perfons. 

But left by complying with the Cuftom of Htereticks who dipped Thrice, they 
might feem to confent to their defign, he advifed, that in Spain the Baptized Per- 
fon Jhould be but once dipped. Which Advice) was afterward confirmed and in- 
forced by the Fathers of the Fourth Council of Toledo. 

39. The Subftantial part of the Sacrament being performed by dipping (whe¬ 
ther Once or Thrice) in the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, having 
been enjoyned to renounce the Devil and all his Works, the Pomp and Vanity of 
the World, they were Signed with the Sign of the Crofs, by which Solemn Ce- 
remony, the Ancient Chriftians teftified their Faith in the Crofs, that is, the Death 
of Chrift, being not alhamed to own him for their God and Saviour, even by 
fuch a Token as was matter of Scandal to the World, and thereby they would alfo 
excite themfelves, and admonilh thofe newly initiated, to a remembrance of 
their duty ingaged in this Virtual Stipulation, and to difeharge their Baptifmal 
Vow. That they might better perform this duty, they were aflifted by Confir¬ 
mation, wherein were ufed Prayer, and Impofition of Hands, which if ufefultheri 
for thofe that were Perfons of full Age, hath this advantage befides in fuch as are 
Baptized Infants, that now as it were by a repeated Ad, they renew their Bap- 
tifinal Vow, and take upon themfelves, what others in their names had promifed, 
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a ftrong inducement and tye upon them to difeharge that duty which now they 
have owned, and to which they have publickly profefled to adhere. Being 
fiX/I fnusBjDt.izedand.madeChriftians, they were termed, InJtruCli, Neophyti, and 
Tit ones. by ailufion to the Sxcular Warfare, Tirones. To exprefs the Effedts of Baptifm 

rney wore White Garments, till the OSaves of Eajter , the Lords-day following* 
or Low-Sunday, which hereupon was called Dominica in Allis. Now were they 
Tidchs. reckoned amongft the Fideles or Faithful , being permitted to flay after the Ser¬ 
mons and Reading of the Scriptures, allowed to behold the Holy Myfteries of 
the Altar, and partake of the Lords Table, all which had been denied to them 
when Catechumeni, to whom after the faid Sermons and Readings, Mijfa efi was 
pronounced, being not permitted to view the Sacraments. Yet were not thofe 
Novices for all this, permitted fuddenly to enter into Holy Orders, it being againft 
expreis Canons, forfuch to be made Priefts and Bifhops, although in the cafe-of 
St. Arnhrcfe and fome others, the publick utility procured a Difpenfation and Ex¬ 
ception to this General Rule. 

4,o. But (to return from this Digreffion) the Year following, wherein Ti- 
m'uts and Promotus were Confuls, the Fourteenth of Valentinian the Second 
and the Eleventh of Theodofius A. D. 389. Augujline having wintered tit Rome 
pafled down to OJtra, intending there to Sail over into Africk , but there he was* 
lcept for fome time by the Sicknefs of his Mother Monica, which Pious Matron *■**'■’*'• 
here ended her days. Having performed the laft Offices of Duty to her he failed 
over with a profperous Gale, together with Alipius and Evodius. his Companions, 
who accompanied him into the Country, where they fpent their time in difeharge 
of all Godly Exercifes, and Augujline wrote feveral Books before he entred into Lit. 1. 
the Orders of Priefthood, which he mentioneth in his Retractations. This fame 
Year alfo departed to a better Life, in the Sixty fifth Year of his Age, Gregory Na- 
. Gnsoyy zianze» Syrnamed the Divine, his Death happening Three Years before St!Hie- 

mendxs - wwcf wrote his Book concerning Ecdefiaftical Writers, which the Author himfelf 

affirms to have been in the Fourteenth Year of Theodofm . He was of a middle Gr *'*' 
Stature, a fweet and pleafantafped, fomething pale, his Hair on his Head very IfZ **** 
thin, yet his Beard thick, his Nofe fomewhat flat, eye-brows high, his right A D 280 
Eye being a little contracted by a Skar. Though he feemed to be of a robuft ' 5 
Confutation, yet was he forely broken by continual pains of the Gout, and 
other Infirmities, which confining him to his Bed, he therein refreffied himfelf 
with feveral Elegant and Witty Poems made concerning himfelf upon various 
Occafions, of which molt are yet Extant. He complains not fo much of his 
Bodily Infirmities, as the pricks of the Flelh wherewith he was forely afflifted 
which having eafily conquered in his Youth, by all the means and endeavours 
he could ule, he could very hardly fubdue in his old Age. He had made his Te- 
flament fome years before, by which he gave ail he had to the ufe of the Poor 
of the Church of Nazianzen, except certain Legacies left to his Kindred. There¬ 
in mentioning Alypiana by the Name of his Daughter, and Meletius his Son in 
Law ; Baronins is careful to put us in mind, that neither was ffie indeed his true 
Daughter, nor fie his Son in Law, forafmuch as he himfelf profefleth, that he re¬ 
tained his Virginity inviolable. But fhe, together with Eugenia and Nonna, were 
the Daughters of Gorgonia his Sifter, Married to Vitalianus , to whom fhe bare 
alio Two Sons Peter and Phocas. Alypiana was Married to Nicolulus an eminent 
Perfon, and was the Mother of Nicobulus the Younger, of whom Gregory alfo 
makerh mention. But although Nazianzen being a Biffiop, had no Children, 
yet his Father had, who was a Biffiop too, and begot them in Wedlock after he 
was initiated in the Holy Orders, which we are content, feeing he himfelf 
hsrh no mind to it, to obferve for the Cardinal. Amongft his Works which 
pals under the Name of Nazianzen , the Tragedy doth not at all favour of his 
Style, nor oblerves the Arid: Rule of Iambicks, according to liis Cuftom,. imi¬ 
tating rather Euripides as our Fnlke hath obferved. 
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SeveralEdidts Abqut this prefent time, theodofius theJEmperour gave out aftefcripta-j-- T6/ -i 8 -* 

tCTbeoHojius. the Manichees, afwell inhabiting in the City as other places, Commanding "■ '

“ at the fame place by another Refcript in the month of November he Prohi- 
“ bits the Aflemblies of all Heretical Clerks. But as the Emperour took 
care for the checking of thofe new roots of bitternefs, which elfe would have 
fprouted mdre, and endangered the true and genuine .Corn, fo-this year he la- 
who endea- boured as much for the eradication of the old ftock of Pagahifm, which; not- 
prcT Paga- withftanding all the Blows it ha'd received, yet ever and anon feemed again ro 
nifm. take freffi Root and bloftotne: Symmachus the famous Senatour and Oratcur ha¬ 
ying qlawed him by. a Panegyrick, as he had formerly flattered the Tyrant 
Maximus, thought he had brought him by his pleafing Language into fo good an 
humour, that he dared to requeft of him, that the Altar .of Ziftory formerly 
in the Semite Houle might be reftored. Hereat, he conceited, fuch Indignation 
againft him, .that he Baniffied him his Pretence £. and. although afterward he was 
fo far reconciled to him either through his Apology of the Mediation of a No-, 
vatiori Biffiop (as Socrates would have it) as both to pafs by the Offence, and :

41. Hence it canie to .pafs, to the great grief "of 1 the Pagpnp,t;he Capitol, 
was deprived of its Gods, the Nefts where they had(I^rbpured, being all 
rent, and broken. . And if Zozims fays true, Avarice cloathed it fejf with 
the appearance of Zeal ‘ as it jsver happens ' iii Reformations^.. For. Stilko, he Lib. j. 
fells us, took away the Plates of Gold from the Door of'jfte Capitol, , and his 
Wife Serena, depriving* E^ the Mother .of the Gods, of thofe jewels which 
hung about her neck, apply’d them.'to her own private ufe and ornament. 

But had the Chriftian zeal of theodofm flayed here, the Pagans had not forrow- ■; 

Demoting ed to fo high a degree. Still remained the Temple of Seraph at Alexandria , 
the Temple of one 0 f the greateft Marks and Encouragements,of theirfup'erftition yetftand- 

^ famous throughout the whole World forfheftateliuefsofits Structure, puffin, 
Solemnity of its Worffiip, and the antiquity thereof j/buf tliis very Temple"^- 
this fame year, by command of the Emperour, . was utterly deftfoyed. The Pa¬ 
gans of wy noted before ) were of all others moft tenacious of their 

Heatlieniffi Rites,and comported themfelveslefs than any others to the pratftice and 
courfe of the prefent times, hot forbearing to teftifie their diflike, by ( extravagant 
practices upon occafion, as they did at this feafon, raffing, great Stirs and Tu¬ 
mults againft the Chriftians their Neighbours, who had dilcovered and laid open 
the wickednefs of fome of their Gentile Myftkries.. The deftruiftion of the Tem¬ 
ple had been predicted by Bejfarion an Abbat, as alfo by Antoninus an Ethnicb Eumpius in 
Philbfopher or Magician, which foretelling of, liis did very much incourage, and«'« 
confirm the Pagans, and open their Mouths in pleading for. their Gods, though 
otherwife the lols they had fuftained by the deftruiftion of their Temple, had 
ffiut them with . Shame and Confternation.', This, gave occafion to St. Augujline 
to write a Book concerning the Divination of Spirits, as^he himfelf teltifieth 
at the beginning of tftat Work, .. £ , . : \ 

Which very 4}. What .indignation was conceived by. the Pagans, Fo/ the ruine of this fe- 
much inrage* j^ ous -pemple, appears from Emapius Sardianus the Compiler of the Lives of 
the Pagans, a Man extremely addidted to Reatheniffi SuperfUtiqris and .Magical . 

Arts, arid, who lived at this time whereof we write. He rails exceedingly againft 
fh'eophilus, whom he calls a.PiacuIar Man,(and. the reft that.vvere employed in 
that work deriding them’ for making $Tar againft the Stones, Statues, with 
other Materials, and twitting them for their Avarice, Sacrilege and Impiety, 

In fpoiling the place of its rich Ornaments arid Treafure. But he hath no pa¬ 
tience when he comes to relate how into thefefacred places, as he calls them, 
were Chriftian Monks introduced, men in appearance (faith he) but living as 
filthily as Swine. He adds, that they did publickly commit infinite and un- 
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fpeal&ble VilldtiiieS, yet was it held a piece of Piety in them to Conculcate 
arid ctefife theefte'effi and reverence of the Hofy place? for at that time (fohe 
goes on) every one that Wore Black, and fhamed hot to appear publickly in 
bad Cloathes. obtained a certain Tyrannical kind of Authority, into fuch an 
opinion of vertue Was that fort of men advanced, of whom alfo is fpoken in 
the Commeiifaries of Univerfal Hiftory. They placed Monks (fo he proceeds 
ih his Ethnick fury) at Canobus , that for Gods who arefeen no otherwife than 
by fhfe niind, they might give divine Honours to Slaves and Flagitious perfons, for 
they Ihewed for Gods the feafoned and faired Heads of fuch, as for the multi- 
tudd of Villainies, had by the Judges been put to death, to thofe they bowed 
the Knee, thofe they received into the number of Gods appearing all ragged and 
nafty at their Sepulchres: Amongft thde feme were'Martyrs, others Deacons, 
and were accounted Meffengers and Arbitratours of Prayers and Petitions with 
the Gods, whereas they were perfidious Slaves, ignominioufly fubjetted to Stripes, 
ahd bearing Scats in their Bodies, the Marks and Tokens Of their Wickednefs and 
Villanies. Yet fuch Gods doth the Earth bring forth. Thus the Impious 
Wretch out of his blafphemous mouth belcheth Lies and Slanders againft the 
glorious Martyrs ? a very fit Authour for the Cardinal Annalift to ufe in be¬ 
half of his Catholick Religion and Worfhip of Relicks, againft the HeretickS Of

44. But Puffims hath defcribed, together With this moft Magnificent Temple, L.z.caz,t 3 c. 
thcfe moft Flagitious Myfteries wont to be celebrated with thofe privy Frauds 
therein Ufed to deceive the People. Socrates Writes, how Theophtlus the Bilhop I» 5 - *.16,17. 
of Alexandria being authorized by the Emperour to deftroy thefe Cages of Urt- * . 
clean Beafts, Ihewed forth to the open face of the World the vain and ridiculous 
Practices ufed both ih the Temple of Serapis and others, caufing fuch things .among 
them is refembled the Yards ofmetttObe carried through the Forum , to their ut¬ 
ter Shame and Ignominy. That the Pagans inhabiting Alexandria , and above 
the teft fuch as profefled Philofophy, feeing how things went, could no longer 
contain themfelves, but added new ahd far more grievous Offences to their for- 
Canfing them mer Atts, both Tragical and exceeding in Cruelty. They all jointly fet upon 
to fall u r the Chriftians, who ftaridirtg upon their defence, a great Fray enfued, 
pfwhom a n? ‘ wherein died a far greater number of the Faithfull, than of the Pagans, who 
great number now in their cold bloud confidering what they had done, and apprehending the 
awflain. Emperour’s fore difpleafure, ran away and hid themfelves in feverai lurking pla¬ 
ces, of which number were HellaAlus and Amtonius, both Grammarians, of 
whom Socrates faith, he was Scholar in his younger years. 

4f. But the Fray being over, the Govemour of Alexandria and the General 
of the Army came to afiift Tbeophilus in the overthrow of the Temples, which 
now went down apace, the Idols of the Gods being turned into Kettles and 
other neceflary Veffels, for the Emperour commanded they fhould be fold for 
the benefit of the Poor. Yet did Theophilus Order that fome one Idol fhould be 
referved andfetup infomepublick place of the Oily, therewith to difgracethe 
Ethnick Religion in after-time. Socrates allures us, that to his knowledge Am¬ 
monias the Grammarian was much troubled thereat ; faying, that the Pagan Reli¬ 
gion thereby was fubjetted to much Infamy and Reproach. This was the 
greateft blow that the publick profeflion of Paganifth had received, this place 
of Alexandria being, as it were, the Fountain of that Worlhip and Superflition, 
which being deftroyed and removed out of the way, the other Houfes, which 
were but as Chapels in companion of this Temple, were more feafily demolifh-' 

Amongft ec j. But the Gentiles atted with defpair and rage, aflembled all men for de- sc^m.l.y.e.1^. 
Aforw/to’ b;- fence of their Gods, and killed many. Chriftians, amongft whom was Marcellus 
(hop Of Ap*- Bilhop of Apamea in Syria, by whofe care the famed Temple of Jupiter in that 
mea in Syria. Q t y was demolifhed. Sulpicius Severus tells us alfo of feverai Temples razed by 
procurement of St. Martin in-Gall, fo that the Weftern Bifhops were not behind 
their Brethren in contributing their utmoft diligence for eradicating of this Su- 
perftition which held them yet ftill feverai years e’er it could univerfal ly be ac- 
complilhed, fo difficult a matter it Was to enter into the ftrong Marfs Houfe to 
bind him andfpoil his 13 oods.

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4 6. About this time it feemed good unto the Church, ( fo Socrates expref- L -1- *• 19. 
feth himfelf) to take away the Office of fuch Priefts, as were appointed throughout 

every Church, to receive Penitents after Gonfeffion, unto the Company of the 
Faithfull ; and that for this oecafion. Since the time that the Novations fepara- 
ted themfelves, and refufed to communicate with 'fuch as fell in the Perfection 
under Dec ins, the Bifhops added to the Ecclefiaftical Canons, that in every 
Church a Prieft fhould be appointed, for the re-admiffion of Penitents, to the 
end that fuch as had fallen after Baptifm fhould in his hearing confefs their Sin 
and Infirmity; which Canon is as yet in force among other Setts, onely the 
true Chriftians imbracing the Faith of one Subdance, together with the Novati¬ 
ons have Banifhed this Penitential Funttion. Neither did the Novations at the 
The FundHon beginning allow of this addition; but the Bifhops now governing the Churches* 
although they retained this Cuftome of a long time, yet removed it out of the 
down upon Church in the time of Nettarius Bilhop of Constantinople , by reafon of art hei- 
what account, nous offence committed in the Church, in fuch fort as followeth. A certain 
Noblewoman came to fuch a Prieft and confefled orderly the Sins ihe had com¬ 
mitted after Baptifm, at length accufed her felf of another Crime, declaring that 
a Deacon of that Church had abufed her Body. For this Offence, by this means 
brought to light, the Deacon was Banifhed the Church, and the People was much 
moved, afwell in regard of the heinous offence committed, as that the Church 
was thereby much loaded with Reproach and Infamy. But the Priefts being 
iharply rebuked, and the aforefaid Crime objetted to them, Eudamon Minifter 
of that Church advifed Nettarius the Bilhop to take away the Funttion of the 
Shriving Prieft, and grant free liberty to every one as his Confidence ferved him, 
to partake of the Holy Myfteries, to prevent the like Scandal for the time to 
come. So much did Socrates hear of this matter from Eudcemons own 
Mouth. 

47. About the fame time Theodofius the Emperour committed fuch a piece of Se¬ 
verity as gave oecafion to fuch an att of Church Difcipline,which as for the Dignity 
of the Subjett hath been remarkable to all Pofterity. The thing was this.

Cruelty who without an y difference of Age or Sex, Guilty or Innocent, fell upon them, 
for which he and running through the Streets killed all, afwell Strangers as Citizens, whom 
undergoe* Ec -they met; fo that about 7000 Perfons were thus flaughtered in a matter of 
tenfure” 1 three Hours fpace. The News coming to Milan, where the Bifhops were at 
fembled in a Synod, Ambrofe in the Name of all, firft by Letters fignified to 
the Emperour, how horrid a Fatt he had committed, and that thereby he had 
rendered himfelf unworthy of Chriftian Communion, and when Theodofius came 
to give fatisfattion, and remove the Scandal, he publickly and ftoutly refufed 
him entrance into the Church for eight Months, till his Penitence might fully 
appear,, enjoyning him withall to make an Editt, whereby Sentence of Death 
and Confifcation of Goods fhould be flopped from Execution for thirty days, 
that the Merit of the Caufe might in fuch a fpace of time be throughly weighed 
and examined. 

48. The Emperour received this Chaftifement with wonderfull Humility, Pa¬ 
tience and Moderation, fetting thereby fuch a Copy and Pattern of fubmiffion 
to Ecclefiaftical Cenfures, as St. Ambrofe , St. Auguftine , with the reft of the 
Churchmen and Writers of that Age, and all ever fince have both applauded and 
admired. But Eraftus an eminent German Phyfician, fo learned in his Art that 

Riolan efteems him the greateft man that hath lived fince Femelius , whatever his j» Anthropog. 
fuccefs was in Theology, wherein he travelled much alfo, hath palled a fharp 
Cenfure upon this Dilcipline fo leverely prefled upon the Imperial Majefty of VideHofpinu- 
Theodofius , terming it an unjuft Att, and affirming, that it can never be main- num .f ori i>- 
tained by any true and folid Reafons. However the Humility of Theodofius afwell 
herein was eminent as in another point, wherein St. Ambrofe alfo largely Ihewed ?

, z xhi s Letter palling from one to another, Bufehus of Cremona defired Hte- 
rom to Tranllate it into Latin, and keep it private, which he did about eighteen 
months But then John made means to get it into liis Hands, and accuied 
Hierom both as an unfaithfull Tranflatour, and a turbulent Perfon, who fought 
to encreafe differences in the Church, by adding Oil to the Flame of that Com 
troverfie, which might elfe have been extinguiihed. Hterome herewith netled, 
writes aeainft him two Letters to Fammachtus his great Friend, a Man of Noble 
extra#, as defeended from the ancient Family of the Camilli, wherein he vin¬ 
dicates himfelf as to the Tranflation, having ufed no greater liberty than i 
faithfull and Learned Man juftly might. And then he accufeth John as adduced 
to the Errours of Origen, which he ftieweth to have been many, and more bitter¬ 
ly inveigheth againft them than Epiphanius had done two years before, though he E oltom.Ep. 
Himfelf had tranllated many of Origens Books, on which he had not been wanting L* 

to bellow very large Encomiums. But upon this account he alfo began fo fpeak & 2J ?■ 5 
and write very ill of Rafwm and others whom formerly he had extolled to the 
Skies. Toward the latter end of one of his Epiftles he makes mention of a Solar i*. :?•

Milan made his Funeral Oration, wherein he hath this exprelfion, He died with-iturum 
Fvjvk: vat Baptifm, and yet enjoyetb Eternal Life , for he was but a Catechumenus though 

fo long a Chriftian, and born of Chriftian Parents, fo prevalent was as yet that . 
bad cuftome of deferring Baptifm. Theodoftus was now got back to ConJlantino r 
pie, where having Built a Church in Honour of St. John Baptijl, Baronius tells 
us,' that the year preceding the Birth of Valentinian, he caufed the Head of 
that Saint which had been found in the time of Valens to be therein depofited. 
Concerning this Ceremony, fuch Writers as mention it agree not amongft them- 
lelves neither as to the time nor manner. Other Tranflations alfo of this Head 
are faid to have been made into Alexandria and Gall by other Perfons. The 
Rbemijls tell us in their Teftament, that St. John Baptift’s Head is at Amiens in 
France : others fay his Head is in St. Silvefter’s Abbey in Rome, befidcs the bar¬ 
tered pieces of it in other places. There were alfo kept two Anniverfaries for two fe- 
veral Findings of his Head, whereof one was in the Ruines, you muft know, of 
Herod’s old Palace, and another in the Field of Emefa. It’s more worth the 
Augujiine or-while to take notice that this year Augujline was ordained Prieft by Valerius 
dainedPrieft. gjihop of Hippo, to the great content and fatisfa&ion of the People, though 

to his own regret and trouble. Being now Prieft, the Bilhop caufed him to Ml 
Preach in his prefence quite contrary to the Cuftome of Africk, which permitted ' 
not Presbyters to Speak in the Church when the Bifhops were there • but after 
this example given, it began to be broken and antiquated in other places. 

Eugenius whom the Murtherers of Valentinian had put in his Place, being 
cheated by the Promifes of the Pagan Prophets, who made him confident of his 
fuccefs, gave them fome liberty and encouragement in their Superftition, which 
caufed Ambrofe to write to him, and blame him for fo doing ; as alfo Theodo- 
a new Editffc fius to make anew Editft for obviating the progrefs of their Religion \ c .Tb.d'?* g .

ftiop. He .being but Prieft as yet, had a great and publick Dilpute at Hippo 
with Fortmatus a Manic bee, concerning the Original of Evil, wherein he gave 
him fo eminent a foil, that he durft not any more appear in that City. At 
this time Farmenianus the Bifhop of the Donat if s dying at Carthage, Primianus 
was firft chofen in his room, and then afterward Maximianus by others, where¬ 
upon arofe a great Schifm amongft the Donatifls themfelves, of which Augujline 
often taketh notice. The matter being brought before three Councils, Maximi¬ 
anus in them all had the better of his Adverfary,but in a Fourth confifting of three 
hundred and ten Bifhops,held on the Eighth before the Calends of May, two years 
after the beginning of the Difpute,P rimianus had the upper Hand, which great va¬ 
riety of pailions and inclinations very much confounded the Donatijls. The 
, . „ year after thefe things happened the Death of Theodofjus, to the great detriment c.Th.pajpm. 
EmpSur* Of Chriftian Religion, had not his Sons Arcadius and Honorius at their firft en- 
die. try by feveral new Edids eftablifhed and fecured the Profeflion thereof, receiving 
as a reward of their Zeal protedion from the treacherous attempts of Ruffims 
and his Companions. , „ . . D ~,. . 

rr The fame year that Theodoftus died, was Augujline in the forty firft year 
Auguflm of his age made Biihop of Hippo , though Valerius the Incumbent was yet living. chr L Aug. 
made Bilhop He was f or his Piety and Abilities grown by this time into fo great efteem, 33 -n°- 

oUli ?l°- and fo much taken notice of in all Countries,that Valerius fearing he might be cal¬ 
led to fome other place, and the Chruch deprived of fo good a Paftour, dealt 
with the Primate of Africk that he might be Confecrated in his life-time, it 
being a thing highly convenient, and not altogether without precedent. When 
he had prepared the matter thus, and made the defign known to the People, 
they received it with great applaufe, and in a manner conftramed Augujline to 
accept thereof, though it was flatly againft the Canons of the Nicene Council 
for a fecond Bilhop to be ordained to a Church of which he confefleth that 
both he himfelf and Valerius was at that time ignorant. About this time Friti- 
oildis a Queen of the Maxomdnns hearing of the fame of Ambroje, unbraced (as 
Fadinus writes in his Life) the Chriftian Faith, and procured from him a Cer¬ 
tain Catechetical Treatife for her fuller information therein. At the requeit of 
the Bilhop, Ihe perfwaded her Husband to fubmit to the Romans, and came to 
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Milan to fee that good Prelate , but he had left this life e’er her arrival there, dy¬ 
ing not full three years after the departure of Theodoftus , the day preceding the 
Nones of April and Eafter-dzy, after'he had fitten in the See of Milan z] years 
and about 4 months, and fcarcely completed his grand Clima&erical. As St. 

Ambrofe wrote fome Books which are not extant, lb. many now extant under his 
name he never wrote as is confefled on all fides. Amongft the fpurious things af- 
eribed to him it’s obfervable that the Mijfale going under his name makes mention 
of the Feaft of the Afiumption which was not received till After-ages. Neverthe- 
jfefe his fervice Book or Officium Ambroftanum fuppofed made by him was long in Durand, l. 
'raped andufe,tjH Pope Hadrian, calling a Goifocil with Affifteneeof Charles ths s-e-2- 
Emperour abolilhed and burnt it commanding that of Gregory univerfally to be 
ufed. But not long continued this in fuch efteem but that the Roman- Service 
came to be of two falhions, the new arid old, as may be feen in Pamelius his Pre¬ 
face before Micrologus, who reportetn alfo out of Radulphus de Rive that about 
the year 12.77 Pope Nicholas the third removed out of the Churches of Rome the 
more Ancient Service Books and brought into ufe the Mijfals of the Friars Mino¬ 
rites, infomuch that about 100 years after the faid Radulphus happening to be 
at Rome found all the Books to be of the new ftamp. But of later chopping 
and changing hereafter.

out by what Pelagius and Gregory fay in the following Canons, we hope the Car¬ 
dinal will allow the effect and purport of them to be Authentical, though thefe 
words be not, the Authour of which they will commend and difpraife, allow and 
rejedt at their pieafure, as he fpeaks for oragainftthem. To let pafs what the Car¬ 
dinal takes for granted, and which we fhall never yield, that the African Church 
was fubjedt to the Roman ; though the African Fathers had nothing to doe to give 
Laws to that of Rome , yet they might doe it fperhaps) to their own People, for 
the Canon is riot again ft fuch as fhould take, but rather thofe that fhould give this 
Title which thofe of Africk might doe to him as well as others. Whatever reafons. 

Baronins alledgeth for the Roman Bifhops their refufal of this Title is not very ma¬ 
terial, feeing both Pelagius and Gregory aflign a true and urgent caufe, viz. . the 

wrong and prejudice that fhould thereby be done to other Bilhops, which, how- .- 

ever out of complement and alternation fuch Titles may have been given both to 
him of Rome and others, yet is a fufficient Bar to all fuch real and ienous preten- 
fions. And if the defign of the Canon was to remove Or to prevent arrogance in 
Bifhops, it cannot well be imagined againfl: whom this Engine fhould be levelled, 
whofe Pride it fhould be defigned to batter fooner than that of Rome , theemmency 
of which City together with other confiderable accidents Elevated the Bifhop’s 
Reputation, and drawing the Eyes as well of the Africans as others upon him, drew 
out alfo expreffions which puffed up vanity and wounded charity as Gregory ex. pref- 
feth it. . . .

The m. Canon forbids any one who had ferved in the Wars againft Chriftians 
o be received fo high as the Degree of a Deacon. Several of the reft conc^n 
die ^ ives and Children of Bi/hops, Priefts and other Clerics, w-hich whilft 
die Fathers were enaeftmg, and endeavouring for Peace and Unity in Spain the 
Difference (till continued in the Eaft,concerning the Opinions and Books of Orioen 
Horn the Eaft the Contention flew into Afrkk and Italy, and in Rome Or hen found 
rmny Favourers, amongft which Melania was very eminent, who muchfavoured 
the Caufe and Perfon of Ruffinus. But Marcella a notable flickler for the other 
I arty, with Prmipia were fo addled to Hierome, that they ceafed notto in- 
ftigate, by all means poflible, Anajlajius the Roman Bi/hop againft Ruffinus whom 
, they procured him to cite to render a reafon why he had tranflated the Books 

of 
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of Origen at Rome, and after he had mightily extolled them to the World, 

had prefently thence withdrawn himfelf. He anfwered without making appea¬ 
rance by Letter, that he had not fled from Rome , but returned into .his own 
Countrey, which lie had not feen for full thirty years ; that he was now weary 
and broken with Travel and Old Age, and therefore refolved there to fix, and 
that he had not been the firft Tranllatour, nor had firft extolled and.commended 
to the World the Works of Origen. This refufai provoked Anaftafm , not onely 
Atittflafws Bi* to condemn Origen but Ruffinus too, and the following year he renewed his Cen- 
ihop Of Home fure. Afterward he feemed fomewhat to relent and incline a little to the Orige- 
dies - ^ nips, but as Hierome writes, was then tranflated, left by intreaty he fiiould be 
brought to alter his Sentence formerly given. For he died on the twenty feventh of 
April of this prefent year, as fome gather from certain Writings of St. Hierome, 
after he had governed but three years, though Baronius contends that he died 
not till April following, and fo fate in the See of Rome four Years, a Month 
and thirteen Days. Of his Adtions recorded this is moft remarkable, that he 
compelled Priefts to ftand whilft the Gofpel was reading. For at this afwell as 
at other times, there being great emulation betwixt Priefts and Deacons in the 
Romijh Church, the Deacons puffed up by the continual Addrefles made to them 
from the People, becaufe they difpenfed the Goods of the Church, prefled upon 
the Priefts, prefuming to fit amongft, and give them their Bleffing in the ordina¬ 
ry Feafts, and the Priefts on the other hand adted by too much Indignation, dis¬ 
dained to ftand upon their feet, when the Gofpel was read by the Deacons. 

64. We have formerly told the Reader, that Theophilus Bifliop of Alexandria. 
being by Hierome incenfed againft the Origenifts, bani/hed fuch Monks as were 
of that Perfwafion out of ^gypt. Thefe men betake themfelves to Conjlantino- 
ple the Bilhop whereof they acquaint with their grief, and indeavour to fet him 
againft theophilus. Having the advantage of fpeaking face to face, they brought 
him into a good Opinion of their Caufe, and made him patronize their perfons by 
writing to the Bifliop, whereby a very ill undemanding was. begot betwixt the 
two Prelates. But the Monks perceiving that they had profited little by feeking 
the Patronage of John Chryfoftome , and that theophilus was rather the more in¬ 
cenfed both againft themfelves and him, made their Addrefs to the Emperour, to 
whom they accufed their Bifliop of fo heinous Crimes, as very much indangered 
his Head. Chryfoftome being fufpedled .to have an hand in the defign, was ve¬ 
ry ill fpoken of by the Party of theophilus , and now Epiphanius ingages himfelf 
openly in the Quarrel, who having fent the Decrees of the. Synods held at Alex¬ 
andria and Cyprus againft the Origenifts to Conftantinople, when he perceived he- 
profited nothing, but thofe men were rather kindly entertained, relolved to go> 
thither and oppofe them in Perfon. In performing his Refolutions great Contefb 
happened betwixt him and Chryfoftome , concerning which, various, uncertain-and 
feveral incredible Reports are made, but Epiphanius in one refpesft had a great ad¬ 
vantage of the other, for Chryfoftome by the feverity of his Carriage-and-Re¬ 
proofs had incurred the difpleafure of many, perfons, but efpfecially the hatred of 
the Great Ones at Court. His rigorous Exa&ion of Difcipline made his -Clergy 
• hate him. His refufai to eat with other men, and tO be prefeht at Feafts and SocmesLi 
lawful! Divertifements increafed the rumours, and. gained credit to the Reports ' 

which they had raifed, when he fell upon the Magiftrates- and Courtiers, they 
by their Countenance and Intereft gave reputation to his Acciifers,- but When he. 
came to fall: out with Eudoxia the Emprefs, that utterly loft him. The iiifulting 
Inve&ive he made againft Butropius. the Eunuch, who took San&uary in the 
Church after he had procured the Emperourito.take away the Privilege of thofe 
places, being againft a man in mifery, though a. guilty arid obnoxious perfon, 
got him the Repute of Ill-natur’d and. Cruel. . The .thing, that preferved his Re¬ 
putation and life was his excellent Preaching, which yet was the lefs efteemed of 
by reafon of: an Aimulatour he had in the City. ' ■ 

6 f. This was Severianus z Syrian Bilhop of Galale, who undemanding that 
Antiochus his Countreyman the Bifliop. of Ptolemais had got good ftore of money 
by preaching; at Conftantinople, made him a.flock of Sermohs, wherewith he came 
arid fet up in that City. At firft by his Flatteries he prevailed much upon Chry¬ 
foftome, and got his good efteern, but . being popular for his Sermons, when the 
Bifliop had withdrawn himfelf to Ephefus ; fof filling that See, then vacant by the 
death of the Diocefan 5 he began to make a Party for himfelf, and draw the al- 
fedtions oil the; People from their.proper Paftour to ^himfelf. The Jealoufie which 
hereupon arofe was increafed into Enmity it felf by means of Serapion, an info- 
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lent and turbulent Deacon of that Church, who on a time refufing to rife up 
and fhew rbfped to Severiams, though a Perfon fo far above him as dignified by 
the Charader of a Biihop Severianus thereupon could not forbear from revi¬ 
ling him, and brake into this Expreflion, If Serapion die a Chriftian, then Chrift 
vS not made Man. The latter part of thefe words Serapion relates to Chryfof- 
tome as fpoken by themfelves, who thereupon having this advantage as he 
thought againft him, flew out into great Paflion and Invedives, neither would 
be reconciled to him tUl Eudoxia the Emprefs m the Apoftles Church caft her 
young Son Theodoftus, if Socrates was well informed, at his feet. Whatever lhe 
did in this cafe, if lhe was not already, long it was not e’er lhe fell out with him, 
and conceived an implacable hatred againft him. The Emperour Leo in his Ora¬ 
tion in praife of Chryfofiome alfigneth the original caufe to his rebuking ol her 
for fpoiling the Widow of one Theognoffus of part of her Husband’s Eftate, who 
had been unjuftly condemned, and defrauding another Widow of Alexandria ot 
a Sum of Money due to her. It’s reported of her, that lhe fell out with £/» 
pkanius at his coming to Conftantinople , becaufe he would not condemn John ol 
Herefie, threading to open the Idol Temples and permit the Pagans the exercife 
of their Superftition. However it’s reported from feveral hands that Chryfofiome 
and he parted in difpleafure, and at his departure they mutually prophehed, he 
that John fhould die in Exile, and John that he Ihould not live to return to his 
own See, both which it’s faid came to pals, though there be no great certainty 
concerning the time of Epiphanitu his death. Amongft the Writings which go 
under his Name, the Oration in praife of the Virgin Mary is none of his, 
though cited by Baronins, Canifius , and a Cajlro , but a Declamation of another 
Epiphanm of later time, fmaller Learning , poorer Credit and Authority in the Montague. 
Church, one of the Conveners at the fecond Nicene Council. 

66. This fame year, viz. the CCCCII. of the ordinaiy vAEraoi Chrift, was t bm.c<mc. i. 
Two Coun- a General Council of the African Bilhops held at Milenis in Numidia under the 

ii s / held - 1 prefidentfhip of Aurelius Primate of Carthage. There was another held at this place 
“ feme fourteen years after, and the Canons of both are confounded by the compilers, 
as alfo with thofe of other Synods, for the firft eight in order which refped Pela- 
gianifm cad hardly be thought to have been made by the Fathers at this time 
wherein that Herefie was fcarcely born, at Ieaft known unto the World. In the 
date the Colledours give the title o iclarifimi to the Emperours, which how ridi¬ 
culous it is, appears by what we have formerly difeourfed of fuch titles of honour, 
they had found V. C. in the Copies, which handing for their fifth Confullhip 
they thus ignorantly interpret. In the mean while the enemies of John Chryfo- 
Jlome proceeded in their plots and defigns againft him. Socrates and others tell 
qs, that being difpleafed with the Emprefs for taking the part of Epiphanius , he 
flew out into invedives againft all Women, and fpake fo defpitefully of them in 
his .Sermons, particularly from that Text, Gather to me thofe that eat of the table 
‘of jezebel, that lhe being made to believe he meant no other than her felf, and 
Antiochus and Severianus, whom lhe maintained in the City, complained of him 
to the Emperour. It happened opportunely for them that Iheophylus Biihop of A- 
lexandria , being then fumraoned to Court as a criminal, was on his way thither. 

He is received not as fuch, but in triumphant manner lodged in the Palace, fay 
fome, and now private Cabals are held for the methods and ways of deftroying 
John. They fent fome Spies to inquire out the faults of his youth, thence to get 
fome reflecting matter, butthedefign not taking, feven and thirty ofthem met 
together at Chalcedon, whither they cite him four times to appear before them, 
and when he refufed them as unequal Judges, and was defended by forty other 
Bilhops which aflembled fo him at Conftantinople , they condemned him as contu¬ 
macious and depofed him from his Bilhoprick. When word hereof was brought to 
Conftantinople all the City was in an uproar,watching day and nightleft . their Biihop 
johnehryfo. fhould be taken from them, but the importunity of the Emprefs was fo preffing upon 
Jiome of Con- her Husband, that by his command a guard of Souldiers took him by force, and put- 
denofcT /e ting him by night into a Boat, carried him to Pretemm z Mart Town of Bithynia o- 
p ' ver againft Nicomedia, the People following and oppofing theSouldiers to no purpofe. 

67. This violent hurrying him away lo inraged the Multitude that a great Sedi¬ 
tion followed. As thofe in adverfity are generally pitied,many that formerly had fpo¬ 
ken againft him,began now to take his part, and the Sermons of Severianus did but 
add Oil to the Flame, whoceafed not todeciaim againft him,not as aMan that had 

been condemned for any Crime, but onely as a proud and inlhlent pedon. Things 

came to fuch a pals,that the Emperour with thofe about him thought it requifite to

this Solemnity which favoured of Impiety and Superftition, the bonds of Chriltian 
liberty, and Imperial Laws made concerning fuch matters being violated, or be¬ 
caufe the place being too near the Church the noifeand tumults made adifjur- 
bance in Divine Service, and in a manner prophaned the Ground ; or out of his 
innate prejudice againft all manner of Spettacula, and the fevere aufterity where¬ 
with hii beft friends cannot deny but he was much tranfported, lie declaimed ear- 
neftly againft the thing. The Emprefs herewith being iofe netlcd, and with the 
many feoffs and taunts he ufed againft fuch as were Authours of the Solemnity, 
threatned him depofition and death alfo, and eafily perfwading Arcadrn her Hus¬ 
band to lend herhis Imperial Authority, wrote to the Bilhops lus Enemies requi- 
ring them to meet with all fpeed at Conftantinople Cbgoftom v^ nMX 
hereof fo far accommodated himfelf to the humour and condition of the times as Gr . 
to make another Sermon againft her with this Exordium, Herodias rageth tifrefb, 
ftomacbeth again, danceth as formerly, ftillfeekeththe Head of John to be presented 

heT (&*Yi\s Enemies the Bilhops being re-aflemble'd confulted all manner of ways 
how to accomplilh the bufinefs for which they were called. In concIufion,when 
they had examined many Witneffes but found no teftimomes ftrong enough to 
convid him of any crime, they fell upon that point upon intrudmg into his See, 
and produced againft him the Canon of the Council of Ant toch, which ordains, 

That whofoever being depofed juftly or Unjuftly fhould repoffefs hrnft 
without a Synod confuting of a greater number than thofe who depofed him fhould be- 
And in a again expelled and made irregular. Againft this Canon he juftly excepted that it 
Council held * as made by the Ariam on pur p 0 fe to intrap Atlmafius znd therefore ought not m 
confcicnce to be urged againft him, hut they eafily overruled his P^ hyintercft 
mrned. . jn the Emperour, whom having wearied with their importunities they procured to 
remove him. At firft he was commanded to keep hisHoufe, but when herefufed 
to negled his duty in the Church, except compelled fo to doe, andhis Enemies 
ftill urged his expulfionto Arcadius, he was at length carried bound hke a .Male- 
fadour into exile, thofe Bifliops that were of his Party being imprifoned, and the 
People in vain bemoaning as well their own lofs as the bufferings of th^iri Paftour. 

• Prefently after happened a dreadfull Fire, wliich beginning in the.giurch flew 
thence into the Palace where the Senate fate and did very much mffsmief. The 
followers of John the exiled Biihop accufed the Partizans of Theophlus^s Au- ^£[ p / e vt 
thours thereof, and they again charged tliem with it, whom they branded with cbyfijfomi. 
the Name of Johanites. Socrates indeed lays it upon them as done out of indig rf g-d* Ag¬ 
nation at what the Biihop. fuffered, however fuch inquifition was mkde, and fuch 
tortures inflided upon them by Optdtus a Pagan, the Prefed^of the City, that 
ieveral of them upon this account have had the Honour tb.be reckonedamongft 
Martyrs. Chryfofiome feeing no relief could be obtained in the Talt, where 
fheophilus his bitter Enemy was fo potent, betook himfelf to the Bifhop_ol Borne, 
to Anaftafwi whom by Letters he acquainted with his cafe. This was ^Innocent who lucceeded 
fuccerd. In. Ana a a f tu l a f ter t h e Church had been vacant one and twenty days. He would 
Sceof^oL' gladly have promoted and ihewed the Power and Intereft of lus See, in giving 
him afliftence, but his endeavours afwell as aims were to no purpole. 

Artafiui cho 69. For the Enemies of Chryfofiome to fill his Chair, and cut off all hope of 
kifm the ' his Reftitution, eleded Biihop of Conftantinople Arfaftut an old decrepit Man, 

Chair of Chty- 0 f fourfeore years of Age, Brother to NeHarius who had formerly governed that 
See, a Man left Eloquent than Fifhes, and a worfe Singer than the Frogs, & it 
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Falla Jius be Judge, but of fingular modefty and of meek behaviour, in the opi¬ 
nion of Socrates, who thereupon obferveth, that the Church in his time en¬ 
joyed great eafe and quietnefs. But many contemning him for the vail difference 
they found betwixt his parts and thofe of his Predeceflour, and efpeciaUy induced 
by a fenfe of that wrong which they conceived to be done to John, refufed ut¬ 
terly to communicate with him , and feparated themfelves from his Church, 
which fo provoked thofe of his Party, that great Perfecutions were railed againft 
them, fome Imperial Edicts being procured for corredion and reftrainment of 
thofe who refufed to communicate with him and his Fellow Bifhops. In the mean 
time, whilft Chriftians by perfecuting one another, and rending the feamlefs 
Coat of Chrift, gave matter of fcandal to the Enemies of their Religion, agrea- 
Thc secular ter matter °f fcandal was offered to fuch in the Wed, by renewing a great and fo- 
Games Ceie- lemn ad of the' old Pagan Superftition. This was the Celebration of the old Se- 
brared. cular Games, which had been omitted ever fince the Converfion of Conflantine vide part 1. 
the Great, but now by permiffion of Honorius, who was made to believe that p- 661.fia. 
the omiffion of them would be fatal to the City, were for this one time more * 9 ‘ 
ieftored. Concerning thefe Solemnities, we have heretofore fufficientiy fpoken. 

This was the two hundredth year from that wherein Severus the Emperour cele¬ 
brated his Games of an hundred, and ten years, whereby it came to pafs that they 
were confounded with the Centenaries, but the Romans, out of a fond refped to 
their old Superftition, defired to have them this way celebrated rather than 
not at all; and Claudian in the name of other Pagans, overcome with joy in 
Poetick Raptures, celebrates the praife of the Emperour for this fo-great an ex- 
preflion of kindnefs to his Subjeds of the old ftamp. But the Pagans having 
this Inch of liberty given them, improved it (as the Proverb hath itj to an Ell 
And the spec- broad, procuring the old Spettacula of the Gladiators alfb to be reftored, to the ^rudcmiut 
Gladiator?* v * ew 0 which the Veftal Virgins went out in a folemn Proceffion. For thefe mackc 
1 ° rt ‘ and other things, as Divines obferve, the Land - groaned, and both Emperour 
and People Juffered the dreadfull effeds of God’s Anger and Indignation, which 
within a year or two abundantly Ihewed themfelves in the Invafion of Italy and 
other Parts of the Weft by the Barbarous Nations. 

70. The fame year that Cbryfoftome was driven into exile, St. Auguftine the 
Bilhop of Hippo deputed publickly in his Church two d ays together with Fcelix 
the Manichee , who overcome with, his Arguments, confefled the truth, and re- 
• nounced his errours. The year following, being the four hundred and fifth year 
of our Lord,in the fecond Confullhip of Stilico ,and the firft of Anthemius on the 
Confltmtino- e ^ event h of November, Arfacius the pretended Bilhop of Conftantinople died, having 
pie dies. ‘ held the See a year and two months. About the Succeflion great heats and con¬ 
tention arofe, and the Difputes continued for four months, after which in the 
^"'^^next year, in the fixth Confullhip of Arcadius and the firft of Prohus was Atti- 
cus Elected, a Man born at Sebaftia in Armenia , brought up in the Monaftical 
courfe of life by thofe of the Macedonian Herefie, from which afterward turning 
_ to the Catholick Faith he was made Prieft of the Church of Conftantinople , and Socr. 1. 5. tf . 

" became a ftickler againft Cbryfoftome; of .mean learning, but of very good natu-* 7 - 
Jolm ebryfo- ral parts, and fit for bufinefs. By this means was Cbryfoftome kept out of his Paiiudiulubi 
exile! dien " See, and ftill imprifoned,. very, hardly ufed, and removed at length from Ara-fuprd. 
bijfus toward Pityventis on porpofe to harafs him to death, in which Journey 
he died, and pafted to an heavenly Countrey, whom in this World neither his 
eminent Piety, fingular Learning, nor incomparable Eloquence could protedl 
from the calumnies of Sycophants and unjuft oppreflion. He was born at An¬ 
tioch in Calofyria upon the River Orontes, of a Noble Family, his Father’s Name 
Seam Jus, and his Mother’s Anchufa. He ftudied at Athens , where applying Socrates. 
himfelf to Libinaus for Rhetorick, and Androgathius for Philofophy, he profited 
in learning to the admiration of the' whole Univerfity , being yet a Pagan, c. 2. 
Afterwards he and his Parents were converted, though he was very well learned 5. 

in the Laws, yet refolving to betake himfelf to the Monaftery, .he ftudied Di- Radius m- 
vinity under condudt of Diodenis, Carterius, Eufebius, Emifems, and Baftl the tuphrafts. ■ 
Great. Then was he made Reader of the Church of Antioch by Zeno Bilhop. 
of Gara, a Deacon by Meletius , after three years by Euagrius a Prieft, and’at 
length Bilhop of Conftantinople , and Patriarch of the Churches throughout Thrace , 

Afta and the Maritime Coafts. A moft excellent both Man and Chriftian, 
but as fuch want not their failings, fo is he obferved to have been too rigid, and 
auftere, by which deled: he feems partly to have brought much trouble upon 
himfelf. He wrote fome Books whilft yet a Reader, foraewhen Deacon, others

The Copies 
much differ one from another. Amongft the Saints there remembred mention is 
made of Cbryfoftome himfelf. Worlhipping the Image of Chrift is fpoken of, where¬ 
as he in his genuine writings as his 50th Homily upon Matthew accounts the Art of 
Painting SUperftitious; and the fecond Nicene Synod though it ferape lip all the 
TeftimonieS it can ift behalf of Images, yet never citeth the Liturgie Nichryfoft 
tome. ‘ ' 

71. Ecclefiaftical Writers obferve that many and remarkable Judgments fell up- 
Severai Judg. on his perfecutours not long after they had accomplilhed the effeds of their Ma- 
ment. upon lice. Obfervable is that ftory told of CyriHus Bilhop of Chalcedony on Whofe foot 
four, ' Maruthas Bilhop of Mefopotamia treading againft his will, When they Were aflem- 

bled in a Synod againft John, it fo corrupted of the bruile that he was forced to VideSocr u 
cut it off,but the putrefadion running over his Whole Body,and falling at length in- Ca P- '4- >7- ‘ 
to his other Foot he was conftrained to lofe both arid miferably died. Theo- NkJhTkod 
philus Bilhop of Alexandria whole carriage in this bufinefs makes us fulled he too 
much deferved the Charader given him by Socrates, notwlthftanding that Bdroni- 
us would fain make him a good and holy Man, not long after was taken with a 
Pain in his fide and died. Antiochus and SeveriaHus fc&rcely overlived him. 

Hail of an unufual bignefs fell at Conftantinople, four days after Which Was taken 
away Eudoxia the Emprefs by a miferable manner. Neither Were other Calamities 
wanting, as Plague, Famine, Inundations, Earthquakes, Droughts, Wats afid fuch 
like naileries as Ihortly after befell Greece. However chryjoftotne was looked up¬ 
on in the Eaft whilft he lived, whert dead his memory pfefbrltly began to be 
very pretious throughout the whole Chutehi ‘ Which Innocent the Bilhop of Rome 
perceiving excommunicated Arfacius his Suecefioiir, though already departed this 
World, together with the Emperour Arcadius and Theophilustfft Bilhop df Alexan¬ 
dria, if credit may be given to the later Greek Hiftorians, and a Book in $e Va¬ 
tican Library cited by Baronins, whereas the ffiore Aricierit Writers and thofe of 
better Note relate no fuch matter, arid fheopbilus whom fhey will have depofed 
fate faft in his See till his death, not to fpeak that the Synod Which Condemned 
Chryfoftome howunjuftly foever, could'hot with mofe juftfc-e bfe condemned by 
Innocent without an hearing. "

I-Ierefie, in the next year publifhetli a fevere Edid, which inflids exile and moil ret. l - 52. 
grievous Fines, upon fuch as fhould ftill pertinacioully continue in that Schilm. 

This fame year on the fifteenth of Oltoler, died Theophilus Biihop of Alexandria , 
of a Lethargy, after which followed a great Contcfl about the Election of his Sue- 
cellour, fome {tickling hard for Timothy the Archdeacon, and others for Cyril 
the Nephew of Theophilus. Though Ahundantius Governour of the Town ufed ul>. 7. cap. 7. 
his utmoft endeavour for promotion of the former, yet Cyril carried it three 
Days after the deceafe of his Uncle, and if Socrates deal fairly with us, affu- 
med to himfelf more Power than he ever had enjoyed. From this time forth, 
lie tells 11s, the Biihop of that See befides the Government of* his Clergy and 
Jurifdidion in Ecclefiaftical matters, took alfo upon him the management of tem¬ 
poral Affairs, as a token whereof Cyril prefently fhut up the Novatian Churches 
in Alexandria, and not onely rifled them of all their Treafure, but robbed alfo 
Theopemptus , their Biihop of all his Eflate. But from thefe differences at Alex- peflifiro 
andria a Diffention of greater Confequence diverts us, a notable Herefie fpring- muit coluber 
ing up in the Church at this time, the Sower of which Cockle had his Birth and fZnut' 3 ”' 
Original in this our Iffand of Britain. His Britijh Name was Morgan , in ProfperAguit, 
Greek and Latin Pelagias ,fignifying in Englijh, near the Sea. He was a Monk of the *'» 
Monafiery of Bonium or Bangor in Fhntjhire, wherein lived two thousand Per- rmJepri-' 
fons famous for their diligent labour, afwell as their folitary Courfe of Life j rmd. Ecclep 
but quitting that Place travelled up and down the World, and contrary to the cakm 
observation palling the Seas changed his mind, afwell as the Air, and either re- aliZ™" 
ceivcd from others, ( for Baronius would lay the load upon Ruffinus ) or him- mutant qui 
felf conceived many and grievous Errours, which now difturbed the. Peace of ZmmT 
the Church, after her Triumphs over the Arian Herefie. 

- 77. The firfl that took notice of his heterodox Opinions, St. Chryfojlome 
feemeth to have been in his fourth Epiflle to Olympias , wherein he lamenteth his 

fall, whom formerly he had looked upon as an Holy Man. This was two years inchmr.de 
before the death of that good Biihop, the ordinary year of our Lord, 405. peccat. merit. 
about feven Years before the time that Prof per aliigneth for the Worlds taking L ?- ca P- u 
notice of this Herefie, though Sr. Augujline alfo much about that time, as we 
may eafily perceive had fmelt it out. But all this while for fear of a difeovery, 
and the brand he Ihould infallibly receive from the Hands of the Pious and 
Learned Fathers of the Church, he publilhed his Tenents in the Names of o- 
ther Men, by the means and procurement, efpecially oi Ctclejlius Ills chief Dif- 
ciple. Nor onely. St. Augujline (whom as * fome obierve how truely I know not, Depecutm-l 
by Divine difpenfation, Africk brought forth the fame day, that he was born in »*»*«p£* 
Britain, as an Antidote againfl the Poifon) both by Words and Writing op- HiJllscoTl. 
pofed this Doftrinc. But St. Hierome alio, though concealing both the Names *5- 
of Pelagias and Coelefim, yet hinting at his Original by twitting the Ifland of 
Britain as fertile in Tyrants, and the Scotijh Nation. He deduceth the Pedigree Efi a dc t efi. 
of thefe Errours, from the School of the Stoicks, all along through the Succef- pbontem. 
fions of Omen ( who yet certainly was rather a Retainer to the Academy than 
the Porch J Euagrius, Ponticus, Ruffinus, and others of that perfwafion, taking 
in the Alliance ot the Manichees and Prifcillianifis , and defeending to Joviniamcs. 

At length Coeleftius publilhed his Herefies at Carthage , yet craftily under the no¬ 
tion of queilions onely, where afloon as publilhed, they were refelled and con¬ 
demned by an Aflembly of Ecclefiafticks, there gathered together. After this 
Pelagias not able to hold any longer pulled off the Vizard of an Orthodox Prieft, 
and openly maintained his opinions, upon fpreading whereof and advice from 

- Carthage, a Synod of Bilhops was held at Lid da or Diofpolis a City of Palefline t 
under Eulogius Biihop of Ccefarea, and Metropolitan of that Province where Pe¬ 
lagias recanted, and out of fear hypocritically anathematized his former alierti- 
011s.

Hereupon Cyril the Bifhop gets him to 
the Synagogue of the Jews, of whom fome he caufeth. to be put to death the' 
Eftates of others to be feized, and banilheth the reft, whereby they who’ had 
inhabited the City from Alexander's time, were now difperfed into all Coun¬ 
tries. 

80. Orefies the Governour taking the thing it felf in ill part, as depriving the 
City of thofe People, which by their egregious cunning in trade and practice in 
brokage, make their Company defirable to feveral Places, and worfe as done 
Qu“reiw by h . im > complaint hereof to the Emperour. Cyril was not 

the Governor r wanting to himfeli on the other hand, in laying open the Infolence and Cruelty 
and the Bi- of the Jews, yet defired to be friends with Orefies, which offer the other would 
ihopanfeth. not c l 0 f e with, either merely by reafon of hisEthnick, and inveterate preju¬ 
dice, or for that he intended to ad the fecond part of what the Jews had for¬ 
merly performed. But their Enmity daily increafing, the Monks that inhabited 
the Mount Nitria took notice thereof, and being at leifure, alfo as hotly difpo- 
fed, as lately when Theophilus armed them againft the Party of Diofcorus re¬ 
vived to maintain the Quarrel of Cyril his Succeflour, and 'fifty of them com¬ 
ing to Alexandria affaulted the Governour as he rode in his Chariot, calling 
him Sacrificer, a Heathen, and giving him much other opprobious Language 
He to appeafe them, told them he was a Chriftian, having been baptized by %- 
ttcus Bifliop of Conflantinople, but they would give no credit to his words and 
profecuting what they had begun, one amongft them, Ammonias by Name,’gave 
him fo fore a blow on his Head with a ftone, that the bloud gullied out about 
his Ears, and the Officers and Sergeants attending him out of fear Ihifted for 
themfelves, the Governour continuing in this danger, till the Citizens came in 
to his refeue, and feized on Ammonias, whofe Fellows had made a Ihift to get 
away. Him the Governour caufed to be tortured to death, and both he and Cyril 
again by writing, make their cafe as good as they can pofliblv to the Emperour. 

But the Bifhop buries the Corpfe of the Monk in a peculiar Church, changeth 
his Name from Ammonias to Thamnafius, and in a kind of Funeral Sermon extolls ■ 
the noble Courage of the Man, the great Combat he endured for Godlinefs, 
and gives Command he Ihould be called a Martyr,which gave offence to the more 
moderate and fober fort of Chriftians, that knew how to diftinguifh betwixt the 
Caufe, andthePunilhment, and were fatisfied that the Monk died not for Chrift 
but fuffered what was due to his feditious and unwarrantable Enterprize. 

Which iifcan- 81. Thefe juft and fober Sentiments of the judicious fort of Chriftians caufed 
daiouflycar. Cyril to fuffer the thing to dye, and be forgotten with the Monk, but ’ftill the 
grudge continued betwixt him and Orefies, which produced another piece of im¬ 
prudence, and fcandal on the Chriftian Part, after this manner. There was a Wo¬ 
man at Alexandria, by Name Hypatia, the Daughter of Theon the Philofoper 
who trained up mher Father’s way excelled all the Philofophers of that time’ 
continued in Plato's School the exercife formerly pradifed by Plotinus, publicklv 
read the Dodrine of all Philofopers to fuch as from all Countries flocked to 
hear her, and was had in extraordinary Honour and Efteem, not onely for her 
Learning, but exceeding Modefty, Gravity and Courage, which lhe had fucked 
m from her Philofophical Principles. Many Letters of Synejius to her are yet 
extant, who calls her Lady and Miftrefs, and Saidas takes notice of her, as a 
moft chaft Virgin. This Perfon it feems being in great favour with the Gover¬ 
nour, the People grew jealous, that fhe did ill Offices betwixt him and the Bifhop, 
and in conclufion certain frantick and rafli Fellows headed by one Peter a Rea¬ 
der of the Church, watching her as lhe came home to her Houfe, pulled her 
out of her Chariot, and dragging her into the Church called Cafarium, ftripped 
her ftark naked, with fharp lhells rent the Skin from her Body till lhe died then 
quartering her brought the Quarters to a place called Cinaron, where they’burnt 
them to Alhes. This divelilh ACt brought great fcandal to Chriftianity in <*ene^ 
ral, afwell as the Church of Alexandria, and the Perfon of Cyril. Socrates\ fo 
precife in the Account thereof, that he notes it was committed in the fourth year 
after Cyrils Confecration, the tenth Confulihip of Honorius, and the feventh 0 f 
Theodofius ( which was the 416 of the ordinary *Aira of Chrift ) in the Month 
of March and the Ember-days. Yet Baronins admonilheth his Reader not to give 
credit to the Relater of thofe Stories, whom being a Novatian he concluded 
prejudiced againft the Biihop, for what at his lirft coming to his Office he had 

done 
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done againft thofe of that perfwafion. , However we commend the Cardinal for 
his Charity to a. Perfon of fo eminent Dignity in the Church, or rather, if oiie 
might dare to judge, to his Champions the Monks, of whofe. bald Skulls (if they 
ihaved themfelves at this time) he is as tender as of the Bilhop’s Mitre, yet oiit 
of a principle of indifference we muft alfo tell the Reader,that others converfant 
in Antiquity do obferve, that as this Age was generally very corrupt, fo no 
greater Plague happened to the Church and Common-wealth, than that of the 
Monaftical Life, which for about an Hundred years had filled the. World with 
fo many drones, that fcarcely did any hope he could be faved except quitting 
his ftation , in which God’s Providence had placed him, he expoled the 
Church and State to the Luft and Tyranny of Robbers and Thieves, who at this 
time broke into all Places. And becaufe Faithfulnefs is the moft requifite Quali¬ 
ty in an Hiftorian; we cannot but farther alledge in Socrates his behalf, that 
thofe times whereof he now wrote, were as the Morning to his own Day, 
and therefore however, he or any other might Counterfeit what there was no , 
clear Light to difeern, and tell Stories which none could contradict, being be¬ 
yond the Memory of any alive, yet at fuch time as the Knowledge of matters • 
muft needs be frefh, it were extreme Folly to affert fuch Fables as both their 
frefh Date, and Eminence of Perfons by whom, and of Places where, they 
ihould be aCted muft neceffarily lay open to the Contradiction arid Derifiori 
of Eye-witneffes and By-ftanders. 

8 z. But as for the Jews, their fufferings were fo far from humbling them, that 
inftead of making amends for what they formerly committed, they perpe-&><x/.7. c.16. 
trate other outrageous aCts, which draw down more fevere puniihments upon 
them. For fhortly after in a place betwixt Chalcis and Antioch in Syria, called 
Inmefiar at the time of their Plays and Interludes, in derifion of Chrift and Pro- 
feflours of Chriftianity they nail a Child of that Profeffion to a Crofs, lift him 
up into the Air, and having derided and other ways abufed hirri, fcotirge him 
to death; which being known procured great diforders betwixt the Chriftians 
The *«« and them’. And the Emperours acquainted with the horrible FaCt, gave orders 
grown more to theMagillrates of the Countrey to make diligent inq'uifition, and feverely 
inf °-hed bv puniffi it; whereby it came to pafs (as the Hiftorian phrafeth it) that the Jews 
Edicts from inhabiting thofe Parts, for what they had lhamefully committed in jeft were pu- 
the Empe- n ifl ic d in earneft. The Refcript it felf is not extant in either of the Codes , c - frl 
rouri but this year Theodofius by an EdiCt ftill remaining in his own Book, commands 22 ’ ® 24 '

john Biihop 8 5. In the twenty fourth year of the Reigri of .Honorius, the four hundred and 
ttffvhs fifteenth of Chrift, died John Biihop of Jerufalem, after he had governed that 
fucceed/ See thirty years, into whofe rooria Praylus was elected. And the year following 
was the lalt of Innocent Biihop of Rome, who died on the twentieth of July, after 
innocent**-. jj e had fate in that See fifteen vears, one month and ten days. Platina telleth 
!ttthT us in his Life, that bufying himfelf much with things appertaining to Chriftian 
life. Religion, amongft other things he ordained that the Sabbath dr Saturday Ihould be 
“the a p alt> both becaufe our Lord lay that day in the Grave, and for that his Dif- 
Saturday°for ciples thereon failed. This we find in a Decretal Epiftle to Decennius Biihop of 
a Fait. Eugubium going under his .Name, wherein the ireafon for Falling on Saturday is gi¬ 
ven, becaufe that day and the day before were fpent in forrow and heavine'fs by’Tom.i.Cm. 
the Apoftles, who alfo hid themfelves for fear of the Jews. As for thele Decre¬ 
tal Epiftlesof his, Learned Men do very much fufpeCt them forged, becaufe they 
contain many Traditions utterly unknown to the Divines arid Writers of that 
Age ; and intire Paragraphs are found in them, which are alfo to be feen in the 
Writings both of the preceding and following Popes. The third Epiftle. to Exu- 
perius makes mention of five Books of Solomon ; the twenty fecond talks of the 
Epifcopal Infulce, which then were not in' ufe amongft Chriftians. The Epiftle 
to the Council of Carthage is filly and ricliculoris; the ninety firft and the ninety 
third amongft thofe of S t. Augufline are efteemed no better than fpiirious by E- 
rafmus. However we muft own this Falling on Saturday to have been a Cuf-, 
tome in the Roman Church before this Decretal of Innocent, if fuch there were. c *»’** 
Indeed in the Eaftern Church the Sabbath 01 Saturday Was kept as a Feftival, 
as appears by one of the Canons going under the Name of the Apoftles, and it 

was 
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was unlawfull to Faft on it, if we give credit to it and the Epiftle which bears •**«*«*&, 
the Name of Ignatius , to the Thilippians, infomuch that this pradhce in after 
times was charged as a fault upon thofe of Rome by the Sixth Council of Conflanti- m^cdTi, 
nopk , and Patriarch of that See ; yet in the Weftern Parts where there fcj- 

were fewer converted Jews (whole ordinary meeting on that day might give oc- x*"* 
cafion to the Cuftome, as alfo a defign to draw in thofe of their Nation) and 
where thofe Hereticks mentioned by Irenteus, who held themfelves bound to Fait 
on the Saturday, becaufe they fanfied the Evil God who created the World had 
finilhed his work, and that day was the beginning of all evil ; where thefe, I fay, 
gave no occafion to crofs their Folly and Superftition by a contrary COftome, it 
was deflinate and appointed to a Publick Faft. 

84. Some have conceived the Cuftome thence taken, that St. Peter being on 
the Lord’s Day to conteft with Simon Magus , the Church of Rome fet the pre¬ 
ceding day a part for falling and humiliation, to implore the Blefling of God 
upon a bufinefs of fo great importance, which yet moll of the Romans them¬ 
felves did not believe. Others thought the difference of Cuftoms proceeded 
from the different Apprehenfion and Senfe which Chriftians had of Chrift refting 
in the Sepulchre, whereupon the Eaftern People in memory of his Reft would 
not make it a falling day, whereas thofe of the Church of Rome , m lign and 
token of his humiliation chofe to faft upon it. But the reafon given by the 
Decretal of Innocent, feems more full and proper than any. Now when we fpeak 
of the Weft, we do not mean that all Weftern Churches followed herein the 
Church of Rome , for as they were inclined fome obferved one, fome the other 
which hath Cuftome In many things it’s clear, that the Britijb Churches conformed them- 
felves to the manners of the Eall, which it’s evident alfo that Milan did in 
Sta^llS this particular. For Paulinas afares us in the Life of StAmbrofe, that he never 
Of the Weft u f ec j t0 dine but on the Day of the Sabbath, the Lords day, and the Anmverfa- 
EaftemChur- ties of Saints and Martyrs, yet fo as when he was at Rome he would not be fin¬ 
ches. gular, but conform himfeJf to their Falhions and Cuftoms. In Africk alfo we 
are informed by St. Augufiine, that foiii'e Churches in the fame Province dined, 
and fome failed on this day, and fo cohtinued the difference, thofe of the Eaft 
fretting in vain againft the Church of Rome, till after various ftrugling in feveral 
refpeds this Church got ground, and in this as other matters impofed her Cuftoms 
as Laws upon the reft of the Weftern World. But, enough of this. Platina tells 
us farther, that he ordained certain Rules concerning Jews, Pagans and Monks, 

’ that by confent and approbation of theodoftus, he either bamlhed the City or 
drove into Monafteries the Cataphrygts Hereticks, of whom Montanus, Prifcilla 
and Maximilla were Founders. And he dedicated a llately Church to Gervafe 
and Protbefius, for which a certain Matron called Veftina, had left a great Summ 
of Money. Concerning the Furniture and Endowments of this Church, the Rea¬ 
der if he pleafe may confult that Authour. Innocent after he had at four feveral&C m»w 
times conferred Orders, and therein ordained 30 Presbyters, 12 Deacons, and a atu f[ umf> e “ 
54 Bilhops, died, and was buried in the burying place at the Bear with the Cap in 

AWifwicho- 85. On the 19th. of Auguft following, was Zozimus. choferi to fucceedI him, 
fen Biihop of the Son of Abraham , and a Greek by Birth. Upon this alteration in the See of 
Rome, Felagius, and Ctcleftius his Scholar beftir themfelves, and make application 
to the new Biihop, whole aid andaffiftence they implore, as unreafonably con- 
He admit* demned by the African Fathers, and thofe of Viofpolis. Felagius tells him their 
Pelagias and option 0 nely was, that as Man always finneth, fo may not fin thereby, acknow- 
thefmS ledging him but to have Freedom of Will j and cunningly fubmits all to the opi- 
him. nion and cenlure of the Biihop, who hereupon admits his anertion, imbraces his 
Perfon as innocent, and receiving Cdeflius upon the fame fubmiffive appeal, writes 
to the Bilhops of Afrtck, commending thefe Hereticks to them as Cathohck, 

Men, and accufing their Accufers as Calumniatours, and infamous Perfons. The 
African Fathers having received his Letters, therein find fault with two things, 
firft, that he had commended and approved an erroneous Sentence ■ fecondly, that 
he had ufurped Power of ablblving them who had been condemned in Africk, 
and they had now the more caufe to complain, by reafon of another appeal 
And alfo Api- made about this fame time to him. One Apiarius a Prieft of the Church of Sic- 
trim lending y infamous upon feveral accounts, not onely by his own Biihop, but by 
vrtihapreten-other Prelates met together, upon this occafion was excommunicated. He te- 
ded Canon to ta k es himfelf alfo to Zozimus , complaining he was much injured, who without 
Tide to' foch hearing his Accufers, admits him to Communion, and underftanding that the 
Appeal*. African 
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African Fathers were about to afferrible in the fixth Carthaginian Synod ( as it ls~ ' 
called) he difpatcheth toward them Fauflinus a Biihop, with Philip and Afe/lus 
two Roman Priells, to whom he giveth in Commiffion (the Latin word for it is 
Commonitorium ) to plead the Caufe of Apiarius, to procure Vrbanus the Biihop 
of Sicca to be excommunicated, or to cite him to Rome, there to anfwer, except 
he would fubmit, and by all means to plead his own Right as Biihop of Rome, 
to receive Appeals from Bilhops and Priells, cenfured either by their Bilhops- 
Metropolitans or Synods, and to fend his Legates into Africk, to take Cognizance 
of the Caufes of fuch Appellants. As an Argument he commands them to urge 
a Canon of the Nicene Council, whereby this Privilege was granted to the Roman 
See. 

$6. The Legates pleading by Word of Mouth, the Caufe for which they 
were fent ; urged alfo the Nicene Canon, a Copy of which they pretended to 
produce. The Fathers perceiving whither the Matter drove, upon fearch proteft- 
ed there was no fuch Canon in their Archives to be found: What had been 
propounded concerning Apiarius and his Biihop, they were troubled to admit, 
declared plainly, they could not fubmit to any fuch Jurifdi&ion of the Roman 
See, till they faw better proof • and to fearch out the truth, were refolved to 
fend to Alexandria, Antioch and Conflatinople to infped the moll Authentick 
Records of that Council, defiring the Legates alfo, that they would either take 
which i* ad- the pains to go or fend to thofe Places.

‘ after (that we may join together for the better underftanding, what was done 
under feveral Popes about this Affair ) Boniface his Succeflbur refolved to main¬ 
tain the fame caufe, and fent the fame Perfons back to the Carthaginian Council. 

Boniface his There followed much Difpute betwixt the Fathers and them ; but to the fame 
putsInX P ur P°fe> the Synod adhering to its former refolutiori, to give liberty of appeals, 
fame clame. onely till they could receive a certain information concerning the Nicene Canons ; 

for procurement of which, they defire of Boniface by Letter, that he alfo would 
improve his Intereft. But it feems both the Legates, and he that lent them, 
were Deaf on that Ear, and Confcious to themfelves of the goodnefs of their 
Caufe, they are fufpeded to have been fo far from fending, that by their Pro- 
craftinations they hindred others from going into the Eaft for fome time, fo 
that a Return of the Meflage was not made till the fourth year, wherein 
the Biihop of Alexandria fent to the African Bilhops, the fo much defired Co¬ 
py of the Canons, together with notice, that the Eafter following was to be kept 
cut b rejected on the 15 of April. Thefe Canons are recited in the firft Tome of the Councils, 
jwc any foch wherein is not to be found one Syllable concerning Appeals to the Roman See, 

Canon ever or the Primacy of the Roman Biihop, over foreign Churches. The Fathers ha-

being revived by Coeleftinus, the following Biihop, upon the fame occafion as 
He dying Car- it had begun. For Apiarius having betaken himfelf to the fabraceni, was there 
leftmm revives a g a i n f or g 00c { t | ee ds excommunicated, which not enduring, he betakes 
himfelf to his old Refuge, and appeals to Ctelefilms, who receiving him into 
Communion, lends once more the former Legates to expoftulate with thofe of 
Africk, and require that what had-been demanded by his Predeceflours, as to 
the Privilege of the Roman See might be made good. They according to their 
Inftruiftions, complaining that the Privileges of the Roman See were infringed, 
and the Decrees of Nice broken, had ftill the fame anfwer as formerly, and after 
three days contention, the Bilhops adhered to their former refolution agreeable to 
that of their Forefathers againft the See of Rome, iA the year 255, and what the 
AnJ receives Bilhops of Spain, in the year 255 had refolved. At length Apiarius diftrufting 
fwerfromthe Patr °nage, and confcious of his Guilt falls dowri on his Knees, confelles the 
African Bi- Crimes laid againft'him, and begs Pardon of the Synod, which afterward de- 
foops. crees? that none hereafter in Africk, having Metropolitans of their own, appeal 
to the Biihop of Rome, the firft Cognizance of the Caufe remaining with the 
Bilhops and Metropolitan, the fecond with a Provincial Council, and the final 
Refort to be to an univerfal one j and that for the time to come, no Right or Ju- 
risdidion of the Roman See, over the African Churches be owned. Moreover 
they write to Caleflinm himfelf Letters, wherein having given him an account 
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Amrm and what he had confefled, they earneflly defire ^ him, that for the 
time to come he would not eafily admit any flying from them, nrr receive a- 
nv Perfon tb Communion whom they had excommunicated, Forafmuch as he 
might eafily perceive, that this was fo defined by the Nice* Synod Thevin- 
trcat he would reject all Priefts and other Clerks which Ihould flie from them, 
feeing that by Decree of no Council, there was any thing derogated from, the 
Church of Africk,. and the Decrees of Nice moftmamfelfty leave as well infe- p > ■

They bid him fend no more his Clerks called Fxecutores , 
left the fmoaky pride of this World Ihould be brought into the Church of 
Chrift, which fliews all that defire to fee God, the light of Simplicity and 
Humility. And expecting that he would not fend Fduftinus any more into A- 
frick, they take their leave of him with a Prayer for his long Life, and the 
kind appellation of Domine Frater. Thus do the African Fathers, reafon and 
plead with Cxleftinus , with fucli fairnefs and Chriftian Lenity, that Baronins 
makes this, and that mild Courfe which St. Auguftine takes to diflwade the Bi- 
lhop of Rome , an Argument of their obnoxioulnefs to their Jurifdidion. By 
this Letter it felf, let the indifferent Reader judge whether the Cardinal have any 
Reafon to affirm, that they do not deny his Authority to receive Appeals, and 
that their words martifeftly declare they onely are grieved with the manner of 
profecution.

of the Council of Africk , which Grattan alfo has taken into his Decree, ordaining r M*±* l + 
that Priefts,Deacons,or others of the inferiour Clerks if they find themfelves agrieved 
l y the judgements of their oumBifhops in their Caufes, might he heard by the neigh¬ 
bouring Bifhops , who ly confent of their own Prelates, being allotted them as 
•fudges, might decide their Controverfies. But if they thought ft to appeal , they 
(hoidd appeal to none except the African Councils, or the Primates of their Provinces. 

And if any thought fit to appeal to any beyond the Seas, hejhould be received to Com¬ 
munion by none in Africk. The Glofs prefently puts )ou in mind of Grattan his 
Reftridion of this Canon, who indeed comes in afterward with his Nifi forte.

oo. But if this be not plain fhuffling, let any indifferent Perfon tell what 
is. Perhapsand perhaps the Cardinal may fay now ; butfurely he could not think 
that in all thefeDebates and Pleadings pro and con, if they had meant this or that, 
found the thing here or there, upon denyal that there was any iuch matter as 
the Nicene Canon, it would not have been mentioned, inftanced, and thereupon 
Iffue have been joined. But, to fee how Baronm ; takes and refufethi, accepts and 
refedt hnbraci and fcorns every thing, any thing the fame thing as they 
make for or againft his great Defign, let but the Reader confider what he writes 
of that CouncU of Sardica, how he confefldh that by reafon of the contrary 
manner of proceeding in that Council, the Refolutions and Ads thereof have 
been varioufly report^ and accepted of inlater times, that many things are ci¬ 
ted as decreed by the Sardican Council contrary to the teftimomes of Athanafius j 
and that St. Auluftine and others granting feveral Decrees to have been made by 
this Svnod vet excepting againft: it as Ffcretical and Arian: in conclufion, 
fo arS was ^he uncertainty and confofion, in thofe times themfelves, amongf| 
fuch as had beft.realon to know, in relation to this Synod, that the Cardinal 
writing of it is thereupon feized with, admiration. Now it s not onely an 
Oecumenical Synod, bm fuch an one as though a 1 Orthodox Chnftians in the 
fceft times were Ihie of receiving its Decrees, yet the Africans muft under pern of 
Schifm fubmit themfelves to its Canons and Decrees. But what if there were 
no fuch Canons made by this Synod ; what if, neither that of Sardica nor any 
other Council ever ordained any fuch matter about the Roman Junfdidion, and 
Appeals to that See, from thetLe of Chrift, to that of this Contrbyerfie ? By 
the decifion of that Queftion before an impartial unprejudiced Judge we are 
content to abide, and our WitnefTes are thofe African Fathers, who it anyj/uch 
thing had been, they had certainly better reafon to know than any of thefe laffc 
Aeef -hear therefore their Teftimony. The feventh pretended Canon of the 
Council of Sardica ordains, that in cafe ^ Appeal the Bilhop of Rome mzy fend 
bLatere his Legate or Legates to. hear, and by his authority to determine with 
other Biihops the matter in Controverfiebut the BilhopS of Africk in iheir 
Letter to clkftine fay in fo many words, Vt alqui tanquant a tuts fanlhtatis La¬ 
tere mittantur nulla invenims Pair urn Synodo conftitytum : viz. that any may be fent 
as a Latere from your Holinefs we do not find ordained in any Syirod of the Fathers. 
They were in the words immediately preceding fpeaking ol the inconvenience 
of Tranfmarine Judgments. But one might obje<ft though it be fo inconve¬ 
nient for Perfons to go over Sea, yet the Bilhop of Rome may fend his Legates to 
them to.

was the true and rightfull Billiop of Rome. But Boniface his Friends pleaded for 
the" him on the other fide, and Letters were fo multiplied, that Honorius thought fit iS t* 
fte. rofummon them both to Ravenna on the fifteenth of January , whereas Zoizi- i-Conc.caufa 

mas died on the twenty fixth of December. The Emperour caufed alfo many 25 ' q ' u f ' 7 ‘ 
Bilhops to meet together fordecifion of the Controverfie, but fuch fadions, heats 
and con tells appeared, that it was impoffible to reconcile the difference, where¬ 
upon Honorius commanded them both to forbear the City. Yetnotwithftanding 
Eulalius attempted to celebrate the Feail of Eafter (which this year fell upon the 
thirtieth of March ) and raifed fuch a Sedition that fcarcely could be expelled by 
whL-h is de- Symmachus the Prefed, whofe Perfon had been brought into extreme danger. Sym- 
ma ^ ms Ending a Relation of thefe things to the Emperour, he writes back to him 
/tee by the*" to bring Boniface into the City, and there eftabliffi him in the Chair as the true 
Emperour’s and undoubted Roman Biihop, Eulalius being fentenced uncapable of the Office by 
order. t j ie Emperour and a Synod on the ieventh of April. 

92. This fame year being the four hundred and nineteenth of our Saviour, MarceUinui 
many Cities and Towns of Faleftine are faid to have been overthrown by Earth - in chron - 
quakes, and he himfelf to have appeared over Mount Olivet near to Jerufalem in 
a Cloud, upon fight and hearing whereof, many Pagan Nations were converted to 
the Truth. This year alfo Cryfantius the Novatian. Biihop died at Constantinople , 
aftet he had governed fuch Congregations as were fubjed to his difcipline feven 
years, to whom Paul fuccecded, of Whom Socrates relates fuch an Ad as he thinks Lib. 7. c. 17. 
worthy to be Ingraved in Marble, and to remain to all Pofterity j the thing was 
this : A certain Jew feigning a delire to become a Chriftian, was often Baptized, 
and by that means got much Money. After he had couzened feveral Seds as 
the Arians and Macedonians , he comes to Paul , from whofe Hands he befeeches 
him lie may receive the Holy Sacrament of Baptifm, who granteth his requeft on 
thefe conditions, that he learned the Articles of Faith, and gave himfelf to Falling 
for many days. The Jew being conftrained to Fall, called every day for Bap¬ 
tifm, and Paul moved by his importunity, made all things ready for it, provi¬ 
ding him a white Veftment, and caufing the Font to be filled with Water. 

But when the Jew approached, all the Water by a fecret operation was fudden- 
ly dried up; at which amazed, they yet thought it might poffibly run through 
the hole at the bottom of the Font through which they were wont to let it goe, 
and therefore flopped all the holes and chinks, and poured in frelh Water: yet 
when the Jew was brought the fecond time, and hanged his Head over the Font, 
the Water again, vanilhed every drop, which Paul the Biihop beholding, told the 
Man that he horribly dillemblcd,, or had been unwittingly Baptized ; but when 
upon the noife of the Miracle many flocked unto the place, one among the reft 
happened to know the Jew, andfo the truth came to light. 
a Verfecmion 93. At this time a great Persecution raged in Perfia againft the Chriftiafis of 
••w'inft th ? tha t Countrey : the occafion this. Arcadius the Emperour before his Death made 

Ifdegerdes the Perfian King, Tutour or Guardian to his Son Theodofius, which Soer.hj.ec.i. 
bufinel's caufed many Embalfies to be made to and fro, wherein on-the Roman & 18. e? 20. 
part amongft others was Manukas a Biihop of Mefdpotamia employed, by whofe 
Piety and Induftry the Villanies and Impoftures of the Magi being difeovered, 

Chriftian Religion was much propagated, and the King almoft perfwaded to become 
a Chriftian. But after his death the Friendlhip.berwixt the Romans and that Crown 
was broken, and a great Perfection enfued under his Son, as Socrates writes, 
others fay it began under Jsdegerdes himfelf, and Vdraranes, Bararanes or Gorafa- 
nes his Son continued it ; under whomibever it began, the imprudent Zeal of Au- 
das a Bifliop in Perfia firft kindled the flame which devoured fo many Martyrs. 

He caufed to be demoliflied the Pyrceum or Temple dedicated to Firb, which 
as their God was held in great reverence by that Nation, and refufed to repair 
it though commanded by the King* who putting him to Death, gave order 
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that the Churches of Chriftiaris Ihould be demolilhed, and then moft. cruelly 
raged for feveral years againft tlie Profeflburs. of the true Religion. Many are 
the kinds of Torments which the Faithfull underwent in this fiery tryal. Of 
. fome they flay’d the Hands, others the Backs j from others they pulled the skin 
over their Ears down to their Shoulders. Some thus devefted of their natural 
Covering they tormented by lharp Reeds ftiick into their flelh. Many they Ihut 
■up in pits, and put therein Rats and Mice to devour them alive, having bound 
them fo as they could neither with their Hands or Feet defend themfelves. 
Notwithftanding all that Devils and the Magi their Inftruments could invent, 
yet were the Faithfull fo far from being terrified, that as in the moll Primitive 
times, they rather offered themfdves and ran to meet the Crown of Martyrdom. 

Of thefe Homisda and Saene were eminent Courtiers, together with James , who 
by the King’s perfwafion firft renounced his Religion, but was again reduced by 
his Wife and Mother, and ftoutly confefling his Faith in his Saviour, had by the 
angry King’s order all his Limbs cut from his Body, of which the Trunk and 
Head briely remaining j when by thefe Torments he could not be forced to re¬ 
nounce his Religion, this was at laft fmittenofFwith a Sword. 

94. Marcellinus in his Chronicon fixeth the beginning of this Perfecution in 
the ninth Confullhip of Theodofius Auguflus, and the third of Conftantius Cat far, 
which Socrates will have continued for two years till the thirteenth of Honorius 
and the tenth of Theodofius, but Theodoret prolongeth to no lefs than thirty. Ac 
length certain Chriftians efcaping out of Perfia, related to the Romans the mife- 
rable and affli&ed eftate of the Churches, and imploring their aid and alfiftence, 

Theodofius very readily clofed with their Requeft, and when the Perfian demanded 
his Fugitives, anfwer was made, that he was refolved to try the utmoll rather 
than fuller his Chriftian Brethren to be fo cruelly intreated. The Perfians taking 
this in evil part feize as many Romans as they can, whom they condemn to the 
Mines, and on the Goods of Merchants contrary to all former Treaties. Theodo- 
which«ftopt>s therefore fends his Forces to invade them, who hired a vail number of Sara- 
by the inter- cens t0 afififl them ; but the Saracens feized with a Pannick fear flew one another 
ihSfwu and fled, and the Perfians being overthrown in feveral Engagements, thofe Seledl 
Troops, called Immortal, miferably perifhed* Theodofius though he had good 
advantage, and might have profecuted the Viftory, yet for the lake of the Chur¬ 
ches made Peace, and the Perfecutioii ceafed. To the Story of this War belongs, ... 
aPrefiderit of Chriftian Charity related by Socrates, which mull not be palled wcepkil^.' 
over in fiience. The Romans having taken Prifoners above feven thoufand Perfi- c. 22. 
ans, refufed to releafe them, rind had fo little care of their fubfirtence, that they 
And the cha- were ready to ftarve with Hunger ; .which Acacius Biihop of Amida confidering, 
nty of Acaeius called together his Clergy and told them, that God Hood not in need of either 
S p ° f A ‘ Cups or Difhes, that therefore forafmuch as their Church had many Utenlils of 
Gold and Silver bellowed on her by Religious and Pious Benefa&ours, he thought 
it requifite the Captive Souldiers Ihould therewith be redeemed, and refeued 
from the mifery of Captivity and Hunger. Having faid thus much, he caufed 
the Plate to be ftamped into Money, whereof one part he ferit as a Ranfome, a 
fecond to relieve the Neceffities of the Prifoners, and a third to bear their Char¬ 
ges into their own Countrey. The Perfian King was exceedingly ftruck with 
admiration at fo Noble an ad, perceiving that the Chriftians knew how to over¬ 
come him with Engines of mercy and goodnefs, afwell as thofe of Hoftility, 
and defired to fee fo excellent a Perfon, which by the Interpofition of Theodofius 
he obtained. And it is not to be doubted but by this Chriftian Office many 
Perfians were perfwaded to imbrace the Chriftian Religion, as alfo by the Jour¬ 
ney of Acacius, who having fed them with the Bread which perilheth, no doubt 
would ufe all means to make them Partakers of that which endureth to Eter¬ 
nal Life; and as a Reward of his Piety and the Gift of true Wifedom, obtained 
long Life, (for he furvived to a great Age) and alfo (true) Riches and 
Honour. 

9j. At the fame time that this Perfecution began to rage in Perfia, viz. 
tlie CCCCXX year of our Lord, that great rind tamoiis Light of the Church A 
a Hierami St. Hierome departed this Life at Bethlehem on the laft day of September, and 
was there buried. Concerning his Age, which Certainly was great, there is no 
fmall difference amongft Writers; fome will have him to live ninety eight years, 

Profper ninety one, but Baronius more probably no more than feventy eight. 

For Learning he rather excelled than equalled any one Father. The Books he 
wrote were very numerous yet not all extant as appears in feveral mentioned 
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by (a) Cafiodorus ,, (bj St. Augufline znd (c) himfelf. To thofe that areextantW M 
many Suppofititious have been added, which have been deteded by Mariams^ ‘ ■* 
morius, Erafmta, Sixtus Senenfis and others. And as many have been feigned'(i) De tercj 
as written by him, fo others as to him amongft which are notorious thofe^^- 
from him to Chromatins and Heliodorus, and from them to him. His Epiltle to fc) Contr ,j 0m 
His Works. t!ie r e two Bifliops concerning the Nativity of our Saviour, hath been often w». /. 2. 
branded in the Roman Schools, as by Melchior Cams, Molanus and Sixtus Senenfis, 
who affirmeth it a Ficftion of the Valentinian and Gnoflick Hereticks; yet Chri- 
fiophorus <• Caftro a Spanijh Jefuite in his Deiparce Hifloria undertakes the pro- 
■tedion and defence of that impious Impoflure. And both from this and the 
Protoevatieeliim Jacobi (which as Bellarmins confefleth, was never received and 
acknowledged in the Church, and is rejeded and condemned by Cafro him-

Grace. Yet as men they fometimes Humbled, in fome 
places adding, and in others taking, away, which made the Apoflles leave them 
often w’hen they left the Hebrew, and to deliver the fenfe thereof according to 
the truth as the Spirit direded them. In conclufion, this Tranflation not con¬ 
tenting no not thofe of the Jews, Aquila a Profelyte fell in hand with a new 
Tranflation in the time of Adrian the Emperour. After him Symmachus a Sama- 
ritan an Ebionite made a third attempt, Theodotion an Ephefian and a Marciomte 
a fourth under Commodus . A fifth,Edition was made by an uncertain Tranflatour 
found in the fetenth year of Antoninus Caracalla in Jericho, hidden m a Tub to¬ 
gether with other Hebrew and Greek.Books. A fixth was alfo made by an un¬ 
certain hand, and found as the former in Barrels at Nicopolis in the Eaft, or the 
Achaean Shear in the Reign of Alexander Severus. Thefe Tranflations coming 
into the hands of Origen, he took care that the Bible fliould be written out in this 
manner. To the Hebrew Text placed in one Column he adjoined another Co¬ 
lumn of Hebrew but written in Greek Letters and Cliaraders, that it might be 
read by Grecians • to thefe two Columns he added four other, viz. thofe of 
Aquila, the Septuagint , Symmachus and Theodotion, placing that of the Septuagint 
in the middle, as Epiphdnius thinks fdr its excellency, and called this Edition the 
Hexapla • to which afterwards adding the fifth and fixth anonymous Tranflations 
' formerly’mentioned, he called the iecond Edition the Otlapla. Now from all 
thefe bad Greek, many Tranflations had alfo been made in Latine, as we faid 
before and fo bad thaf it provoked Hierome to make a new one. For as the

But if Atticus his concern for his own Sec: fo far Transported him as to 
impofeupon the credulity of the Emperour, the Cardinals zeal for that of Rome, 
fometimes alfo bribes his Underftanding to call: Mills before the Eyes of his In- 
cautelous Readers, which he may doe at a cheaper rate than Atticus furely could 
in Matters of luch Confequence abufe his Prince. Had any fuch Canons been made 
for the Intereft of the Roman Church, he would have told us that fuch they were, 
but they arc loft, for the Council of Nice doubtlefs made more than thoie tw enty 
which are commonly aferibedtoit 5 that the Canon of Sardica cannot be found, 
which, doubtlefs, onefe had a being, becaufe fevcral Popes did not fear to cite it 
to the African Fathers in behalf of their Right to receive Appeals; that an Ed id 
of the Emperours was a thing more folemn than to be founded upon light Sur- 
mifes. Lyes, and Falihood; that many things were which do not at this diftance 
appear to us; that if no credit be to be given to Authentick Laws, theie is no 
heed to be taken of any publick Monuments; in conclufion, that Atticus never 
would have dared to broach fuch a thing which he knew could not be concealed,

He writes this at the fame time as he endeavoured by 
all means to intrude into the Affairs of Africk, and challenged the Privilege of 
Appeals upon pretence of a Nicene Canon, which the Bilhops rejecting as forged, , 
had fent to Alexandria for authentick Copies, which this fame year were lent 
bv the Patriarch of that See. As for what he ordains about the Metropolitan he 
tells him, he adts according to the Prefcript of the Nicene Canons, the fixth indeed 
of that Council taking care of the Jurifdi&ion of the Metropolitans. Whence 
Baronins will perfwade his Reader, that he moft manifeftly fees that the Nicene 
Council fo took order for having the feveral Provinces fubjedt to Metropolitans, 
that yet the Apoftolical See as he calls it, fliould Jus dicere or exercife Jurifdidtion 
over ail. Certainly his Reader cannot but fee moft manifeftly that this is a 
mighty Confequence, let him fhew where any yet foe, any fuch provifo oxfalvo 
is made by any true Canon of that Council. He will find it perhaps written on 
the back fide of that other Canon concerning his Popes Jurifdidtion over the Afri¬ 
can Churches. It is certainly a courle fo weak as any one may moft manifeftly 
difeern it, to argue from pretence to true Title, from intrufion to rightfull and 
juft poffellion ; which would have notably • ferved the defign of Patroclus. It 
l'eems becaufe Boniface and his Fellows thruft their Sickles into the Corn of the 
Africans and Galls, therefore they had a Right to reap their Harveft, and in truth 
the one afwell as the other by permiffion (nay Ordination of the Nicene 

99 The enfuing year Theodofm the Emperour fet forth feveral Edidfs againft 
Hercticks, Jews and Pagans, yet to be feen in his own Code. As to the latter L.j.cM 
Theodoret tells us, that he commanded all footfteps of their Superftitton to be 
moved, that nothing might remain to the obfervation of future times, and in- Pa . 
deed two yearsafterby a Refcript he forbad all Pagan Worlhip upon pain o (gam 
Death, commanding all their Temples, Chapels and Oratories if any remain-^; 
ed, to be demolillied and expiated, by placing there the fign of Chnftian Reli¬ 
gion • which Edidts had not the wilhed effedts, as appears from others pubhfhed 
long after by Martianus and Valentinian , Leo and Anthemius, to be mentioned'in 
their proper places. This fame year which was the laft of Honorius the Em- 
Bnniface Bi- rcrour, died Boniface Biihop of Rome on the i$tbof Ottober, after he had gover- 
lhopof Rome nec j fi ve years a u but two Months and three Days, and was buried in the Via 
dies ‘ Salaria near the Body of St. Felicity the Martyr. Platina tells us of great mat- u vita Bi¬ 
ters ordained by him: viz. That a Woman or Nun fliould not .touch the Sacred 
Falla or Surplice, nor the Frankincenfe : That no Slave or Indebted Perfon ihould 
be received into the Clergy. He built an Oratory in the Coemetery of St. Feli¬ 
city, and adorned her Sepulchre with Marble, gave a Silver Platter of twenty 
Pounds, a m-eat Cup to the value of ten, three Silver Crowns, and of the lefler 
lort of Chalices two. Under his Name are extant three Epiftles, One to the Tcm. i.OwcA 
Emperour Honorius, wherein having mightily applauded the Vertues of that 
Hii Works. Prince, he prays him to preferve the Peace of the Church of Rome againft ambi¬ 
tious and factious Perfons; to which the Emperour anfwered, that his pleafure 
was, and hereby declared it to be, that if in a Schifrn two chanced to be elec¬ 
ted, neither of them fliould hold, but a third Perfon freely and Legitimately cho- 
len. His fecond is directed againft one Maximus a Biihop and a Mani- 
chee, accufcd of Impiety, Murther and Contumacy, againft whom he orders the 
Bilhops of Gall to proceed, whether he appeared or not j concluding, that what- 
foever they refolved was neceffarily to be confirmed by his Authority, fo cun¬ 
ningly ambitious were the Roman Prelates at this time, that if any Church out of 
refpeeft to the Dignity of their See or Ability of their Perfons asked them any ad¬ 
vice, they would prefently pretend to Jurifdidtion, this being their flight where¬ 
with at firft they began to lay the Yoke upon the Provinces. His this third Epi- 
ftle he wrote to Hil'ary Biihop of Narbone, about the bufinels whereof we have 
already fpoken. Befides thefe in his Letters, the firft Tome of the Councils men¬ 
tions live other Conftitutions. “ 1. Tlrnt none Ihould be ordained Pneft before 
“ lie had completed thirty years of Age, how worthy foever, becaufe Chnft be- 
“ aan not to Preach untill that time. 2. Differences ajufiqg amongft Bilhops 
“ ihould be decided by the Metropolitan, and if they would not fubmit to his 
“ Award, the Primate Ihould determine the Controverfie without Appeal. 

“3. Whatever had been Confecrated to God be it Man or Beaft or any other 
“ thing, ihould remain in the power of Priefts, the Offender againft this Decree 
“ to be Excommunicated as Sacrilegious. 4. Bilhops, Priefts, and the like Per-

100; In the time of this Boniface begun the Seventh Council of Carthage, as 
i it is called, or the African Council ,■ which it feems continued a long time, the 
' Prelates going and coming as there yvas occafi'on. But thefe Carthaginian Cmmcils 
are ftrangely confounded one with another, and. probably the fixth and feventh 
were the fame. After the death of Boniface the Roman See was vacant nine days

ed and received there in the time of Viilor Bilhop of Rome. _ Whilft the Gofpel 
thus flourilhed in the Northern Parts, and the errours of Pelagm met with 
fuch as difeovered their rottennefs and danger, the Dpvil was. ready to begin 
another aflault upon the Church, and had already furmlhed himfelf with a frelh 
Champion, for Neftorius by this time, warm, in his Pat , l ' ia ^ hal ^ e ®’ began now to 
vent thofe Do&rines Which for want of fit advances he had hitherto conc ^| 
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Being of old principled by Theodoras Bilhop'of Mopfuejlia and Diodorus of Tarfiis Evagrim lib. 
he had the luck alfo to be Nephew of Paulas Samofatenus, whofe opinion's did him no f 
good, though hepretended to be a great Enemy to them,and an earned Maintainer suidZ' 
of the Nicene Faith. He broached not his Herefie firft himfelf, but Anajlafusa Pried Socrates, lit. 7. 
whom he had brought with him from Antioch, whom he highly efteemed, and ^-^z- 
ufed as a Councillor in all his matters. This Pried on a certain time taught 
publickly in the Church, that none ought to call the Virgin Mary Theoiocos, 
or the Mother of God, becaufe Ihe was but a Woman, and of a Woman God 
could not be born. This raifed a marvellous diforder amongd both Laity 
and Clergy, who had had it of a long time inculcated into them, that 
Chfid was true God, but when they blamed Anaftafm , and expedted he fliould 
be called to ah account for iuch Language, Ne(torius became his Patron, and 
not onely his but the Patron of his Opinion, not mincing at all the matter, but 
in his Sermons maintaining what he had afierted, that the Blefied Virgin could 
not be the Mother of God. This put the People befides their Wits. Some laid 
one thing fome another, many thought he was of opinion that Chrid was but 
a mere Man, and that he went about to revive the Herefie of Samofatems and 
Thotims. Not onely difputing there was, as happeneth upon fuch occafion, but fo 
great were the heats and difientions, and the Schifms came to fuch an height, that 
die fummoning of a general Council feemed needfull for deciding the Contro- 
verfie, and appealing the minds of Men. 

I0 6. But Nejlorius not contenting himfelf with publilhing his opinions in 
his own Diocefe, divulged them by Books fent into all Places, and *Xgypt 
amongd others, where lome Monks were intoxicated with this new Do&rine. 

Hereupon Cyril the Alexandrian Patriarch bedired himfelf, as appears by 
this Epidle. Yet with caution, for knowing that Tbeodofw the Emperour had 
been the Promoter of Nejlorius to that See, at fird he fent to Conjlantinople onely 
a Confutation of fuch Opinions, not naming the broacher of them; at length 
when all the World began to take notice of them he wrote to himfelf the Here- 
tickfeveral times, defiring him to beware of fuch afiertions, to which heanfwered 
with very great fcorn and domach. Cyril feeing there was no good to be done, 
and having by Lettefs confulted with Coelejlinus the Biffiop of Rome, and others, 
herefolvedto call a Provincial Synod of Bilhops.to Alexandria , wherein the 
opinion of Nejlorius was condemned as Heretical, and twelve Anathematifms 
formed, which were afterwards fent to Nejlorius, therewith if poffible to re¬ 
clame him from his Errours. Thefe becaufe directed againd his Tenents, dif- 
cover what they were to us, and therefore we ihall fummarily repeat them. 

1. “ He that Ihall not confefs God to be Immanuel , and therefore the Blefied 
« Virgin to be Tbeotocos , Deipara , or Mother of God, according to the Flelh 
«let him be Anathema. ‘ z. As alfo fuch as Ihall not confefs, that the word 
“ of God the Father was hvpodatically united to the Flelh, and Chrid to 
“be one with his own Flelh, viz. both God and Man. 3. And fuch as after 
« union diftinguilh the Hypoftafes, and conjoin them ohely in refpe&of Dignity, 

“ Authority or Power, not according to natural Union. 4. And fuch as atari- 
« bute to two Perfons or two Hypoftafes, thofe words which occur in Evange- 
* lical and Apoftolical Writings being fpoken either by the Holy men concer¬ 
ning Chrid, or by Chrid concerning himfelf; and fometimes aferibe them to 
<< a Man, considered a part from the Eternal word of God; otherwhiles as appro- 
<‘ priate to God and the word of the Father. 5. Such alfo as Ihould call the 
“ Man Chrid Defer or Theophorus, and not true God as the onely and natural 
“ Soil (if God, inafmuch as the Word being made Flelh, communicates as with 
Flelh and Bloud. 6 . And thofe who fhould call the Word of the Father, 
the God ot the Lord of Chrid, and not rather confefs the fame to be 
<« God and Man, forafmuch as the word was made Flelh according to the 
‘‘Scriptures. 7. If any affirmed that Jefus Chrid being a mere Man was 
‘‘atfted or affided by God the Word, and Ihould fanfie die Glory of the 
‘‘onely begotten, to belong to the Man as another befide the word. 

“ 8. In like manner, if any Ihould affirm that the Man aflumed ought to be 
“ adored with the word of God himfelf, to be glorified with him, and to be 
‘‘called God as one Perfon with another (for this Particle with neceflarily 
‘‘ hinteth fo much) and with the fame adoration, Worfliip not Emanuel, and 
‘‘ give one Glory to him, according to that faying that the Word was made 
‘‘i-lelh. 9. Such as Ihould fay, that our one Lord Jefus Chrid was glorified by 
‘‘ the Holy Ghod, as by a Power aliene from himfelf, and the Virtue he ufed 

“ againd 
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“ againd unclean Spirits, and in working Divine Miracles he had it from him, 

“ and that the Spirit was not his own by which he wrought fuch Miracles. 

“10. Seeing we are taught by Scripture, that Chrid was the High Priefl: and* 

“ Apoflle of our Profe/fion, and offered himfelf for us a fweet Savour, to God 
“ the Father, If any Ihall fay that the Word of God himfelf was not our High 
“ Pried and Apodle after He was made Flelh and Man like unto us, but that 
“ Man which was born of a Woman, as fome other divers from him ; Or who 
“ Ihall affirm that he offered a Sacrifice for himfelf and not for us onely, he ha- 
“ ving no need of an oblation who was void of Sin. 11. If any confefs that 
the Flefh of our Lord was not quickning, or the proper Flelh of the Word of 
2 God himfelf,but of fome other befides him joyned with him in Dignity, having 
“Divine Inhabitation alone and not rather quickning, as being made the proper 
“ Flefh of the Word, able to quicken all things, iz. Laftly, if any deny the 
“Word of God to have differed in the Flelh, befen Crucified in the Flelh, faded 
2 of Death in the Flelh, and to have become the Fird-born from the Dead, in 
“ that he is Life, and enlivens all things as God,let him be accurfed. 

■ 107. Thefe Anathematifms being brought to Nejlorius , that life might fub- 
morius ac- feribe. them he was fo far from doing this,that he not onely defended the Dodrine r. Condi. 
an Hcretick " b Y t 1 ™ condemned,. but accufed Cyril as an Heretickof the Sed of Apollinaris, 
the Empe- and afterwards drew up twelve Anathematifms againd him, to which he fuffi- 
rour - cieritly anfwered. At prefent he could not be condemned, forafmuch as he 
impeached his grand Accufer of .the fame Crime, nay it was fo far from that 
that vehemently accufing Cyril to the Emperour, as a turbulent and ambitious 
Perfon, he procured Letters to be written to him, wherein he was chidden and 
threatned, except he would dudy Peace and Union with Nejlorius. Cyril nothin^ 
herewith terrified,fet himfelf with all Alacrity to write to the Emperour, and hS 
Aiders,and laying before them the dangerous Principles of their Patriarch, defired 
anuniverfal Council might he called,for the full-and. dear examining of the Truth. 

Theodofm perceiving matters come to that pafs, that no Peace could be elfeex- 
Who fum- peded, by his Imperial Letters dated November zo, fummons an univerfal Synod, 
mfaisjnod" Ephefus againd Whitfontide, adding after the Precept that he ihould 

at Ephefus. not excufe any that tailed to be there by that time either to God or Man, for¬ 
afmuch as fuch as refufed to be prefent at the facred Meeting of Bifiiops could 
not pofiibly bear any good Confcience Not onely were the Biffiops of the 
fummonedjbut fuch of the Weft alfo as were mod: eminent,amongd whom St. 

(ites. ,ne dit%«Jline, who yet e’er the Meflenger arrived at Carthage,was departed to a place 

void of all diflentionand errour. For God had removed this mod Reverend and Vide Baron. 
Learned Biffiop, this mod eminent orthodox Chridian, out of the Way* led he 
Ihould either fee or feel the Cruelty of the Arian Vandals, who had now befieged 
Hippo above two Months. He lived 7 6 years, whereof 36 hefpent in the Epifcopal 
Fundion, Hepreached to his lad; and- prayed inf his Church beTeeching God ei- ia 
ther to remove the Siege, give his Flock patience to endure it, and fubmit to his vita. 
good pleafure, or take him out of the World to himfelf. Falling fick of a Fe¬ 
ver, he lhut himfelf up, permitting none to come to him, but at. Iuch time as the 
Phyficians vifited him, or when bemud neceflarily take fome refreffiment,, fpen- 
djjg ten Days in continual Prayers and Tears ; for his Judgment was that a good 
Chridian, efpecially a Pried, ought not to did without fome remarkable figns of 
Repentance and Humiliation. 

_ 108. As for aTeftament hfe made none, hiving nothing to difpoleor bequeath 
thereby, nor ever had any intention to inrich his Kindred. His Books and Li¬ 
brary he had committed to the Church, there to be preferved for the benefit of 
Pofterity, and concerning his own Works this is very remarkable, that about a 
year after when the City was taken and fet on fire, yet they were wonderfully 
His Works, preferved. Thofe that were Written againd Pelagias and his Tenents had various 
reception, not onely as the World were inclined to, and againd that Heretick * 

But they were maligned and oppofed by feveral in Gall, who pretended to ab- 
hor thofe Errours againd which he wrote, ahd they were aS earnedly defen¬ 
ded by Hilary Bifhop of Arles and Prof per of Apitain. TO his Works which 
are very many, are added many fpurious and fome doubtfuil, which have been 
detected, and branded by Erafmus and others. Amongd the former fort is the 
14 Homily, de Nat. Domini , of which he Wa s hot the Authour, the Learned Mo- 
w»#r with the Divines of Lovain, having rejected and cenfured it to be as it is thfe 
Work of an unlearned Novice, yet Barsnius cites it to prove that JoJeph wasun- c D 
acquainted with any Matrimonial A<ft, which is now brought to he theCotn-\ue U 
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raon Tenent of the Roman Schools. Amongft the Boohs which he wrote himfelf, 
there is one which is not to be read without caution; and that is his Book de 
or dine, from the Authority of which fome Roman ifts will prove Stews to be to¬ 
lerated in a Chriftian State. But when Auguftine wrote that Book as our Jewel 
obferves, he was not St. Auguftine. He was yet a very young Man, and but a 
Novice in. the Faith, not yet well inftrucfted, not yet baptized in the Name of 
Chrift, himfelf as yet keeping a Concubine, and living in Whoredom. What 
matter then if he fay in it, take Harlots away from among Men, and ye 
fill all the Countrey with Ribaldry and Villany. Afterwards fully inftru&ed, 

Chriftened and grown older and wifer, he was of another mind as appears from 
a place in his Book De Civitate Dei , * which Work he finilhed but four years be- * L . I4 . e . lS , 
fore his Death. As all his Works are large Teftimonies of his Learning, Inge- iftaminufu 
nuity and Piety, fo that of his Retradations of his Candour and Humility in 
an efpecial manner, wherein of his own accord he confefleth and revoketh /»««»»/«« 
his former flips, faults and errours. Long before him Hippocrates had done turpitudinm. 
the fame. After him Cardan and many other great Perlons, yet few in 
comparison of thofe, who rather againft their Confciences plead for, than 
own and retradt their Errours. The Example of thofe Worthies, every one 
knows, every one commends rather than Opiniaftrity; but when it comes 
to the effed not many pradtife. The day of the Death of St. Auguftine , and 
the Anniverfaty appointed to be obferved to his Memory, was the 28 tb. of 
Auguft.

a. In obedience to the Imperial Edidt, the Bifhops aflembled from their fe- Sceraus 
veral Churches. Neftorius with a great Multitude of People, took his Journey tap. 33. 
prefently after the Eafter Holy-days. Cyril the Patriarch of Alexandria came to ASa 
Ephefus about Whitfontide, and the fifth Day after Pentecoft, Juvenalis Bilhop of 
Jerufalem. Thefe with others coming in good time, ftaid for John the Patriarch 
of Antioch, who with his fuffragan Bilhops loitered out of defign, left he Ihould be 
compelled either to condemn Neftorius ,or with him to undergo the fame cenfure; 
after fifteeen Days expectation, the Metropolitans that were with him came to 
Ephefus, and fignified to the Fathers, that his prefence was not to be expedted. 

Above two hundred Bilhops are laid to have convened, and all as well Occiden¬ 
tals as Orientals, either themfelves or by their Legates, to have been prefent at 
this Aflemb.ly. Yet the Prelates of Afr.ick , hindred by the dreadful!' devafta- 
tion made at this time by the Wandals, could not be there; neither were in 
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any Capacity to fend arty confiderable Legation: oriely Capreolus Primatg of Car¬ 
thage, doing afmuch as in himlay,ferit Baftulas a Deacon of his Church with Let¬ 
ters of excufe to the Synod. Very many Bilhops indeed were perfonally abfent, 
and prefent onely by their Legates or Agents, as almolb all the Weftern Bilhops* 
and by Name CatleJHne Patriarch of Rome, whofe Legates came not till the io tb. 
of July , and the Council had done molt - of their Work. Some its probable upon 
other occafiorts negledted this bufinefs, as the Bilhops of Gangra and Heraclea in 
Macedonia, who were not at this Synod. Divers others wilfully and obftinately 
refufed to be prefent at this Holy Synod, as Neftorius himfelf the Patriarch of 


Confiantinople , John Patriarch of Antioch and fome forty Bilhops, who at the fame 
time while the Holy Council was held in the Church of the Blefled Virgin at 
Ephefus , held a Conventicle by themfelves in an Inn in die fame City, as we 
lhall fee hereafter. Yet, notwithftanding the perfonal abfence of the firft, the 
negligent of the fecond, and wilfull abfence of the laft, and although no Pref- 
byters at all were therein, not in their own right, this Holy General Council 
faith of its Synodical Judgment given by thole that were prefent, that it was 
nothing elfe lut * the common and confenting Judgment of the whole World. For * Kihii AiiJ 
the Council was lawfully called, all were fummoned uriiverfally, it was free for

doubts propofed by others. At the firft opening.of the Synod lftejt or ins was prefent, 
whom Cyril when they came to fall upon the bufinefs in hand, did vehemently 
tax, and with other Bilhops contended earneftly for Chrift’s Divinity, affirming 
him one and the fame Son of God, begotten of his Father before all Ages, and in 
the laft times made Man of a Virgin,that lie was not one and another, and that 
the Blefled Virgin ought properly and truely to be called ©iwfc©-, or the Mother 
of God. Herear Neftorius rofe up, tpJd them plainly he would not own a God, 
that grew to Man’s Eftate by two and three Months and fo forth, and that there¬ 
fore he walked his Hands of their Bloud, and thenceforth would come no more 
into their Company. With fix other Bilhops he ftreight departed out of the 
Aflembly, and kept himfelf afterward private with thofe Men and others, he 
thought fit lor his purpofe. And when the Day after, three Bilhops were fent 
by the Council to cite him po appear, and he was called once and again after¬ 
ward, yet he flatly refufed to come to them, ufmg the Meflengers contumeli- 
oufly, and frighting them by the armed Guards he had got about him by his 
great Intereft in Irenceus a Count he had brought with him, and Candidianus , 
both whom he had infeifted with his Herefie. The Synod perceiving how con- 
tumacioufly he bore himfelf, refolved to proceed to the Merits of the Caufe. 

They caufed to be read the Nicene faith, the Epiftles of Cyril and Neifiorm, 
written upon the Controverfie, witjh another fent from Cat leftine the Roman Pa¬ 
triarch.

and heretical Conventicle of Nejlorians. Inline, as the Council conftantly refufed 
to communicate with them, till they confented to the depofing of NeftonuS , 
and anathematizing his Herefie, the Conventicle not onely refufed Communion 
with Cyril and other Catholicks, but bound themfelves by many felema Oaths, 
and thk afterward in the prefence of the Emperour that they would ne¬ 
ver communicate with the Cyrillians, except they would condemn the twelve 
Chapters of Cyril, adding that they would rather die than confent to any one 
Sending their 0 f die twelve Chapters. But though the Fathers of the true and genuine Coun-

not omit certain Canons of this Synod of Ephefus, mentioned after a Preface, 
wherein they fignifie, that being called together by the ^perour s Md, alwe 
thirty of their Number had feparated themfelves in behalf of Nejlorius ,. ana 
Several other therefore remained excommunicate and depofed. Then follow feven Canons 
Canon, ■ of which this is the Summ, that if any Metropolitan Bilhop or Clerk unbraced 
the Herefie oiNejlorius or Cadeftm, he Ihould be excommunicated and degraded; 
if aLay-perfon he Ihould be excommunicated; And the fame .to extend againft 
fuch as produced, wrote or tompofed any forni of Faith, befides that ot the 
Nicene Council ; As alfo fuch Perfohs as Ihould appear otCharifmhK opinion 
who thought not aright of the Humanity of Chrift. The eighth Canon was 
made upon occafion, that the Patriarch of Antioch, took upon him to ordain in 
the Churches qf Cyprus, which thing being an innovation contrary to Ecclejiajti- 
cal Conjlitutions, and the Canons of Holy Fathers, and for that Epidemical Epfeajes 
require a greater Remedy , becaulef^an? more dangerous than others, therefore the 
Fathers decree that it be taken for a Rule in all Diocefes and Provinces whatsoever, 
that no Bifhop invade or occupy any Province, which and from the beginning hath 
not been under bis Jurifditlion or that of his PredecejfourS. If any hath already 
invaded any fuch Province and ly force made it his own, the Hoy Synod com¬ 
mands he do rejlore it, lejt the Canons of the Holy Fathers be negletled and left 
under pretence of Adminiflration of Holy things, the Arrogance 0} fecular Power 
creep in, and by degrees we imprudently lofe that Liberty which our Lord Jefus 
Chri/l the Saviour of all Men, by the price of his own Bloud hath leflowed upon 
us Therefore it pleafeth the Holy Synod, that the Rights of every Province, which 
according to the Ancient Cujlome it hath had from the beginning be preserved to it 
pure and inviolable , every Metropolitan having liberty to take Copies of thofe Alls 
for his Security. And if any Perfon {hall produce any Sanllm contrary to what is 
here defined, it is the pleafure of all the holy and univerfal Synod, hat it be void 
and of none effell. That this Canon was made tacitely againft the lncroachments 7 m. z. Ef hd. 
of the Roman Patriarch, feme do gather not obfcUrely from the A<fts of this 
Council, it evidently from them appearing, that this Canon prevailed and was of 
force, TOtwithftandingthe Epiftle of/»»«* the Firft to whereby

rofe a difference about the Election of a new Biihop. Pro- 
clus had in all probability been the Man, but that fome in power were his back 
friends, and pretended that*the Canons of the Church forbad any Bi/hop to be 
tranflated from one See to another, which though either ignorantly or maliti- 
oufly fpoken (the Canons for the better Edification of the Church allowing it, 
and many Examples of thefe ancient times approving it) yet was of fuch force 5 
that the People was therewith fatisfied and appeafed. Maximianus then, three’ 

Months after the Depofttion of Neflorius was chofen Patriarch, by fundion a 
1 Prieft, who led a Monaftical Life, one that of late had purchafed a good Name 
by building at his own Charge Sepulchres, where Godly Men fhouid be inter* 
red, but altogether unlearned, and who had determined to lead a quiet Life, 
free from all Care and Moleftation. Thus was the Place of Nefiorius filled, but 
the rent and divifion he had made in the Eaftern parts of the World, not yet 
made Up and conjoyried. This difturbance of the Church, much difquieted the 
mind of the Religious Emperour Tbeodofim , who the very next year after the 
fliutting up of the Council, when he thought time and better confideration, to 
have alleyed the heat of the Eaftern Biihops, began to folicite that Union which 
before he had purpofed to effed, profeffing his refolution to be not to defift 
from this fo good a Work, till God Ihould vouchfafe to reftore Unity and Peace 
to his People. To this end he wrote a very religious and parherical Letter to*. , „ , 
John Patriarch of Antioch, by many reafons periwading, and by his Imperial lati/mBe- 
Authority requiring him, and with him the reft of the fadion to fubfcribe to """J-Wfi- 
the depofition of Nefiorius, the anathematizing of his Herefie, and So to 
brace Holy Communion with Cyril, and the Catholick Church. 

9 - John and the other Eaftern Biihops, Upon the Emperour’s motion fought E pp Cyriiiiai 
to make an Union with Cyril, but laboured to effed it by drawing him over &**»* (3 
to them, and their Herefies, not by palling over to him, and clofing with him *>' 2 natum - 
according to the Decrees of the late Council. They cauled Acatius, Biihop 0 f Tom ' 5 ‘ cc ' 7 ' 16 ‘ 
Berce'a, to write to him in all their Names, offering Unity and Concord, but ort 
this condition that he Ihould abolifh and condemn whatever he had written a- 


gainft Nefiorianifm, and confequently both his twelve Chapters, the Ephefine 
Decree, and all of that nature. Cyril anfwered with Refolution and Courage, 
that what he had written was in defence of the Catholick Faith, and there¬ 
fore he ihould never recant it, fo that this Art failing they attempted to effed 
the Union by Paul Biihop of Emija, whom they fent to Alexandria to agitate 
by word of Mouth, and another Letter, wherein though they were not fo vio¬ 
lent as in the former, yet they found fault with the Ephefine Council. Cyril 
feeing they added as he faid Contumelies, who Ihould have asked pardon 
and recanted, would neither admit of their fecond Epiftle, but when Paul 
earneftly endeavoured to exciife them, affirming upon his Oath, that their pur- 
pofe was not to exafperate, but clofe with him in Charity, he was content to 
admit thisexcufe, Paul having in Commiffion to work him off as much as could 
be, but however to make an Agreement with him confented to anathematize 
Nefiorius and his Herefies, to the depofing of him and the Eledionof Maximia- 
rns into his place, which when he had fubfcribed with his own hand, Cyril 
received him into Communion. Now he would have perfwaded Cyril, that 
feeing he came in the name of the reft, and had fubfcribed for them all, and as 
in the common Perfon of all the Orientals, that this his fubfcription might ferve 
for thofe that were abfent, and that requiring no more of them, he would be 
content with their Letters he brought with him. Cyril would by no means hear 
of this, telling Paul his fubfcription could fatisfie onely for himfelf, as for the 

reft, 
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reft they muft perfonally and for themfelves fubfcribe before they could be recei¬ 
ved into Communion. Hereupon he wrote an orthodox Confeffion of Faith to the 
fame effed as Paul had fubfcribed, and fent it to John, requiring his perfonal fub- 
fcr.ption to it. 

10. /W returning to Antioch, brought this refolute Anfwer of Cyril to John 
and his Biihops there allembled in Synod, who perceiving there. was no other 
way to make an Union, and that Paul had both fubfcribed himfelf, and promifed 
for them that they Ihould doe the like, at length yielded to all Cy/vTs Demands, 
and for an aflurance of their fincerity herein, wrote a Synodal and Encyclical 
Epiftle to Cyril, which they likewife lent, to Sixtus Biihop of Rome (for Ccclef- 
tine was e’er this time dead) to Maximianus and other Principal Biihops, wherein 
having firft made a found and orthodox confelfion of their Faith, they give their 
willing afient and fubfcription to the depofing of Neflorius, and anathematizing 
of his Herefies. This Letter. they prevailed with Paul to carry and make a fecond 
Journey to Alexandria, to conclude a final Peace and Union. At whofe coming 
thither this fecond time, and bringing with him the undoubted teftimony of the 
orthodox belief of John, and the chief of the Eaftern Biihops, and that they had 
now done all which the Emperour and Cyril had required, they were welcomly 
received, and the union being perfe&Iy■*’ concluded, Peace was reftored to the 
7 & C a ? h~ Church. In token whereof Paul preached at Alexandria in December, and made 
complying” before Cyril and all the People fo orthodox a Profeflion of his Faith, that his 
with Cyril and Auditours for joy interrupting him four or five times, cryed out Orthodox Paul 
thodc* 6 ° r " tbou art welcome to us} Cyril is Orthodox, Paul is Orthodox. And in Congratula¬ 
tion with John the Antiochian Patriarch and the reft, Cyril wrote a notable Epiftle, 
which begins, Let the Heavens rejoyce, and let the Earth be glad : and publilhing 
this as an Hymn of Joy and Thanklgiving for the Union fo happily effected, fung^ 

Glory to God, and peace amongfi Men. This is the fum of the whole proceedings 
betwixt Cyril and the Eaftern Biihops, touching the matter of the union, as to a- 
ny one who confults the Epiftles of Cyril to Acatius Biihop of Mditene , to Dyna- 
tus and John, and compares them with the Epiftle of John, and that of the Synod 
of Antioch Sent to Cyril and Xifius, will clearly perceive. Yet fo impudent were 
the Neftorians as to Bander Cyril to have at the time of the union confented in all 
points to them and their Herefie, and to have condemned his former Dodrine 
with the Ephefine Council. For knowing that John and the Eaftern Biihops had 
written to Cyril fo refolutely, that unlefs he condemned his own Chapters they 
would not confentto any Peace or Union; and feeing that Cyril afterwards and 
in the fame year confented with John, and made an union with him; thereupon 
they took occafion to boaft that Cyril did it upon the condition required by John 
at the firft, which was the condemning of his former Dodrine, wilfully and ma- 
licioudy concealing both how Cyril utterly denied to yield unto them, or to that 
condition required by them, and how at length John and fo many of them as 
were received to Communion confented wholly unto him, and fubfcribed to the 
Catholick Faith. All this they not onely fupprefled, but to colour the matter, 
forged alfo a Letter under Cyril’s name, whom therein they made to confent to 
the condemnation of his own Dodrine; which Letter Ibas in his Epiftle inclo- 
fed and fent unto Maris the Heretick. All thefe things our Learned Dodour Crac- 
kanthorp had deteded, evinced and confuted, and hath moreover difcovered how 
Baronius hath perverted the narration of this union, and ftrengthned the calumny 
of the Nefiorians by his mifreporting of the fame, and all to ferve the great de- 
figns of his Pope Vigilius his infallibility, and to make him appear orthodox and 
right in the Faith, but td how little purpofe in due time will be difcovered.

Being inftruded by his Uncle St. Martin and St Ger¬ 
man, he went to Rome , where for his eminent worth he came to be known to the 
Biihop, by whom he was fent with fome other Afliftants to convert the Nation of 
the Irijh. Being a Man of great Zeal, Piety and Induftry, famous alfo for Miracles, 
as thofe who write his Life too lavilhly talk,he brought the whole Ifland to embrace 
the Chriftian Faith, and overfavv the Flock which he had converted, fome fay, 
about fixty years. This is the famous St. Patrick the Apoftle, and Tutelary Saint 
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who compare of the Irifh,vA\o had him in fo great efteem whilft. yet living, that they compared 
him with si. him with St. Peter himfelf, as appears by what Secundinus, or (as they call him 
pf/w. in that Countrey) St. Scachlin, about the year CCCCXLVIII. wrote of him in a 
certain Hymn: He is conftant in the fear of God, and unmoveable in the Faith , 
upon whom the Church is builded, as upon Peter - whofe Apoftlefhip alfo he hath ob¬ 
tained from God, and the gates of Hell fhall not prevail againft him. Chrift is 
there laid to have chofen him for his Vicar. And his See of Armagh is by one 
Calvus Perennis , in the days of Brian King of Ireland, who was tiain in the year 
of Our Lord M.XIV. termed the See Apoftolick ; as Dejtderhs Biihop of Cahors tjferius 
in France is by their Countreyman Gallus faluted both Papa and ApoftoMcus; and ex vet.

For from this 
firft Legation of Palladius and Patricias (fome fay Palladius firft Preached ul 
Ireland ) who were firft fent to plant the Faith in this Countrey, it cannot be 
dewed (faith he) out of any monument of Antiquity, that the Biihop of Rome 
did ever fend any Legates to exercife Spiritual Jurifditfion here (much lefs any of 
his Deputies to exercife Temporal Power) before Gillebertus, Who firft (they fay) 
exercifedthe Legantine Funtlion of the Apoftolick See ,asa Contemporary of his words 
it even Bernard himfelf in the Life of Malachias. We reade, moreover (faith he) 
of fundry Archbilhops that have been in this Land betwixt the days of St. Patrick 
and of Malachias , What one of them can be named that ever fought for a Pall 
from Rome i Joceline indeed, a late Monk of the Abbey of Furnefs writes of 
St. Patrick, that the Biihop of Rome conferred the Pall upon him, together with 
the exercife of Legantine Power. But he is well known to be a moft fabulous Au- fidi / eerat ^ 
thour and for this particular, Bernard who was more Ancient, informeth us far hue & defue- 
otherwife, that from the very Beginning till his time the Metropolitical See of 
maoh wanted the ufe of the Pall, with whom the Authours of the Annals of Mail- B emard. vita 
rots doth fully accord, noting that in the year M.CLI. Pope Eugenius (to whom a Macbfa. 
Bernard wrote his Books de Confideratione ) did by his Legate John Papiron trans¬ 
mit four Palls into Ireland ; whither a Pall had never been brought. Hereupon 
Giraldus Cambrenfis, though he acknowledged that St. Patrick Did chufe Armagh 
for his Seat , and appointed it to be, as it were , a Metropolitical See , and the Pro¬ 
per place of the Primacy of Ireland; yet withall affirms, that indeed there mere no 
Archbilhops in Ireland, but that Bifhops confecrated one another till the bringing of 
four Palls by the faid Papiro, or Paparo, the Pope’s Legate And fome of the 
Chroniclers after him note concerning Galaftus, then Archbifhop of Armagh, that 
He is faid to have been the firft Archbifhop, becaufe he ufed the firft Pall, and that 
others before him were Archbipops in Name onely, for reverence of St. Patrick as 
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Ap it Vhe^compkintmade by Anfelm in hisUtters to Muriardacb King of Ire/and,Anfitm .A* 
that Bifhops there were confecrated by Bifhops alone, might leem fbmewhat tojutti- 
fy Giraldus his Relation ; if we did not find a farther complaint there alfo, that 
they were often ordained by one Biihop onely. But as this later argueth not 
the want of a competent number of Bilhops in the Land (for they had more than 
a fafficient number of fuch) but a negle<ft of the obfervance of the Nicene Ca¬ 
non focan it not rightly be inferred out of the former that they had no Arch- 
bilhops there at that time, but that rather the Bilhops failed much in the refpedt 
they ought to their Metropolitan. For that the Irifh had their Archbilhops, be- 
ftde many other pregnant teftimonies that might be; produced, Pope Hildebrand s 
own Brief fufficiently manifefts, direded to Terdelaachus Q or Tirlagh) the II- 
luftrious King of Ireland, the Archbifhops, Bifhops, Abbats, Nobles, and all Chnftt-Gre^ Ep.

Authority before they were put to the charge of fetching Palls from Rome, than 
ever they did afterward, and that they not onely confecrated Bilhops, but erefled 
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alfo new Bifliopricks and Archbilhopricks too fometimes, according as they faw 
convenient. Nennius writes, that St. Patrick ., founded in Ireland three hundred 
tixty five Churches, confecrated three hundred tixty-five Bilhops, and ordained 
three thoufand Presbyters. In proeefs of time, the number of Bilhops was dayly 
multiplied, at the pleafureof the Metropolitan (whereof Bernard complains) and 
that not onely fo far that almoft every Church had a feveral Biihop, but that alfo 
in fome Town's or Cities were ordained more than one* nay fometimes made with¬ 
out any certain place affigried to them. As for the erecting of New Archbi- 
ihopricks, if the Legends may be credited, King • Eugus and St. Patrick, with all 
the People did ordain, that in the City and See of Albeus (now Emelye, annexed 
to Cafheli) fliould be the Archbilhoprick of the whole Province of Mrnfter.

have procured twelve years in his time, from Celeftine it might juftly be demon- tit], clajion. 
ftrated were this a fit place, a mere figment deviled by the Monks of Glaftenbury. & ele £ u . s. 
Neither do I well know what credit is tp be' given to ,that . ftragling fentence canm!mii. 
\yhichl find aferibed to the fame.Authour : If any Queftions arife in this Ifland, let oth. Cotmft 
them, be referred to the See Apoftolick; or to that other Decree attributed to. Auxili- 
us, Patricius, Secmdinus and Benigtius. When any difficult Caufe,. and unknown to Ar ~ 
all the Judges of the Scotilh Nation fhall arife , it is rightly to be referred to the 
See of the Archbifhop of the Irilh (viz. to Patrick) and to the examination of the 
Prelate thereof . But if by him and his Wife Men-a Caufe of this nature cannot eaftly 
be made up: we have decreed, it fhall be fent to the See Apoftolick - that is to fay, 
to, the Chair of the Apoftle Peter, which hath the authority of the City of Rome, 

Onely this I will fay, that as it is moft likely that St. Patrick, had a fpecial regard 
unto the Church of Rome, from whence he was feqtforconvertion of this Iiknd j 
fo if I my felf had lived in his days, for . the refolution of a doubtfull Queftion, 

I Ihould as willingly have liftned to the. Judgment of the Church of Rome as to 
the determination of any Church in the whole World, fo reverend an eftima- 
tion have I of the Integrity of that Church as it flood in theife good days. But 
that St. Patrick was of opinion that the Church of Rome; was fure ever, afterward 
to continue in that good eftate, and that there was a perpetual privilege annexed 
unto that See, that it Ihould never err in Judgment, .or that the Pope’s Sentences 
were always to be held as infallible Oraclesthat will I never believe: fure I am 
that my Countreymen after him were of another Belief, who werefo far from 
fiibmitting themfelves in this fort to vyhatfoever Ihould proceed from the See of 
Rome^ that they oftentimes flood .out againft it, when, they had little caufe fo to 
doe. . For proof whereof I need to feek no farther than to thofe very allegations 
which have been lately urged for maintenance of the fupremacy of the Pope arid 
Church of Rowe in this Countrey. Thus much of St. Patrick.

prefenceof ValentMa>i the Emperour, and Placidia his Mother. The caufe of MwManlt 
his abfolution fome make the fpeech of an Exconful, who faid, that Sentence ought s . c. id. 
not to be palled againft the Bilhop of Rome ; which words Sixtus catching at, 
laid, It was indeed in his Power whether or no he would be Judged, yet would 
be not but that the truth Ihould be brought to light. By this feeming Piety and 
Humility the Emperour was fo moved, that he referred the bufinefs wholly to 
Sixtus, who now become both Judge and Party, condemned both his Accufers, 
neither upon their repentance to receive them to favour, when one of them pleaded 
that Chrift teacheth us thus to pray , Forgive us our trefpajfes as we forgive them that 
' trefpafs againft us; he replying, that it was alfo written that the fin aganft the 
Holy Gholt Ihould neither be forgiven in this World, nor that which is to come. 

Bafus, as Principal in the Hander was Banifhed, and his eftate feized to the ufe 
of the Church, three months after which he died, and then the Bilhop, as it 
feems, relenting, caufed him to belmbalmed, and (as platina tofts us) with his 
own hands Buried him near to St. Peter in the Sepulchre of- his Anceftours. At 
Polychrome this fame time Sixtus accufed polychronius the Bilhop of Jerufalem , as having for 
Bilhop of Je- a Reward in Money ordained feveral Bilhops and Minifters, and caufed him for 
pended ^ f° me time to be fufpended from his Fun&ion, being condemned by this Roman 
P n ‘ Synod. It’s reported he was angry with him for having once faid that it was 
more fitting the City of Jerufalem Ihould obtain the preeminence than Rome, be¬ 
ing the place where Chrift taught and fufFered, and where the Holy Ghoft was • 
fent down firft upon the Difciples. But in a time when Jerufalem was Befieged, 
rhis Bilhop felling his Lands, and diftributing the price amongft the Poor, Sixtus 
procured the Emperour to reftore him to his Bilhoprick. 

UtximiMus' I7< The year following being the Four Hundred Thirty Fourth of Our Lord, 
the twenty feventh of Theodoftus IL and the tenth of Valentintan IIL Maximiams 
“ilia. the 
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the 'Patriarch of Constantinople deceafed, after he had peaceably governed the 
Church the fpace of two years and five months,in the Confullhip of Arebindus and 
Afpares on Gwd-Fridayftein&tho twelfth of April. At that time(t hey are the words 
of Socrates') Theodofius the Emperour plaid a very wife part. For left tumult and 
difenfion jhould again be raifed in the Church, without any delay, whilft the Corpfe 
of Maximianus was above ground, he procured the Bijhops then prefent to enftall 
Proclus in the Bi(bop’s See. To this end the Letters of Cceleftinus Bijhop of Rome 
were brought unto Cyril Bijhop of Alexandria, unto John Bijhop of Antioch, and 
a e 111 r ‘ Rufiiis Bijhop of Theflalonica, certifying them that there was tto caufe to the con¬ 
trary ; but that one either already nominated Bifhop of fome certain City, or inftalled 
in fome proper See, might be tranftated to another Bijhoprick.. Thefe be the words 
of Socrates, who fpends a whole Chapter upon occafion of the repulfe formerly Ca l- 3 
given to Proclus, on purpofe to prove that it was neither againft the Canons, nor 
example of ancient times, for a Bilhop to be tranflatejl from one See to another, 
and reciting the pretended Canon, plainly Ihews it meant no fuch thing as to in¬ 
hibit, fuch a removal. Let the Reader then confider how truly Baronius affirms 
that Socrates faith this Tranflation of Proclus was made by difpenfation of the Bi¬ 
lhop of Rome, becaufe the Canons forbad filch Tranflations, and concludes from 
Sixtus his interpofing his Judgment and Advice to a Right

an Edicft of Theodoftus. And when he himfelf was fo far from amendment, that Ephef. 
by his tenacious principles he infufed venome, and railed commotions whereever 
he came ; the year following he was removed from the Monaftery of Euprepius, 
two Furlongs diftantfrom Antioch, to Petra, a place in the Wildernefs of Oafis. Lib. i. c. 7. 
Being afterward (as Euagrius tells us) fet at liberty by the People called Blemmyes 
in Libya, and Theodoftus having by his Edidts ordained he ihould return, as he 
wandred from place to place about the fartheft Part of Thebais, bruifing and 
beating himfelf to the ground, he had fuch an end as was agreeable to the life he 
had formerly led, and thereby Ihewed himfelf a fecond Arius. For, as this Au- 
thour relates, (after a recitation of his cofnplaining Letters to the GovernoUr of. 

Thebais) from his Amanuenfis, when he could not be brought to any realbn or 
humility by all his miferies, but rather fpurned againft the Authority of the Em- 
Hii miferabie perour and his Magiftrates,his Tongue was eaten off by Worms, and lo by the juft 
death. Judgment of God he palled, faith he, from bodily tolpiritual, from thofe tempo- 
a Perfecution ra * t0 eternal punilhments. The enfuing year was a great Perfection raifed againft ^ 
in Africk. Orthodox Cnriftians in Africk by Genj'erick the Arian King of the Wandals, where- ebon. '* 
in Arcadius,Probus, Pafcheftus and Eutycbus, Noble Spaniards, received the Crown

. lige he perfwaded the Emperour to tranflate his Body, and with great Pomp 
and Reverence to place it in the Apoftles Church ; by which means thofe that

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formerly had feparited themfelVes were reduced to order, and became conforma¬ 
ble.

19. But his Body being (a) tranflated from Constantinople to Rome, to ihake his * Die 27 .Jan. 
Relitjues of more value, they have made the manner of his Tranflation very 'j5^j^% 
miraculous. Nicephorus relates the Summ of it, borrowing it, as Baronins tfmam 
{b) doth not obfcurely hint, from the Luciil'ent Oration of one Cofmas Veflia- nanftata eft. 
rius , Whether a Vatican or Baronian Authour, fo ignoble and unworthy, that 
Pojfevine judged him not Worthy to be named in his Bibliotheca, or reckoned adMartyroi. 
amongft his Te/les Veritath. Yet out of this Tailor’s Oration ( faith our Great R 0 ”*- 
Crackanthorp ) hath the Cardinal fticht a very pretty Anile, whereof the Sumth 

is this: Proclus making a Panegyrical Oration in praife o{chryfojlomp fi .tho 
People were fo inflamed with a longing defire after him, that they interrupted 
theBiiliop, and not fuffering him to make an end of his Sermon, cried out with 
many Vociferations, that they would have thryfifiome and his ReliqUes. Pro- 
Therairacu- clus herewith fore moved, prevailed with the Emperour to fend divers Sena- 
ofitsTranfla- tours > na y ^ ome % atl Army with Clerks and Monks to fetch his Body from 
nop* ran * Comana , where it was kept in a filver Coffin. Once and again, nay very often 
they labour and ftrive with their whole might and skill to lift up the Coffin, 
but all in vain, the facred Body being no more moveable than a Rock. Of 
this therefore they certifie the Emperour, who calling Prddus and other holy 
Men ferioufly to advife about the matter, they counfel him to write a Letter 
to ChryfoSlome , in way of a Petition, asking him forgivenefs for the Sins whicli 
Arcadius his Father had committed agaitift him, and mod humbly to befeech him 
that he would return td Constantinople, and re-affume his See, praying him' 
withall no longer to afflid them by his abfence, being not onely defirous of 
his Body, but of his Afhes, yea of his fliadow. This the Emperour religioufly 
performed, writing a Letter or Petition exprefled both by Nicephorus and Baro¬ 
nins , though both the Cardinal and the Tailour Cofmas be unwilling to give to 
ChryfoSlome the Title of Patriarch and Pater Patrum , which- Nicephorus as his 
due afcribes unto him. The Emperour’s Letters were brought to the dead Corp'fe, 
and with great Reverence laid upon the Breaft of ChryfoSlome, which done the 
next day with eafe the Priefts took up the Body, and bringing it to Constanti¬ 
nople, placed it in the Church of the Holy Apojtles. 

20. Here firft, as the Cardinal relateth from Nicephorus , the Emperour with’ 
the People made an humble Prayer for his Parents, and more efpecially intrea- 
ted for his Mother, that her Grave which had lhaken and been fick of a Palfie, 
and made a noife and ratling for thirty five years, might now at length ceafe ► 
and the Holy man heard the requeft and granted it; the Graves Palfie was 
cured, fo that it fhaked no more. After this did Proclus place dead ChryfoSlome 
in the fame See arid Epifcopal Seat with himfelf, all the People applauding and 
drying, 0 Father Cbryfofidme receive thy See ; then by a Miracle beyond the /e 
Degree of Admiration, the Lips of ChryfoSlome (five and thirty years after he Suum» 
was laid in his Grave) opened and bleffed all the People, faying Peace btruntorurfim 
you . and thus both the Patriarch Proclus, and the People ftahding by tefhfied 

that they heard. Such is the Relation of Barontus from Nicephorus and Cofmas fereur Pax 
his Tailour, a ftory which puts down Heliodorus, Orlando, and all the Fictions of 
the Poets. Not to ftand to refute fuch a lying legend, the Cardinal’s Friends may f u{rh _ 
confult Tiimannus their Carihufian Monk, and fee theCenfure he gives of it, and par^cju 
of Nicephorus the onely Authour he knew, till Barmins pull’d this blind 
Jour out of a Corner, though 1 believe, faith he, God to be omnipotent, yet I cbyfiftmi. 
believe not all which is here written of Chryfojtdme. Let the Reader chafe whe¬ 
ther he will believe it or not, for the Writers of Mens Lives who lived before Ni¬ 
cephorus ( and he writ not till about the year 1318 ) would not have concealed 
:• or Smothered in filence a' matter of fo great moment. This his Judgment is the 

more weighty becaufe there is no Ancient Father (I fpeak it confidently faith 
ouf Dr. Crackanthorp ) that hath had more fabulous Writers than are Palladius 
■ ( as he is called ) Leo and George the Writers, or rather Devifers of Chryfoftoms 

ACts his Life and Death. Any one of them doting after fuch miraculous Re¬ 
ports would have painted out this Miracle of Miracles with all the wit and words 
they ’had. That which I onelv obferve is, the ftrange, and if you pleafe, mira¬ 
culous lewd dealing of Bamiius. This Epiftle of Theodofws , though it was writ¬ 
ten to ChryfoSlome more than thirty years after his Death, the Cardinal ap¬ 
proves, applauds, and for a rare Monument commends it, and all that appen- 
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dant fable to all Pofterity. Why f It is an excellent ftory, indeed to perfwade 
the Adoration of ReliqueS, Innovation of Saints, Prayers for the Dead and fuch 
like. Had the Epiftle of. Theodoret (hereafter to be mentioned ) contained fuch 
fluff,, it fhould have had-every way the like applaufe from his Cardinalfhip, 
becaufe it wants fuch matters, and croffeth in very many things the Cardinal’s 
Annals; oh litis nothing but aFiCtion, and a very forgery of fome naughty 
c ,£e fifth Varlet. Thus Dr. Crackanthorp, upon Occafiori of Trariflation of St. Chryfo-

21. We have not for many years heard any thing of the Pagans, and their 
Superftition, which it might be expeCted before this time ffiotild have dwindled in¬ 
to nothing, Chriftianity having fo long been the owned and legal Religion. But 
notwithftanding all former Laws, and the Exainple afwell as incouragement of 
the Emperours, yet did Satin find fome holes wherein to creep, and uponoccafi- 
on Ihew himfelf more publickly, as the Comportment of Affairs would permit. 

At this time when the diftrefles of the Weftern Empire muft neceflarily afford 
greater Liberty to Souldiers, we find that Cyrus the Commander of the Roman 
Army, now when Carthage wasbefieged, was of that fuperftitious perfwafion, 
being afterward honoured with the PrefettShip of the Pratorium and the Con- 
fuljbip. Littorius alfo who commanded the Hunns, was addicted to the pre¬ 
dictions of the AruJpices, and more than this the Pagans were fo bold, as pub¬ 
lickly to offer Sacrifice. As this practice grieved the Fathers of the Church, 
and drew forth feveral Pieces declaming agamft fuch impious practices from Cy- 

AnEdifta- ril, SalvianjChryfologus and others, fo Theodofm in the year 439 on the laft Day TW _ 
gainft Pagans, of January, publifhed an EdiCt againft Pagans, Samaritans , fews arid Hereticks, Tj >. 3 . 
ec which fubjeCts them to divers pains and forfeitures. And not onely did Paga- 

nifm recover in fome meafure its dying ftrength at this time, but the Arian 
Herefie again became rampant in Africk, where’a very great Perfection was 
raifed againft the Orthodox Chriftians, after the taking of Carthage by the 
Wandals, who were infeCted with that Venome.

22. About this time died Folinus Bifhop of Cafarea in Cappadocia , into whole 
Toiims Bi- room the Citizens defiring Proclus the Patriarch of Confantinople, that another 
ihopof Ctefa- might be elected, when he mufed With himfelf, whom he fhould affign them 
rta for their Bifhop,- and on Saturday was in the Church for that purpofe, all the 

Senatours came-thither to fee whom he would ele<ft, and amongft the reft 
Thaiaffu: fuc- Thalafius the Trafeftus Prceterio of lllyricum, on whom he pitched, and ordai- 
ceedihim. ned him Bifhop of that See, whereat though the Emperour at firft fretted, yet 

afterward as Nicephorus writes, he confirmed the Election. Here Socrates tells L. 14. c. 4. 2 
us he will cut off and make an end of his Hiftory, confifting of feven Books, of 
which the laft contains the Ecclefiaftical Affairs of two and thirty years, the 
whole work comprifing thofe of an hundred and forty, beginning at the firft 
year of the 271. Olympiad, when Co»(la»tine was proclaiined Emperour, and 
ending the fecond of the three hundred and fifth (more rightly the third of 
the three hundreth and fourth) and the 17 Confulfhip of Theodofm Augujlus. 

In his Collections he was not Indiligent, though Euagrius accufeth him of 
Ofcitancy, very partial toward the Novations, a Greek by Birth, and born at 
Conftantin'ople. To this fame year alfo being the 439 year of our Lord, Hernias 
Sozomenus of Salamina continued his Hiftory, as himfelf affirmeth in his Preface, 
which plainly fhews much of the latter end of that work to be loft. Gregory Lib. 6 . Ep-v. 
the Great Bifhop of Rome tells us, that his See received not his Hiftory, be¬ 
caufe in many things he lies, and he too much commends Theodor us the Bi¬ 
fhop of Mopfueftia . Melchior Cams tells him his Memory failed him, for they 
are Theodorefs words which he cites for Sozomen’s, and Barontus anfwers in his 


behalf, that though in fuch matters as Gregory excepts againft, he be not to be 
received, yet neither to be rejected in other matters, the Cardinal being the 
rather of this opinion, becaufe Pope GelaSius receiveth him, and accounts him 
more worthy of credit than Eufebius, as Photius values him above Socrates. 
To this may be added from Canus, that his Teftimony was both cited and ap¬ 
proved 
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proved in the Florentine Council at which Paheologus was prcfent. To thefe times 
a Ho Theodoret (^of whom we lhall have too much occafton tofpeak more here¬ 
after) conrinuedhis Hiftory confifting of five Books, the Style of which is more 
Hificrical than either that of Socrates, Sozomen or Etiagrius in the opinion both 
of Photius and Vojfius. Thele Greek Authours were firft Tranflated into Latin 
by Epipbanius an eloquent Man, and the friend of Cajjiodorus , who having pro¬ 
cured this to be done, of them three he compofed the Tripartite Hiftory, left elo¬ 
quent Greece, as he faith, Ihould infult above thofe of the Weft, injoying thofe ^a. 
neceilaries which they wanted.

This being 
Leo Succeed* vacant more than forty days, at length, on the ic th. of May was Leo a Deacon 
him - of the Roman Church, chofen for Bilhop and Paftour of it. He was a Tufcan born 
and the Son of Quintianus. Having very good natural parts he adorned them in 
his Youth by good Literature: ufing himfelf to declaiming, by thatconftantex- 
ercife he became very eloquent, being alfo ftudied in Divinity above moft of his 
time. Under Sixtus who made good ufe of his Abilities in his defence againft Baft 
fus, he was fent upon feveral meflages of importance, and was now ablent ha¬ 
ving been difpatched into Gall , to compofe the difference betwixt Aetius and Al- 
Urns two eminent Roman Captains. The year following had lor Conful alone 
Cyras the Pagan of whom we lately fpake, who at length being difgraced by Theo- 
dofius the Emperour turned Chriftian, took Orders, and as Nicephorus tells us was 
/ made Bilhop of Smyrna. He was an excellent Poet, and pieafed thereby Eudo- 

cia the Emprefs to fuch a degree (for this Lady was a great Friend and Servant 
' of the Mules ) that thinking him worthy of the greateft countenance. She 
brought him in, and gave occalion to his Advancement to fo great Honours.

: l ' : "a fourth to be a Teftimony of the Refurredion; and fuch like- atlength he con¬ 
cludes that no Catholicks muft doubt of the truth of this Epiftle though they fee 
no reafon why it Ihould be written to a dead Man and wirhall that with Men 
who have reafon and Judgment, fuch muft aflure themfelves both that St. Peter 
and Clement knew reafons for writing to a dead Man. Both the Cardinal there¬ 
fore and Binius, had they been Men of reafon and Judgment, and confide red this 
trad of furrian to which they refer us, might therein have feen divers reafons 
why Theodoret might write to John though he was dead, they being as forcible 
to defend this Epiltle of theodoret as to excufe Clement for writing to St. James. 

But the caufe is-now altered, the Cardinals Demonftration holding in thofe things 
alone which diftafte him, or make for us and againft their caufe. But if any fuch 
writing bring, as all the Decretals do, either honour to the Roman See, or gain to 
that Court, though they were writ to one that was dead, not feven onely but 
feven times feven years before, they fhall be honbured as the true and undoubted 
threatningsof the Authours. If any one fcruple to yield hisaflent to this truth 
let him but add to this the other Example about Chryfoftomes bones, the writing 
of a Letter to that Patriarch thirty five years after his death by the Emperour 
Tbeodofius, and he will find it fuch an one as cuts all the Sinews, yea the hart- 
ftrings of the Cardinals Demonftration. He muft confefs it either to be fallacious 
or proclaim the Epiftle of Pope Clement, arid thebtherof fheodofm with that 
whole narration to be fiditious, and the Cardinals Annals a Fabulous Legend.

This Chryfaphius at firft was muchdifpleafed with 
h advancement to he Sra of Conftantinople, and to pick fome Quarrel font to 
him to tell him it was fitting he lliouldptefent the Emperour with tome gift at his 
Jrlmimi. He fent him accordingly fome White-Loave^ wtem tto E = h»^“i 
hpincr difoleafed and pleading for Gold as moft worthy of the Prince, the Bilhop 
Affirmed he had nonF but what belonged to the Church, and dedicated to the 
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Service bf God, and ufe of the Poor. Chryfaphius rather irritated by this his 
refoltite Anfwer ftudies all ways how to out him of his See, and perceiving he 
flibuld profit nothing in any fuch attempt as long as Pulcberia Auguftd the Sifter 
cf Theodofius fate at the Helm, by falfe Suggeftions he brings her into diferedit 
with Eudocia the Emprefs firft, and then with the Emperoiir himfelf, and con¬ 
trives how to deveft her of her Imperial Power, and reduce her into a condition no 
better than that of the Deaconefles of the Church, which beiiig made known to 
her by Flavianus, Ihe of her own accord quitted tne Government and retired to a 
private life. Chryfaphius therefore joyns himfelf with Eutyches and Diofcorus Bi- 
But appealing ihop of Alexandria, the great Patron of this Heretick. Eutyches incouraged by 
wtheEmpe- his afliftence complains that he hadnot been fairly dealt with in the late Synod of 
rour ‘ Couftantinople, that the Ads of it were changed and altered at the pleafure of his 
Enemies, and all things falfly and difadvantageoufly recorded and reprefented on 
his fide. He petitions the Emperour that the Records might be diligently fearched 
and examined. 

•3 fi. His fuit was very eafily granted through the iritereft of Chryfaphius^ who 
fo far alfo prevailed in his behalf, that though the Fathers of this new Synod cal¬ 
led for examination of this matter oppofed it, he procured him a dilpenlation 
as to appearance, and the matter to be examined in the prefence of his Protftours, 
which favour yet could not be granted to Eufelius Bilhop of Dorylceum his Ac- 
cufer. But by this Aflembly of thirty Bilhops, who as Evagrius writes lifted Lib- i-c. 9. 
out the. doings of Flavianus, were the Records found true and confirmed. Eu¬ 
tyches to bring Flavianus into greater diferedit with the Emperour, and all good 
Men, accufed him asaFautor of Neftorianifm, whereupon Theodofius demanded 
of him a Confelfion of his Faith, which inveighing againft and anathematizing 
as well the one as the other Herefie, perceiving he nothing profited by any of 
thefe Ihifts, being advifed and governed by Diofcorus and Chryfaphius , he defires 
a general Council Ihould be called, whereof Diofcorus Ihould be Prefident or 
Modcratour. Chryfaphius by the Mediation of the Emprds eafily obtaineth his 
fuit, openly pretending to clear the difficulty in the Caufe 6iEutyches, but in his 
mind defigning afwell the advancement of his opinions, as the depofiting and 
Obtains a Ruine of Flavianus. By his means the Emperour appointed a Council to be held 

«nTto£- bC at Ephefus by the firft of Auguft ( A.D. 449) over which he commanded Di- 
fhefiu. ' ofcorus to prefide, and bring With him feveral Bilhops, but Theodoret of Cyrus 
and lias Bilhop of Edejfa were forbidden to be prefent. Leo Bilhop of Rome was 
alio fummoned, but not finding it convenient to come himfelf fent his Legates, 
who brought with them an Epiftle to Flavianus , wherein the Herefie of Eutyches 
w as condemned, and which Diofcorus the Prefident fupprefled, not willing it 
fhould be read. On the tenth of Auguft the Bilhops met, to the Number of a- 
bout 128, befidesfome that were onely ph^fent by their Legates. Befides Diof¬ 
corus the Head of the Fadtion appeared Juvenalis Bilhop of Jerufalem, Doinmis 
of Antioch , Stephen of Ephefus, Flavianus of Conftantinople. Diofcorus brought 
a rout of his own Egyptian Bilhops, and procured a Military Guard under Com¬ 
mand of Elpidius and Eulogius, moreover a great Company of Eutychian Monks, 

Men clamorous, importune and audacious, gave their attendance at this Synod, 
which becaufe all things were carried irregularly, unjuftly, and by force aiid vio¬ 
lence in latter Ages, hath obtained the Name of the Ephefine Latrociny. 

37. Diofcorus the Moderatour would permit no Clerk to take the Adis of the ASa Condi. 
Synod but one of his own making, yet permitted thofe of his own fadion to chattel Eva.

Faith , mb 
fupprefs all Jlrife and difention that might arife. Having .fpoken to this purpofe 
the Fathers fet about their Synodical- Work. At the beginning, the Legates of Leo 
Patriarch of Rome began much to talfo upon them, willing that Diofcorus the Alex¬ 
andrian Patriarch might be put out of the Aflembly, and Laid, Either 1 et Diofcorus Am ilk E ffe . 
depart, or we will be gone. The Judges gravely repfoved this their, unreafona- 
ble humour, telling them, If they would be Judges, they mult not prdfecuteds Ac- Iif . 4 .fo 
cufeis • neither did they fufFer Diofcorus to depart, but commanded him, as was 
fitteft/to fit in the Place of the Rei, or accuied Perfons. Then did Eufebius of 
Dory la urn ftep forth and accufe him of Injury done to himfelf afwell as the Death 
of Flavianus , giving into the Synod the Petition he had put up to the Emperour, 
which being read, together with the Ads of the Ephefine Latrociny, by all which 
Diofcorus appeared afwell guilty of the Blafphemous opinion of Eutyches as of 
what Eufebius had laid to his charge. The Synod therefore condemned him, With 
his principal Afliftants: Juvenalis Bilhop of Jerufalem , Thalafftus : of Ctefarea, 

DiorcomK. Eufebius of Ancyra, Euftathius of Berytus, and Bafilius of Seleucia. -To the con- 
ftopof Alex, demnation of Diofcorus, who had been, the Ring-leader, the Eaftern Bifliops molt 
rin^Mandhis wi jj ing jy a lTented, but interceded for fuch as had been by threats drawn to 
condemned, joyn with him, that their depofition might be fufpended. The Synod commands, 
that the feveral Bilhops Ihould feverally and apart make Confefiions of their Faith, 
according to the prefeript of the Nicene Synod, and the writings of Baftl, Gre¬ 
gory, Hilary , Athanafius, Ambrofe , and the two Epiflles of Cyril publillied in the 
Council of Ephefus. The Addon was furnifhed with Acclamations of the Trifa- 
gion to Almighty God, Well-wilhes to the Emperour, and Curfes again ftDiofcorus. 

4. This Cuftome of Acclamations in Council at the end of the l'everal Sellions 
or Conclufion of the Synod feems taken from the pra&ice of the Senate and Peo- 
uf“hT pie, in which Affemblies after the Debate and Confultation ended, extraordinary 
end of Gene- Acclamations were wont to be made to the Honour of the Emperours, For though 
ni Council*. the word dotll f lgn jfi e a V() cal aflent given by any one to what is faid by another, 
yet there were Acclamations extraordinary and folemn made upon certain Occa¬ 
sions a Cryer or Officer didating to the Multitude. So Trebellius Pollio tells us 
in the Life of the Emperour Claudius, that after the reading of his Letters in the 
Temple of Apollo, it being faid, Claudius Auguftus, The Gods keep thee, the Af- 
fembly acclaimed it fixty times.. Claudius Auguftus We have ever wifht for thee, 
or fitch an one as thou art to be our Prince ; this was reiterated forty times. Clau- 
• dius Auguftus the Commonwealth fought after thee-, this was repeated forty times. 

Claudius Auguftus thou haft been a good Brother, Father, Friend and Senatour, thou 
what they ar f t ru iy a Prince: this was acclaimed eighty times. Claudius Auguftus avenge 
W£re * us of Aureolus 5 five times. Claudius Auguftus avenge us of the Palmy remans, 
five times. Claudius Auguftus deliver us from Zenobia. and Victoria $ feven 
times. Claudius Auguftus, Tetricus did nothing-, feven tiroes. In like manner 
when Tacitus the Emperour by a Speech in Anfwer to the Senate, had excufed 
himfelf by his Old Age from taking upon him the Government, the Senate 
made thefe Acclamations: Trajan alfo came Old to the Imperial Dignity ; thi s Flavius Vo- 
they fpoke ten times. Adrian in like manner came Old to the Government 
this they pronounced ten times. In like manner did Antoninus; ten times. 

Thou alfo haft read (viz. Virgil *x£»eid. 6~) Incanaque menta Regis Romani ; ten times. 

And who Rules better than an Old Man 1 ten times. We make thee an Emperour, 
mtaSouldier- twenty times. Do thou give orders, lit the Souldiers fighi ^ thirty 
times. Thou art prudent, and haft a good Brother - ten times. Severus Jain, The 
Head ought to Govern, and not the Feet; thirty times. And we make choice of thee 
for thy Mind, not thy Body 5 to which they acclaimed twenty tunes. Thefe 
forms of Acclamations being Recorded, Hiftorians copied them out of the Rolls, 
and fome Coins have beenftamped with a Memorial of them, fo much did Princes 
think they tended to their Fame and Reputation, as in a medal of the Emperour 
Conftantius wherein is read, Gaudium Populi Romani , or The Joy of the Roman 
People • being words of Acclamations whereby the People teitmed the pubhek

i/feven times the People acclaimed. Triftanus mentions a medal of Conftans the Tm. ip. 6*7 
Emperour with the-fame notes, which he interprets , fie Quinquennaha, ficDe- 
cennalia, and indeed Antiquaries took no notice of thefe Acclamations «p«flcd 
upon Coins, till Jacobus Chiffletius began to obferve them, as appears m his Book i 

fo Solemn and Holy Aflemblios, wherein the Pray- 
ersof the Faithfull availed much, fuch Religious Acclamations ffiould be made, 
exprefling praife and glory to Almighty God, and prayers for the welfare of the 
Frnnpmurs ” the nurlmg Fathers of his Church. It was the ancient Cuftome 

o”t P he Eaftern Churchefto handle matters in Councils lira publick meeting of all, 

and upon occafion popular Acclamations did often happen, and fomerimes tumul¬ 
tuous, which notwithftanding did conclude m concord; and in the end the Bi¬ 
llions tranfported with Joy, for the uniform Determinations, did pals to Acclama- 
tions in praife of the Emperours, who had aflembled and favoured the Council, 
m . in commendation of the Doarine declared by it, in prayers to God lor his con- 
mddig.ot .n co d . affiflence afror[ | ed t0 his Church, for the welfare of the Empe- 

routs and the health and profpetity of the Bilhops, which were noEpremedi- 
tated but as the Spirit did excite fome Bifliops more zealous to break out fitly 
nto feme of thefe Expreflions, fo the multitude acclaimed or cried with him. 

This was imitated of late in 7 V»r, yet not giving place to the extemporaty Spi¬ 
rit of any, but meditating what ihould be propoled and anfwered, and repea- 
' tfo °it out of a Paper.theCardinal of Lorain took upon him to be the Trta or Gy- 
ermtorely being chief in compofmg the Acclamations, but thundering them out 
a ib wliich wasgencrally accounted lightnefs and; vanity, not befeeming fuch a 
Prelate and Prmce to doe an Office belonging rather to the Deacons of the 
GuncU than to fo principal an Archbiihop and Cardinal. But tlte Cardinal 
roared ’and the Tridentine Fathers anfwered fuch things as will not edify the Rea¬ 
der toknow, and if he pleafehe may find them in the excellent Hiftory of thatpre- 
,end“ General Guncil. Thus much by the way concerning Acclamations, once

plaint afwell in behalf of Flavianus as himfelf, and after feveral things petitioned, 
defired that Diofcorus foight be fummoned to' anfwer for lumfelf, for, th« fecond 
time he had not appeared. Three feveral times was he fummoned by three 
Billiops and a Noraryfbutas often excufed himfelf, and in the mean time came 
certain Priefts and Deacons of his own Church, accufing him afwell of Bla phemy 
, , as Robbing them of their Goods. Upon this occafion being fummoned again, and

“Sha^Anfwer tarig gtcnTn’S'affirmative, the Bilhops were required to 
}Se n iX a b^ n plainly and exprefly condemned the Itoefieo. 
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Eutycbes this was judged a more certain expedient to try the minds of the Fathers j 
forafmuch as fuch as are content to clofe with the more general expreflions of a 
Council and wreft them to their own fenfe cannot foeafily evade the drift of a 
particular Paper deftined to the Condemnation of an Heterodox opinion. Then 
were admitted into the Synod, ten Egyptian Bilhops, and the Confeffion of Faith 
which they had written to the Emperour was read, wherein they profeffed to im- 
brace the Doctrine of the Apoftles, the Nicene Creed, with the Faith of Athana- 
Jius, Tbeophilus and Cyril. Condemning all Herefies, particularly thofe of Arms, 

Eunomius , the Manicbees , Neftorius and luch as affirmed the flelh of Chrift to have 
come from Heaven, not to have been truly Born of the Virgin Mary, which was 
indeed the Do&rine of Eutycbes. The Synod command them to fubfcribe the E- 
piftle of Leo, but they refufed it, denying that they reprefented all the Egyptian 
Bilhops, wherefore they would not prefcribe to them, nor could they doe it legal¬ 
ly having no Archbilhop fince the depofing of Diofcorus. The Synod had well 
nigh pronounced a ralli fentence againft the Bilhops, crying out that they were 
Heretical. But the Judges knowing well that they forbore to fubfcribe becaufe of 
a Cuftome they had that they might doe nothing without their Patriarch not then 
chofen, and not as thinking Heretically in the Faith, moderated the Synod, telling 
the Fathers that to them it feemed reafonable and agreeable to good nature not 
to condemn them but flay till their Patriarch be chofen, to whofe grave and fo- 
ber fentence the Synod confented, making a Canon for this fame purpofe, and or¬ 
daining that in cafe they would give fecurity not to depart out of the City, or that 
asfoon as they had a Patriarch chofen, they would fubfcribe, they Ihould be dif- 
The Eutyche- penced with as to prefent fubfcription. At the end of this Seffion leveral Eutychean 
an Monks Pe- Monks petitioned the Synod and made great ftir about Diofcorus, their Patriarch, 
tition tor Dt- j^g Headed by Barfumas die principal Archimandrita. But the Fathers after 
£ rWre ' eC ' much contention found reafon hill to Anathematize Diofcorus and call out their 
Petition, giving the Monks three days time to confider and revoke their Heretical 
Tenents. . , , , , 

8. In the fifth Seffion more contention happened about the Perfon of Diofco¬ 
rus whom Anatolius if poffible would have cleared as to the Crime of Herefie. 

The Emperour perceiving there was no end to be expededin thofe perfonalcaufes, 
and that the Bilhops fpent all there time therein, ordained that fix Eaftern Bi¬ 
shops, three of font us, three of Afta, three of Thrace, and as many of lllyricum, 
together with Anatolius and the Legates of Leo Ihould confult together and lay 
down fuch a form of Faith as the reft Ihould own and fubfcribe. A form of Faith 
they accordingly compofed in writing, whereof the firft part contained a cen- 
In the fifth fure ofthe Herefies of Neftorius , Eutycbes and the Macedonians .. TotheCon- 
SemonaCon- demnation of their opinions was added a confeffion of Faith to this purpofe : ac- 
Faith’-Lo. cording to the example of the Holy Fathers, We confefs one and the fame Son of 
fed. ‘ God, Chrift oar Lord, and unanimoujly affirm him perfect in the Divinity, and 
perfett in Humanity : true God and true Man, having both a rational Soul and Body: 

Coefential with the Father according to Divinity , and Coejfential to us according to 
Humanity, in all things like to us, Jin excepted: begot of his Father before all Ages, 
as to his Divinity: in thefe lajl times for us andfor our Salvation manifefled, being 
born ofthe Virgin Mary the Mother of God according to Humanity, one and the 
fame Jefus Chrift the Son of God, the Lord and onely begotten , in two Natures, 
without confufion, converfm, divulfm or feparation: the difference of Natures being 
no wife taken away by unity, but rather the propriety of both Natures concurring 
to one Perfon, and one Subfiftence being preferved, not that he is parted or divided 
into two Perfons , but is one and the fame onely begotten Son, God the word, and our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, and in old time the Prophets foretold, Chrift bimfelf hath taught 
us and the Fathers have delivered to us. This being read, the whole Synod Ac- 
clamed : This is the Faith of all the Fathers, let the Metropolitans fubfcribe it, 
this is the Faith of the Apoftles, let us all follow this: we are all of this Judgment. 

Then did the Synod decree that what had founiverfally pallid and plealed the 
Fathers Ihould be reported to the Emperour Martianus. Notwithftanding this 
final Accord, in making the Definition of Faith, a great diffention there was in 
the Synod, fome'would have it one way, fome another way fet down, infomuch 
that the Legates of Leo were ready to make a Schifm, to depart from the Coun¬ 
cil and hold another Synod by themfelves. The glorious Judges then (as they 
are ftiled) propofed this proper expedient to have the matter peaceably delated Suggenmur 
and concluded. But outcryes and Tumults prevailing, the Judges complained of 
thefediforders to the Emperour, and Martianus injoyned them to follow the di- J ’ 
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region of the Judges, Wherein they obeyed him, and fo at length came to a full 
conclufion and definition ot Faith. • t c j 

o At their iixth meeting came Martianus with the Emprefs into the Synod 
where hefpoke to the Fathers firft in Latin (according to the Cuftome ofprefer- 
ving the repute and grandeur of Qld Rome, and then in Greek to the fame purpofe 
as formerly. After he had made an end, Aetius the Archdeacon of Conftantinople^ 
in the name ofthe Synod briefly recounted what had been hitherto done, and 
then read a writing which declared the hath of die Fathers to be agreeable to that 
form we lately, mentioned. The Emperour demanded if that was the Act and 
Judgment of the whole Synod, and upon aci vver that it was, and that they all 
believed accordingly , he publilhed his Ldid importing .that whereas the Ca- 
tholick Faiclflwas now explained, and defined by die holy and univerfal Synod, 
according to what had been deliver’d by the Apoftles and Fathers, he thought it 
neceffary to cut off for the future all occafions of dilutes in matters of Religion. 

Therefore he commanded and declared that no Perfen., whatfoever. whether 
Clerk, Souldier or others (called Idiot a. Plebeians or private Perfons j Ihould 
move any queftion publickly concerning the Faith, under.Fern of Bamjhraent 
to a private Perfon, to Clerks and Military Men or of the Senatorian ^rankfefs 
of their Degree and Dignity, with other penalties. This was applauded, by ^eve- 
ral Acclamations of Many years to the Emperour, Many years to rn pious. and Cbrij - 
tian Auguftus, Many years to the Orthodox Emprefs,. andAnathem* to Dmjcorus, 
and the like. After this he told them t her ewer e certain things which.h.e thougnt 
fit to propound to them as for their nature, being proper for their Cogmiance, 
which refpe&ing Clerks and Religious Perfons we lhall ^mention when, wp come 
to fpeak ofthe third, fourth and filthCanonsof this Council. Euagrius writes that Lib 2>Ci ult - 
the Emperour now commanded the Bilhops to continue there three or four days 
more, and prepare more matter fuch as they Ihould think to be expedient. And 
they ftaid not onely threpor four days but many more, new matter ftUI anting 

Inthe feventh Seffion an Agreement betwixt Maximus Bilhop of Antioch 
and Juvenalis Bilhop of Jerufalem, was propounded to the Fathers and ratified.

Othe forehead of the Cardinal! were the Pope’s Legates abfent? were they 
gone > Truly they were not onely prefent at this Decree and confenting to it, but 
after it was propofed by Maxims and Juvenalis, they were the very firft that 
gave fentence therein, the Council following their fentence.

itory Pafchafinus and Lucentius the mofl Reverend Bijhops, andRomhcvthe Pref- 
byter holding the place of the ApofolickSee,faid by Pafchafinus ;Tbofe thingsbetwixt 
Maximus and Juvenalis are known to be done for their good and peace , (S nofir a hu- 
militatis interloquutione Jirmantur , and are confirmed by the Interloquution of our hu¬ 
mility, ut nulla in pojlerum in hac caufafit contentio, that never hereafter there 
(hould be any contention about this matter between thefe Churches.

11 Baronius following on his charge, in the lecond-place objedeth that Pope f&oprih. 

Leo himfelf withftood this Decree of this Council of Chalcedon, becaufe it was 
prejudicial to the Rights of other Churches, and by reafon of his Averfenefs, it 
■was not put in Execution as it was after the Decree of the fifth Synod, Dr. Crack- 
anthorp coming in here alfo to the relief of the Council,' affirmeth that had the 
Cardinal and his Friends been well advifed they would have been, afraid and 
much afliamed once to mention the refiftence of Pope Leo, to the Council of 
Chalcedon, either in thefe Patriarchs or the other of Confjantinople-. for firft, the 
refiftence of Leo which was merely ineffedual, demonftrates that the Popes 
contradiction, with all his might and power, can neither difanull nor infringe the 
Judgment of a general Council, which is no fmall prejudice to his principality pr 
Princely Supremacy. Again it convinceth Leo of a very foul and mexcufable 
Errour, judging the Nicene Canons concerning matters of Order, Polity, and 
Government of the Church (fuch are thefe concerning the extent of Sees or Su¬ 
periority of one Bifliop above another) to be unalterable and Eternal, no lefs than 
the Decrees of Faith. The condition, faith he, : of the Nicene Canons (pointing in Leo E { ,Ji. 53. 
the margent to the fixthand feventh both which concern the Limits of Sees) 
ing ordained by the Spirit of God, is in no part, foluble - and whatsoever tsdivers 
from their conjlitution, omni penitus authoritate vacuum ejl, ts utterly void of all Au¬ 
thority by whom Joever it be Decreed . Much more in this and the Mowing E- 54 
piftle he addethtothe fame purpofe. Particularly concerning Juvenalis who was 
truly at this time made a Patriarch, for keeping the Statutes of the_Holy Fathers, 
which in the Nicene Synod are confirmed- inviolabtlibus decretis by Inviolable. De- fy- 6u 
crees, I admonifh your Holinefs faith he, that the Lawf of the Churches may con¬ 
tinue, let no Man’s Ambition covet what’s another Man’s, let no JVlan feek by 
impairing another to advance himfelf, for though^hey feek Affiftence from 
Councils, Infirmum atp, Irritum eritquicquid a prcedmorurn Patrum Canmibusdil- 
creparit • ivhatfoever differs from thefe Nicene Canons Jhall bejvoid. Andto Maxi- Ep. 62; v 
mus Bifliop of Antioch ; Let it fuffice that I pronounce this in general ,ad omnia, as 
to all matters, concerning Limits of Sees and the like, that. It any thing beat- 
tempted by any Man, in any Synod againft the Statutes of the Nicene Canons, 
nihil prtejudicii poteft inviolabilibus inferre decretis, It can bring no prejudice to 
thefe unalterable and inviolable Decrees. Thus Leo erromoufly judging the or¬ 
der preferred in the Nicene Canons for the bounds and pre-eminence ofBilhops to 
be Eternal, and not to be altered by any Council whatfoever.

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" 1Behold the wifedom of the Cardinal in alledging Pope Leo. If the Decree. 

of Chalcedon was not’of force becaufe Leo contradicted it, then neither can that 
other Decree,, fuppofed to be made in the fifth Council, be effectual, becaufe • 

Leo contradideth it alfo, feeing that by the Judgment of Leo, at no time, by no 
Perfon, by no Council, by ncr Authority can the order of Nice be changed. If 
this at Chalcedon was not in force, to whidh the. Pope’s Legates confented, how 
can the Cardinal think that„of the fifth Council to be of force, to which neither 
Pope nor Legate confented, nor was fo much as prefent'in the Council ? If the 
Judgment of Leo (land for good, then neither is, nor ever was either Conjlantino- 
pie or Jerufalem Patriarchal Sees } and then the Decree of the eighth Council and 
the Lateran, and I know not how many more muft be rejected asunlawfull and 
Impious. If the Judgment of Leo be (as by their eighth Council and the Lateran 
it is adjudged) Erroneous, then was Jerufalem a Patriarchal See, notwithftanding 
the contradiction of Leo to that Decree. In a word, if Leo his Judgment be of 
force, it repeals the Decree of the fifth, eighth, and all other General Councils 
decreeing this ; if it be not of force, it neither did nor could infringe the Decree 
of Chalcedon. But to fatiSfie the Cardinal yet a little more fully, it is^n untruth 
which he faith, that the Decree of Chalcedon was not put in Execution, before 
the time of the fifth Synod and the fuppofed Decree thereof. For this Council of 
Chalcedon decreed that their fentence in advancing Jerufalem to a Patriarchal See, 
fhould Hand in force in omni tempore , and therefore doubtlefs even then, and from 
that very time it was truly a Patriarchal See,the contradiction of Leo no more hin¬ 
dering it the very next or fecond year, than it did two Hundred or two Thoufand 
years after that Decree made. Again, as it Is certain that the See of Conflantinople 
both before and after the Decree of Chalcedon (which was not introdudive but 
confirmative in that point) exercifed Patriarchal Authority, JuJlinian alfo by his Novel. 1 31. 
Imperial Law made feme twelve years before the .fifth Council confirming the*’- 1 * 2 - 
fame • fo it is not to be doubted but the Church of Jerufalem did the very like in 
it’s own Patriarchal Diocefe, efpecially confidering that JuJlinian s Imperial Law 
is as forcible for the one as the other. 1 So that for any one to have denied, or 
fought then to have infringed the Patriarchal Authority confirmed to Conftantino- 
pie, conferred to Jerufalem by this Council of Chalcedon, had- brought him into 
danger, not oneLy of the Ecclefiaftical cenfure ; but of civil punifhment with the 
Emperours high indignation. 

14. But if the Cardinal will not be fatisfied, unlefs he fee the pradice of that 
Patriarchal Authority, let him look into the General Council under Mennas,. and AB. 5^.455. 
there he Ihall fee John Bilhop of Jerufalem , hold a Provincial Synod of the Bi- e?c - 
fliops of the three Palejlines, qui fub eo funt, who ivere under him, two whereof 
as by their fubferiptions appear, were the Metropolitan Bifiiops of Cafarea and 
Scythopolis, with thirty more ■ fo many were then fubjed to the Patriarch of 
Jerufalem. Again in another Provincial Synod held at Jerufalem in the ttnth ContraSe- 
year of JuJlinian, Peter Patriarch of Jerufalem, was Prefident over all the Bi- 
Ihops of the three Pale fines there aflembled with him, two of which were the zCmcyfyi. 
aforefaid Metropolitans. So untrue it is, which Baronius to maintain the falfe prafidme 
Teftimony of Guil. Tyrius avoucheth, that this Decree of Chalcedon was not put jtatriwha 
in Execution, before the fifth Council. Another untruth is, that which he pre- pem nffften-\ 
tends in his Fragments of the Fifth Council, that it had no other means tp e- 
red this Patriarchfliip of Jerufalem, but by taking part from both thofe of An-y ini , rlim f 
tioch and Alexandria; for there was another means as both the Decree of Chal¬ 
cedon, and the Event did Ihew, and nothing at all was taken from that of Alex¬ 
andria. That is alfo as falfe as the reft, that the,Fathers took from Alexandria 
the Metropolitan Secs and Provinces of Ruhaznd Berithus, for neither of thefe 
Sees belonged to the Patriarch of Alexandria, but of Antioch. Of them both • 
Berterius ( refuting this Fragment, at which the Cardinal and Binius fo gladly Puh-Diatrib- 
fnatcht) faith, Certainly Ruba is placed by Ptolemy in Syria, and it’s manifef that ' Q ' 
Berithus is the Metropolis of Phcenice near Libanus: Syria autem & Phamicia ori¬ 
ent is Provincice omnibus notts funt: Now that Syria and Phoenicia were Provinces 
of the Eaft (and confequently belonging to theSee of Antioch ) all do know. For 
Berithus the matter is certain that it is not near the Limits of Alexandria-, for that 
it is in the Province of Phoenicia, not onely Ptolemy fliews, but the Subfcripti- *Lib.$.c.i%. 
ons of the Bifliops, both in the * Nicene, the firft Conflantinopolitan f and Chal- 
cedon || Councils, in all which the Bifliop of Berithus is fet in the Province of ’ 
Phoenicia; whence another untruth is to be obferved in that Fragment of Tyri¬ 
us, which faith that Berithus was granted to the new Patriarch of Jerufalem - 

whereas 
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whereas it is clear, that it was in Phoenicia, and that the two Phoenicia's, both by 
the Agreement of Maximus and Juvenalis, and by this Decree of this Council 
of Chalcedony did belong to the See and Bilhop of Antioch, and not of Jerufa- 
lem. 

i In the eighth Sellion Theodoret^ the Bilhop of Cyrus came to clear himfclf, 
and to be reconciled to the Church. ' Hitherto he had been received and admit¬ 
ted by the Synod no otherwife than as Plaintiff, accufmg DioJcorus, for injuri- 
in the Ms. oufly" outing him of his See, and placing another in it. For when he firft came ^ 6 - 

Slop of Cyrus int0 the Council the Bilhops of Egypt , Illyricum and Palestine exclaimed againlt 
anathemati- him, crying The Canons exclude this Man, out with him, thruft out the Majfer of 
siithi is^rdto" Neftorius, the Orthodox Council doth not receive Theodoret, call him not a 
red™ 15 K °" Bifhop , he is no Bifhop, he is a Fighter againft God, he is a Jew, out with him j he 
accufed, he anathematized Cyril; If we admit him we rejert Cyril. The Canons ex¬ 
clude him , God detejleth him. Knowing him to have formerly imbraced and de¬ 
fended the Neftorian Herefte, they would not be fatisfied otherwife than by the 
appointment of the Judges, he Ihould fit onelyasan Accufer of Diofcorus, not as 
one havinlfjudicatory Power, or a decifive Voice, till his own caufe Ihould come 
to be heard and thoroughly examined. Now in this eighth Sellion when he ap¬ 
peared for this purpofe, no fooner was he efpied but the Bilhops cried out again, 

Let Theodoret forthwith anathematize Neftorius, let him do it fpeedily and without 
delay. He offered to them a Paper containing a Confclfion of his Faith, but they A&y. 
refufed to hear it. Then'began he at large to clear himfelf, telling them he came 
thither out of a fenfe he had, that he was calumniated as if he had taught He- t hemati\et 
refie, that as he had been bred and educated amongft the Orthodox, fo he had nfftonum. 
ever taught, being averfe to Neftorius, Eutyches and all others who held falfe 
and heterodox Opinions. But as he was proceeding, the Synod fufpe&ing that 
heufed thefe delays as unwilling to anathematize Neftorius , cried out, He is-an 
Heretick, He is a Neftorian, put out the Heretick, and out they had put him, but 
that leaving all Circuition and dela'y, he prefently cried out Anathema to Nefto¬ 
rius, and to them that either do not confefs Mary the Virgin to le the Mother of 
God, or divide the one onely legotten .Son into two. He told them alfo, that he 
fubferibed to the Definition of Faith, and the Epiftle of Leo the raoft Holy 
Archbilhop. With this the Synod was fully fatisfied, the glorious Judges fay¬ 
ing, Now all doubt is quite removed concerning Theodoret, and receiving him into 
Communion as Orthodox reftored him to his See, of which in the Epkefme La- 
trociny he had been outed, all crying out, Theodoret is worthy of his See, let the 
Church receive their Orthodox Paflour, To Theodoret a Catholick Dortour, let the 
Church be reftored. 

1 6. In the Ninth Selfion was examined the Caufe of Ibas Bifhop of Edejfa, 
who had alfo been depofed by Diofcorus and his Ephefine Junrto. He had formerly 
held the Herefie of Neflorius, and after the Union betwixt Cyril and John, had 
written a Letter full fraught of Herefie and Blafphemy, to Maris a Perftan. A- 
bout this his Herefie a Synod was held at Berithus, before Photius, Euftathius and 
In die Ninth Vranius, where the Epiftle and Contents thereof were condemned. But being ApudAB. 
ibas Bifhop of commanded to imbrace the firft Ephefine Synod, which that impious Epiftle re- Cone. c/Wed. 
Edejjk re- and to condemn andaccurfe Neftorius with his Followers commanded by A 

Herefie" 8 ** that Epiftle, he conformed himfelf to their order, profefling that he believed as 
the Letters of Cyril unto John did teach, and that heconfented to all things done 
by the fob. Ephefine Synod, accounting their Judgment as infpired by the Holy 
Ghoft. Moreover, at the rnftance of Photius and Euftathius he publiihed in Wri¬ 
ting, what he now profeffed for full fatisfa&ion of fuch as had been fcandalized 
by his former Dotftrine. And on his own accord he promifed before thefe Judges, 
that he would in his own Church at Edejfa, and that publickly accurfe Neftorius 
as the Ringleader in that Impious Herefie, and thole alfo who were of his Judg¬ 
ment, or who ufed his Books or Writings. The Ads of thefe matters being read 
in Council!, Eunomius told the Fathers that feeing in pofterioribus or in poftremis , 

Ibas had made a right Confeftion, ( though he did formerly write againft Cyril 
and the Faith ) he -judged him worthy of his Biihoprick, provided he accurfed 
Neftorius, Eutyches with their wicked Herefies, and confented to the Writings of 
Leo, and 5 this General Council. Now the Orthodox Confefiion of Ibas made be¬ 
fore Photius and Euftathius, the accurfing of Neftorius anti his Herefie, and the 
imbracing of the Ephefine Council is that which Eunomius calleth pofteriora or 
poftrema , as following by many years, not onely that which Ibas did or laid be¬ 
fore the Union made between John and Cyril, but even that impious Epiftle

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written after the Union. , By this Confeftion being pofterius, or later, than the 

Epiftle, Ibas had refuted all for which he was formerly blamed, in effetft refuting, 

condemning and accurfing that whole Epiftle with all the Herefies and Blafphe- 

miesin all parts thereof. For this. Caufe, and in regard of this Holy Confeftion, 

the fifth Council afterwards faid, that thereby tbas had anathematized his own E- Coll.6. 7.564. 

piftle, being in every part of it contrary to the Eaith, both ih the beginning and the 

end. 

17; That this was the meaning of Eunomius, the Interlocution of Eufebius, Bi- 
ftiop of Angra, in this fame Council of Chalcedon doth make apparent, .who ex¬ 
prefly mentioning thefe Adts before Photius and Euftathius, and the Cpnfeflion of 
lias then made (called by Eunomius Pofteriora ) faid thus in the following 
Selfion, to which the Conclufion of this matter was adjournedThe reading of 
that Judgment before Photius arid Euftathius doth lhew, that Ibas in that Judg¬ 
ment accurfed Neftorius with his impious Do&rines, and confented to the true 
Faith. Wherefore I receive him for a Bilhop, if he 'do now condemn Neftorius, 

This was applauded by Diogenes Bilhop of Cyzicus, Thalafius of Ccefarep, John of 
Sebaftia, to which all acclaimed, We all fay the fame. So clear it is, that upon 
It reftored in this Confeftion of Ibas made firft before photius and Euftathius, and after that by 
the tenth by ^ w | 10 | e Council of Chalcedon, and not upon his Epiftle nor any part firft or 
x e at ecs. ^ thereof, Ibas was acknowledged and received as a Catholick. Whereby ap- 
peareth 'not onely the Errour, but extreme fraud of Baronins, who in excufe of 
Vigdius, not onely affirmeth an heretical Untruth, that the latter part of the E- 
piltle is Orthodox, but labours to uphold that untruth by mahtious perverting, 
and falfifying, both the words and meaning of Eunomius, as if he had faid or 
meant by the Pofteriora, the latter end of that Epiftle. This and more in Confu¬ 
tation of the Cardinal about that Epiftle, and in defence of the Fifth Council, 
and the A< 5 ts thereof the Reader may fee in the Book of Dr. Crackanthorp for¬ 
merly mentioned, and we lhall have too much occafton again to fpeak of this 
Subject. As for Nonnus who had been put into Ibass place, the Synod referred 
it te the Biihop of Antioch to take care of him. Themoft glorious Judges con¬ 
firmed what the Synod had done, faying, that what the Holy Council bad judged 
concerning the Reverend Bifhop Ibas, Jhould retain its own Strength. Arid fo ended 
the Tenth Selfion.

The Fathers were 1 b much divided in their opinions, that they were 
the c°n- forced to put it off till their next Meeting. Yet would they generally have gi-

Caufe of a- t [ 10r ity the Biihoprick of Paros was fubjerit. Refufing to come though thrice 
jhJJS'plT cited to appear, he was depofed by that Synod, and Sabmiams put into his 
w difeufled* place. In this Seffion he complained of wrongfull Extrufion, and petitioned the 
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Council, that his See might be reftored to him, excufing himfelf that he ap¬ 
peared not at the Synod of Antioch according to fummons, becaufe Domnas the 
chief Judge therein was his Enemy, and thereupon he could not efteem him air 
equal and indifferent Judge, though he could not but acknowledge him his Pa¬ 
triarch. The Glorious Judges that the matters laid to the charge of Athanafm, 
lhould be examined in Synod by Maximus then Patriarch of Antioch; and incaie 
he were found guilty of thefe Crimes, he lhould for ever hand debarred from 
his Biliioprick. But if either in that fpace of time they examined not the Merit 
of his Caufc, or upon Examination found him innocent, he lhould then as un- 
jnftly depofed be redored to his See of Faros, and Salinianus lhould remain his 
Subffiture till Maximus could provide him of another Biliioprick. This Sentence 
of the fecular Judges, the .whole Council approved, crying out, Nothing is more 
juft, nothing is more equal, this is a juft Sentence , you judge according to the Mind of 
God.

or Primate of the Diocefe. Another meaning of thefe Fathers feems to 
have been this: that whereas formerly it was unlawfull to appeal from 
the Definitive Sentence of the Primate or Patriarch to the Tribunal 
of any other Patriarch or Bilhop , to doe Honour to this Imperial 
Seat, they gave leave to appeal to the Bilhop thereof from any Sentence 
of Primates or Patriarchs, which the words themfelves, Let him repair 
to the Exarch of the Diocefe, or the Seat or Bifhop of the Royal City, feevs\, 
though obfeurely to hint, but practice and the Imperial Law formerly mentio¬ 
ned plainly declareth, wherein is enjoyned that If after appeal to Patriarchs or 
Metropolitans,or any other Bijhop fen fence be pronounced which difpleafeth any party, if 
this party appeal, the appeal muft lye to the See of Conftantinople, wherein, as the Cuf- 
tome was, the matter is to be determined. To the Patriarch of Conftantinple there- 
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fore from the fentence of any other Patriarch or Diocefan Primate Appeal was 
granted, and from him none, except to a General Council, to which, as the Afri¬ 
can Fathers, in their Letters to * Cmleftine, affirm it lawful! * Cone.

of the mo ft holy Church of Conflantinople, each Metropolitan of the faid Diocefes 
together with the Bifhops of the Province ordaining the Provincial Bifhops, as it is 
delivered in the Divine Canons, But as is faid the Metropolitans of the forenamed 
Diocefes are to be ordained by the Archbijhop of Conflantinople convenient Elefli- 
ons beingmade according to Cuftome, and thereof Notice being given to him. 

26. By this Canon the firft dignity and Precedence was confirmed to the Ro- . 
man Patriarch as bellowed on it by the Ancient Fathers, not out of any confidera- 
tion that his Church was founded by St. Peter or any other, but out of a fecular 
refped to the Dominion and Sovereignty of that City, as Miftrels or Sovereign 
of the Empire, the Polity of the Church correfponding as near as pofiible with 
that of the State. Now that Conflantinople was put into the feme Capacity with 
Old Rome as to Majefty, Sovereignty and Dominion, the Fathers found the feme 
reafon for conferring the fame Privileges upon her, though much to the regret and 
ftomach of Leo his Legates,who not being prefent when the thing palled,came into 
the Council the next meeting and protefted againft it. But this would not doe, 
their alledging the Nicene Canons fignified little, the Fathers having in their Memo¬ 
ry what had palled between the Bilhops of Africk and the former Roman Prelates. 

They urged that the fubferiptions to this Canon were forced and wrefted from 
the Bilhop by plain conftraint which was flatly denied by fuch as had fublcribed. 

Then did the glorious Judges interpofe and gave fentence that the chief Honour 
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was to be given to the See of Old Rome, yet Primacy and the like Privileges to that 
of the New, which now as well as the other was ordained with the Fafces 
of the Empire, fo that the Bifliop thereof ihould have power to ordain Metropoli¬ 
tans in Afiana, pontica and Thrace, leaving the Authority to the Metropolitan of 
each Province to confecrate Bilhops. Yet would not the Legates be fatisfied,, but 
required that the Decree might be fufpended till the Judgment of Leo might be 
had about it, to which it’s faid the Synod Aflented. But Lileratut affirms that 
the contradiction and Proteftation of the Legates was rejedted, and how little ac¬ 
count was made of it, or of the oppofition of Leo himlelf appears by the practice 
of following times, as well as what formerly has been faid of this SubjeCt. AS 
for this Canon none either have called in queftion the truth or the force and vali¬ 
dity .of it, except thofe concerned in behalf of Rome. Its found in all Greek Co¬ 
pies, befides feveral Latin ones, as one above a thoufand years Old in Juftellus Quodvidifle 
his Library, another in that of Monfieur de Thou , which abundantly difcovers to us Dr ‘ 
the truth and fincerity of thofe Roman Copies wherein it is wanting* “ There are

The Fathers alfo caufed their Synodical Epiftle lull of refpedt 0 rthodoxam 
to be written to Leo the Roman Patriarch wherein letting him know that they^T. w? ^ r ' 
were aflembled by the Sanction and Decree of the Emperour, they tell him what 
An Epiftle t { ie y had done and defire him to honour * them with his Approbation. For it * Rotamus 
fubfcribeto 10 was requifite for the Peace of the Church thatfuch Bilhops as could not be prefent ^IjAmhono- 
what bad been in thefe Oecumenical Councils Ihould approve and confirm what had been done ra judicium, 
Seffion! thl * therein. Not that there was any need of judicially determining and defining any 

controverfie or giving the Decifion full and perfect Authority, lor that had been al- Aa.\ 6 . 
ready done in the General Aflembly wherein all Bilhops were either perfonally 
prefent or implicity and juftly fuppofed to be there. But when they Ihould give 
their exprefs confent to what they had formerly ratified but implicitly, this 
would flop their mouth for the time to come, remove or prevent all objections 
arifing from difference and oppofition, and whereas we are apt to be drawn more 
by Example than precept, gain greater repute and conformity to the Decrees. 

Therefore did this Council feek the Approbation of Leo, who being molt eminent 
for the dignity of his See, and very confiderable for his perfotial Qualifications, 
might be more capable through his Example of doing good or hurt ; after by 
contenting to procure Peace and Conformity, or by diflenting to make a rent and 
fchifm in the Church. On this fame account did Theodofius the Emperour and 
Cyril labour fo much to have John the Patriarch to confent to the Decrees of the 
Ephefine Synod againft Neftorius, for they knew it would be a great means to draw 
in the reft of the diflenters, as indeed it proved. The truth was, all the Fathers 
could doe was little enough to preferve the Church in quiet, and prevent that ex¬ 
travagance both in opinion and pradtice which the lulls and paffionsof Men fo 
frequently procured. Therefore to revive the Memory of former Decrees did each 
Council, as it were, prefent a new Table of what had pafled in fuch as had been 
before it. So did the Council of Conftantinople confirm that of Nice with the Can. 1: 

Faith decreed therein, and this of Chalcedon all three preceding Oecumenical Sy¬ 
nods, and the fecond Nicene Synod or Conventicle all the fix which had been 
before it, although each of them was of as great Authority before, and as to 
their intrinfick value needed not the Confirmation of the lubfequent elpecially of 
the latef Santto. 

a 8. Farther, the Ancient Chriftian prudence of thefe Fathers, for thefe very 
reafons, directed them to make ufe not onely of General Councils but of Provin¬ 
cial Synods, npt onely of Patriarchs but particular Bilhops to confirm their Ge¬ 
neral Synods, and the Decrees thereof. Thus the great Nicene Council was con- Confimare 
firmed, as they themfelves phrafe it, by Eufelius Bilhop of Nicomedia and 
nis of Nice two exiled Bilhops for the caufe of Herefie in token of their repentance / IO> ' ' * 
and conversion. So the Synod Aflembled at Milan confirmed the Adis of the Not. in Cm:. 
Firft Ephefine Council, -as Binius himfelf obferveth. And this very Council 

Chalcedon 
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Chalcedon at the inftance of Pope Leo, when fome began to carp at its Decrees, 
was confirmed by an Edidt of the Emperour Leo, who commanded alfo the feve¬ 
ral Bifliops to declare their Judgments concerning its Dodtrine, that the Council 
of Chalcedon might be again confirmed, faith Binius, by the Confent and Confeflion 
of all thefe Bifliops. In obedience to his Command fome did it of themfelves, 
as Anatolius, Lmianus, Sehaftianus and Agapetus, befides feveral others, fome 
jointly as the Bifliops of Egypt and Europe in their Synodal Epiftles, which are 
joyned to the Adis of this Council. It is not to be imagined, that the Tefti- 
mony of Angle Bifliops could give any Authority to an Oecumenical Synod, 
nor yet Provincial Councils which confifted but of 19 Bilhops as that of Milan, 
or but of feven as that of Syria, or fix as that of Mcefia, five as that of Syria 
Secunda, or no more than four as that of Ofroena. But much advantage .was 
gained by thefe Teftimonies, and this may be added to what we have formerly 
mentioned out of Dr. Crackanthorp , that every one hereby either approved him¬ 
felf to be Orthodox in Judgment, or upon refufal appeared to be heretical in 
Dodlrine, and flood fufficientiy convidted, fo that fuch a Wolf could not doe mif- 
chief in Sheeps cloathing, the Church having fufficient .notice and warning of 
him. But thus as the forementioned Learned Perfon obferveth, Confirmation 
a twofold 0 f Synods by Bifliops w,as twofold. The Confirmation of thofe prefent in 
Council is Judicial, the latter Confirmation by the Abfent is Pacifical. The 
Bilhops. former Authoritative, fuch as gives the whole Authority to any Decree, the 
latter whether by fucceeding Councils, or abfent Bilhops is Teftificative witnef- 
fing them to be Orthodox in that Decree. The former joyned to the Imperial 
Confirmation (which is neceflary to the making of aLawfull Council) is Effential, 
eflentially making both the Council an approved Council, and ad the Decrees 
thereof approved Synodal and Oecumenical Decrees: the latter is Accidental 
which graceth a Bilhop, but little or nothing the Synod, and being denied doth 
neither difgrace the Council, nor impair the Dignity or Authority thereof, but 
extremely disgracing the party that denies it, pulls down upon him both the 
juft Cenfures of the Church, and the Civil Punilhments due to Hereticks and 
Contumacious Perfons. 


19. So fmall realon is there for Baronius to infer, that becaufethe Fathers de- 
. fire the Afient of Leo, therefore they thought their Ads invalid without his 
Confirmation. But thus ended this famous Chalcedonian Synod, which our Lear¬ 
ned Crackanthorp tells us he never read or almoft remembred, but with a kind of 
Amazement • he admired the rare Piety, Prudence, Integrity, Moderation and 
Gravity of thofe moft Glorious Judges, who fupplying the Emperour’s place in 
his Abfence were the Imperial Prefidents in this Council. Had they or fuch 
been wanting at this time it may juftly be feared, confidering the eagernefs and 
temerity, not to fay the infolency of the Pope's Legates in this Synod, that this 
Council of Chalcedon had proved a worfe Latrociny, than was that fecond of 
Ephefus. All being difpatched, the Fathers returned to their feveral Churches. 

Diofcorus was banilhed to Gangra , a City of Paphlagonia where he died. In me¬ 
mory of the Condemnation of the Eutycbian Herefie, the Greeks ordained an 
Anniverfary folemnity on the 1 6th. of July, as appears by their Menology.

As for the Sacrofantt 
Church of that mofi Religious City (thefe are the Phrafes of 
the Edidt)^or/; his Mother and of all Chriftians of the Orthodox 
Religion , with the moft Holy See of that Royal City he adjudge th 
and decreeth in contemplation of the faid Royal City that it enjoy 
for ever all Privileges and Honours afwell in Creation of Bijhops, asftttingabove 0- 
thers; and all other Rights which it was known to have either before or under his Reign. 

43. This Conftitution is dated on the 17 th of December, in the Confullhipof 
Armatius alone, who bore that Office with Baftlifcus the Tyrant, who yet is not 
mentioned here, nor named in the Fafti, becaufe he was an Ufurper, and was 
condemned by Zeno. This Confuhhip fell in the 4 76 Year of our Lord,-and 
confequently the third after the Death of Leo the Elder, fo that it muft belong 
to his Grand-Son the Young Leo, and made by his Father Zeno, though Baro¬ 
nius place it at the 47 a, and the 1 6th of the Old Emperour. However, it being 
made (as the Cardinal faith) in behalf of the See of Conftantinople, and the pre¬ 
cedence of all others next after the Patriarch of Rome, it is manifeft that by the 
antiquating of Innovations, and reftoring the ancient Rights of this Church, it 
had and enjoyed this precedence before the making of this Law. If it was 
procured through the felicitation of Acacius, and that Simplicius the Roman Bifliop 
was much concerned about it, be it fo, If it was Acacius his due, as it verily 
feems to have been, he had more right to feek it than the other to grudge it. 
But this is certain afwell from this Law as others, that this Privilege was granted 
in confideration of the Royal, and if that was the Reafon why the See of Old 
Rome obtained the Firft Dignity, as we have feen it was from good teftimony, 
certainly there was no reafon they fliould quarrel. But fuch are the humours and 
paflions of Men otherwife good : and as here we leave them, fo we fhall find 
them again engaged in this quarrel about the Primacy. About this time was 
Sidmlus A- S l ^ onm Apollinaris, that Man fo famous for his nobility and excellent wit, made 
polinaris bu Bilhop of the Arverni or Auvergnais in Gallia Celtica.
